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GOVERNMENT  CONTROL  OF  RAILROADS 


President  Has  Determined  on  only  Solution  of  Railroad 
Situation  in  the  United  States 


HE  President  has  determ- 
ined npon  the  only  prac- 
ticable solution  of  the  rail- 
road situation  in  the  United 
States.  The  insuperable 
obstacles  to  the  unifi- 
cation of  transportation  have  rendered 
government  control  inevitable.  The 
War  Board  has  performed  a  wonderful 
and  almost  incredible  work  in  modifying 
and  reducing  the  car  shortage  and  con- 
gestion of  traffic  that  has  followed  up- 
on the  tremendous  demands  made  upon 
the  carriers  through  the  European  war. 
The  investigations  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  however,  have 
made  it  apparent  that  the  remedy  for 
the  situation  is  not  to  be  found  in 
merely  advancing  freight  rates.  The 
competitive  system  makes  it  necessary 
that  the  same  advances  be  granted  all 
carriers,  notwithstanding  some  of  them 
need  twice  or  three  times  as  much  as 
others.  Capital  expenditures  necessary 
for  improvement  and  extension  of  term- 
inals and  the  increase  of  equipment  can- 
not be  met  by  the  sale  of  stock  or 
bonds,  and  it  is  at  least  very  doubtful, 
if    not    certain,    that    the    mere    advance- 


ment of  freight  rates  will  not  remedy 
these  financial  needs.  It  was  therefore 
inevitable  that  the  Commission  should 
recommend  and  the  President  should 
put  into  effect  the  government  control 
of    railroads. 

The  statutory  prohibition  against  the 
pooling  of  freights  or  the  stifling  of 
competition  will  not  stand  in  the  way 
when  the  government  takes  control.  .'Knd

under  one  management  the  road  now 
overburdened  may  be  relieved  by  the 
road  that  is  operating  only  to  fifty  per 
cent  of  its  efficiency.  It  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  this  is  a  step  in  the  direc- 
tion of  government  ownership  of  rail- 
roads, but  it  has  been  rendered  unavoid- 
able by  the  situation  brought  about  by 
the  war,  and  the  people  will  now  be  able 
to  observe  the  degree  of  efficiency  which 
follows  the  operation  of  the  roads  by 
the  government.  We  shall  now  be  able 
to  learn  whether  the  departure  from  the 
system  of  competition  and  the  adoption 
nf  the  communal  system  possesses  more 
of  good  than  of  evil.  As  these  results 
shall  be  demonstrated,  we  may  expect 
that  the  further  operation  of  the  rail- 
roads of  the  United  States  will  be  de- 
veloped. 

In  the  meanwhile,  it  is  reasonably 
certain  that  little  if  any  change  will  be 
made  in  the  forces  of  the  respective 
railroads.  Those  officers  and  employees 
who  are  familiar  with  the  direction, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  re- 
spective carriers  will  almost  certainly 
be  retained  in  the  government  service, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the

AU  Organizations  Have  Special  Functions  To  Perform 


III-:  duly  of  all  of  us,  was 
the  tlicnic  of  an  address 
d.livircd  by  Fri-dirick  J. 
Kostcr,  President  of  tlie 
Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
the  "Industrial"  luncheon 
Riven  by  the  San  I'rancisco  Ad  Club 
at  the  Palace  Hotel  on  December  19th. 
Mr.  Koster's  address  followed  that  of 
Robert  Newton  Lynch.  Vice-President 
and  Manauer  of  the  Chamber,  who  told 
of  the  work  which  is  being  done  by  the 
Chamber  toward  the  industrial  advance 
of  San    Francisco.        Mr.   Koster   said: 

Indu.stry  and  life  are  synonymous.  In- 
dustrv  is  at  the  foundation  of  all  life 
and  all  proRrcss.  \\c  have  had  today 
a  little  evidence  of  the  industrial  ad- 
vance of  San  Trancisco,  and  our  Vice- 
President  and  Manager  has  told  you 
something  of  the  work  which  is  being 
done   by   the    Chamber   of   Commerce. 

Now  1  shall  not  undertake  to  en- 
large upon  that,  or  go  into  the  detail 
of  the  work  of  the  organization  at  all, 
hut  shall  confine  myself  to  just  this 
thought:  The  duty  of  all  of  us:  The 
necessity  of  organized  effort  in  the  way 
of  developing  a  proper  leadership  to 
the  end  that  we  perform  our  part  in 
the   great   concerns   of  our    Nation. 

Consider,  first,  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco! Its  position — its  natural  oppor- 
tunities— and     humans    first    congregate 


ihrou^;:i  lortc  ol  necessity,  some 
through  merely  accidental  discovery,  and 
gradually  more  and  more  humans  con- 
gregate. Soon  we  have  the  beginning 
of  a  community.  Then  follows  the 
necessity  of  m.nking  the  most  of  the 
opportunities  nature  has  provided.  Out 
of  that  grows  organized  effort.  Then 
how  well  those  opportunities  shall  be 
made  use  of  depends  upon  the  character 
of  leadership  of  that  organized  effort. 
My  thought  is  that  there  rests  upon 
those  who  are  at  the  head  of  the 
largest  affairs  the  greatest  obligation  of 
that  character  of  leadership,  and  there- 
fore upon  such  an  organization  as  our 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  into  which  we 
undertake  to  bring,  in  a  spirit  of  serv- 
ice, the  men  who  represent  the  largest 
interests    of   various   kinds    in    our   com- 


nuiity,  then  to  gather  about  them  those 
who  are  in  lesser  affairs  but  f\bich 
lesser  affairs  in  the  aggregate  malSe  up 
just  as  important  a  part  as  do  the  in- 
dividual larger  ones,  then  through  the 
organization  thus  created,  to  ascertain 
what  arc  the  essential  facts  upon  which 
the  progress  of  our  community  must  be 
based. 

Mr.  Lynch  has  stated  to  you — made 
clear  to  you — what  the  position  of  our 
Chamber  is  with  reference  to  its  wider 
sphere.  We  must  concern  ourselves 
with  a  wider  area  than  our  own  imme- 
diate community.  Because,  after  all, 
this  City  of  San  Francisco  has  become 
not  only  the  metropolis  of  California, 
not  only  the  great  City  of  the  Far  West, 
but  it  has  become  one  of  the  world's 
great  centers  of  concentration  and  re- 
distribution. Therefore,  it,  as  a  com- 
munity, has  a  nation-wide  and  an  inter- 
national obli.gation.  It  is  a  fact  that  in 
a  city  of  that  character  there  are  the 
greatest  opportunities  for  bringing  to- 
gether those  who  radiate  the  widest, 
who  have  the  widest  contacts.  The  big 
financial  institutions  have  their  con- 
tacts spread  throughout  the  state,  so 
have  the  big  manufacturing  and  other 
institutions — even  our  institutions  of 
pleasure,  which  invite  those  from  a 
wide  radius,  and  so  on. 

That   being   the   case,   there   does    de- 


cxcculing    that    leadership. 

In  that  spirit  of  service,  we.  in  our 
crude  way^because,  after  all,  those  of 
us  who  are  at  the  head  of  it,  burdened 
with  that  responsibility,  are  mere  ordin- 
ary mortals  perhaps  weaker  than  many 
of  those  around  us — but  in  that  spirit, 
with  what  of  intelligence  we  have,  we 
are  doing  our  best  to  serve  our  com- 
munity; first,  by  understanding  its  origin 
and  its  growth,  and  by  understanding 
the  facts  upon  which  its  foundation 
rests,  and  upon  which  we  may  build, 
then  having  ready  at  hand  every  possi- 
ble item  of  information,  and  trying  to 
orevent  there  being  created  here  narrow 
special  interests,  which  seek  on  behalf 
of  themselves,  for  their  temporary 
advantage,  to  gain  something  at  the  ex- 
pense  of   the   community   as    a    whole. 


And  now  Ut^i^sajf  this:  let  me  say 
that  this  is  a  tinn',  as  Mr.  Lynch  has 
said,  when  we  are,  engaged  in  a  great 
war,  a  great  competition  of  production, 
a  great  competition  of  the  co-ordination 
of  human  forces.  That  is  what  it  means. 
It  is  a  time  when  there  cannot  be  any 
place  for  narrow  self-interests,  or  self- 
ishness of  any  character,  excepting  the 
ultimate  selfishness  that  through  our 
combined  effort  we  seek  to  conserve 
unto  us  and  unto  our  progeny  those 
things  for  which  our  forefathers  strug- 
gled, that  opportunity  for  living  and  de- 
veloping as  we  wish  to  live  and 
develop. 

And  so  there  rests  upon  all  these 
organizations — this,  the  Ad  Club,  and 
these  things  which  have  been  stated 
here  are  pleasing  to  me,  these  few 
paragraphs  concerning  your  objects, 
which  indicate  a  desire  to  render  a  high 
order  of  service — there  devolves  upon 
all  organizations  the  obligation  that 
they  educate.  And  you  have  an  especial 
function  to  perform  in  that  direction, 
because  the  great  difficulty  is  that  what- 
ever good  works  are  done,  the  rank  and 
file  may  know  of  them  and  understand 
them  to  the  end  that  they  themselves 
may  improve  their  own  condition. 

And   I  say  this  earnestly  in  regard  to 

all    types    of    organizations.

And  so  I  appeal  to  you,  members 
of  the  Ad  Club  and  others,  to  real- 
ize your  own  part,  each  and 
every  one,  toward  the  organization; 
that  the  organization  is  what  each,  as 
a  component  part  of  it.  is;  that  it  is  not 
a  separate  entity  from  him;  that  it  has 
no  power  excepting  the  accumulated 
power  of  his  influence  and  that  of 
every  other  member.'  And  so  let  us 
exert  ourselves  to  make  of  these  organ- 
izations those  elements  of  leadership 
which  are  so  necessary  to  making  the 
most  of  that  great  opportunity  with 
which   nature   has   here    endowed   us. 


Up  to  the  present  the  United  States 
Government  has  issued  war  bonds  to 
the  extent  of  eight  billion  dollars  and 
it  is  some  satisfaction  to  know  that 
these  bonds  have  been  practically  pro- 
vided for  by  increased  revenue  derived 
from  our  foreign  commerce.  In  other 
words,  unlike  our  .\llies  in  Europe 
whose  foreign  commerce  has  been  ma- 
terially if  not  entirely  reduced  we  are 
selling  our  goods  to  all  parts  of  the 
world  and  thereby  attracting  the  neces- 
sary gold  to  carry  on  the  war.  To  give 
an  idea  to  what  extent  our  foreign  com- 
merce is  making  our  war  pay  for  itself 
the  followmg  figures   will   illustrate: 


How  Our  Foreign  Trade  Pays  for  the  War 


I  The  total  exports  from  the  United  States 
during  1914  amounted  to  $2,113.624050 
In  1915  they  were  $3,554,670,847:  in 
1916  they  were  $5,480,900,931;  and  for 
the  ten  months  ending  October  31.  1917 
thev  were  $5,149,007,142.  The  year  of 
1914  is  a  good  average  pre-war  year 
so  that  for  the  years  of  1915,  1916  and 
ten  months  of  1917  we  exoorted 
$14,184,578,920.  Taking  from  this  the 
average  exports  of  $2,000,000,000  for 
the  two  vears  and  ten  months  or 
$7,500,000,000.  we  have  left  a  surplus  of 
$6,684,578,920.  During  the  thirtv-seven 
'l"'?""',^  °f  .*''«  war— from  June,  1914  to 
July,  1917,  inclusive — we  exported  in  war 


munitions.  accessories  and  supplies 
$5,345,304,892  which  would  not  have  been 
exported  in  time  of  peace  hence  taking 
this  abnormal  export,  the  increased 
profit  on  all  exports  and  considering  the 
vast  increase  in  our  foreign  business 
over  pre-war  times  we  are  really  on 
velvet  and  in  addition  to  all  this  we  are 
keeping  this  vast  sum  of  eight  billion 
dollars  at  home  for  circulation  among 
our  own  people  instead  of  sending  it 
abroad  as  is  the  case  with  the  European 
countries  engaged  in  the  war.  No 
wonder  our  Liberty  Bonds  go  like  hot 
cakes,  the  only  wonder  is  they  are  not 
at  a  high   premium,

Our  War  debt  at  the  end  of  June, 
1919  will  reach  the  enormous  sum  of 
$23,000,000,000.00,  according  to  statistics 
sent  early  this  month  to  Congress  by 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Mc.^doo,  nor 
does  this  amount  include  our  loans  to 
foreign  governments.

position.  Court-house  records  show  that 
farming  population  is  paying  oft  debts 
at  an  unprecedented  rate.  There  have 
never  been  so  many  mortgages  cancelled 
in  California  as  during  the  past 
year.  Plenty  of  money  is  in  circulation.

A  Departmemt  off  Maiime 
aaad  Fisheries 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department^  has 
just  received  a  copy  of  H.  R.  654d  in- 
troduced by  Representative  Walsh  of 
Massachusetts.  This  bill  provides  for 
the  creation  of  a  Department  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries  and  would  take  over  the 
Coast  Guard  from  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment, the  Bureau  of  Fisheries,  Bureau 
of  Lighthouses,  Bureau  of  Navigation, 
Steamboat  Inspection  Service,  and  the 
Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  from  the 
Department  of  Commerce.  It  contem- 
plates placing  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board  under  this  Department  to 
be  known  as  the  Bureau  of  Merchant 
Marine.  Temporarily  it  is  intended  to 
have  the  Bureau  of  Merchant  Marine 
consist  of  a  Director  General  and  four 
Assistant  Directors  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Shipping  Board  shall  be  the  Direc- 
tor General.  It  is  also  intended  to 
place  the  Waterways  Commission  under 
this  Department.  It  looks  very  prob- 
able that  this  bill  will  pass,  in  which 
event  it  will  place  the  Shipping  Board 
under  the  control  of  a  Cabinet  Officer 
instead  of  being  an  independent  Com- 
mission as  at  present.  Copy  of  the  bill 
can  be  seen  at  the  Foreign  Trade  De- 
partment. 


Tlhiose  Dutch  Vessels 

There  have  been  numerous  newspaper 
, terns  recently  to  the  effect  that  a  nurn- 
bcr  of  the  Dutch  vessels  now  being  held 
on  the  .^tlantic  would  be  placed  in  the 
trans-Pacific  trade.  The  Foreign  Trade 
Department  has  just  received  the  follow- 
ing  letter   from    Senator    Phelan: 

"In  response  to  your  letter  of  the 
11th,  concerning  the  release  of  a  number 
of  Dutch  vessels  on  the  Atlantic  Coast 
for  service  in  Oriental  and  South  Amer- 
ica trade,  I  am  informed  by  the  Ship- 
ping Board  that  there  is  nothing  new 
in  regard  to  securing  these  vessels.  No 
conclusion  has  been  reached  as  to  the 
distribution  of  these  vessels  should  they 
be  secured,  although  they  would  prob- 
ably go  in  overseas  work.  The  Board 
assures  me  that  it  is  very  much  alive  to 
the  conditions  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
will  grasp  every  opportunity  to  care  for 
our  trade."

N.  C.  O.  Class  Rate  Case 

On  December  29th  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  held  a  hearing 
at  Reno  and  took  testimony  in  the  N. 
C.  O.  class  rate  case.  The  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  filed  a 
petition  of  intervention  and  were  rep- 
resented by  Mr.  Seth  Mann  and  Mr.  H. 
E.    Stocker.  ' 

The  case  in  brief  was  one  of  ques- 
tioning the  reasonableness  of  the  class 
rates  to  points  on  the  Nevada-California- 
Oregon  Railway  and  the  McCloud  River 
Railroad.  The  complainant  is  in  the 
mercantile  business  at  Alturas,  and  al- 
leged that  the  recent  reduction  in  class 
rates  San  Francisco  to  McCloud  River 
Railway  places  them  at  a  disadvantage, 
as  all  freight  for  interior  points  in 
Modoc  and  Lassen  Counties  which  form- 
erly moved  through  Alturas  and  Made- 
line is  now  moving  via  McCloud  and 
Bartle.  Complainant  asks  that  the  dis- 
crimination  be   removed. 

Many  exhibits  were  prepared  by  the 
Transportation  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber and  offered  in  evidence  to  show  that 
the  present  rates  to  McCloud  River 
points  were  reasonable  and  not  un- 
reasonably low  as  contended. 


During  the  year  1917  the  Chanties 
Endorsement  Committee  made  an  in- 
tensive study  of  many  forms  of  solicita- 
tion in  order  that  members  appealed  to 
might  be  protected  from  the  fraudulent 
as  well  as  the  oftentimes  ill  advised  ap- 
peal.

OTHER  PATRIOTIC  ARMY  AND 
NAVY  SOLICITATIONS,  PURPORT- 
ING TO  BE  OFFICIAL;  BAZAARS; 
ENTERTAINMENTS,   ETC,

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War  Board  Urges  Use  of  Motor  Trucks  M 3 rine  Department 


The  RailroaiK'  War  Uoanl  has  just 
taken  vigorous  actittii  to  spur  the  rail- 
roads to  riHlotihk'tl  efforts  to  increase 
their  efficiency  in  onlcr  to  n]ect  the 
extraordinary  demands  for  transporta- 
tion this  winter.  In  the  \S'ar  lioaril's 
official  hulletin,  No.  19,  fourteen  specific 
instructions  as  to  additional  methods  for 
increasing  the  capacity  of  their  equip- 
ment and  facilities  are  given.  Among 
these  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  encouraging  the  use  of  motor 
trucks  and  the  co-operation  with  trolley 
lines     for     handling     short-haul     freight. 

The  motor  truck,  which  up  to  the 
last  few  months  has  not  received  its 
proper  recognition  from  business  men, 
is  now  coming  into  its  own.  Its  op- 
portunity has  been  the  unheard  of  con- 
gestion of  the  nation's  freight  carriers, 
and  their  inability  to  economically  trans- 
port small  lots  of  freight  short  dis- 
tances. Good  roads,  particularly  in  Cali- 
fornia, have  enabled  the  truck  to  supple- 
ment railroad  freight  service  in  this 
respect  and  greatly  relieve  local  conges- 
tion. 

The  railroads  are  particularly  inter- 
ested in  encouraging  the  use  of  trucks 
on  short  hauls  to  relieve  freight  con- 
gestion. As  the  motor  truck  will  not 
compete  in  long  hauls  with  the  rail- 
road, motor  truck  activities  cannot  be 
considered  as  competitive  with  the  rail- 
roads, but  as  supplementary  to  railroad 
service,  as  it  is  well  known  that  the 
railr.MiU  h.ivc  more  than  they  can  do 
to   lijiy!le   the  long  haul. 

\\  •''  the  addition  of  tractors,  larger 
loads  .in  be  safely  and  economically 
li:iiili  I  on  the  highways  at  a  much 
lower    figure    than    when    the    truck    ac- 


lually  carries  the  load.  The  signifi- 
cance of  this  method  is  that  any  truck 
can  at  least  quadruple  its  transporting 
capabilities  by  attaching  trailers.  A 
2^4  ton  truck  can  at  least  haul  a  load 
of  10  to  12  tons  including  tlie  weight 
of  the   wagons. 

The  hauling  business  by  automobile 
truck  is  well  established  in  this  St.ntc. 
where  there  arc  now  forty-two  respon- 
sible companies  operating  trucks  be- 
tween a  still  larger  number  of  term- 
inals. The  distances  covered  by  these 
companies  vary  from  twenty  miles  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  concerns  there  arc  other 
companies  operating  stages  and  passen- 
ger busses  upon  schedule  between  San 
Francisco    and    Los    Angeles. 

Transportation  by  motor  truck  along 
the  highways  of  the  coast  is  taking  on 
the  guise  of  a  national  institution,,  al- 
though today  only  in  its  infancy.  It 
has  nevertheless  passed  throu,>:h  the 
experimental  stage  and  the  use  of  these 
vehicles  should  rapidly  increase  from 
now  on.  With  the  help  of  large  num- 
bers of  trucks  operated  independently  or 
on  regular  motor  truck  lines  running 
on  schedule,  it  will  be  only  a  sliort  time 
before  both  shippers  and  the  railroads 
will   be   satisfied. 

It  would  seem  to  be  a  patriotic  duty 
at  this  time,  in  view  of  the  congestion 
of  trafific,  that  shippers  utilize  the 
rnotor  truck  to  the  utmost,  thereby  re- 
lieving the  railroad  from  the  annoyance 
of  carrying  the  short  haul  freight.  The 
need  of  box  cars  for  long  haul  freight 
is  paramount,  so  let  us  help  by  using 
motor    trucks   as    much    as    possible.

A  small 
shop  was  induced  to  undertake  the  work 
and  the  output  was  of  excellent  quality 
and  to  date  there  has  been  no  rejec- 
tions for  poor  workmanship.  Gradually 
a  small  force  of  skilled  workmen  has 
been  gathered  together  and  the  demand 
for  this  manufacturers  goods  exceeds 
his  ability  with  present  equipment  and 
facilities,  to  produce.  The  opportunity 
is  now  right  to  put  this  business  on  a 
more  substantial  basis.  The  local  stores 
alone  will  provide  a  good  market.  De- 
tails can  be  secured  from  the  Industrial 
Department. 


Rules  For  Packing  Butter 

.^n  embargo  has  been  placed  on  the 
exportation  of  butter  except  to  nations 
associated  with  the  United  States  in 
w-ir  The  Food  Administration  requests 
butter  makers  and  dealers,  therefore, 
to  abandon  certain  types  of  packages 
used  in  shipping  butter  to  the  Orient, 
the  Tropics,  and  other  sections  out- 
side the  selected  list  of  countries.  They 
should  use  only  packages  like  tubs  and 
boxes  that  are  known  to  the  American 
trade  and  will  find  ready  sale  in  the 
United    States. 

Preservatives,  flavoring  matters,  ana 
other  materials  frequently  added  to  but- 
ter for  certain  export  trade  should  not 
be  used  now,  since  these  are  not  allow- 
able in  home  trade  nor  acceptable  to 
our  associates.  Butter  should  be  put 
lip  strictly  in  accordance  with  domestic 
requirements  and  in  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  I'ood  and  Drug 
Law.

Seek  Change  In  Rates 

As  announced  in  previous  issues  the 
carriers  filed  application  with  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  for  changes 
in  rates  from  California,  Nevada  and 
Utah  to  Minnesota,  North  Dakota.  South 
Dakota,  Manitoba  and  Ontario,  as  car- 
ried in  Countiss'  Tarifit  7-G.  Copy  of 
this  application  has  just  been  received 
from  Mr.  Countiss  and  shows  that  the 
following    changes   are   sought: 

Increased  minimums  on  beans,  fish 
(smoked    or    salted),    infusorial    earth. 

L.  C.  L.  rates  on  cascara  sagrada, 
grape  root  and  ava  root,  hops,  brandy, 
fruit  juices,  fruit  syrup  and  wine  are  to 
be  cancelled. 

L.  C.  I-.  rates  on  leather  are  to  be 
increased   ten   cents. 

Carload  rate  on  cocoanut  oil  to  Win- 
nipeg, Manitoba,  is  to  be  increased 
from    75    cents   to  80   cents. 

Carload  rate  on  malt  is  to  be  in- 
creased   from    58   cents   to    62'/'    cents. 

Carload  rate  on  vegetables  is  to  be 
increased    from    95    cents    to    $1.00. 

The  above  is  a  brief  digest  of  the 
changes.  Full  information  concerning 
anv  or  all  of  these  changes  will  be 
gladlv  furnished  upon  application  to 
the   Transportation   Department. 


The  "California  Central  Creameries 
has  recently  completed  the  erection  of 
a  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  of 
milk,  in  connection  with  its  large  cream- 
ery at  El  Centro  and  has  been  success- 
fully making  a  high  grade  of  sugar  of 
milk  for  about  four  weeks.

U.  S.  Government  Import  Restrictions 


The  Forfign  Trade  Department, 
through  the  courtesy  of  Representative 
Kahn,  is  in  receipt  of  the  following 
communication  from  Mr.  Fred  B.  Peter- 
son, Director,  Bureau  of  Imports,  War 
Trade    Board: 

"Referring  to  the  letter  of  December 
20th  from  Mr.  Robert  Newton  I-ynch. 
Vice-President  and  Manager  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which 
you  sent  mc,  I  have  the  following  sug- 
gestions  to   make: 

Cable  censorship  prevents  stating  the 
name  of  vessel  and  dale  of  sailing. 
While  our  application  blank  contains 
questions  covering  the  name  of  the 
vessel  and  date  of  sailing,  this  is  not 
mandatory,  hence  its  omission  will  not 
cause  a  refusal  of  license. 


The  whole  purpose  of  the  import 
control  is  not  to  keep  raw  materials 
out  of  this  country,  but  rather  to  en- 
courage and  increase  such  importations. 
No  applications  for  license  for  the  com- 
modities now  requiring  an  import  li- 
cense will  be  refused  unless  an  enemy 
or  ally  of  enemy  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  .^ct  be 
involved  in  the  transaction.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  control  is  to  enable  this 
Government  when  the  occasion  arises 
to  control  the  distribution  of  the  ma- 
terials in  this  country,  to  the  end  that 
they  may  go  where  they  are  most 
needed,  and  that  they  may  be  kept  out 
of  the  hands  of  those  who  might  use 
them   in   a  manner  against  the   interests

of  the  country  in  the  present  war  e 
gency.  The  War  Trade  Board  desires 
the  information  to  go  out  to  importers, 
that  if  they  will  deal  with  non-enemy 
firms  and  will  co-operate  with  the  Gov- 
ernment in  the  distribution  of  the  prod- 
ucts upon  arrival,  they  have  absolutely 
nothing  to  fear  from  Government  im- 
port   restrictions. 

With  your  prestige  among  importers 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  your  assistance  in 
disseminating  this  information  will  be 
of  the  greatest  benefit,  not  only  to 
this  Bureau  in  its  administration  of  the 
law,  but  also  to  the  country  at  large, 
by  reassuring  those  engaged  in  foreign 
trade  so  that  no  reduction  of  supplies 
will    occur." 


Classification  Changes  to  be 
Considered  January  29th 

.Announcement  is  made  by  the  West- 
ern Classification  Committee  that  they 
will  on  January  29,  1918,  take  up  and 
consider  the  following  classification 
changes: 

Blocks,  shipping,  automobile,  wooden; 
cocoanut  oil  cake  and  meal;  ash  re- 
ceivers, rotary;  bo.xes  and  store  draw- 
ers; automobile  trucks  and  trailers;  re- 
sinates;  batting,  bats,  mattress  felt  or 
pads;  buflfing  or  polishing  compounds; 
couch  hammocks,  swinging;  chutes,  car 
unloading;  drinking  cups,  paper;  crushed 
stone,  wall  plaster  and  mixing  com- 
pound: pasteurizing  tanks;  crayons, 
school  or  marking;  veneer  drying  racks; 
booths,  election;  fans,  N.  O.  I.  B.  N.; 
crop  ends,  iron  or  steel;  roll  protectors; 
overhead  trolley  wire  installation  fix- 
tures;   lamps;   shoddy;    torches,   welding.

Growth  of  Our  Trade  with 
Japan 

During  the  month  of  November  San 
Francisco's  exports  to  Japan  reached  the 
enormous  figure  of  $12,271,530.  A  com- 
parison of  the  exports  to  and  imports 
from  Japan  at  San  Francisco  for  the 
eleven  months  ending  November  30, 
1915,    1916  and    1917   follows:

It  will  be  noticed  the  balance  of  trade 
has  turned  in  favor  of  San  Francisco. 
During  last  November  the  large  items 
constituting  the  twelve  million  dollar  ex- 
ports consisted  of  carbolic  acid,  soda 
and  other  chemicals  amounting  to 
$830,016  and  iron,  steel  and  machinery 
amounting  to  $4,548,362. 


Railway  Death  Toll  Is  Small 


In  order  to  correct  the  general  im- 
pression in  regard  to  the  number  of 
persons  killed  and  injured  upon  the  rail- 
ways of  the  United  States,  the  Tran,- 
portation  Department  of  the  Chamber 
has  prepared  the  following: 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, in  their  .'\ccident  Bulletin  No.  62, 
show  that  10,001  persons  were  killed 
and  196.722  were  injured.  This  was  the 
total  number  of  casualties  to  persons 
connected  in  any  way  with  all  the  steam 
railways  operating  in  the  United  States, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916. 
Without  further  investig.ation,  one  would 
be  inclined  to  believe  that  people  travel- 
in?  or  connected  -n  any  way  with  steam 
railways  were  being  killed  and  injured 
in  alarming  numbers.  This  is  not  a 
fact,   as   will  be   shown   presently. 

The  total  number  of  casualties  in- 
cludes 525  persons  killed  and  129,740 
persons  injured  in  non-train  accidents. 
A   further   segregation   shows: 

Killed     Injured 

Passengers     291         8,008 

Employees 2,513      49,121 


Other  persons,  including 

trespassers    6,672         9,853 

Total 9,476      66,982 

The  railways  of  this  country  are  op- 
erating over  a  quarter  of  a  million 
miles  of  road  and  carried  during  1916 
over  a  billion  passengers.  The  ratio 
of  casualties  on  steam  railways  is  far 
less  than  the  casualties  in  San  Francisco 
due   to   accidental   death. 

The  performance  of  the  railways  in 
carrying  their  passengers  is  marvelous, 
when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  the 
volume  of  passenger  traffic  transported 
each  year  and  the  small  number  of  pos- 
sengers  actually  killed.  Statistics  show 
that  it  is  far  safer  to  ride  upon  the 
railways  as  a  means  of  transportation 
than  it  is  to  use  the  highways  of  any 
city. 

The  reason  the  railroads  are  able  to 
handle  the  public  with  nominal  loss  of 
life  is  due  to  legislation  and  good  man- 
agernent,  but  w^e  should  not  forget  the 
efficient  work  that  has  been  done  by 
the  Bureau  of  Safety.

New  Demurrage  Provisions 

New  provisions  as  to  demurrage  and 
free  time  upon  export  freight  became 
effective  January  7tli  in  Pacific  Car  De- 
murrage  Tariff   No.   1-H. 

It  is  provided  that  on  shipments 
which  are  not  held  in  transit  or  at 
port  of  exit  at  the  request  of  the  owner 
or  other  party  in  interest,  or  because  of 
failure  of  the  vessel  upon  which  space 
has  been  reserved  to  make  its  sched- 
uled sailing,  there  shall  not  be  any 
limit  upon  the  free  time  and  nor 
will  demurrage  charges  be  assessed. 
However,  if  shipments  are  not  for- 
warded on  the  vessel  upon  which  space 
has  been  reserved,  due  to  failure  of 
>uch  vessel  to  make  its  scheduled  sail- 
ing, a  charge  of  $3  per  day  will  be 
assessed,  beginning  at  the  first  7  A.  M. 
following  the  scheduled  date  of  sailing 
of  the  vessel,  but  not  less  than  10  days 
after  the  arrival  of  the  shipment  at 
port  of  exit.  A  $3  a  day  charge  will 
also  be  assessed  on  shipments  w'hich 
are  held  at  the  request  of  the  owner  or 
other  party  in  interest  beginning  10 
days  after  arrival  at  the  port.  The 
same  applies  on  shipments  destined  to 
.-Maska  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  or 
which  are  shown  as  being  destined  to 
the  port  of  exit,  but  destination  is 
changed  later  to  Alaska,  Hawaiian 
Islands,  Philippine  Islands,  or  a  foreign 
country  other  than  those  in  North, 
South  or  Central  America. 

The  railroad  companies  hope  by  these 
provisions  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  equip 
mcnt,  W'hich  has  happened  in  the  past, 
and  to  stop  those  practices  which  have 
resulted  in  the  accumulation  of  large 
numbers  of  cars  at  this  port.  These 
rules  and  charges  were  submitted  to  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and 
that  body  approved  them  under  date  of 
November  19,  1917,  in  its  15th  Section 
Order  No.   123.

Advertising 

The  Charities  Endorsement  Commit- 
e  submit  for  the  information  of  mem- 
bers quotations  from  a  letter  replying 
to  an  inquiry  regarding  solicitations  for 
advertising  in  a  special  program  or 
catalogue: 

Regarding  the  matter  of  your  plans 
to  issue  a  catalog  to  be  paid  for  by 
advertisements,  we  assume  that  yo'tr 
appeal  in  this  connection  for  support 
will  be  strictly  upon  the  basis  of  the 
merits  of  the  advertising,  and  that  it 
is  not  your  intention  to  solicit  adver- 
tisements as  in  any  sense  a  contribu- 
tion to  the  support  of  the  show  itself. 
Our  only  interest  in  this  connection  is 
to  establish  the  principle  that  no  adver- 
tisements shall  be  solicited  for  any 
kind  of  a  program  or  news  publication 
upon  any  other  basis  than  the  valus  of 
the  advertisement  to  the  person  solic- 
ited. 

It  is  entirely  a  matter  of  discretion  on 
the  part  of  individual  advertisers  as  to 
whether  they  consider  a  particular  me 
dium  as  legitimate  and  there  is  nothing 
in  the  attitude  of  the  Chamber  which 
should  prejudice  the  full  consideration 
of  any  solicitation  on  its  merits.  \V  e 
would  feel  it  impertinent  to  express 
any  opinion  ourselves  as  to  the  merits 
of  particular  publications  and  very 
cheerfully  grant  to  business  houses  their 
own  opinion  as  to  how  they  shall  spend 
their  money  in  advertising.  Inasmuch 
as  most  special  programs  have  little 
real  advertising  value,  your  solicitors 
will  naturally  suffer  some  handicap  in 
soliciting  even  for  a  legitimate  proposi- 
tion. We  have  stated  our  policy  on 
this  matter  so  clearly  and  unequivocally 
that  our  members  should  not  have  the 
slightest  difficulty  in  making  the  prope.- 
discrimination. 

The  above  paragraphs  clearly  define 
the  policy  of  the  Chamber  regarding 
advertising  in  special  publications,  which 
in  no  way  reflects  on  legitimate  adver- 
tising treated  on  a  strictly  business 
basis.

If  your  busi- 
ness is  not  sufficient  to  justify  a  direct 
representative  and  you  wish  to  appoint 
some  reliable  local  American  firm  to 
act  for  you  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment suggests  you  become  a  non-resi- 
dent member  of  the  American  Chamber 
of  Commerce  of  Shanghai.  This  organi- 
zation is  composed  of  the  leading  Amer- 
ican resident  firms  in  China  and  is 
highly  vouched  for  by  Consul  General 
Sammons  who  is  the  Honorary  Presi- 
dent.     The    cost    is    about    twenty-five 


dollars  a  year  and  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  has  blank  applications  on 
file  for  such  membership,  together  with 
copy  of  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  and 
membership,  which  can  be  seen  upon 
application.  When  American  firms  in 
foreign  countries  organize  Chambers  of 
Commerce  of  this  character  they  should 
be  assisted  and  in  doing  so  in  thi;

Merchants  Urged  to  Discontinue  Accepting 
Bonds  for  Purchases 


The  practice  of  merchants  throughout 
the  country  of  accepting  Liberty  Bonds 
at  and  above  par  for  the  purchase  of 
merchandise,  according  to  a  statement 
issued  by  Secretary  McAdoo  is  hamper- 
ing the  work  of  the  government  in 
their  efforts  to  conduct  a  campaign  of 
thrift. 

Mr.  McAdoo  says,  "It  has  been 
brought  to  my  attention  that  numbers 
of  merchants  throughout  the  country 
arc  offering  to  take  Liberty  Bonds  of 
the  first  and  second  issue  at  par,  or 
even  in  some  cases  at  a  premium,  in 
exchange  for  merchandise.  While  I 
have  no  doubt  that  these  merchants  are 
actuated  by  patriotic  motives,  I  am 
sure  that  they  have  failed  to  consider 
the  effect  which  the  acceptance  of  their 
offers  would   have   upon    the   situation. 

W'c  are  making  the  strongest  effort  to 
have  these  Government  bonds  pur- 
chased for  permanent  investment  by  the 
people  at  large,  to  be  paid  for  out  of 
the  past  or  future  savings  of  those  who 
buy  them.  Purchases  thus  made  not 
only  result  in  providing  funds  for  the 
uses  of  the  Government,  but  they  also 
effect  a  conservation  of  labor  and  ma- 
terial. When  the  bonds  are  exchanged 
for  merchandise,  it  defeats  the  primary 
object  of  their  sale,  it  discourages  thrift, 
and  increases  expenditures,  thus  depriv- 
ing the  Government  of  labor  and  ma- 
terial needed  for   war  purposes. 

In  addition  to  this,  such  bonds  when 
taken  in  exchange  for  merchandise  must 
in  most  cases  be  immediately  sold  in 
the  open  market.  This  naturally  tends 
to  depress  the  market  price  of  the  issue 
and  makes  it  less  easy  to  sell  future 
issues  at  the  same  rate. 


"I  hope  that  the  merchants  of  the 
country,  upon  a  more  careful  considera- 
tion of  this  subject,  will  discontinue 
their  efforts  to  sell  merchandise  and 
take  Liberty  Bonds  in  payment." 

On  December  15th  the  first  install- 
ment of  interest  on  the  two  billion 
dollars  of  the  lirst  issue  of  Liberty 
Loan  Bonds  became  due.  The  amount 
approximated  $35,000,000  being  $L75  in- 
terest on  every  one  hundred  dollars  of 
bonds. 

Holders  of  coupon  bonds  obtain  their 
interest  money  from  any  bank  or  post 
office  in  the  country  by  simply  present- 
ing their  coupons.  Holders  of  regis- 
tered bonds  are  sent  checks  lor  their 
interest   by   the  Treasury. 

Hereafter  every  six  months  ten  to 
rifteen  million  American  citizens  are  to 
receive  interest  money  on  their  Liberty 
Loan  Bonds  from  the  United  States 
Government.  This  is  going  to  create  a 
closer  and  more  direct  association  of 
these  citizens  with  their  Government, 
and  the  effect  of  this  association  is 
going  to  be  a  great  value  to  these 
citizens  and  of  great  value  to  the  Nation 
in  making  them  more  personally  in- 
terested in  their  Government  and  more 
active  and  alert  in  the  exercise  of  their 
duties  and  rights  as  citizens.  Every 
Liberty  Bond  holder  is  going  to  be  an 
active  champion  of  wise  and  economic 
legislation    and    administration. 

The  Liberty  Loan  is  not  only  a  great 
financial  transaction,  it  is  a  great  na- 
tional force,  a  great  national  bond  be- 
tween the  bond  holders  and  their 
country,  a  great  inifucnce  for  better 
government  and   better  citizenship.

Up  to  the  first  week  in  December  the 
Government  had  requistioncd  317  freight 
steamers,  9  colliers,  9  freight  and  pas- 
senger steamers,  and  58  tankers,  with 
an  aggregate  tonnage  of  2,771,933. 
Among  the  latest  vessels  to  be  taken 
over  are  the  Motorships  S.  1.  Allard 
and  City  of  Portland  recently  built  on 
this  coast,  and  the  Steamer  Boothbay 
of   the   Eastern    Steamship    Lines. 

The  Robert  Dollar  Co.  have  chartered 
the  Steamer  Ataka  Maru  for  freight 
from  San  Francisco  to  Yokohama  and 
Kobe,   sailing    hence   on   January    12th. 

French  Steanter  Yolande  which  was 
formerly  the  Steamer  Virginia  Olson, 
built  on  this  coast  for  Oliver  J.  Olsuu 
and  recently  sold  by  him  to  French 
owners  steamed  from  this  port  last 
week  for   France. 

Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company's 
Steamer  Ecuador,  arriving  here  last 
week  from  the  Orient  had  aboard  5,000 
tons  of  cargo,  some  of  the  principal 
items  consisted  of  506  cases  cigars,  740 
bales  rubber,  60U  packages  waste  silk, 
1,350  packages  raw  silk,  22,633  bags 
rice,  1,761  bales  tobacco,  4,377  packages 
tea,  2,500  packages  tin,  and  a  large 
amount  of  liquors,  pongees,  tapioca,  oil 
etc.  Over  43,000  packages  of  freight 
go  to  cities  and  ports  beyond  here.  '1  he 
Ecuador  leaves  out  for  the  Orient  on 
January   12th. 

The  Dutch  Steamer  Gpentoer  sails 
from  San  Francisco  January  19th  for 
Dutch  East  India  ports,  via  Yokohama, 
Kobe,  Nagasaki,  Hongkong  and  Singa- 
pore   with    passengers    and    freight. 

The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  announce 
the  departure  of  two  of  their  steamers 
for  ports  in  China  and  Japan  during  the 
month  of  January.  The  first  to  sail 
will  be  the  Persia  Maru  on  the  12th. 
followed  by  the  Korea  Maru  on  the 
23rd.     The  latter  calls  at   Manila. 

The  total  receipts  of  coal  at  this  port 
for  year  1917  amounted  to  477.127  tons, 
of  which  270,054  tons  were  from  foreign 
ports  and  207,073  from  domestic  sources. 
For  the  same  period  the  imports  of 
coke    were   4,058   tons.' 

22,654  barrels  and  1,719,710  cases  of 
salmon  from  Alaska,  Washington,  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  Oregon  and  California 
ports  were  received  in  San  Francisco 
last  year. 

Following  are  the  principal  commod- 
ities received  from  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
during  the  year  passed.  Sugar  10,062,596 
bags,  coffee  11,535  bags,  hides  20.031 
bundles,  bananas  222,058  bunches,  rice

tallow  565  barrels,  wool  603  bags,  sisal 
1,184  bales,  pineapples  10,890  crates, 
canned  pineaplcs  2,305,843  cases,  taro 
698  cases,   copra   16,684  bags. 

The  Dutch  Steamer  Goentoer  arriving 
here  January  1st  from  Batavia  brought 
a  shipment  of  quinine  valued  at  $71,000, 
for  delivery  at   New   York.

Japan  Rapidly  Developing  Her  Industrial  Resources 


Many  industrial  companies  have  been 
formed  in  Japan  since  the  outbreak  of 
the  war,  many  factories  are  in  course 
of  erection,  and  numerous  works  al- 
ready existing  are  being  enlarged  and 
more    modern   plants    installed. 

In  the  number  of  establishments,  the 
chemical  industry  takes  first  place  in 
recent  developments.  At  least  20  new 
companies  have  been  formed  with  a 
combined  capital  of  about  30,050,000 
yen  at  the  normal  exchange  rate,  the 
yen  is  equal  to  49.8  cents.  These  new 
companies  operate. 28  factories.  Among 
their  chief  products  are  sulphate  of 
ammonia,  potassium  chloride,  caustic 
soda,  bleaching  powder,  nitre,  sulphate 
"f  potash,  potassium  carbonate,  sodium 
sulphide,  sodium  chloride,  sodium  per- 
oxide, iodine,  fatty  and  stearic  acids, 
nitric  acid,  glycerine,  oils,  dyes,  drugs, 
fertilizers,  disinfectants,  phosphorus,  etc. 

.Although  the  iron  industry  of  Japan 
is  still  in  its  infancy  it  gives  promise 
of  assuming  considerable  importance  in 
the  future.  Before  the  war  the  annual 
production  in  Japan  was  about  260,000 
tons  of  iron,  this  being  about  one-half 
of  its  consumption.  Since  the  war 
started  several  new  companies  have 
been  formed  for  the  production  of 
iron.  Six  companies  with  a  combined 
capital  of  40,000,000  yen,  have  estab- 
lished   new    works. 

Three  new  steel  companies  have  com- 
menced operations,  and  four  new  works 


have  been  established.  Their  total  com- 
bined capital  is  estimated  at  5,000,000 
yen.  One  company  is  producing  steamer 
shafts,  railway  wheels,  and  tires,  as 
well  as  supplying  the  home  trade.  They 
have  received  orders  from  China  and 
India.  It  is  stated  that  the  intention 
of  this  company  is  to  devote  all  of  its 
energy  to  the  export  trade  rather  than 
to   the   domestic  field. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
future  of  the  zinc  industry  of  Japan  is 
■good,  and  that  a  large  export  trade  is 
to  be  expected  after  the  war.  Five  new 
zinc  companies  are  operating  6  works 
for  the  treatment  of  Japanese  zinc  ore, 
and  have  a-  total  combined  capital  of 
7,600,000  yen. 

In  March,  1916,  a  company  was 
formed  with  a  capital  of  1,000,000  yen 
for  the  manufacture  of  aluminum.  It 
is  stated  that  the  process  to  be  used 
is  different  from  that  in  vogue  in  Europe 
and  the  United  States.  The  alumi- 
num is  obtained  from  a  clay  that  is 
a  product  especially  of  Japan  and  is 
treated   by   an    electrolytic   process. 

A  company  was  formed  in  January, 
1917,  with  a  capital  of  100,000  yen  to 
produce  sheet  lead  for  the  use  of 
chemical  industries.  Sheets  are  being 
turned  out  measuring  10  by  4  feet,  and 
it  is  claimed  that  they  are  superior  to 
any  that  have  hitherto  been  manufac- 
tured   in   Japan. 


A  company  which  was  first  estab- 
lished in  1913  for  the  manufacture  of 
.galvanized  iron  sheets  and  galvanized 
iron  wire  has  increased  its  capital  from 
300,000  yen  to  700,000  yen.  Up  to  the 
present  its  output  has  been  confined  to 
the  home  market,  but  it  intends  to 
export  its  products  later.  Two  com- 
panies, with  a  combined  capital  of 
1,500,000  yen,  have  been  formed  to 
manufacture    wire    netting. 

Three  new  companies  with  a  com- 
bined capital  of  2,300,000  yen,  have  been 
established  for  the  manufacture  of  ma- 
chinery. In  addition  to  munitions,  ro- 
tary printing  machines,  etc.,  and  gun 
nietal    are    being    manufactured. 

There  have  been  formed  during  the 
period  under  review  6  companies  for 
the  manufacture  of  electrical  supplies 
and  accessories. 

Rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
Japanese  textile  trade  since  the  war. 
Many  new  companies  have  been  or- 
ganized; many  are  controlling  new 
works;  and  new  works  are  under  con- 
struction. 

As  a  result  of  the  war  there  has  been 
a  great  boom  in  Japan  in  the  marine 
insurance  business,  and  many  fire  and 
other  insurance  companies  have  ex- 
tended their  field  of  operations  to  ma- 
rine insurance.  Among  the  new  marine 
insurance  companies  formed  are  three 
with  a  combined  capital  of  17,000,000 
yen.

purpose.  The  bundles  average  fifty 
pounds  under  one  unit  of  binding.  Di- 
rectly the  freight  cars  stall,  the  bundles 
are  tobogganed  down  a  chute  and  into 
the  cutting-room,  where  they  are  fed 
into  box-presses,  running  eighteen  hun- 
dred to  two  thousand  impressions  per 
hour.  This  insures  a  capacity  at  full 
.gage  of  approximately  five  thousand 
boxes  per  day  on  each  of  the  presses. 
There  are  four  of  them.  They  can  turn 
out  sixty  thousand  egg  or  butter  car- 
tons; equally  well,  one  hundred  thousand 
drug  containers  in  the  same  amount  of 
time. 

A  paper-box  may  seem  a  withering 
inconsequentiality  to  the  retail  butter 
consumer,  but  so  does  a  pin,  and  the 
pin  industry  is  a  top-notcher  among 
Xew  England  trades.  When  we  speak 
paper-box  language  we  speak  in  quan- 
tities or  not  at  all.  The  Pacific  Folding 
Box  Factory  was  responsible  for  an 
average  of  two  million  cartons  per 
month  in  the  year  just  passed.  Batter- 
ies of  box-presses  hum  a  continuous 
tune,  and  the  rush  and  bustle  is  amaz- 
ingly organized,  yet  eloquently  real  and 
conducive  to  profit.

then  feeding  through  the  presses,  em- 
anates into  the  printer's  hands,  and  from 
them  in  red.  white  and  blue  order,  or 
variously  gotten  up  in  greens,  yellows 
or  pink,  according  to  the  article  con- 
tained; striped  or  plaided  or  done  into 
any  one  of  numerous  handsome  and 
original    designs. 

The  art  of  fastening  boxes  so  they 
will  retain  whatever  is  specified  for 
their  interiors  (solids,  powder  or  li- 
quids), is  a  ponderous  and  perplexing 
proposition.  There  is  the  slit-end,  the 
hook-end  or  the  tuck-end.  Take  your 
choice.  This  is  generally  left  to  the 
paper-box  man.  He  chooses  the  slit- 
end  as  the  most  appropriate  for  cereal 
cartons,  the  hook  for  soda-shells,  and 
the  tuck  for  fancy  grades  of  the  ever- 
present  butter  carton,  without  exactly 
exnlaining  why:  but  that  it  will  "stand 
up"  may  be  depended  upon  after  the 
spe_cial  cutting  and  creasing  presses  have 
gotten  in  their  share  of  this  part  of  the 
business. 

The  containers  are  glued  by  an  auto- 
matic contraption  with  an  enormous 
capacity  for  work.  Something  like  200 
cartons  are  the  average  per  minute  of 
this  sticking  machine.  The  shorter  the 
box   the   greater   the   capacity.

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Co-Ordination  of  Effort: 


HE  stoi-y  of  the  week  is  the  co-ordination  of 
effort  brought  about  through  the  Traffic  Bureau 
between  the  Draymen's  Association  and  the 
transportation  departments  of  the  local  carriere. 
On  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  January 
'Jth,  and  after  the  meeting  of  tlie  Transportation  Committee 
of  the  Cliamber,  at  which  the  matter  of  relieving  the  con- 
gestion of  cars  at  team  tracks  in  this  city  was  considered 
and  the  unloading  of  these  care  at  night  was  urged  upon 
the  shippers  and  consignees,  Mr.  Gross,  Vice-President  of 
the  Draymen's  Association,  came  to  the  Traffic  Bureau 
and     stated     that     the  ■ 

draymen    could    take    care 
of  this  congestion  without 


It  has  brought  the  factors  in  the  receipt  and  delivei-y  of 
freight  into  a  hajmony  of  action  that  may  be  relied  upon  in 
the  future  as  a  solution  of  this  problem  of  congestion,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  difficult  of  the  war.  There  is,  however, 
one  condition  ever  present  that  must  never  be  forgotten  or 
overlooked  in  this  co-ordination  of  effort,  and  that  is  the 
energetic  and  ungiiidging  co-operation  of  the  shippers  and 
receivers  of  freight.  For  example,  while  48  hours  free 
time  is  granted  for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  ears,  it  is 
of  gi'eat  importance  that  these  cars  he  loaded  and  unloaded 
in  less  time,  if  possible.    Many  cars  are  loaded  and  unloaded 


night  service  by  either 
draymen  or  shippers,  pro-  ! 
vided  they  could  obtam 
speedily  from  the  can-iers 
information  as  to  the  lo- 
cation of  these  loaded 
cars  ready  for  delivery, 
the  names  of  the  con- 
signees and  the  identifica- 
tion numbers  of  the  ears. 

The  Manager  of  the 
Bureau  at  once  called  into 
conference  members  of  the 
Draymen's  Association  and 
also  Mr.  K.  M.  Nicoles, 
who  is  the  Vice-Chairman 
of  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
mittee on  Car  Sei-vice, 
and  who  is  also  Superin- 
tendent of  Transportation 
of  the  Western  Pacific 
Railroad. 

The  draymen  stated  that 
they  had  a  number  of  idle 
teams  on  that  day  ready 
for  service,  but  that  they 
had  difficulty  in  obtaining 
correct    information   as   to 


the  proper  location  of  care  upon  the  team  track,  and  were 
not  able  to  obtain  promptly  the  delivery  ordere  of  the 
freight  to  he  drayed  from  both  the  local  freight  houses  and 
the  team  tracks.  They  also  stated  that  where  any  draying 
concerns  had  more  business  than  they  could  handle,  the 
other  di'aying  companies  would  readily  turn  over  such 
teams  as  were   not  in   use   to   the   overburdened   company. 

Mr.  Nicoles  thereupon  immediately  notified  the  respective 
superintendents  of  transportation  of  the  local  can-iers  of 
these  facts  and  notified  them  that  the  draymen  would  on  the 
following  morning  call  at  the  agents'  offices  of  the  three 
companies  and  thereafter  make  a  practice  of  calling  daily 
to  receive  a  statement  showing  the  consignees  and  the  num- 
bers of  cai-s  and  the  couuuoditie.s  held  for  team  track  delivei-y. 
On  the  following  morning  the  draymen  did  so  call  upon 
the  agents  of  the  respective  companies  and  met  with  prompt 
response  to  their  request  for  information.  The  congestion 
began  at  once  to  dissolve,  attd  at  the  present  wi-iting  it 
appears  reasonably  certain  that  it  will  have  entirely  dis- 
appeared before  this  niunber  of  the  "Activities"  reaches  the 
members  of  the  Chamber. 

This  system  of  co-ordinaliou  of  effort  among  the  draymen 
tliemselves  and  between  the  draymen  and  the  agents  of  the 
local  can-iere  will  now  continue,  and  the  problem  of  the 
congestion  of  domestic  freight  at  team  tracks  in  San  Fran- 
cisco is  solved. 

The  transportation  department  of  the  Chamber  has  acted 
as  a  clearing  house  in   this  as  in  numerous  other  instances. 


within  12  hours  after  they 
are  placed.  This  speedy 
release  of  equipment  is 
helpful  in  meeting  the 
vast  transportation  prob- 
lems that  confront  the 
United  States  in  this 
period  of  war,  and  every 
shipper  who  helps  in  the 
speedy  release  of  a  rail- 
road car  is  doing  his  bit 
toward  the  winning  of  the 
wai". 

It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  in  this  state  79%  of 
all  care  placed  for  ship- 
pers or  consignees  are 
loaded  or  unloaded  and 
released  ,  within  24  hours 
after  the  commencement 
of  free  time.  The  release 
of  the  remaining  21% 
with  the  same  celerity 
would  be  equivalent  to 
adding  36,210  cars  to  the 
business  of  this  state  and 
nation,  or  sufficient  to 
transport  the  entire  freight 
of  California  for  one 
week  in  each  month. 
The  intensive  loading 
of  care  is  also  of  great  value,  as  is  well  known,  and  there 
has  been  a  generous  response  to  this  call  in   California. 

In  this  issue  there  appears  a  photograph  of  a  ear  of 
lumber  standing  at  Oakland  Wharf,  which  was  loaded  about 
December  1st  last  for  shipment  beyond.  This  car  carries 
a  marked  capacity  of  100,000  pounds.  It  is  loaded  with 
108,500  pounds  of  lumber,  or  8K%  above  its  marked 
capacity. 

An  authoritative  estimate  shows  that  in  the  loading  of 
freight  care  an  increase  of  2  tons  per  car  would  result  in 
adding  over  200,000  cars  to  the  number  now  available  for 
public  use,  without  building  another  car.  The  average 
capacity  of  all  care  in  service  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  is  39.7  tons,  and  yet  the  average  load  per  car  of 
revenue  freight  has  been  in  the  past  only  15.5  tons.  The 
inference  is  obvious.  Here  is  another  opportunity  for  co- 
ordination of  effort  for  the  winning  of  the  war,  in  which 
the  shipper  must  perfoi-m  the  gi'eatest  part. 

The  Chamber  ip  all  of  its  departments  is  engaged  in 
the  work  of  improving  by  constructive  methods  the  com- 
mercial conditions ;  that  have  sprung  into  existence  in  this 
city,  state  and  nation,  and  in  bringing  about  a  state  of 
higher  efficiency  in  all  lines  of  endeavor.  Co-ordination  of 
effort  during  the  period  of  the  war  is  indispensable,  and 
the  Chamber  earaestly  invites  any  suggestions  that  may 
tend   toward   this  consummation. 


To  All  Shippers  amd  Receivers  of  Freight 

The  Director  General  of  Railroads  has  issued  an  order 
establishing  new  demun'age  rules  and  regulations,  to  be- 
come effective  Januai"y  21,  1918,  as  follows: 

1.  Forty-eight  hours,  free  time  for  loading  or  unload- 
ing on  all  commodities. 

2.  Twenty-four  houre'  free  time  on  cars  held  for  any 
other  purpose  permitted  by  tariff. 

3.  Demurrage  chai-ges  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  of  a 
day  a  ear  is  released  as  follows:  $3.00  for  the  fii"st 
day,  $4.00  for  the  second  day  and  for  each  succeeding 
additional  day  charges  to  be  increased  $1.00  in  excess 
of  that  for  the  preceding  day  until  a  maximum  charge 
of  $10.00  per  car  per  day  shall  be  reached  the  eighth 
day  of  detention  beyond  free  time,  the  charge  there- 
after to  be  $10.00  per  car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof. 
These  charges  will  supersede  all  tliose  named  in  exist- 
ing tariffs  applicable  to  domestic  freight  and  specifically 
contemplate  the  cancellation  of  all  average  agreement 
provisions  of  existing  tariffs. 

The  purpose  of  the  Director  General  is  to  release  equip- 
ment and  this  purpose  will  not  be  accomplished  if  sluppere 
hold  ears  and  pay  the  demun'age  charges.  Every  effort  must 
be  made  to  unload  cars  promptly. 

We   ham   suggested   to    the   Director    General   that    if    his 
increase   of  demurrage   rate  is   not   effective   to    release   cars 
promptly  free  time  be  cut  down  or  eliminated.

The  Exchange  acts  as  a  clearing  house, 
wliere  all  relief  cases  are  registered  by 
the  various  benevolent  organizations,  as 
a  means  to  prevent  duplication  and  over- 
lapping of  effort,  thereby  effecting  au 
economic  saving  of  money,  time  and 
material  to  the  organizations  registering. 

AU  registrations  are  held  confidential 
in(|uirers  being  referred  to  the  last  reg- 
istering agency,  in  fact,  the  only  data 
used  by  the  exchange  is  a  family  identi- 
fication, no  records  being  kept  of  the 
case,  treatment  or  the  cause  for  treat- 
ment, such  records  being  on  file  in  the 
records   of   the   relieving  agency. 

.•\ny  inquii-y  from  a  non-registering 
agency  or  person  regarding  a  case,  is  re 
ferred  to  the  last  agency  registering. 

The  enormous  value  of  a  registration 
bureau  or  confidential  exchange  is  not 
confined  to  a  prevention  of  duplication, 
but  it  eventually  leads  to  a  greater 
knowledge  of  the  social  problem  among 
social  workers,  and  has  the  effect  of 
more  thoroughly  and  scientifically  treat 
ing  families  and  individuals,  so  that  re- 
habilitation can  be  made  more  rapidly 
and  the  family  or  individual  removed 
from  the  danger  of  becoming  a  perpetual 
pauper. 

The  Exchange  also  brings  to  light  a 
vivid  picture  of  the  health  conditions  of 
the  city  and  has  a  great  value  in  this 
regard. 

The  Exchange  is  the  central  point 
from  which  is  diffused  knowledge  of  lo 
cal  conditions  affecting  the  social  prob 
lem  and  bringing  together  in  close  co 
operation  the  agencies  dealing  with  the 
same,  producing  efficiency,  economy  and 
results.

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Future  Protection  of  Commerce  Demands 
Action  Now 


E\'ERY  hour  the  war  continues  it 
means  a  saeiilice  of  American 
lives  and  American  industi'y  and 
capital.  This  is  not  a  war  of  man 
power  but  of  industrial  develop- 
ment. Any  one  who  can  suggest  a 
successful  means  of  increasing  our  out- 
put of  foodstuffs,  of  munitions  and  of 
ships  to  transport  them  will  be  saving 
the  lives  of  American  soldiers  and  con- 
serving iVmerican  resources.  This  great 
war  will  not  be  won  when  peace  is  pro- 
claimed it  will  merely  be  a  transfer  of 
activities  from  "destruction"  to  "con- 
struction." The  United  States  will  have 
to  tight  as  hard  to  maintain  its  couunercial 
supremacy  as  it  does  to  protect  and 
maintain  its  democracy.  Both  the  present 
war  and  the  subsequent  war  of  com- 
mercialism are,  and  will  be  wars  of 
brains.  This  is  essentially  an  age  of 
elficiency  and  no  man  however  humble 
but  must  play  his  part. 

If  we  are  to  protect  our  domestic  and 
foreign  commerce  after  the  war  we  must 
prepare  oui'selves  now — during  the  war — 
as  our  present  allies  and  future  com- 
petitors are  and  have  been  doing  all 
over  the  world  for  years.  If  our  wage 
earners  are  to  be  able  to  compete  with 
those  of  other  countries  at  livable  wages, 
if  our  producers  and  manufacturers  are 
to  find  markets  whei-eby  our  factories 
now  turning  out  articles  of  death  and 
destruction  can  be  transformed  into  pro- 
ducers of  ai'ticles  of  peace  and  con- 
struction then  we  must  consider  means 
for  providing  for  this  transformation 
and  make  our  plans  before  it  is  too 
late.  This  cannot  be  done  by  one  man 
nor  by  one  set  of  men  nor  can  it  be 
accomplished  in  a  minute,  nor  in  a 
week,    nor    in    a    month,    nor    in    many 


months.  It  will  require  the  best  talent 
of  our  citizens  of  all  classes:  it  will 
require  the  combined  brains  of  all  our 
people  to  combat  the  combined  braim 
of  our  competitors  who  have  been  work 
ing  on  this  problem  for  years.  We  now 
know  what  it  means  to  be  unprepared 
in  war;  shall  we  ignore  this  lesson  and 
be  caught  unprepared  in  peace f  If  a 
man  who  shirks  his  military  obligations 
is  called  a  "slacker"  could  this  teiin  not 
equally  well  be  applied  to  one  who 
shirks  his  commercial  obligations  when 
such  obligations  are  for  the  benefit  of 
all  Americans?  Thousands  of  our  prom 
iuent  citizens  are  willingly  and  gratui 
tously  donating  their  eutire  sei-vices  for 
the  common  good.  Is  it  then  too  much 
to  ask  those  who  are  not  to  donate 
few  days  of  their  time  and  the  benefit 
of  their  advice  even  though  such  action 
might  result  in  some  slight  sacrifice  of 
time  or  convenience.  Will  patriotic 
businessmen — and  there  are  no  others- 
refuse  to  contribute  this  their  "mite?' 
Surely  not.

N  Uie  task  ol'  smothering 
(jeniiouy  I'rom  the  air,  driv- 
ing the  Kaiser's  forces 
I'l-om  allied  territory  and 
sweeping  the  enemy  sub- 
marines Ironi  the  seas,  Uncle  Sam  is 
waking  an  appeal  dii-ectly  to  the  em- 
ployer   of    skilled    labor    for    assistance. 

I'iiked  men  are  wanted;  skilled  work- 
ii-s  are  in  demand  in  the  Aviation  Sec- 
tion, Kngineeriug  and  Construction  miits, 
and  in  the  t)rilnance  Department  which 
has  to  do  with  the  supplying  of  am- 
munition, guns  and  equipment  for  the 
liglitei-s. 

To  end  the  war  speedily,  displacing 
autocracy  with  democracy,  lies  within 
the  power  of  skilled  labor.  And  a 
speedy  victory  means  a  great  saving  of 
life. 

Week  by  week,  America  is  becoming 
slrongcr;  and  as  the  mythical  giant  of  old 
became  stronger  each  time  he  set  foot 
on  the  ground,  so  the  American  forces 
are  becoming  more  powerful  as  the 
trained  men  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
men  in  the  trenches. 

Mapping  out  and  constructing  high- 
ways for  transportation  of  food  and 
ammunition  is  the  work  of  trained  and 
experienced  men — skilled  men.  And  each 
patriotic  employer  of  skilled  labor  who 
urges  or  in  any  way  causes  the  enlist- 
ment of  a  trained  man  in  this  branch 
of  the  Army,  where  his  experience  in 
civil  life  will  prove  of  value  to  the 
government,  is  doing  his  country  a  real 
ser\'ice. 

Men  who  can  operate  a  lathe,  drive  a 
truck,  splice  an  insulated  wire,  fit  a 
joint,  or  do  other  skilled  labor,  are  now 
in  great  demand  in  the  Aviation  Section 
for  service  "in  the  thick  of  it"  just 
behind  the  lines.  Special  training  in 
their  vocations  will  fit  them  for  even 
better  positions  when  they  return  to 
civil  life. 

In  the  Ordnance  Corps,  there  are 
more  than  one  hundred  different  branches 
of  work  open  to  men  eligible  for  volun 
tarv  sen'ice,  ranging  from  accountants 
to  wheelwrights  and  including  engineers, 
carpenters,  bakei-s,  butchers,  gunmakers, 
electricians,  moving-picture  operators, 
riggers,      plumbers,      typists,      painters,

blacksmiths,  clerks,  tentmakers,  boiler- 
uiakei-s  and  in  fact  a  "trade  for  every 
man  who  has  a  trade." 

The  pay  in  these  branches  of  the 
service  ranges  from  $30  to  $81  per 
month  according  to  the  rank  attained. 
Promotion  for  men  of  special  trainmg 
any  pai-ticular  trade  is  i-apid  from 
the  time  of  his  enlistment,  and  good  men 
soon  find  their  proper  level. 

Food,  medical  attention  and  clothing 
lire  supplied  by  the  Government,  leaving 
all  pay  absolutely  "clear"  to  the  soldier 
For  the  maiTied  men,  provision  has  been 
made  whereby  the  soldier  allots  one-half 
of  his  pay  to  his  wife  and  his  depend- 
ents, to  which  the  government  adds  $15 
per  month  to  a  dependent  wife,  $25  to 
a  dependent  wife  and  child,  $32.50  to  a 
wife  and  two  children  and  $5.00  per 
month  for  each  additional  child.  De- 
pendent parents  are  allowed  $10  per 
month  in  addition  to  the  soldier's  allot- 
ment. 

President  Wilson  has  appealed  directly 
to  the  employers  of  skilled  labor.  He 
asks  that  evei'y  man  not  actually  em- 
ployed in  work  having  a  dii'ect  bearing 
upon  the  successful  prosecution  of  the 
war-  be  urged  to  enlist  by  his  employer. 

It  is  the  duty  of  each  and  every 
employer  to  direct  the  attention  of  his 
employees  to  this  vital  appeal.  It  is 
the  duty  of  each  and  every  employer 
to  make  it  possible  for  his  skilled  men 
to  enlist  in  the  Army.  Men  who  are 
anxious  to  serve  their  country  and  could 
be  replaced  by  men  not  qualified  for 
service  at  the  front  should  be  urged  to 
take  theii'  place  with  their  countrymen 
overseas. 

As  the  Pacific  Coast  has  grown  indus- 
trially important  within  the  past  three 
years,  President  Wilson  is  relying  upon 
the  West  and  particularly  San  Francisco 
to  supply  a  large  number  of  technically 
trained  and  experienced  men.  To  sup- 
ply tliis  quota  requires  the  co-operation 
of  the  employer  and  the  employee. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  by  the 
Reciiiiting  Officer  in  command  of  the 
San  Francisco  District  to  place  each 
man  at  "HIS"  trade  in  the  Army  where 
his  services  will  prove  of  the  greatest 
value  to   the  country. 


Motor  Trucks  for  Parcel  Post 


Within,  perhaps,  the  next  three 
months,  motor-truck  parcel  post  routes 
will  be  in  operation  in  various  parts

If  this  fails  and  it  is 
necessary  for  the  child  to  be  employed 
I  he  bureau  will  endeavor  to  obtain  part 
lime  emploj-menf. 

In  cases  where  both  the  effort  to  keep 
the  child  in  school  and  to  aiTange  for 
jiart  time  employment  fail  it  will  be 
tlie  purjiose  of  the  bureau  to  co-operate 
with  the  employer  in  an  effort  to  bring

This  system  has  proven  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  both  the  boy  and  employer 
in  several  of  the  large  eastern  cities  and 


in  the  majority  of  cases  the  youth  in- 
stead of  shifting  from  one  firm  to  an- 
other "stays  put." 

The  bureau  will  obtain  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  prospective  employee, 
his  physical  condition,  scholarships,  gen- 
eral character,  special  aptitudes  and  am- 
bitions and  home  influences,  together 
with  the  requirements  of  the  employer 
and  the  nature  of  the  employment 
offered. 

In  order  to  make  this  move  a  success 
it  is  necessary  that  the  Juvenile  Pro 
tective  Association  have  the  complete 
co-operation  of  the  business  men  of  San 
Francisco.  In  a  great  many  instances 
it  has  been  found   that   an   employer  by 


opportunity  to  attend  school  regularly. 
This  is  the  part  of  the  work  which  has 
appealed  most  strongly  to  employers  in 
other  cities  where  economic  need  is 
forcing  many  children  of  fourteen  into 
the  industrial  world. 

The  bureau  will  make  no  charge  for 
this  service  and  will  maintain  office 
hours  at  the  City  Hall  on  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  aftci-noons  from  3  to  5,  and 
on  Saturday  mornings  from  10  to  12. 

Don't  pick  a  boy  off  the  street.  Don't 
put  a  "Boy  Wanted"  sign  in  your 
window.  Give  the  bureau  a  chance  to 
place  one  with  you  and  in  this  way 
demonstrate  what  intelligent  co-opera- 
tion in  dealing  with  the  Child  Labor 
problem   will   do.

Smryey  of  Nations 
Supply 

A  comprehensive  report  or  survey  as 
to  the  nations  food  supply  is  now  in 
progress  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment. The  object  is  to  obtain  definite 
information  as  to  the  nation's  food 
supply  as  of  December  31,  1917.  The 
general  plan  as  used  in  the  preliminary 
snney  of  last  August  is  being  followed. 

The  schedules  which  are  to  be  filled 
out  have  been  received  at  the  office  of 
the  Federal  Grain  Supervision,  1131 
Merchants  Exchange  where  they  may  be 
obtained  by  dealers  required  to  submit 
a   report. 

The  information  requested  refers  to 
commercial  stocks  and  not  to  the  private 
holdings  of  any  individual  or  his  per- 
sonal or  family  needs.  Every  manufac- 
turing, mercantile,  storing  or  other  busi- 
ness concern  whether  individual,  partner- 
ship, corporation,  having  on  hand  at  the 
close  of  business  on  December  31,  1917 
any  raw,  partly  manufactured,  com- 
pletely manufactured  foods  or  food  ma- 
terials, whether  owned  by  such  person 
or  not,  is.  required  to  answer  the  qnes- 
tiiins  contained  in  the  schedule. 

Hotels,  restaurants,  commissaries  of 
railroads,  steamboat  companies,  indus- 
trial concerns,  schools,  collegeF,  sanitar- 
iums, correctional  and  other  public  in- 
stitutions and  large  users  of  food  and 
food  materials  are  required  to  report 
their  holdings  if  their  stocks  on  hand 
have  a  total  current  value  of  $250  or 
over.

WAR-TIME  ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  THE  CHAMBER 
OF  COMMERCE 


This  Organisation  First  To  Aid  Government 


HE  War-Time  Aims  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce"  re- 
cently published  in  the 
"Activities"  has  received 
Nation-wide  notice.  In  this 
irticle  it  was  shown  that  this  organiza- 
ion  is  solennily  aware  of  its  obligation 
()  render  a  most  definite  and  unreserved 
ien-ice  to  our  Government,  it  also 
;iointed  the  way  for  other  like  organiza- 
ions  in  the  United  States  to  render  a 
similar  senice. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Chamber's 
iVar-Time  Aims  the  Chamber  of  Coni- 
nerce  of  the  United  States  has  issued 
1  questionnaire  on  the  War  Activities 
if  the  various  Chambers  of  Ccjmraerce 
n  the  United  States  in  order  to  deter- 
Tiine  to  what  extent  commercial  ovganiza- 
ions  have  aided  the  government  and  to 
ivhat  extent  their  facilities  may  be  re- 
ied  upon  for  further  War-Tinie  Ac- 
ivities. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Cora- 
uerce  claims  the  honor  of  being  the 
lioneer  Commercial  Organization  in  the 
I'nited  States  to  render  definite  and 
iraclical  service  to  the  Government  -in 
ts  first  efforts  toward  the  mobilization 
if  resources  necessary  for  the  successful 
prosecution   of  the  war. 

With  the  declaration  of  war  against 
jermany  on  April  6,  1917,  the  highly 
organized    machinery    of    the    Chamber 


was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  tlie  gov- 
ernmental authorities  by  Robert  Newton 
Lynch,  Vice-President  and  Manager  of 
the  Chamber,  who  was  then  in  Washing- 
ton. How  much  this  senMce  has  been 
used  and  of  what  benefit  it  has  been  t() 
the  Goveniment  officials  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  in  fact  the  whole  Pacific  Coast 
is  shown  by  a  brief  retrospect  of  the 
War-Time  accomplishments  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  to  January  1, 
191S. 

One  of  the  first  ciuestions  that  eon- 
fronted  the  Government  upon  its  en- 
trance into  the-  war  was  the  purchase  of 
a  sufflcient  quantity  of  supplies.  It  was 
then  that  the  perfect  machinei-y  of  the 
Chamber  was  set  in  motion  to  overcome 
the  hundred-and-one  difficulties  that  con- 
fronted the  various  purchasing  depart- 
ments of  the  Government  on  the  Pacific 
Coast.  This  difficulty  appeared  almost 
unsnnuountable  in  the  purchase  of  food- 
stuff snpplies  that  were  needed  and 
needed  at  once.  Through  the  Chamber 
a  call  was  sent  out  to  tlie  manufacturers 
of  the  various  commodities  needed.  This 
included  the  men  responsible  for  the 
production  and  manufacture  of  canned 
goods,  shoes,  meats,  clothing,  tents,  pack- 
ing cases,  and  scores  of  other  war-time 
necessities.  Within  a  few  days  the 
scattered  dealers,  representing  the  many 
different    lines    were    welded    into    units 


representing  their  different  products  and 
had  pledged  their  services  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. As  a  result  of  this  first  ac- 
tivity of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  the 
purchasing  machinery  of  the  Depot 
Quartermaster's  department  for  this  sec- 
tion is  probably  one  of  the  most  per- 
fectly assembled  in  the  United  States. 
The  commission  on  Navy  Yards  and 
Naval  Stations  was  furnished  a  list  of 
local  builders  of  ships,  tugs,  and  power 
boats;  local  firms  capable  of  overhauling 
and  repairing  machinery;  local  engine 
manufacturers;  the  annual  capacity  of 
eight  of  the  leading  foundries,  in  tons, 
of  iron,  steel  and  brass  castings;  annual 
capacity  of  steel  plants,  bars  and 
plates,  ingots,  pig  iron  and  sheet  metal; 
annual  capacity  in  horse-power  of  some 
of  the  largest  gas  engine  manufacturers; 
capacity  of  the  local  motor  truck  fac- 
tories, lathe  equipment  of  18  manu- 
facturing concerns  capable  of  turning 
out  steel  shells ;  number  of  skilled  and 
unskilled  employees  in  21  of  the  local 
shops;  a  blue  print  chart  showing  the 
dimensions  and  capacities  of  all  piers  in 
San  Francisco ;  a  map  of  San  Francisco, 
showing  the  location  of  all  factories 
capable  of  the  operations  mentioned 
above;  copy  of  a  section  of  the  indus- 
trial map  showing  water  depths  around 
Hunter's  Point  and  property  subdivi- 
sions, with  names  of  owners;  copy  of  a 
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•Mvlion  of  the  ninp  showing  tide  lands  in 
the  vicinity  of  Hunter's  Point,  with 
property  owners;  copies  of  sections  of 
the  Industrial  Map  showing  South 
Basin,  India  Basin  and  Islais  Creek, 
sliowin);  properly  subdivisions,  names  of 
properly  owners  and  assessed  value  of 
lands  and  iuiprovenients;  a  n'port  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Marin 
MiMiieipal  Water  District,  showing  ulti- 
mate supply  of  water,  capable  of  de- 
livery in  the  district. 

Within  the  past  week,  upon  request 
from  Captain  Homes,  Engineers,  V.  S. 
R.,  who  is  in  charge  of  a  recently  estab- 
lished bureau  of  the  General  Engineer's 
Dejiot  at  Washington,  tlie  Industrial  De- 
partment has  furnished  him  from  its 
files  an  abstract  showing  the  equipment 
and  adaptability  of  the  metal  working 
establishments  of  San  Francisco.  This 
comprised  a  complete  statement  as  to 
the  area  of  the  plant,  number  of  skilled 
and  unskilled  workers  in  the  various  de- 
partments and  an  inventory  of  its  metal 
and  wood-working  equipment.  In  addi- 
tion Captain  Homes  was  put  directly  in 
touch  with  the  entire  membership  of 
the  Chamber. 

At  tlie  present  time  the  recruiting 
service  of  the  army  is  being  furnished 
a  similar  record  so  that  the  work  of 
i-ecmiting  skilled  mechanics  can  be  facil- 
itated. 

In  recruiting  work  generally  the 
Chamber  has  been  of  such  assistance  to 
the  recruiting  department  that  Colonel 
John  H.  Gardner  in  charge  of  the 
United  States  Recruiting  Service  for  this 
district  has  come  to  look  upon  the 
Chamber  as  a  branch  office  of  the  serv- 
ice. It  was  due  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Chamber  that  San  Francisco  gained  the 
distinction  of  gaining  more  recruits  for 
the  United  States  Army  than  any  other 
city  in  the  United  States,  the  figures 
based  upon  a  percentage  of  population. 
When  President  Wilson  issued  a  call  for 
recruits  and  named  a  recruiting  week 
the  Chamber  established  a  central  re- 
cruiting station  on  the  floor  of  the  Ex- 
change, in  which  every  branch  of  Uncle 
Sams  Service  was  represented.  The  re- 
cruits  gained    and   the    subsequent    pub- 


licity resulted  in  San  Francisco  exceed- 
ing its  quota  by  a  comfortable  margin. 

During  both  Liberty  Loan  campaigns. 
Red  Cross  Drives,  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  war  work  campaigns  and  many 
other  war  work  activities  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  made  itself  felt  by  lending 
eveiy  assistance  possible. 

When  the  heads  of  the  goveniment 
saw  the  necessity  for  food  conservation 
and  an  intensive  campaign  for  the  edu- 
cation of  the  people  became  necessary, 
Ralph  P.  Merritt,  Food  Administrator 
for  California,  called  upon  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce.  A  force  sufficient  to  can-y 
on  the  campaign  in  California  was  loaned 
to  the  government  by  the  Chamber  and 
(\ilifoniia  emerged  from  the  Food  Pledge 
Campaign  the  leading  state  in  the  United 
States,  the  figures  based  upon  a  per- 
centage of  population.  This  same  force 
of  the  Chamber  is  now  actively  engaged 
in  conducting  the  War  Savings  Stamp 
campaign  for  the  Government  in  the 
San  Francisco  District. 

Owing  to  the  many  regiilations  issued 
by  the  Government  as  war  measures 
both  with  respect  to  import  licenses,  ex- 
port licenses  and  shipping  facilities 
much  confusion  resulted  through  a 
lack  of  proper  undei'sfanding  upon  the 
part  of  San  Francisco  merchants.  The 
Foreign  Trade  Department  has  en- 
deavored to  inform  all  such  merchants  of 
the  requirements  under  the  various  regu- 
lations with  respect  to  imports,  exports, 
shipping,  cable  censorship  and  trading 
with  the  enemy.  It  has  been  successful 
in  a  great  number  of  cases  in  having 
licenses  issued  which  had  been  declined 
by  submitting  explanations  which  re- 
sulted in  the  War  Trade  Board  re-con- 
sidering their  previous  action.  By  doing 
this  it  has  brought  about  a  better  under- 
standing of  conditions,  and  by  removing 
doubts  as  to  the  application  of  the  laws 
has  materially  reduced  individual  cor- 
respondence and  correspondingly  relieved 
the  War  Trade  Board  unnecessary  labor. 
On  the  other  hand  it  has  materially 
facilitated  legitimate  shipments  both  im- 
port and  export  thereby  to  a  consider- 
able    extent     removing     obstructions     to 


commerce.  By  keeping  the  Shipjiinj 
Board  fully  informed  as  to  shippinj 
conditions  it  has  enabled  that  body  t( 
appreciate  the  difficulties  encountered  b; 
San  Francisco  and  all  Pacific  ('one 
shippers  and  has  prevented  withdrawn 
of  vessels  so  badly  needed. 

The  Marine  Department  of  the  Cham 
her  has  rendered  most  valuable  assistanc 
to  all  branches  of  the  Government  am 
particularly  to  the  Twelfth  Naval  Dis 
trict.  There  has  been  furnished  a  cum 
plete  list  of  the  vessels  arriving  am 
departing  at  the  Port  of  San  Francisc 
daily  as  well  as  other  miscellaneous  in 
formation  including  data  on  vessels 
wharf  space,  berths,  imports  and  ej 
ports.  In  addition  to  the  vessels  re])iii'l 
ed  in  San  Francisco  the  Marine  Dep:irl 
ment  furnishes  the  naval  authorities  wit 
data  on  the  movements  of  all  vessels  s 
all  ports  of  the  Twelfth  Naval  Distric 
This  department  also  furnishes  eae 
day  to  the  Fuel  Administration  ac 
vices  as  to  the  amount  of  coal  receive 
in  San  Francisco  both  by  rail  and  watei 

The  Charities  Endorsement  departmen 
has  worked  in  close  co-operation  wit 
the  American  Red  Cross,  aided  th 
State  Council  of  Defense  and  Nations 
League  for  Women's  Service  regardin 
community  problems  affected  by  the  wa; 

Co-operation  with  the  railroads  in  pul 
ting  the  transportation  machinery  o 
the  nation  on  the  highest  possible  basi 
has  been  the  aim  of  the  Traffic  Burea 
since  the  declaration  of  war.  The  Rai 
road  War  Board  asked  for  eo-operatio 
by  the  shippers,  and  as  a  shippere'  oi 
ganization  the  Traffic  Bureau  is  workin 
with  the  railroads  to  secure  the  rapi 
handling  of  cars  at  tenuinals  and  tb 
loading  of  cars  to  maximum  eapacit; 
A  representative  of  this  Bureau  hi 
served  with  the  local  Car  Ser\Tice  Con 
mittee  of  the  American  Railway  Associi 
tion,  and  at  the  Committee's  request  hi 
published  a  number  of  articles  in  tY 
Activities  on  the  subject  of  car  consei 
vafion.

"You  may  recall  that  I  had  an  inter- 
ew  with  you  in  New  York,  just  before 
left  for  the  Far  East  to  investigate 
id  study  transportation  conditions, 
■eds  and  development  opportunities.  At 
at  time  you  suggested  that  I  write  to 
m  in  case  anything  developed  in  which 
m  might  be  of  assistance. 
Have  just  read  with  interest  your 
■tide  in  October  'Nation's  Business'  and 
as  prompted  thereby  to  convey  a  mes- 
ge  through  you  in  case  you  deemed 
worthy  of  attention. 
I  have  been  in  China  since  the  first  of 
ay,  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  begin 
'  realize  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  in- 
stigation and  study.  I  might  add  that 
le  United  States  Steel  Products  repre- 
•ntatives  at  Shanghai  have  been  most 
)rdial  and  helpful,  all  of  which  is  fully 
ipreciated. 

The  work  had  not  proceeded  far  before 
became  clear  that  the  investigation 
ads  to  several  fundamental  matters 
irectly  or  indirectly  pertinent  to  tbe 
ibject.  For  instance,  in  order  to  mas- 
r  transportation  problems  interlinked 
>  they  are  with  trade,  indnsti-y  and 
.■en  domestic  and  international  politics 
entering  in  China,  it  seems  necessary 
1  give  consideration  to  the  following 
atters.  Resources:  active,  potential,  es- 
ecially      agriculture,      iron      and      coal. 


If  it  be  ijrulitable,  Iranspurtaliou  de- 
velopment must  be  based  upon  resources, 
likewise  the  profitable  exploitation  of 
resources  is  dependent  upon  adequate 
transportation.  Transportation:  trans- 
pacific, coastwise,  river  and  canal,  land 
transportation,  comprehensive  outline  of 
Cliina's  transportation  needs. 

Transportation  investments  are  more 
surely  profitable  if  based  upon  indus- 
trial activities,  as  well  as  on  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  soil. 

Industries:  present  status,  potential 
activities,  inevitability  of  development, 
effect  upon  American  trade  and  industry 
as  well  as  on  investment  in  China, 
problem  of  American  participation  in 
China's    industrial    awakening. 

Resource :  transportation  and  indus- 
trial development  are  dependent  on  man 
power.  Human  element:  China's  man 
l)ower,  its  merits  and  short  comings,  its 
potential  power. 

The  development  of  transportation 
facilities,  the  promotion  of  industries 
and  the  utilization  of  man  power,  all 
three  require  money.  Finance:  Existing 
conditions,  China's  need  of  monetary 
refunn,   American   connections. 

In  the  case  of  China,  consideration 
must  be  given  domestic  politics  and  dis- 
turbances and  also  to  international  pol- 
itics as  affecting  China's  national  well 
being  and  as  manifested  in  spheres  of 
influence  activities  or  exclusive  trade 
]irivileges. 

This  outline  of  the  task  before  me  will 
sen^e  to  indicate  the  things  of  which 
Americans  in  a  position  to  engage  in 
foreign  commerce  should  have  knowl- 
edge. The  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic   Commerce   is   earnestly   endeavor- 


sti; 

iiig  to  supply  such  information  and  it 
is  my  purpose  to  so  master  the  China 
situation  in  the  course  of  another  year 
that  I  will  be  able  efEectively  to  con- 
tribute to  tbe  sum  of  infoi-mation  at 
the  disposal  of  American  business.  How- 
ever, tbe  efforts  of  one  man  or  even 
several  will  not  suffice,  which  leads  me 
to  my  message,  based  on  the  following 
quotation  from  yourself. 
.  'Wide  spread  recognition  is  now  given 
to  the  fact  that  foreign  trade  is,  in 
times  of  peace  an  important  element  of 
prosperity,  while  in  times  of  war  it  is 
a  vital  factor  in  the  country's  means  of 
offense    and    defense.' 

Trained  men  are  required,  especially 
in  the  China  field.  Men  whose  major 
qualifications  are  foresight,  tenacity  and 
diplomacy.  Furthermore,  there  is  a  need 
of  men  in  the  home  offices  who  know 
China.  Therefore,  my  message  to  all 
Americans  and  all  American  firms  or 
concerns  who  are  in  a  position  to  do  so, 
or  to  afford  it,  is  that  they  now  send 
to  China  and  the  Far  East  some  of  their 
"top-notch"  men  to  look  over  the  field, 
quietly  and  unostentatiously,  that  they 
may  be  in  a  position  to  act  when  the 
war  is  over.  This  is  urged  on  patriotic 
as  well  as  business  grounds,  realizing 
that  preparedness  for  foreign  trade  ac- 
tivity will  be  needed  at  the  close  of  the 
war  as  a  means  of  sustaining  and  re- 
couping the  nation's  economic  strength. 
Already  there  is  a  movement  in  line 
with  my  suggestion,  evidence  of  which 
I  have  seen  out  here,  but  if  tbe  message 
appeals  to  you,  I  feel  that  you  are  in 
a  position  to  quietly  pass  it  along  with 
practical   effect."

The  oiuic  of  the  complainants  was 
praolii'ally  completed  at  these  hearings, 
and  on  next  Monday  the  Commission 
will  hear  the  defense  of  the  Southern 
Pacilic   Company. 

The  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
it  was  announced,  will  also  present  evi- 
dence. The  claim  of  South  San  Fran- 
cisco is  based  both  upon  discrimination 
and  unreasonableness.  It  is  alleged  that 
the  application  of  the  inter-yard  switch- 
ing charge  of  25  cents  per  ton,  mini- 
mum $5  per  car,  within  the  prescribed 
limits  of  the  City  of  Oakland,  operates 
as  an  undue  and  unjust  discrimination,  as 
against  the  manufacturers  located  in  the 
South  San  Francisco  district,  and  also 
that  the  application  of  the  same  switch- 
ing charge  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles 


indicates  thai  the  South  San  Francisco 
charge  of  50  cents  a  ton,  between  South 
San  Francisco  and  San  Francisco,  is 
nnreasonably  high. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce a))peared  by  its  Attorney  and 
Manager  without  tiling  formal  inter- 
vention, but  for  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining the  interests  of  San  Francisco 
as  they  may  be  developed. 

There  is  pending  before  the  Commis- 
sion application  to  increase  the  inter- 
yard  switching  charges  from  25  cents  a 
ton,  minimum  $5  a  car,  to  50  cents  a 
ton,  minimum  $7.50  per  car.  If  this 
application,  which  is  set  for  hearing  next 
month,  should  be  granted,  the  higher 
charge  would  be  made  everywhere  in 
California  where  the  inter-yard  switching 
charge  applies.  In  that  case,  it  is  eon- 
tended  by  some  that  much  of  the  alleged 
discrimination  complained  of  by  South 
San  Francisco  would  disappear.  Fur- 
thermore, the  plan  of  abolishing  inter- 
yard  switching  for  the  period  of  the 
war  is  being  agitated. 


Freight  Car  Clearance  Week 


RECENTLY  a  report  was  published 
that  there  were  706  domestic  freight 
cars  on  the  tracks  of  the  Southern 
I'acilic  Company  on  the  momiiig  of 
January  14th  and  553  on  the  morning 
of  January  16th.  These  figures  seemed  to 
indicate  a  congestion  of  domestic  freight 
in  the  local  yards  of  the  Southern  Pac- 
ific Comjiany.  The  Traffic  Bureau  there- 
upon began  an  investigation  to  find  out 
definitely  just  what  the  facts  were,  with 
the  view  that,  if  there  was  a  congestion, 
steps  might  be  taken  to  clear  it  up. 
It  was  found  that  on  the  morning  of 
the  14th  there  were  551  domestic  cars 
on  the  Southern  Pacific  tracks  at  San 
Francisco  instead  of  706  as  reported,  and 
that  receivers  of  freight  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  responsible  for  only  375 
cars.     The  remainder  were  cars  that  had 


not  as  yet  been  placed  for  unloading,  or 
were  cars  loaded  with  company  materials 
or  destined  to  other  divisions  or  for  con- 
necting lines.  On  January  16th,  instead 
of  553  cars  as  reported,  there  were  but 
324  cars  which  could  properly  be  called 
consignee's  cars. 

On  Saturday  morning  there  were  but 
142  ears  on  the  team  track  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  as  against 
20s  cars  on  these  tracks  January  14th. 
There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  con- 
gestion as  regards  domestic  freight.  The 
trouble  experienced  in  San  Francisco 
has  resulted  from  congestion  of  freight 
for  export,  and  as  this  is  gradually  being 
cleared  up,  it  is  confidently  believed  that 
within  a  few  months  there  will  be  no 
such  thing  as  congestion  in  the  railroad 
yards  at  San  Francisco. 


Concert  Tickets  for  Relief  Work 


IXFORMATION  has  been  furnished  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  regarding  the 
sale  of  tickets  for  a  series  of  concerts 
to  be  given  in  the  near  future  to  provide 
funds  for  relief  work  among  aged  mem- 
bers of  a  patriotic  order  under  whose 
auspices  the  solicitations  are  made.  A 
thorough  investigation  into  this  matter  by 
the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  in- 
dicates a  situation  which  causes  us  to 
strongly  recommend  that  tickets  for  such 
concerts  be  not  purchased  by  our  mem- 
bers. The  fact  is  that  this  appeal  is  verj' 
plausible  and  typical  of  many  such  pro- 
positions, the  merits  of  which  will  not 
bear   strict   investigation. 

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
is  very  anxious  to  eliminate  unsound 
and  uneconomic  methods  of  charity  solic- 
itation   and    the    particular    case    which 


causes  the  issuance  of  this  warning  illus- 
trates the  character  of  appeal  which  the 
Chamber  is  anxious  to  discourage.  In 
this  particular  instance,  the  auxiliary  of 
the  patriotic  order  refeiTcd  to  made  a 
contract  with  an  eastern  woman  to  give 
these  concerts.  The  details  of  the  con- 
tract which  was  entered  into  is  not  avail- 
able to  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
Charities  Endorsement  Committee  inter- 
ested the  higher  officials  of  this  par- 
ticular order  in  this  case  and  a  resolution 
has  been  passed  by  the  governing  body 
forbidding  the  auxiliary  this  particular 
solicitation.  This  document  is  on  file 
with  the  Charities  Endorsement  Com- 
mittee.

Several  cargos  of  copra  from  South 
Pacific  and  Philippine  ports  were  among 
last   weeks   arrivals   at   this   port.

Oceanic  Company  from  the  Orient  ar- 
rived here  January  18th  with  full  freight 
list. 

Barge  St.  James  left  Columbia  River 
last  week  in  tow  Tug  Relief  for  Hum- 
boldt Bay  with  850,000  feet  lumber  on 
board  for  the  Rolph  Shipbuilding  plant. 

The  Oil  Tanker  J.  E.  O'Neil,  recently 
completed  at  the  yards  of  the  Union 
Iron  Works,  has  left  on  her  maiden 
voyage  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands.

"lore  had  been  sent  to  the  furniture 
centers  of  the  East. 

This  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
establishment  of  the  San  Francisco 
Funiiture  Exchange  at  105.5  Market 
Street  and  the  holding  twice  each  year, 
in  Februai-y  and  August,  of  a  Furniture 
Market  Week.  This  year  the  market 
week  bids  fair  to  be  the  most  successful 
in  the  history  of  the  organization,  scores 
of  buyers  from  all  sections  of  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  have  signified  their  intention 
of  coming  to  San  Francisco  to  make 
large  purchases. 

Market  week  this  year  mil  be  held 
from  Febniai-y  11th  to  17th  in  the  Furn- 
iture Exchange  Building.  One  hundred 
and  eight  factories,  one-half  of  which  are 
Pacific  Coast  concerns,  will  be  repre- 
sented by  displays. 

Within  the  last  two  years  San  Fran- 
cisco has  become  the  furniture  buying 
center  of  the  Pacific  Coast  and  all  of 
the  territory  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains. One  hundred  and  eight  furniture 
manufacturers  in  the  United  States  are 
now  represented  at  the  Furniture  Ex- 
change as  compared  to  less  than  fifty 
when  the  Exchange  was  opened  two 
years  ago. 

The  centralizing  of  a  furniture  display 
in  San  Francisco  in  addition  to  increas- 
ing the  sales  to  the  retailer  in  the  West, 
has  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  the 
furniture  manufacturing  industry'  in  San 


Francisco  to  such  an  extent  that  two  of 
the  large  factories  here  are  unable  to 
supply  the  demand. 

Before  the  opening  of  the  Furniture 
Exchange  in  San  Francisco  the  Eastern 
furniture  centers,  such  as  Grand  Rapids, 
New  York  and  Chicago,  held  market 
months,  and  the  western  merchant,  in 
order  to  be  in  touch  with  the  latest 
designs,  had  to  travel  across  the  con- 
tinent to  make  his  purchases  unless  he 
was  content  to  purchase  from  photo- 
graphs. With  the  advent  of  the  Furniture 
Exchange  in  San  Francisco  this  has  been 
changed  and  sample  furniture  is  shipped 
here  from  all  of  the  manufacturing  cen- 
ters of  the  country.  Market  months  are 
held  twice  a  year  and  the  buyer  brought 
direct  to  the  display  rooms  where  he  can 
judge  first  hand  as  to  the  designs  that 
would  be  most  suitable  to  his  particular 
locality.  This  has  proven  so  successful 
in  San  Francisco  that  the  factory  rep- 
resentatives find  it  "good  business"  to 
refund  railroad  fares  when  the  purchases 
reach  a  certain  amount.

Pillowing  are  a  few  excerpts 
wliicli  are  of  extreme  value  at  this  par- 
ticular time  and  worthy  of  careful  cou- 
sideratiou  by  all  communities. 

Our  war-oharity  folly  takes  mainly 
two  forms:  Too  much  money  is  spent 
in  raising  money — that  is,  the  cost  of 
pi-oduclion  is  too  high,  this  being  largely 
the  result  of  our  custom  of  indirect 
giving  and  of  giving  in  petty  amounts; 
secondly,  there  is  too  much  reduplication 
in  war  objects  and  too  little  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  agencies  now  at  work. 

The  object  of  every  war  relief  or- 
ganization must  be  worth  while;  every 
organization  must  be  well  managed.  We 
must  minimize  the  reduplication  of  ac- 
tivities, must  insist  on  a  strict  co-ordina- 
tion. The  lack  of  co-ordination  and 
centralization,  the  indiscriminate  ticket 
felling  and  benefit  and  bazaar  nagging, 
are  not  only  wasteful  but  they  have  a 
bad  effect  psychologically.  Here  is  an 
example :

bearing  on  this  same  war  relief.  He  was 
so  irritated  at  being  picked  at  in  these 
petty  ways  that  he  indicated  that  if  he 
were  to  be  subjected  to  such  annoyances 
he  would  give  no  further  aid.  If  he 
were  to  withdraw  his  support  all  the 
local  efforts  of  petty  peddlers  of  charity 
the  country  over  would  not  make  up 
his  loss  to  the  cause. 

We  are  charitable,  but  lazy.  The 
name  of  some  one  of  whose  honesty  we 
are  con\'inced  as  a  patron  or  director  of 
a  relief  activity  is  enough  for  us;  we 
don't  stop  to  see  whether  the  money 
for   the    charity   to   which    we    are   con- 


Iribnling  is  being  collected  on  a  com- 
mission basis.  Then,  too,  we  are  in- 
dividualistic, and  when  we  are  giving 
personal  service  to  a  particular  organiza- 
tion we  don't  perhaps  notice  that  some 
other  one  is  already  doing  the .  same 
thing,  and  needs  us  to  merge  with  it, 
or  to  contribute  to  it,  rather  than  to 
have  our  separate  organization. 

Who  has  not  met  at  least  one  angel 
countess  from  the  war  zone  with  some- 
thing to  sell,  who  disappeared  aftei-ward 
and  did  not  send  any  report  back? 
I'erliaps  she  sold  toys  made  by  the 
wounded  soldiers;  maybe  she  had  pawned 
her  jewels  to  get  the  money  to  come 
over  and  collect  our  contributions — but 
in  any  case  she  took  her  bag  and  bag- 
gage and  forgot  to  write  to  us. 

We  have  given  to  such  persons,  and 
to  others  who  were  collecting  in  favor 
of  the  countries  of  Europe,  without 
waiting  until  we  had  accurate  informa- 
tion as  to  the  precise  needs  of  the 
countries  and  as  to  the  credentials  of 
the  persons  collecting.  And  it  was  not 
necessary,  for  though  it  is  the  sad  truth 
that  in  some  cities  about  seventy  per 
cent  of  war-relief  enterprises — outside  of 
the  government  enterprises — have  either 
a  commei'cial  motive,  a  purely  business 
motive,  pei-sonal  ambition  or  some  other 
personal  motive,  still  there  are  plenty  of 
well-conducted,  admirable  war-relief  or- 
ganizations to  which  we  could  give.  We 
simply  have  not  investigated. 

We  have  been  to  blame.  The  just 
course  is  not  to  grow  overdisfiiistful 
and  refuse  to  give  at  all.  To  do  that 
would  be  to  punish  our  own  soldiers. 
It  is  ourselves  we  should  punish,  by 
making  real  saci'iflces  on  the  one  hand, 
and  on  the  other  by  investigating  and 
by  giving  only  to  properly  authorized 
war-relief  organizations.  There  are 
enough  of  these,  such  as  the  Red  Cross 
and  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  and  some  other 
non-goveniment  bodies,  which  have 
proved  their  value. 

We  ought  to  know  instinctively  how 
not  to  waste — but  we  have  to  learn  it.  It 


is  a  pity  that  we  not  only  1 
pro-German  traitors  in  our  midst — s 
of  them  will  misrepresent  this  ar 
and  say  it  is  no  use  to  give  to 
relief  because  the  money  will  be  wa 
— but  that  we  also  have  Ainer 
traitors,  ready  to  batten  on  the  b 
of  the  men  who  die  for  us  in  Fra 
We  simply  must  guard  against  t 
and  must  give  wortliily  and  go  on 
ing,  not  only  to  war  charities  bul 
the  civilian  charities.  In  the  long 
legitimate  war  charities  should  not  a 
the  contributions  to  home  chari 
There  are  never  exactly  enough 
tributions  to  home  chai'ities  and  t 
is  always  the  type  of  person  wh( 
blind  to  their  appeal  and  is  attracfe 
more  spectacular  miseiy.  When  the 
began  certain  people  accustomed  to 
ing  small  amounts  to  the  normal  s( 
agencies  felt  that  they  must  retr( 
in  their  contributions  for  the  sake 
helping  the  Red  Cross  or  investiiu 
Liberty  Bonds.  On  the  other  h 
various  well-to-do  and  rich  contribu 
not  only  gave  to  the  war  charities 
continued  and  increased  their  conli 
tions  to  the  civilian  charities,  bee 
the  need  for  these  has  grown,  du( 
the  increased  cost  of  living.  More 
moj-e  people  are  learning  the  art 
giving.  The  home  charity  work  is 
essential  part  of  a  large  war  progi 
We  need  men  for  the  nation  now 
hereafter,  and  it  is  being  brought  li 
to  the  world  that  lack  of  vigor  i 
widespread  disease,  to  get  rid  of  w 
we  must  look  after  infant  welf 
must  strengthen  our  weak  groujis; 
habilitate;  do  away  with  bad  conditi 
mitigate  social  injustice.  It  is  not 
to  ask  our  men  to  fight  for  demoe 
and  then  not  maintain  the  democrae; 
home.  Since  we  got  into  the  war  t 
has  been  a  quickening  of  the  social 
sciousness.  Men,  women,  children,  ene 
money — we  have  to  enlist  them  all 
the  sake  of  the  nation.

Government  organization  to  extend  her 
overseas  commerce  modeled  somewhat 
after  our  excellent  Department  of  Com- 
merce but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that 
outside  of  the  Philippines  practically 
all  countries  are  "foreign"  to  the  United 
States  whereas  Great  Britain  controls 
them  and  they  are  governed  and  to  a 
considerable  extent  populated  by  British 
subjects.

petitors.  Great  Britain  in  formulating 
her  future  policy  freely  consulted  and 
asked  the  advice  of  her  commercial  men. 
The  small  manufacturer  was  consulted 
as  well  as  the  large  one  and  it  is  tliese 
men  thoroughly  conversant  with  their 
recjuirement  and  future  needs  that  are 
moulding  Britain's  future  policy.  In 
the  United  States  a  somewhat  similar 
movement  is  gradually  being  discussed 
but  only  spasmodically  and  without  con- 
certed action.  The  first  real  move  to- 
ward an  after  the  war  commercial  policy 
is  the  National  Foreign  Trade  Conven- 
tion to  be  held  in  Cincinnati  April  18th, 
19th  and  20th.  It  is  hoped  a  policy 
will  be  born  at  that  convention  which 
will  result  in  the  United  States  not  only 
being  able  to  compete  with  but  to  sur- 
pass its  competitoi-s.  Evei-y  merchant 
should  contribute  his  mite  toward  this 
end.

As  an  example  of  the  change  that  will 
be  effected  if  this  application  is  gi-anted, 
an  instance  may  be  taken  of  beer  barrels. 
The  present  rate  from  San  Jose  to  San 
Francisco  is  $.0105.  If  the  application 
were  granted  the  rate  would  be  advanced 
to  Yi  of  4th  Class,  or  3c,  an  advance 
of   $.019.5,   or   185%. 

The  most  important  feature  of  the  ap- 
plication, as  far  as  California  interests 
are  concerned,  is  the  withdrawing  of 
the  privilege  which  now  exists  of  ship- 
ping new  boxes  to  gi-owers  or  packing 
plants  for  use  in  shipping  out  canned 
goods  and  dried  frait.  At  present  these 
boxes  move  at  15%  of  the  carioad  class 
rate  (3rd  class)  applying  on  new  boxes 
between  the  points  involved.  The  applica- 
tion of  the  earners,  if  gi-anted,  would  re- 
sult in  the  charge  of  the  full  third  class 
carload  rate.  This  would  produce  enor- 
mous increases  and  is  of  vital  importance 
to  California  fruit  and  vegetable '"in^- 
terests.

TUUUl  (IIIOUT  nil  llie  lni(i;e  oasteni 
oiiiuinciviiil  pcnters  the  railrnads 
liavii  linil  considerable  difllculty  in 
ropinj;  with  the  loss  than  carload  freight 
situalinn.  Embarftoes  have  been  placed  on 
this  class  of  Iraflio  at  many  of  the  most 
important  shipping  centers.  The  railroads 
•  claim  that  the  freight  handling  forces 
in  many  of  the  eastern  cities  have  been 
donioralired  by  the  effect  of  the  draft 
and  the  tendency  of  labor  to  go  to  other 
lines  of  industry  for  better  wages. 

At  Kansas  City  a  comprehensive  study 
was  made  of  the  situation  at  that  point, 
and  it  was  found  that  it  was  customary 
for  shippers  to  endeavor  to  fonvard  all 
freight  the  same  day  the  order  was  re- 
ceived. Consequently  the  greatest  pro- 
portion of  merchandise  reached  the 
freight  depots  during  the  last  two  hours 
of  the   day. 

A  check  of  the  situation  for  two  days 
showed  that  approximately  50%  of  the 
tonnage  was  delivered  to  the  railroads 
between  2.30  and  4.30  P.  M.,  the  clos- 
ing hour.  This  caused  the  freight  hand- 
ling forces  to  do  50%  of  their  work 
during  the  last  two  hours  of  the  day, 
when  a  more  even  distribution  of  the 
freight  throughout  the  day  to  the  freight 
depots  would  give  the  railroads  an  op- 
portunity to  handle  the  freight  more 
carefully  and  allow  them  sufificient  time 
to  properly  waybill,  thus  reducing  the 
chance  for  an  error  to  the  lowest  pos- 
sible minimum.  Further,  it  would  elim- 
inate the  possibility  of  any  freight  being 


held  over  to  be  forwarded  the  following 
day,  which  often  occurs,  due  to  late  de- 
livery of  the  freight  to  the  depots. 

The  railroads  in  tlie  East  are  making 
a  special  campaign  amongst  shippers, 
urging  them  to  arrange  their  shipping 
methods  so  that  as  much  of  their  freight 
will  roach  the  depots  during  the  hours 
of  the  day  preceding  2.30  P.  M.  as  their 
draying  facilities  will  pennit. 

The  situation  at  San  Francisco  is  not 
serious  at  the  present  time.  While  it  is 
true  that  the  railroads  have  lost  a  good 
many  men  through  the  draft  and  the 
inducements  offered  by  industries  offer- 
ing better  wages,  yet  they  have  been 
replaced  by  others  who  have  so  far  been 
able  to  handle  the  work  in  a  fairly 
satisfactory  manner.  What  the  future 
holds  no  one  knows,  but  judging  from 
our  Eastern  friends'  experience,  it  does 
not  seem  out  of  place  to  urge  the  ship- 
pers of  San  Francisco  to  prepare  for 
just  such  an  emergency  as  confronts  the 
shippers  in  the  East  at  this  time  by 
arranging  with  their  draymen,  or  if  they 
do  their  own  hauling,  to  instruct  their 
shipping  department  to  get  as  much  of 
their  shipments  to  the  local  depots  dur- 
ing the  earlier  hours  of  the  day  as 
possible. 

This  is  the  day  and  age  of  conserva- 
tion, so  let  us  help  the  carrier  in  eon- 
serving  the  freight  handling  facilities 
by  delivering  our  freight  to  them  as 
early  as  possible  and  not  let  them  carry 
the  peak  of  the  load  during  the  last  two 
hours  of  the  day.

Trans-Bay  Coimmutation  Case 

A  hearing  has  been  going  on  before 
the  California  Railroad  Commission  for 
the  last  several  days  upon  the  applica- 
tions filed  by  the  Key  Route  and  South- 
ern Pacific  systems,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  permission  of  the  Commission 
to  increase  the  trans-bay  fares  and  com- 
mutation  rates. 

Voluminous  exhibits  covering  compari- 
sons, cost  statements  and  valuation  esti- 
mates have  been  filed  by  the  carriers. 
Mr.  .John  S.  Drum  submitted  a  state- 
ment to  the  Commission  to  prove  that, 
with  the  present  operating  expenses  and 
taxes  and  the  amount  of  capital  needed 
as  estimated  by  the  Key  Route  Com- 
pany, it  would  be  necessary  to  increase 
the  rates  so  as  to  produce  an  increased 
revenue  of  $940,783.00  per  year.  This 
amount  of  increase,  it  is  claimed,  is 
required  to  put  the  Key  Route  System 
upon  a  sound  financial  basis. 

On  January  26th  the  protestants 
opened  their  case  by  placing  Mr.  Mc- 
Elroy  of  Oakland  upon  the  stand  for 
his  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
posed increases  upon  the  interests  of 
Oakland  and  the  trans-bay  section.

HE  rapidly  growing  import- 
ance of  San  Francisco  as 
a  purchasing  and  distribut- 
ing center  for  United 
States  Aniiy  supplies  on 
Coast  has  been  recognized 
li  an  extent  by  the  United  States 
,>u.iiiirmaster's  Department  that  within 
he  next  two  weeks  a  huge  display  of 
jitandard  samples  of  all  commodities 
lurchased  for  use  in  the  anny  and  na\'y 
ivill  be  installed  on  the  floor  of  the 
'Merchants   Exchange. 

This  sample  display  will  include 
samples  of  sufficient  size  to  enable  the 
liidder  to  form  a  comprehensive  idea  of 
he  gi'ade  and  general  character  of  the 
jaiaterial  desired  by  the  government.  It 
'will   also  have  the  effect  of  eliminating 


the  great  loss  of  time  that  at  this  time 
is  proving  a  considerable  handicap  to 
the  San  Francisco  Merchants  bidding 
on  government  proposals. 

The  Chamber  already  maintains  an 
extensive  file  of  government  proposals 
on  the  floor  of  the  Exchange.  With  the 
installation  of  the  samjile  exhibit,  these 
proposals  will  be  filed  in  the  space 
occupied  by  the  sample  called  for  in 
tlie  proposal.  It  is  the  desire  of  the 
government  purchasing  department  to 
secure  the  widest  possible  field  of  com- 
petition for  its  business  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  with  the  installation  of 
samples  at  such  central  purchasing  points 
as  San  Fi'ancisco  that  a  keener  sjiirit  of 
competitive  bidding  will  be  the  result. 

Tlie    display    to    be    installed    on    the 


floor  of  the  Exchange  will  be  the  first 
of  its  kind  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  will 
consist  of  samples  of  all  goods  required 
by  the  Depot  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment, with  the  exception  of  food  stuffs. 
At  (he  present  time  the  Chamber  is  re- 
ceiving daUy,  proposals  from  all  of  the 
Depot  Quartermaster's  stations  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  for  supplies  for  delivery 
at  American  Lake,  Camp  Fremont  and 
Linda  Vista,  also  for  supplies  used  for 
the  Panama  Canal,  the  Indian  Ware- 
house and  the  Alaskan  Engineering  Com- 
mission. With  the  installation  of  the 
sample  display  the  work  of  submitting 
intelligent  bids  will  be  greatly  facili- 
tated and  a  large  portion  of  this  business 
should  be  gained  for  San   Francisco. 


THE  British  Empire,  the  greatest  the 
world  has  ever  known,  was  created 
and  built  up  by  its  sea  commerce.  The 
following  extract  from  the  final  report  of 
the  British  Royal  Commission  on  the 
Natural  Resources,  Trade  and  Legislation 
of  the  British  Dominions  just  received 
by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  em- 
phasizes the  imperative  necessity  for  this 
country  to  prepare  to  build  up  and 
operate  its  merchant  marine  so  that  it 
can  compete: 

"The  war  has  abundantly  demonstrated 
tliat  the  life  of  the  Empire  depends 
upon  its  sea  communications.  Wliatever 
the  existing  magnitude  of  the  ocean- 
borne  commerce  between  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Dominions  and  what- 
ever the  prospects  of  its  development  in 
the  future  producer,  manufacturer,  and 
merchant  alike  are  concerned,  and  vitally 
concerned,  with  securing  cheap,  regular 
and  efBcient  transport  for  their  goods, 
and,  consequently,   with   the   progressive 


improvement    of   the    Empire's   shipping 
facilities. 

We  emphasize  this  point,  for  we  feel 
that,  as  to  discussions  as  to  the  best 
means  of  fostering  ti-ade  within  the 
Empire,  its  importance  has  been  ob- 
scured by  other  factors  affecting  the  ex- 
change of  merchandise,  and  in  particular 
by  the  prominence  given  to  fiscal  legisla- 
tion. In  our  view  cheap  sea  transport 
is  not  only  of  importance  in  relation 
to  other  means  of  fostering  exchange  of 
merchandise  but  it  also  confers  absolute 
advantages  on  the  countries  which  possess 
it.  So  long  as  freights  are  cheaper,  and 
means  of  communication  better,  between 
the  Mother  country  and  the  Dominions 
o\erseas,  and  between  the  Dominions 
themselves,  than  between  foreign  coun- 
tries and  the  Dominions,  so  long  will 
trade  naturally  follow  Imperial  channels. 
If,  therefore,  it  is  possible  to  devise 
some  means  of  permanent  betterment  of 
sea  routes  within  the  Empire,  a  power- 


ful impulse  will  have  been  given  Im- 
perial trade,  while  the  strength  and 
cohesion  of  the  Empire  wUl  be  notably 
increased." 

If  this  is  the  opinion  of  a  country 
heretofore  controlling  sixty  per  cent  of 
the  world's  merchant  tonnage  how  much 
more  it  must  apply  to  the  United  States 
with  its  insignificant  pre-war  merchant 
tonnage.  Unless  this  counti-y  builds,  as 
it  is  now  building,  an  adequate  merchant 
marine  and  establishes  laws  and  regula- 
tions which  will  enable  it  to  compete 
with  foreign  nations,  which  it  is  NOT 
doing,  then  the  result  will  naturally  be 
what  these  British  Statesmen  forecast 
for  the  British  Empire  unless  they  foster 
and  improve  their  already  preponderating 
merchant  navy. 

This  subject  will  be  one  of  the  leading 
ones  considered  at  the  National  Foreign 
Trade  Convention  in  Cincinnati  on  April 
ISlh,  19th  and  20th.  If  you  want  to 
help  prevent  such  a  calamity  you  should 
attend.

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Less  Carload  Freight 

IN  connection  with  the  article  which 
appeared  in  last  week's  "Activities" 
relative  to  an  earlier  delivery  of 
less-carload  freight  at  the  outbound 
freight  houses,  it  will  be  interesting  for 
San  Fraucisco  shippers  and  drayage 
companies  to  know  that  on  January  15, 
1918,  a  system  was  put  into  effect  at 
Kansas  City,  Missouri,  having  for  its 
purpose  the  bringing  about  of  a  more 
efficient  handling  of  less-carload  freight 
at  the  outbound  freight  stations  in  that 
city. 

Before  this  system  became  effective  it 
was  found  that  approimately  60%  of 
the  outbound  freight  was  being  delivered 
in  the  last  two  hours  of  the  afternoon. 
Under  the  system  now  in  effect,  the 
freight  is  distributed  more  evenly 
throughout  the  day,  with  the  result  that 
the  railroads  are  better  able  to  handle 
the  freight,  less  loss  and  damage  occurs, 
and  all  freight  moves  out  on  the  day  re- 
ceived at  the  freight  shed.  The  drayage 
companies  report  that  shippers  have 
fallen  into  line  almost  without  exception 
and  have  changed  their  methods  of  filling 
ordei-s  and  making  shipments,  so  as  to 
make  a  more  even  delivery  throughout 
the   day  possible. 

In  order  to  have  the  proper  supervi- 
sion, the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Kan- 
sas City  has  asked  the  individual  rail- 
road companies  to  furnish  one  or  more 
of  their  soliciting  freight  agents  to  per- 
sonally inspect  conditions  around  the 
freight  houses,  each  line  for  itself,  and 
make  a  report  of  the  teams  and  con- 
signors of  freight  an-iving  in  the  after- 
noon hours,  and  to  see  that  adequate 
cheek  clerks  and  trucking  forces  are 
fui-nished  to  take  the  freigEt  off  the 
drays  promptly  so  that  they  may  be 
quickly  released. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  keeping  closely 
in  touch  with  the  Kansas  City  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  regard  to  this  new  plan, 
with  the  hope  that  something  may  be 
done  to  remedy  a  similar  situation  wliicli 
has  existed  in  San  Francisco  for  some 
time.

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Interstate  Commerce  Commission  Decision 


THE  Transportation  Department  has 
received  a  copy  of  the  decision  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
ision  rendered  after  the  hearings  held 
upon  the  tariffs  proposed  by  the  car- 
triers  in  compliance  witli  the  order  of 
'(he  t'ommission  of  June  last,  requiring 
ithat  the  rates  to  the  coast  should  not 
ibe  less  than  the  rates  to  the  highest 
jrated  intermediate  points. 
i  TUe  Commission  has  accepted  the  car- 
-load commodity  rates  from  eastern  de- 
itined  territoiy  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
I  intermediate  points,  as  proposed  by 
[the  camei-s,  and  authority  is  given  to 
IHle  these  tariffs.  The  effective  date  of 
(the  order  of  June  30,  1917,  which  had 
ibeen  indefinitely  postponed,  is  fixed  as 
'March  15,  1918,  and  the  rates  may  be 
established  upon  not  less  than  10  days' 
notice. 

The  Connuission  denies  to  the  carriers 
the  right  to  cancel  the  less-carload  com- 
modity rates  from  eastern  defined  terri- 
tories to  Pacific  Coast  and  points  inter- 
mediate, and  authorizes  the  carriers  to 
!  tile  increased  less-carload  commodity 
rates  from  eastern  defined  territories  to 
the  Pacific  Coast,  not  higher  than  the 
present  rates  on  the  same  commodities 
to  intermediate  points.  In  this  respect 
the  Commission  modified  its  decision  of 
last  June,  which  would  have  required 
the    carriers    in    publishing    less-carload 


.•ommodity  rates  to  grade  the  rates  so 
that  the  rates  to  the  coast  would  be 
higher  than  the  rates  to  the  intemie- 
diate   points. 

As  to  the  eastbound  commodity  rates 
via  the  rail  and  water  lines  through 
Galveston,  on  beans,  barley,  canned 
goods,  asphaltum,  dried  fruit  and  wine, 
from  California  ports  to  the  Atlantic 
seaboard,  the  earners  are  authorized  to 
file  increased  commodity  rates  which  are 
not  higher  than  the  present  all-rail  rates 
on  the  same  commodities.  Taken  in  con- 
junction with  the  decision  of  last  June, 
it  may  be  added  that  this  eastbound 
tariff  may  not  carry  any  departures 
from   the   Fourth   Section. 

Authority  is  also  granted  to  increase 
the  export  and  import  rates  as  applied 
for  by  the  carriers. 

As  to  the  rates  westbound  via  the 
water  and  rail  lines  through  Galveston 
the   Commission  says  in   its  decision: 

"The  water  and  rail  lines  via  Galves 
ton  should  be  authorized  to  file  the  iii- 
creased  carload  rates  proposed  on  arti- 
cles as  to  which  through  all-rail  rates 
are  not  published  from  Group  A  to  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  intermediate  points. 
The  Southern  Pacific  Company  should 
be  denied  authority  to  file  rates  on  the 
24  items  mentioned  in  the  report  which 
are  lower  than  the  rates  proposed  by 
the    all-rail    lines,    unless    corresponding 


rates  are  published  by  that  company 
on  all  commodities  which  are  adapted  to 
water  transportation." 
Also: 
The  all-rail  lines  and  water-and-rail 
lines  through  Norfolk  seeking  authority 
to  dejjart  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Fourth  Section  in  order  to  meet  the 
competition  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  via  its  water-and-rail  route 
through  Galveston  have  not  shown  that 
they  are  at  such  disadvantage  in  respect 
to  this  traffic  as  to  justify  Fourth  Sec- 
tion relief,  and  these  applications  should 
be   denied." 

The  Commission  also  says  upon  this 
subject : 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this 
carrier  (Southern  Pacific  Company) 
may,  if  it  sees  fit,  publish  rates  via  its 
line  from  New  York  piers  to  the  points 
on  its  lines  in  western  states  lower  than 
the  rates  contemporaneously  applied  by 
the   all-rail   lines." 

But  the  Commission  goes  on  to  state 
that  such  rates  must  be  so  published  as 
not  to  create  discrimination  or  prefer- 
ences between  shippers  or  commodities. 
The  action  of  the  carriers  via  Galves- 
ton under  this  decision,  in  publishing 
westbound  transcontinental  rates,  will  be 
awaited    with    interest. 


Embargo  Zone  System  Now  Effective 
The  United  States 


The  zone  system  of  handling  em- 
bargoes became  effective  on  January  21st. 
In  the  future,  railroad  companies,  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Railroad  Associa- 
tion, will  transmit  all  their  embargo 
notices,  modifications,  extensions  and 
cancellations  of  embargoes  to  the  zone 
chairman  concerned,  and  at  the  same 
time  these  notices  will  be  sent  to  all 
their  agents  at  junction  points  with  lines 
which  are  not  members  of  the  American 
Railway  Association.  No  road  will  be 
allowed"  to  transmit  its  embargoes  to 
any  of  its  connections  except  as  may  be 
specifically  arranged  and  agreed  upon 
with  the  zone  chairman.  Embargoes  re- 
ceived by  the  chainnan  are  transmitted 
immediately  upon  receipt  to  roads  listed 
under  his  jurisdiction.  When  it  is 
necessary  to  place  embargoes  because  of 
congestion  or  threatened  congestion  at 
any  particular  point  where  more  than 
one  railroad  may  be  involved,  the  zone 
chairman  will  be  made  responsible  for 
any   embargo   action   necessary   to   clear 


up   an   existing   congestion   (u-   prevent    a 
threatened   one.

Harbor  Survey  Progressing 


TI I IC  Special  Committee  of  the  San 
Fianciseo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
which  is  making  a  survey  of  facili- 
lics  and  conditions  in  San  Francisco 
continues  lo  hold  three  meetings  each 
week  at  which  are  appearing  represen- 
tatives of  the  various  interests  which 
make  use  of  our  water-front.  The  con- 
ferences with  those  who  operate  deep-sea 
boats,  both  in  the  foreign  and  coastwise 
trade  were  brought  to  a  conclusion  last 
wi-ck  and  the  information  gathered  is 
being  analyzed  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee,  of  course,  wUI  not 
render  any  report  nor  make  any  recom- 
mendalions  until  the  survey  has  been 
c<>m|)leted  and  this  will  not  be  until 
Ihe  conferences  are  brought  to  an  end 
and  an  analysis  made  of  all  the  facts 
and  figures  pertaining  to  tlie  develop- 
ment  and   use  of  this  port. 


While  each  shipper  is  prone  to  view 
the  problem  of  port  development  from 
the  standpoint  of  his  own  particular 
needs,  still  they  have  freely  discussed, 
from  all  angles,  the  conditions  which 
obtain  here.  The  principal  lines  along 
wliich  port  improvement  has  been  SU; 
gested  by  the  shippers  who  have  thus 
far  appeared  before  the  Committee,  are 
more  warehouse  facilities  in  proximity 
to  the  wharves;  more  tracks  and  storage 
yards  in  connection  with  the  Belt  Line 
railroad;  the  equalization  of  port  char 
between  ships  and  cargo;  the  use  of 
electric  trucks  and  other  mechanical  de- 
rices  for  cargo  handling;  dock  cranes 
for  heavy  freight;  a  reduction  in  pilot- 
age fees  and  the  abolition  of  compulsory 
pilotage;  and  also  a  reduction  in  the 
water  charges.

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iilerence  Between  Excessive  Rate  Paid  and 
Reasonable  Rate  is  Now  Recoverable 


rHE  United  States  Supreme  Court 
has  decided  tbat  the  difference  be- 
tween a  reasonable  and  an  excessive 
ite  may  be  recovered  by  the  party  pay- 
ig  the  excess,  notwithstanding  he  may 
ave  passed  on  tlie  damage  to  his  cus- 
pmers  by  adding  it  to  his  prices. 
The  commerce  counsel  of  the  railroads 
iroughout  the  United  States  have  been 
renuously  contending  for  many  yeai-s 
lat  a  shipper  cannot  recover  the  differ- 
U  ice  between  a  rate  found  to  be  reason- 
ble  by  a  eoniinission  and  an  excessive 
ite  paid,  unless  he  proves  in  addition 
the  payment  of  the  rate  that  he  has 
ot  reeoujied  himself  in  any  way  by 
Iding  the  difference  to  the  price  of  the 
jmmodity,  or  in  other  words,  that  he 
lUst  prove  not  only  that  he  has  paid  the 
reight  rate,  but  that  he  is  actually  out 
t  pocket  and  continues  to  be  out  of 
ocket  in  the  amount  of  the  excess. 
The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
otwithstanding  certain  periods  of  hesi 
incy,  has  generally  held  in  these  cases 
lat  the  shipper  could  recover  the  ex- 
if  he  paid  it.  The  practical  im- 
ossibility  of  following  every  transac- 
:on  of  this  character  into  the  hands  of 
le  ultimate  consumer  left  but  one 
lethod  open  by  means  of  which  the 
airier  could  be  required  to  pay  bade 
he  excess,  and  that  was  to  award  the 
eparation  to  the  man  who  paid  the 
xcess  in  the  first  instance.  Nevertheless. 
ounsel  for  the  carriers  have  continued 
0  contend  that  such  an  award  was  er- 
oneous  unless  the  plaintiff  proved  what 
hey  termed  "actual  damage."  This  con 
ention  could  receive  its  quietus  only 
hrough  a  decision  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  and  that  decision  has 
last  been  rendered  in  the  Darnell- 
'aenzer  Lumber  Case  (Southern  Pacific 
'ompany  vs.  Darnell-Taenzer  Lumber 
■o.,  decided  Januai'y  21,  191 S,  reported 
n  "The  Traffic  World"  of  FebruaiT  2, 
918,  at  page  224).  This  case  has  been 
lefore  the  Interetate  Commerce  Conimis- 
ion  and  the  courts  for  nearly  ten  years. 
t  was  first  reported  in  1.3  I.  C.  C",  fifiS, 
ind  the  syllabus  in  that   decision   stated. 


"Where  a  shipper  has  paid  an  exces- 
sive rate  he  may  recover  as  reparation 
I  he  difference  between  the  rate  paid  and 
what  would  have  been  a  reasonable  rate 
at  the  time,  even  though  he  may  not 
ultimately  be  damaged  by  the  payment 
of  llie  higher  rate." 

This  holding  of  the  Commission  has 
Ijeen  finally  sustained  by  the  United 
Slates  Supreme  Court  in  a  clear,  definite 
and  distinct  decision.    The  court  says: 

"The  only  question  before  us  is  that 
at  which  we  have  hinted :  Whether  the 
fact  that  plaintiffs  were  able  to  pass  on 
ihe  damage  that  they  sustained  in  the 
first  instance  by  paying  the  unreasonable 
charge  and  to  collect  that  amount  from 
Ihe  purchasers  prevents  their  recovering 
Ihe  over-payment  from  the  earners. — 
The  answer  is  not  difficult  •>  »  • 
The  general  tendency  of  the  law,  in  re- 
gard to  damages  at  least,  is  not  to  go 
beyond  the  first  step.  As  it  does  not 
attribute  remote  consequences  to  a  de- 
fendant, so  it  holds  him  liable  if  approxi- 
mately the  plaintiff  has  suffered  a  loss. 
The  plamtiffs  suffered  losses  to  the 
amount  of  the  verdict  when  they  paid 
(the  freight).  Their  claim  accrued  at 
I  nee  in  the  theoi-y  of  the  law  and  it 
does  not  inquire  into  later  events.  *  •  • 
He  (the  ultimate  consumer)  has  no 
privity  with  the  carrier.  The  carrier 
ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  retain  his 
illegal  profit,  and  the  only  one  who  can 
lake  it  from  him  is  the  one  that  alone 
was  in  relation  with  him,  and  from 
whom  the  carrier  took  the  sum.  Behind 
Ihe  technical  mode  of  statement  is  the 
consideration  well  emphasized  by  the  In- 
lersfate  Commerce  Commission,  of  the 
endlessness  and  futility  of  the  effort  to 
follow  every  transaction  to  its  ultimate 
result.  Pi'obahly  in  the  end  the  public 
1  ays  the  damages  in  most  cases  of  com- 
liensated  torts." 

This  determination  of  the  law  will 
doubtless  serve  to  sa\e  much  of  the 
lime  of  commissions,  both  state  and  fed- 
eral, that  has  heretofore  been  devoted  to 
more  or  less  acrid  discussions  of  what 
Ihe  law  in  this  regard  is  or  ought  to  be.

THK  inacliiiierv  by  which  the  (jur- 
chase  of  the"  Thrift  Stamp  nr  a 
War  Savings  Stamp  is  to  be  made 
as  easy  and  eonvenient  as  the  purchase 
of  a  spool  of  thread  or  a  pound  of  nails, 
iu  evei-j'  connnunity  iu  the  United  States. 
is  rapidly  being  established.  Already 
I80.OOO  War  Savings  Stamps  Agencies 
have  been  establislied  and  by  the  close 
(if  February  this  number  will  have  been 
increased  by  530,000. 

In  addition  to  these  agencies  there 
will  be  1,000,000  "sales  stations,"  which 
do  not  receive  direct  authorization  from 
tile  Secretary  of  the  Treasui"j',  to  make 
(he  sales,  but  obtain  their  Stamps  from 
authorized     agents     and     sell     tliem     over 


their  counters  at  their  cashiers'  windows, 
and  other  places. 

Fifty  thousand  post  offices  now  have 
War  Savings  Stamps  on  sale  and  29,000 
corporations  have  been  appointed  agents. 
Nine  thousand  interstate  corporations 
having  places  of  business  in  several 
states  will  constitute  11.5,000  additional 
agencies. 

An  intensive  campaign  is  now  on  for 
the  establishing  of  War  Savings  societies 
which  can  be  organized  by  10  or  more 
persons  in  eveiy  community,  school,  club, 
church,  factoiy  or  office  and  can  be 
affiliated  with  the  National  War  Sav- 
ings Committee  at  Washington  upon  ap- 
jjlication.

DVICF;  t"  llic  "home  fans"  to  give 
full  and  riMnjik'te  support  to  the 
team  "ovti-  there,"  fo  that  tbey  may 
iMiiy  off  the  penuant  of  victory  iu  the 
iiiviil  struggle,  is  given  thus  by  Grant- 
1.11(1    Rice,    baseball   exjiert. 

K.Ncry  one  knows  about  what  the  fight- 
ing man  has  ahead.  His  business,  in  the 
main,  is  to  fight. 

But  how  about  the  work  of  those  back 
;  of  the  lines? 

I  I  have  in  mind,  as  a  prelude,  two 
major-league  ball  clubs.  The  first  team 
had  the  leadership  and  the  material  to 
win  with.  There  was  no  question  of 
this.  But  the  fan  support  at  home  was 
lacking — both  in  the  way  of  attendance 
and  direct  encouragement.  The  home 
fans  apparently  took  it  for  granted  their 
club  would  win  the  pennant  and  for 
this,  or  other  reasons,  were  lukewarm  in 
their  support,  and  over-critical  of  any 
manageri.il  or  jplajnug  mistakes. 

The  result  was  a  purely  human  tiu'u. 
The  club  finally  became  discouraged, 
began  to  sag  in  morale,  began  to  wonder 
Just  what  the  use  was  in  playing  for 
that  type  of  support.  Needless  to  say 
it  lost  the  flag.  The  second  team  had 
good,  average  material,  but  nothing 
bordering  upon  the  invincible.  But  it 
carried  the  full  and  complete  support  of 
its  home  fans  who  paid  their  money  at 
the  box  office  and  who  stood  hack  of 
their  club  on  the  field,  as  loyal  in  de- 
feat as  in  victory.  Back  in  the  grand 
stand  and  the  bleachers  they  helped  to 
fight  for  their  club.    This  team,  with  its 


morale  finely  molded  by  such  support, 
fought  its  way  to  the  front,  and  held 
the  peak  against   better  looking  clubs. 

These  are  not  hypothetical  cases.  They 
are  not  what  might  have  happened.  They 
are  what  actually  took  place. 

War  is  only  a  game  upon  a  mighty 
scale.  Like  any  other  game  it  requires 
leadershij),  material,  team  play,  train- 
ing, sacrifice — and  support  back  of  the 
lines. 

What  are  the  concrete,  definite  ways  of 
giving  this   "suport  back  of  the   lines?" 

"This  war,"  remarked  lau  Hay  (Maj. 
Beith)  recently,  "will  be  won  by  the 
Allies  to  a  certainty,  if  the  nei've  of  llu* 
lieople  back  of  the  lines  only  holds  out." 

Nerve  and  the  control  of  nen'es  is 
needed  back  of  the  lines  fully  as  much 
as  in  the  field. 

WTiat  other  ways  are  there? 

There  is  an  old  golf  maxim  which 
advises — "Keep  your  eye  on  the  ball." 
This  maxmi  is  incorrectly  aiTanged.  It 
should  read — "Keep  your  mind  on  the 
ball." 

There  are  too  many  who  keep  their 
Eye  on  certain  injunctions  to  "Help 
Hoover;"  "Cut  do^vn  the  meat  supply;'' 
"Economize;"  "Buy  Liberty  Bonds;" 
"Help  the  Red  Cross;"  etc. 

Their  Eye  is  focused  properly,  but 
their  Mind  is  not  yet  rightly  adjusted. 

Those  back  of  the  Hues,  who  are  not 
in  position  to  sei-ve  at  the  front,  can 
help  immeasurably  to  win  this  war  and 
end  it  with  greater  speed  if  they  will 
only  keep  their  Minds  upon  the  injunc- 


tions of  the  day — if  they  will  keep  their 
Minds  upon  economizing,  upon  sacrific- 
ing, upon  swinging  into  line  with  the 
most  effective  Team  Play  the  world  has 
ever  known. 

The  entrant  who  "does  his  bit"  on  the 
ball  field  never  wins  a  pennant.  It  is 
the  one  who  "does  his  all." 

There  isn't  an  American  who  doesn't 
wish  down  through  tlie  depths  of  his 
soul  for  a  swift  and  proper  ending  of 
this  war.  This  goal  can  only  be  reached 
by  united  team  play  back  of  the  lines, 
by  united  sacrifice,  united  economy, 
united  aid,  united  loyalty,  united  con- 
centration upon  the  main  object  ahead, 
the  winning  and  the  ending  of  the  war. 
The  longer  citizens  put  off  their  day  of 
complete  sacrifice,  of  needed  economy,  of 
complete  team  play,  the  longer  this  war 
goes  on  and  the  greater  the  sacrifice 
that  waits  ahead. 

Many  a  pennant  has  been  lost — many 
a  football  game  has  gone  wrong — be- 
cause each  man  thought  the  other  fellow 
would  make  the  play  or  do  the  work. 
Team  play  is  built  of  no  such  thought. 
It  is  made  up  of  opposite  ingredients — 
it  is  made  up  of  each  man  taking  upon 
himself  the  job  of  doing  his  full  and 
complete  share,  leaving  nothing  to  fate, 
luck,  or  destiny,  taking  nothing  for 
granted  but  the  accomplishment  of  the 
job   at   hand. 

United  for  team  play  back  of  the  lines, 
as  it  will  be  at  the  front,  the  United 
States  will  have  the  impetus  to  carry 
it  to  the  greatest  goal  the  world  has  ever 
dreamed  of — a  swift  and  proper  peace.

OW  may  we  best  use  the  machinery  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  the 
service  of  all  our  people  and  in  the  cause  to  which  we  are  pledged  to  give 
all  that  is  in  us? 

Discussion  of  that  question,  and  the  reaching  of  conclusions  are  valueless  if 
action  does  not  follow;  if  every  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  does  not 
hold  himself  personally  responsible  for  results. 

What  has  already  been  done  is  well  enough,  but  San  Francisco  business  men 
must  give  to  the  nation  an  example  of  unselfish,  unremitting,  persistent  labor.

Warning  To 
Exporters 

Published  at  the  request  of  the 
WAR  TRADE  BOARD 

At  the  request  of  the  War  Trade 
Board  the  Foreign  Trade  Depart- 
ment issues  the  following  warning 
to  exporters: 

It  has  recently  come  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  War  Trade  Board 
that  considerable  trouble  has  been 
occasioned  by  shippers  forwarding 
from  interior  points  to  American 
ports  commodities  which  require 
a  license,  without  first  taking  out 
a  license.  This  has  resulted  in 
congestion  by  shipments  arriving 
on  which  licenses  are  subsequently 
refused  and  is  contrary  to  the 
spirit  of  the  President's  Proclama- 
tion and  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  the  Bureau  of  Exports.  If 
continued  it  will  necessitate  the 
Board  making  a  rule  that  it  will 
be  unlawful  to  ship  goods  from 
pouit  of  origin  for  export  unless 
such  fact  is  shown  on  railroad  bill 
of  lading  and  also  make  it  obliga- 
toi-y  upon  shippers  to  insert  license 
number  on  bill  of  lading. 

Such  action  would,  in  many 
eases,  penalize  those  shippers  who 
are  endeavoring  to  co-operate  with 
and  assist  the  Government  by  re- 
quiring them  to  perform  much  ad- 
ditional work  on  account  of  the 
acts  of  thoughtless  shippers  who 
bring  goods  to  terminals  without 
first  procuring  export  licenses  on 
same.  The  Bureau  of  Exports  wUl 
not  consent  to  be  put  in  the  posi- 
tion of  contributing  to  the  conges- 
tion of  ports  by  refusing  licenses 
for  goods  which  are  highly  eon- 
served  and  you  will  surely  eo-op- 
erate  with  us  if  you  will  endeavor 
to  inform  your  members  that  thei/ 
must  first  definitely  ascertain 
whether  or  not  a  license  is  re- 
quired and  if  so  procure  such 
license  before  they  undertake  to 
have  the  goods  forwarded  from 
point  of  origin  to  port  of  export. 
If  this  is  not  done  more  drastic 
regulations  will  probably  be  adopt- 
ed.

DESPITE  the  ship  shortage  which 
was  more  keenly  felt  on  the  Pacific 
("'oast  and  particularly  in  San  Fran- 
cisco than  any  other  section  of  the 
i  rniled  States,  this  port  has  recorded  a 
ilgrcater  import  and  export  business  than 
lever  before  in  its  history. 
I  Shipping  activity  in  the  San  Fran- 
'cisoo  water  front  disti'ict  has  not  been 
confined  solely  to  imports  and  exports 
and  the  building  of  additional  shipping 
'facilities,  but  to  the  constrnction  of  a 
great  fleet  of  merchant  vessels  that  will 
be  placed  in  service  within  the  nexl 
I  twelve  months.  Ship  building  has  pro- 
ceeded upon  a  scale  which  seems  vast, 
i measured  by  any  other  standard  than 
;that  of  the  critically  vital  need  for 
■  many  ships  to  transport  troops,  food 
<  and  war  materials.

It  is  estimated  that  United  States  war 
ships  costing  over  $200,000,000  are  also 
under  constniction  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
ship  yards. 

During  1017  and  in  January  and 
February  of  this  year,  San  Francisco 
has  handled  a  greater  amount  of  pas- 
senger steamer  business  than  at  any 
other  time  in  its  history.  This  is  largely 
dne  to  the  diversion  of  trade  routes  by 
war  conditions  and  has  brought  to  San 
Francisco  thousand  of  travellers  for 
business  or  pleasure  who  would  normally 
travel   other  routes. 

During   the   month    of   January,    191R, 


40S  boats  with  a  total  tonnage  of 
502,807,  an-ived  in  the  port  of  San 
Francisco,  and  the  departures  numbered, 
during  the  same  period,  397  boats  with 
a  total  tonnage  of  526,579.  For  the 
month  this  is  a  decrease  over  the  same 
period  in  1917  when  the  arrivals  were 
451  boats  with  a  total  tonnage  of 
565,969,  and  the  departures  481  boats 
with  a  total  tonnage  of  601,432.  This, 
however,  will  be  more  than  offset  by 
the  an-ivals  and  departures  for  Febru- 
ary and   the   succeeding   months. 

A  recapitulation  of  the  San  Francisco 
import  and  export  iignres  show  that  the 
total  for  1917  was  $400,307,503,  as  com- 
pared to  $241,204,243.  for  1916,  or  an 
increase  of  $159,103,260,  over  last 
year.  The  exports  for  1917  totaled 
$168,328,397,  as  compared  with  $123,- 
986,950  for  1916,  or  an  increase  of 
$44,341,447.  The  import  figures  for  1917 
are  $231,979,106  as  compared  to 
$117,217,293  in  1916;  showing  an  in- 
crease of  $114,761,313.

Propose  To  Increase  Sugar 
Rates 

Fifteenth  Section  applications  2505  and 
2522  have  been  filed  with  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission,  for  increases  in 
sugar  rates  from  Pacific  Coast,  New  Or- 
leans and  New  York  to  sugar  consuming 
points  as  shown  in  R.  H.  Countiss 
Tariff  3M. 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  sugar 
rates  from  Pacific  Coast  points  7e  on 
60,000  minimum  and  approximately  55^e 
on  80,000  minimum.  Rates  from  New 
York  and  New  Orleans  to  same  points 
will  be  advanced  approximately  4.2c  on 
80,000  minimum,  and  the  present  differ- 
ential between  New  York  and  New  Or- 
leans will  be  maintained.  However,  be- 
tween New  York,  New  Orleans  and  Pac- 
ific Coast  points,  the  differential  will  be 
increased. 

The  proposed  rate  adju.stnient  is  too 
voluminous  to  reproduce  all  the  changes 
here.  However,  additional  iufoi-mation 
may  be  had  upon  application  to  the 
Transportation  Department  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

This  matter  comes  up  for  informal 
hearing  before  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  at  Washington,  D.  C, 
Febniaiy  27th  at  10  a.  m.  Therefore, 
those  adversely  affected  should  so  notify 
the   Transportation    Department   without 
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Giarifics  Endorsement 
a  Committee. 


The  niniiiteiiance  of  all  well  approved 
ageiK'ies  for  coimiiiinity  well-being  is 
a  palriolio  lan'ossily,  according  to  Robert 
A.  WiHids  of  Boston,  president  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Social  Work. 
This  assertion  is  contained  in  a  statement 
issned  from  the  conference  lieadqnarters 
at  Chicago,  setting  forth  the  relation 
?lii|)s  of  organized  social  work  to  the 
prosecntion  of  the  war  and  to  the  period 
of  reconstruction   after  the   war. 

The  aiijiroval  by  the  government  of 
standard  methods  of  social  work  is  in- 
stanced by  President  Woods  as  powerful 
confirmation  of  the  soundness  of  the 
principles  on  which  welfare  activities 
heretofore  liave  been  based.  The  adop- 
tion of  snch  standards  by  the  Red  Cross, 
the  War  Department  Commission  on 
Training  Camp  Acti\-ities,  the  food  ad 
ministration,  authorities  having  to  do 
witli  labor  problems  in  connection  with 
war  industries,  the  plan  of  insurance 
and  family  allowances  for  soldiers  and 
sailors,  and  measures  in  prospect  for  the 
treatment  of  soldiers  who  return  disabled 

Moreover,  "the  entire  system  of  the 
regular  and  usual  philanthropic  activities 
throughout  the  countiy  is  having  new  and 
special  burdens  laid  upon  it,"  according 
to  Mr.  Woods.  In  spite  of  the  depletion 
of  the  staffs  of  these  organizations  by 
calls  into  militarj-  serv'iee  and  their 
greatly  increased  cost  of  operation,  "the 
accustomed,  continuous  work  of  our  com- 
nuniity  agencies  is  more  urgently  needed 
than  ever  before.  The  subtle  disorganiza- 
tion of  family  life,  the  unrest  and  emo- 
tionalism which  affects  young  men  and 
women,  the  noticeable  increase  in  juvenile 
delinquency,  the  presence  of  uew  dangers 
to  public  health  and  vit.<ility  owing  to 
inadequate  food  and  fuel,  the  danger  of 
lowered  industrial  standards,  the  under- 
mining of  family  economic  well-being  due 
to  increase  in  prices  beyond  wages," — 
such  threatening  prospects  are  evidence 
of  the  urgent  need  of  applying  more  in- 
telligent attention  and  money  to  the  solu- 
tion of  home  problems. 

Warning  is  given  of  the  "age-long  im- 
portance of  the  reconstruction  era  which, 
at  the  farthest,  will  soon  be  upon  us. 
The  European  nations  are,  at  the  present 
moment,  in  the  last  depths  of  the  war. 
turning  a  substantial  portion  of  their 
narrowed  reserves  to  the  task  of  recon- 
struction. Shall  we,  with  our  only 
slightly  impaired  national  resources,  be 
any  less   enlightened   and   downright?"

The  complainant,  H.  J.  Fitz,  who  is 
engaged  in  general  merchandise  business 
at  Madeline,  claims  that  if  the  Bartle 
rates  are  allowed  to  remain  in  effect  he 
will  lose  considerable  business  which  be 
has  had  with  these  towns;  and  the  Nev- 
ada-California-Oregon Railroad,  the  other 
complainant,  alleges  that  if  the  Bartle 
rate  remains  in  effect  business  will  be 
diverted  from  this  line  to  the  Bartle 
route  and  prevent  it  from  earning  a 
profit   on   its  investment. 

In  the  brief  filed  by  the  Traffic  Bur- 
eau  it   is  contended   that  the  joint   class 


rates  from  San  Francisco  to  Bartle  are 
just  and  reasonable  rates  per  se  when 
proper  consideration  is  given  to  the  rela- 
tive transportation  conditions  existing 
on  the  route  from  San  Francisco  to 
Bartle,  as  compared  with  the  same  con- 
ditions existing  on  the  route  from  San 
Francisco  to  Madeline,  and  that  there  are 
no  grounds  justifying  the  claim  of  the 
complainants  that  the  rates  under  attack 
are  unjustly   discriminatory. 

From  the  evidence  contained  in  the 
record  it  is  believed  that  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  will  not  disturb 
the  rates  established  by  the  California 
Railroad  Commission. 


ailroads  Propose 
To  Cancel  Less-Carload 

Switching  Rates 

The  prmcipal  California  railroads,  in 
JApplication  No.  350.3,  propose  to  cancel 
bll  their  less-carload  switching  rates  now 
i'anned  in  the  various  terminal  tariffs. 
It  is  proposed  to  cancel  the  less-carload 
switcliing  charges  which  are  now  in  effect 
iin  dried  fruit  moving  in  lots  of  5,000 
jjonnds  at  all  stations  upon  the  Santa 
Fe.  Southern  Pacific,  Western  Pacific, 
Los  Angeles  &  Salt  Lake  and  Pacific 
Electric. 

At  Oakland  it  is  proposed  to  cancel 
the  less-carload  switching  rates  which 
apply  between  the  freight  depot  and 
industiy  tracks  and  private  sidings  with- 
in the  switching  limits.  This  is  the  so- 
called  Oakland  trap  car  ser\'ice  which 
has  been  complained  of  as  being  un- 
justly discriminatory  against  San  Fran 
cisiu  shippei-s  because  the  same  priv- 
ilege is  not  granted  on  this  side  of  the 
bay. 

The  only  other  change  affecting  San 
Francisco  sliippers  is  the  proposed  can- 
cellation of  Item  209  in  Southern  Pacific 
Company's  Tenninal  Tariff  230-G,  which 
pro^-ides  for  a  charge  of  25  cents  per 
ton,  minimum  $5  per  car,  for  switching 
freight,  in  any  quantity,  "between  the 
wharves  ser\'ed  by  that  company's  rails 
and  the  transfer  tracks  of  connecting 
lines  with  which  that  company  has  an 
interchange  agreement."

The  hopes  of  the  nation  are  centered  in  the  freight  car.  Director-General 
McAdoo  recently  proclaimed  a  "Freight  Clearance  Week,"  in  which  railroads 
and  shippers  were  urged  to  redouble  their  efforts  to  clear  up  congestion.

fl  HE  new  home  of  M.  -T. 
Braiidenstein  &  Co.,  which 
we  picture  above  is  located 
ou  Tliird  St.,  near  Towns- 
end,  ahnost  diagonally  op- 
posite the  Third  and  Townseud  rail- 
way station,  and  stands  as  another  ex- 
ample of  San  Francisco's  wonderfully 
steady  growth. 

The  building  was  completed  early  in 
1917,  and  is  of  reinforced  concrete 
throughout.  It  occupies  250  feet  of 
frontage  by  160  feet  in  depth.

The  third  and  second  stories  arc  occu- 
pied by  the  tea  department,  where  the 
blending  and  packing  of  tea  by  the  last 
word  in  efficient  maehinerj'  is  carried 
on.

Shipyard  Men  To  Be  Entertained 


FI'LLY  realizing  that  many  of  the 
shipyard  plants  are  new,  and  that 
in  other  plants  the  number  of 
workmen  has  been  and  will  be  greatly 
increased,  that  the  accommodations  and 
surroundings  are  not  what  they  will  be 
at  a  later  date,  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board  is  making  a  comprehensive 
plan  to  provide  means  for  recreation  and 
amusement  for  the  men  who  will  be  per- 
forming the  necessary  and  patriotic  work 
in  the  yards  in  and  around  San  Fran- 
cisco bay. 


It  is  planned  to  work  this  out  so  that 
the  men  themselves  will  have  the  strong- 
est voice  in  determining  the  kinds  and 
character  of  amusement  most  suitable, 
and  also  as  to  how  the  same  shall  be 
conducted;  but  of  necessity,  under  all  the 
conditions  surrounding,  it  will  be  neces- 
sai-y  to  ask  the  aid  of  various  agencies 
already  organized  that  may  be  of  definite 
assistance — certainly  at  the  inception  of 
the  plan. 

In  this  coimection  it  is  expected  to  call 


upon  the  State  councils  of  defense  in  Ih. 
various  shipbuilding  States,  the  women'; 
committee,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Red  Cross] 
Knights  of  Columbus,  Y.  M.  H.  A.,  ann 
others. 

The  fact  that  recreation  has  heer 
shown  as  a  necessity  for  men  in  tin 
National  Army  has  made  it  evident  tha 
the  welfare  of  shipyard  workers  must  bi 
taken  care  of  in  a  similar  way,  as  thi 
work  they  are  now  perfonuing  is  ai 
essential,  necessary,  and  patriotic  as  eai 
be  perfonned.

COMMUNITY  war  service  does  not 
mean  working  eighteen  hours  a  day 
for  the  public  good  by  the  officers 
of  the  civic  and  other  organizations 
while  the  membership  of  all  of  them 
sits  comfortable  at  home  and  commends 
their  efforts. 

Not  by  a  great  deal  is  that  community 
service.  It  is  merely  ser\-iee  by  a  small 
number  of  civic  heroes. 

There  is  only  real  community  service 
when  each  member  of  the  community 
finds  out  what  he  can  do  and  does  it. 
Then  things  move.  Then  we  begin  to 
accomplish  something.  Talk  is  not  to  be 
despised  if  we  talk  while  we  work. 
Talk  by  workers  is  inspiration  to 
more  work.  Talk  by  shirkers  is  taken 
for  what  it  is  worth. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  this  city 
has  nearly  six  thousand  members.  Ii 
includes  a  vast  majority  of  the  real 
effectiveness  and  leadership  of  our  people. 
Its  officers  show  that  they  are  filled  with 
the  war  spirit,  and  they  desire  evidence 
that  every  one  of  the  membei-s  is  filled 
with  the  same  zeal. 

To  this  end,  it  is  proposed  to  devote 
this  week  to  a  series  of  patriotic  meetings, 
to  be  held  at  the  luncheon  hour,  at  the 
Palace  Hotel.  That  there  may  be  no 
interference,  the  Commonwealth  Club, 
and,  presumably,  other  organizations  will 
abandon  their  weekly  luncheons.

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The  Daylight  Saving  Bill 


THE  daylig'ht  saving  bill,  which  has 
already  jjassed  the  senate,  was  re- 
ported favorably  to  the  house  Sat- 
lirday.  Februaiy  9th.  The  bill  as  now 
imended  would  make  for  the  saving  of 
liiyligbt  from  the  first  Sunday  in  March 
a  the  last  Sunday  in  October,  instead, 
[is  fixed  by  the  senate,  for  the  period 
)etween  April  and  September.  To  secure 
[  his  daylight  saving  the  clock  will  be  ad- 
lanced  one  hour. 

Professor  Robert  Wheeler  Wilson,  pro- 
fessor of  astronomy  at  Harvard  Univer- 
~ity,  reports  that  of  fifty  towns  situated 
near  the  lines  dividing  the  time  bell, 
thirty-five  have  chosen  to  set  their  clocks 
:ihead  instead  of  back.  The  largest  of 
Jhese  places  are  Detroit  and  Cleveland. 
The  towns  which  have  taken  this  op- 
portunity to  save  daylight  have  done  so 
~ince  the  establishment  of  the  standard 
time  tables   in   1883. 

Detroit  is  saving  32  minutes  of  day- 
light instead  of  losing  28,  if  it  had  taken 
central  instead  of  eastern  time.  Cleve- 
land, which  first  set  its  clocks  back  half 


an  liour  to  keep  central  time,  discovered 
that  it  was  losing  an  hour  more  of  after- 
noon light  than  Buffalo  and  set  them 
ahead  27  minutes  to  proceed  on  eastern 
time.  Buffalo  had  set  its  clocks  ahead 
16  minutes  when  it  adopted  eastern  time. 

Now,  what  are  the  probable  advantages 
of  daylight?  And,  in  passing,  San  Fran- 
cisco may  take  due  pride  in  the  fact 
that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  an 
early  champion  of  this  reform  now  near 
consummation.  What  are  the  advantages? 
The  New  York  World,  which  has  played 
an  important  part  in  popularization  of 
the  idea  and  in  legislative  promotion, 
answers; 

1— It  will  save  1,000,000  tons  of  eoal 
every  year. 

2 — The  saving  in  gas  and  electricity 
bills  each  year  in  the  United  States  will 
be  40  cents  per  capita,  or  $40,000,000. 

3 — It  will  stimulate  an  increased  pro- 
duction of  foodstuffs  by  giving  suburban 
gardeners  an  extra  hour  of  light  for 
their  work. 

4 — It    will    pennit    the    exchanges    of 


New  York  and  London  to  be  open 
simultaneously  each  day  for  one  hour 
during  the  warm  months.  Under  present 
conditions  London  closes  just  as  New 
York  opens. 

5 — It  will  reduce  the  annual  casualties 
from  street  and  highway  traffic  accidents. 

6 — It  will  conseiwe  and  improve  public 
health  and  morals  by  giving  more  day- 
light hours  for  both  work  and  recreation. 

7 — It  will  speed  up  the  general  move- 
ment of  freight  by  giving  an  extra  day- 
light hour  for  overtime  work  at  the 
docks  and  freight  terminals. 

8 — It  will  stimulate  a  healthy  interest 
in  all  fonns  of  outdoor  sport,  especially 
baseball,  and  will  enable  baseball  games 
to  be  held  at  a  later  hour. 

9 — It  will  be  of  especial  benefit  *o 
women  in  industry,  as  it  will  enable  them 
to  stop  work  at  the  time  of  day  when 
their  ner\'ous  strain  is  the  greatest. 

10 — It  will  place  America  in  line  with 
a  practice  which  since  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  has  been  adopted  by  all  of  the 
European  countries.

The  Government  report  places  the 
apple  crop  of  Oregon  at  650,000  barrels:

California  production  of  fresh  fruits 
during  1917  was  valued  at  $40,000,000; 
citnis  fruits,  $45,000,000;  dried  fruits 
and  raisins,  $35,000,000;  pnmes, 
$10,000,000;  canned  fruits  and  vegetables. 
$3,000,000 ;  olives  and  olive  oil,  $5,000,000 
nuts,   $8,000,000. 

California  produced  twice  as  many 
beans  in  1917  as  in  any  previous  year, 
the  crop  of  9,280,000  bushels  valued  at 
$45,000,000,  being  estimated  as  one-third 
the  total  of  the  entire  country. 

The  live  stock  situation,  which  a  month 
ago  was  very  unfavorable  because  of 
drought  and  scarcity  of  feed,  has  been 
relieved  by  widespread  rains.  Precipita- 
tion throughout  the  district,  however, 
still  averages  far  below  the  seasonal 
normal.  The  deficiency  of  snow  in  the 
mountains  threatens  inadequate  supply  of 
water  for  irrigation  next  summer. 

The  production  of  petroleum  in  Cali- 
fornia during  1917  amounted  to  97,267,852 
barrels,  an  increase  of  5,445,470  barrels 
over  1916.  Consuni]ition,  however,  ex- 
ceeded tliis  by  11,585,725  barrels,  stored 
stocks  declining  from  44,036,190  baiTels 
on  December  31,  1916,  to  32,450,465  on 
December  31,  1917.

The  increase  over  1916  is  38 
per  cent  when  the  total  was  $3,479,862,000 
and  the  increase  over  1915  is  approxi- 
mately 80  per  cent  when  the  total  was 
$2,693,688,000.  Compared  with  this  the 
gain  of  New  York  City  was  11  per  cent 
in  one  year  and  61  per  cent  in  two 
years.  Nr-.v  England  States  made  a 
gain  ot  15  jier  cent  in  one  year  and  50 
per  cent  in  two  years.  The  middle 
western  states  gained  27  per  cent  in  one 
year  and  76  per  cent  in  two  years.  The 
central  western  states  gained  23  per  cent 
in  one  year  and  62  per  cent  in  two 
years.  Soulhern  states  gained  31  and 
70  per  cent  respectively.

Testimony  In,  On  Liamber  Cases 


The  celebrated  lumber  cases  which 
ave  been  pending  for  some  fiA'C  years 
efore  the  California  Railroad  Commis- 
ion  were  completed  as  far  as  the  re- 
pipt  of  testimony  is  concerned  on  Wed- 
esday,  February  20th.  after  a  three- 
ays'   session. 

As  is  well  known,  the  original  ca.se 
ommeuced  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
be  Complaint  in  which  was  filed  on  June 
4,  1913,  brought  into  r|uestion  the  rates 
n  liunber  moving  out  of  San  Francisco 
3  points  in  the  interior  of  the  state, 
'he  issues  were  thereafter  broadened  by 


the  Commission  on  its  own  motion  by 
an  investigation  bringing  into  issue  all 
of  the  lumber  rates  on  all  of  the  rail- 
road lines  and  between  all  points  in  the 
State  of  California.  It  is  estimated  that 
there  are  400,000  lumber  rates  involved. 

The  case  was  finally  submitted  on 
briefs  to  be  hereafter  filed.  The  testi- 
mony in   this  case  covers  3,776   pages. 

The  so-called  South  San  Francisco 
switching  cases  were  on  hearing  Thurs- 
day, the  21st  instant,  and  were  continued 
until  Monday,  the  25th,  for  further  hear- 
ing. 


''^f  ^  Interstate  Mates 

It  seems  certain  that  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commmission  will  continue  to 
exerci.se  its  functions  in  passing  upon 
questions  of  reasonableness  and  discrim- 
ination, nothwithstanding  the  anthority 
of  the  President  to  initiate  rates  under 
Government  control.  According  to  the 
dispatches,  the  bill  as  adopted  by  the 
LTnited  States  Senate  authorizes  the 
President  to  initiate  rates  subject  to 
veto  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission. Whatever  may  be  done  in  this 
regard,  it  is  clear  that  cases  now  pend- 
ing before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission, many  of  which  have  been  al- 
ready heard  and  are  awaiting  decision, 
should  go  forward  to  a  decision  by  the 
Commission.

Increased  Demurrage  Charges 


The  National  Industrial  Traffic  League 
has  made  the  following  announcement  in 
Bulletin   No.   44: 

"Advice  has  been  received  from  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  the 
effect  that  the  tariffs  filed  by  the  car- 
riers to  become  effective  January  21, 
1918,  have  been  rejected  by  the  Com- 
mission; therefore,  the  charges  in  the 
interim  between  January  21st  and  Feb- 
ruary 10th,  (the  date  the  new  Demur- 
rage Rules  became  effective)  will  be 
adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  tariffs  that 
were  in  effect  prior  to  January  21,  1918. 
In  other  words,  any  increased  demun-age 
charges  collected  during  that  period, 
nnder  the  authority  of  the  tariffs  filed 
tn  become  effective  on  Januarv  21st.  are 


to  be  refunded  by  the  carriers  as  straight 
overcharges."

Export  and  Import  Licenses 


M  the  request  of  a  number  of  im- 
porters and  exporters  the  question  of 
simpler  and  more  expeditious  methods 
of  securing  export  aud  import  licen.ses 
was  recently  taken  up  with  the  War 
Trade  Board  in  Washington  and  the 
following  extract  from  reply  is  given 
for  the   information  of  tho.se  interested: 

"Refen'ing  to  memorandum  prepared 
by  Foreign  Trade  Department  concern- 
ing question  of  issuance  of  import  and 
exjiort  licenses,  jilease  be  advised  this 
was  taken  up  veiy  thoroughly  with  the 
Directors  of  the  Bureaus  of  Imports 
and   Exports   of   the   War   Trade   Board. 

There  has  been  absolutely  no  change 
in  jiolicy  of  either  Bui'eau  which  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  War  Trade  Board 
insists  on  maintaining  absolute  contrfd 
over  imports  and  exports  at  Wa.shing- 
toii  and  will  not  delegate  authority  to 
the  San  Francisco  or  any  other  repre- 
sentative to  issue  licenses  covering  im- 
jM'rts  or  e.xjiorts  without  first  refem-ing 
applications  to  Washington   for  decision. 

These  officials  state  they  are  in  pos- 
session of  the  information  which  enables 
them  to  decide  what  raei-chaudise,  ma- 
terial, etc.,  should  or  sho\ild  not  be  im- 
ported or  exported,  that  they  are  in 
close  touch  with  the  agencies  that  can 
funiisb  promptly  any  additional  or  spe- 
cial infonuation  required  at  any  time, 
that    jiarticular    phases   of    the    question. 


such  as  possible  diplomatic  negotiations 
between  this  and  some  other  nation  may 
be  going  on.  Further  that  they  are  co- 
<iperating  with  the  Food  Administration 
and  other  Goveniment  Departments  in 
eveiy  manner  possible  and  have  deter- 
mined after  most  careful  consideration 
of  all  sides  of  the  question  not  to 
Wtiate    their   control    over    this    question. 

These  officials  evince  a  genuine  desire 
not  to  hamper  business  unnecessarily 
but  are  obliged  to  view  questions  pre- 
sented from  angles  sometimes  unknown 
to  or  not  considered  by  importei'S  oi 
exportei-s  and  often  unknown  as  well  to 
the  branch  offices  of  the  Board. 

In  case  of  exports  or  imports  of  arti- 
cles not  on  the  consen'ation  list  or  snb- 
.ject  to  embargo  if  the  San  Francisco 
representative  will  so  request  when  sub- 
mitting applications,  licenses  can  be  tele- 
graphed to  San  Francisco.  A  direct 
wire  from  Washing-ton  to  the  Coast  is 
contemplated  for  taking  care  of  such 
cases.  However,  the  War  Trade  Board 
feel  these  requests  should  only  be  made 
when  absolutely  necessary. 

The  War  Trade  Board  hopes  San 
Francisco  merchants  will  appreciate  the 
fact  that  these  licenses  are  a  tear  measure 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  successfully 
prosecuting  the  rear  and  know  they  can 
rely  upon,  their  patriotism  to  co-operate 
and  assist   to  the  fullest  possible  extent.

The  case  wherein  the  South  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  is  seeking 
to  have  the  switching  limits  of  San 
Francisco  extended  so  as  to  include 
South  San  Francisco  and  its  industries 
with  a  view  to  the  extension  to  that 
city  of  the  San  Francisco  interj-ard 
switching  charge  of  25  cents  per  ton, 
with  minimum  of  $5  per  car,  was  sub- 
mitted on  briefs  Thui-sday  afternoon, 
Febi-uai-y  2,Sth.  The  case  consumed 
eight  days  and  was  on  hearing  pursuani 
to  adjomnnient  the  firet  four  days  of 
last  week. 

The  Chamber  did  not  take  sides  in 
this  controversy.  The  defendant,  how- 
ever, introduced  some  testimony  and  ex- 
hibits upon  the  subject  of  the  cost  of 
the  switching  ser\-ice  in  some  of  the 
California  terminals.  The  Attorney  and 
Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau  care- 
fully scrutinized  these  exhibits  and 
cross-examined  the  witnes.ses  ujion  this 
sul),iect  at  some  length. 


The  question  of  solicitations  is  one 
that  is  ever  before  the  Charities  En- 
doi-sement  Committee  for  investigation 
regarding  the  methods  used  by  the 
people  making  appeals,  to  determine  tin- 
reliability  of  the  appeal  for  the  bene.'ii 
of  members,  before  contributing.  It  i.-^ 
no  exao«^ration  to  state  that  the  Chari- 
ties Endoi'senient  Committee  consider  a 
daily  average  of  six  new  appeals  and 
that  four  of  the  six  sliould  receive  no 
attention. 

It  is  impossible  to  convey  to  the 
membership  through  the  medium  of 
these  columns  the  fifty-seven  varieties 
of  appeals  and  methods  counected  with 
them,  but  the  information  is  gathered 
here  and  is  at  the  disposal  of  the  mem- 
bers for  the  asking. 

The  purpose  of  the  Chainties  Endoree- 
meut  Committee  is  not  to  curtail  con- 
tributions, but  rather  to  inci-ease  con- 
tributions provided  the  appeal  is  in 
the  hands  of  resjjonsible  jieojjle  and  is 
businesslike  in  its  method.  Unless  a 
thorough  and  searching  inquiiy  is  made 
into  an  a|>peal.  by  one  ha\-ing  experience 
in  making  investigation,  the  average 
business  man  will  be  easily  misled  by 
brilliant  and  clever  professionals,  who 
are  experts  in  the  art  of  charity  appeal 
camouflage  and  are  planning  methods  of 
appeals  twenty-four  houre  a  day. 

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
do  not  attempt  to  dictate  to  any  inquirer 
the  disposition  of  his  funds  for  charity 
but  inform  him  of  the  facts  connected 
with  the  appeal  made  to  him.  or  will 
obtain  such  facts  if  same  are  not  already 
on  iile.  Unless  you  are  absoluteli/  sure 
of  the  circumstances  sun-ounding  an  ap- 
peal made  to  you,  pay  uo  attention  to 
the  appeal  until  you  have  called  us  up 
and  we  have  advised  you  of  the  facts 
connected  with  same.

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A  System  off  Free  Ports  for  United  States  Recommended  by 
Committee  of  San  Francisco  Chamber  off  Commerce 


THE  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Committee  on  Free  Port 
has  made  its  final  report  anil  un- 
tiualifiedly  reeoimuends  to  Congress  the 
adoption"  of  a  system  of  Free  Ports  or 
'/ones  at  the  principal  maritime  centers. 
Jt  also  calls  attention  to  the  unsurpassed 
advantases  offered  by  San  Francisco  Bay 
for  one  of  these  zones. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  not  familiar 
with  the  functions  of  a  free  port  and 
who  imagine  that  it  means  freedom  from 
customs  duties  or  from  terminal  charges 
it  might  be  well  In  state  that  such  is 
not  the  case.  A  "Free  Port"  in  no  way 
alters  customs  duties,  has  nothing  what- 
ever to  do  with  the  custom  tariffs  and 
does  not  mean  free  dockage,  wharfage, 
etc.  If  would  apply  equally  to  a  policy 
of  high  protective  tariff,  a  tariff  foi 
revenue  only  or  for  free  trade.  No  mat 
ler  what  the  tariff  policy  of  the  United 
States  might  be  nor  how  often  it  miglit 
be  changed  the  free  port  would  not 
affect  it.  A  free  port  is  merely  a  means- 
to  facilitate  foreign  commerce,  would  not 
increase  the  cost  of  collecting  duties  but 
on  the  contrary  not  only  leduce  such 
cost  but  expedite  and  facilitate  such 
collection. 

Tnder  existing  conditions  the  moment 
a  vessel  arrives  with  freight  from  a 
foreign  country-  such  freight  comes  under 
(he  Customs  .iurisdiction  and  it  must  be 
either  entered  at  the  Custom  House  and 
duty  paid  or.  if  the  goods  aie  free  of 
duty,  an  entiy  must  be  made  just  the 
same.  Or  the  freight"  can  be  placed  in 
bonded  warehouses  to  be  removed  later 
upon  payment  of  regular  duties.  All 
this  entails  considerable  wurk  and  ex 
pense    but    if    all    cargo    brought    to    the 


United  States  was  intended  for  consump- 
tion in  this  country  a  free  port  would 
not  be  justified.  Much  of  the  cargo 
brought  to  Amei-ican  ports,  however,  is 
not  for  local  consumption  but  is  destined 
for  other  foreign  countries  and  it  is 
merely  landed  to  await  vessels  going  to 
those  other  countries.  In  some  cases 
such  goods  must  be  manipulated  in  some 
way.  It  may  be  necessary-  to  sort  them, 
to  repack  them,  to  mix  or  blend  them 
and.  in  some  cases,  to  partially  manufac- 
ture them.  Under  the  present  method 
these  goods  must  be  entered  at  the 
Custom  House  and  all  this  work  either 
done  in  bonded  warehouses  under  strict 
government  super\-ision  or  the  duty  be 
paid  and  then  when  they  are  ready  to 
Ije  sent  forward  to  their  final  destination 
an  application  must  be  made  to  th.e 
government  for  a  "drawback"  or  refuni 
of  the  (iuty  paid  because  they  are  going 
out  of  the  countiy.  As  vessels  amvin? 
go  to  different  docks  to  discharge  then- 
cargo  often  miles  apart  and  as  the  boml- 
cd  warehouses  are  comparatively  r:-- 
slricted  much  exjjense  and  often  great 
delay  is  experienced  before  the  goid- 
can  be  sent  out.  The  Customs  officers 
must  carefully  guard  every  dock  where 
a  ship  is  unloading  tliereby  multiplying 
the  number  of  guards,  watchmen,  etc. 

A  "Free  Port"  on  the  contrary  con- 
sists of  a  certain  tract  of  land  entirely 
suiTonnded  by  a  stockade  on  the  laud 
side  with  docks  and  warehouses  and 
railroad  tracks  adjacent  to  each  other 
so  that  if  a  ship  comes  from  China  with 
freight  for  South  America  it  is  merely 
unloaded  info  a  dock  from  the  ship 
and  re-loaded  into  the  other  ship  on  the 
other   side    of    the    same    dock.      It    does 


not  have  to  be  teamed  from  one  dock 
to  another  or  from  the  dock  to  a  ware- 
house and  then  back  again  to  some 
other  dock,  thei'e  is  no  delay  and  ex- 
pense in  making  an  entry  and  having 
the  freight  guarded  until  the  duty  is 
paid  or  until  the  other  ves.sel  is  ready 
to  take  it  away.  The  Customs  author- 
ities have  nothing  to  do  Avith  this  "free 
zone"  other  than  to  see  that  the  freight 
does  not  pass  through  the  stockade.  If 
some  of  the  freight,  however,  is  eventu- 
ally admitted  into  the  United  States  it 
must  pass  through  the  Customs  gate  or 
entrance  and  there  the  same  regidations 
apply  to  such  freight  entering  the 
United  States  as  in  effect  at  present. 
The  advantages  of  such  a  system  are 
to  reduce  handling,  delay  and  expense, 
to  attract  freight  destined  to  other 
foreign  countries  and  by  so  doing  natur- 
ally attract  additional  ships  and  th'j 
more  ships  coming  to  a  port  the  greater 
the  benefit  to  such  port  in  the  way  of 
money  spent  for  wages,  supplies,  etc., 
and  the  gi-eater  tendency  to  have  ocean 
freight  rates  lowered.  As  a  port  grows 
in  size,  population  and  wealth  it  cor- 
respondingly benefits  the  back  or  sn,-- 
rounding  country.  There  is  a  greater 
demand  for  farm  products  and  the 
farmer  not  only  has  the  advantage  of 
a  large  and  growing  market  but  has  the 
new  market  created  by  the  demand  for 
supplies  by  the  various  vessels  amving 
and  departing.  A  "Free  Port"  helps  ever)'- 
body  and  hurts  none,  it  is  not  a  ne-.v 
thing  as  four  of  the  greatest  ports  in 
the  world  owe  their  prominence  and 
])rosperitT  almost  entirely  to  the  estab- 
lishment  of  such   a   system.

War  Savings  Stamp  Army 


Soliliors,  snilors,  prclty  fc'irls,  police- 
men, firpmcii  and  Boy  Scouts— these 
make  np  the  invading  army  of  War 
Savings  Stanip  soldiers  who  are  descend- 
ing upon  San  Francisco  hotels,  rail- 
road stations,  ofTice  buildings  and  other 
places  of  public  use  this  week. 

As  agents  for  Uncle  Sam,  these  sales 
girls  and  men  will  he  provided  with 
blue  postcards  on  which  orders  will  be 
taken  for  War  Savings  Stamps  and 
Thrift  Stamps.  In  some  places  Thrift 
Cards,  with  a  25-cent  stamp  afTixed,  will 
be  sold  directly.  In  general,  however, 
the  money  will  be  paid  on  delivery  of 
stamps  by  the  letter  carrier. 

The  San  Francisco  War  Savings 
Committee  has  planned  a  sixteen-day 
campaign  to  result  in  a  Thrift  Stamp 
in  every  home  in  San  Francisco.  Chair- 
man Eustace  Cullinan,  Milton  Esberg 
and  other  members  of  the  committee  are 


directing  operations  from  the  Merchants' 
Exchange  building. 

"The  Ooverament's  war  finance  pro- 
gram is  sound  and  democratic  and  will 
succeed  in  diverting  all  necessary  pro- 
duction to  war  purposes  with  a  minininm 
of   economic   disturbance." 

This  assurance  from  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  McAdoo  was  the  message 
which  John  S.  Drum,  State  Director  of 
War  Savings,  brought  to  San  Francisco 
on  his  return  from  Wasliington. 

Secretary  McAdoo,  according  to  Drum, 
emphasized  the  importance  of  bringing 
before  the  people  the  important  part 
that  each  one  can  play  by  giving  "goods 
and  services"  to  the  government  through 
personal  sacrifice — the  fact  that  war 
finance  is  not  a  question  of  raising 
money,  but  of  obtaining  control  of  ma- 
terial and  labor.    Drum  said: 

"The  country  is  awakening  to  the  vital 


importance  of  the  War  Savings  move- 
ment. The  reports  that  come  to  Wash- 
ington indicate  the  strong  momentum 
which  the  government  has  gained.  The 
method  of  war  finance  has  come  to  stay 
and  will  assume  greater  and  greater  im- 
portance as  the  extension  of  credit  be- 
comes more  difficult.  Washington  and 
New  York  financial  leaders  are  now 
working  to  create  new  savings  to  back 
up  the  nation's  credit. 

"Not  only  War  Savings  stamps,  but 
Liberty  Bonds  must  be  absorbed  Ijy  the 
public  out  of  savings.  In  order  to  keep 
the  vast  resources  of  the  country  in 
active  operation  the  banks  must  keep 
their  assets  in  liquid  shape.  Money  for 
the  payment  of  taxes  and  for  other 
wartime  purposes  must  come  from 
healthy  business  activity."

Whaling  Stations 

THE  Morgan  Wood  Co.,  fiscal  agents 
of  the  California  Sea  Products  Co., 
reports  that  construction  work  on  the 
plant  at  Moss  Landing  on  Monterey  Bay  is 
progressing  rapidly  and  present  indica- 
tions are  that  this  first  station  will  be 
completed  within  the  next  si.xty  days. 
Two  of  the  buildings  are  practically 
completed  and  the  concrete  foundations 
for  the  main  buildings  are  in.  Some  o£ 
the  heaviest  machinery  is  being  brought 
from  Baltimore,  but  most  of  it  is  pur- 
chased in  the  San  Francisco  Market. 

One  steam  trawler  has  been  purchased 
and  negotiations  are  on  for  a  second. 
This  station  when  completed  will  con- 
stitute the  first  of  a  chain  of  four  mod- 
ern Norwegian  shore  whaling  stations 
and  general  fisheries  on  the  California 
Coast  and  is  expected  to  help  several  of 
the  local  war  problems  in  the  supply  of 
fertilizer,  whale  oil  and  later  on,  fish 
for  the  local  market. 


Colombia  Buys  American 

Fuimitiare 

The  Foreign  Trade  Department  has 
been  advised  that  the  Bureau  of  Foreign 
and  Domestic  Commerce  has  just  issued 
a  publication  entitled  "Colombian  Mark- 
ets for  American  Furniture,"  copies  of 
which  can  be  procured  from  the  District 
Office,  307  Custom  House.  The  fact  that 
Colombia  is  the  second  largest  market 
in  South  America  for  American  furni- 
ture, and  tributary  to  San  Francisco, 
should  stimulate  interest  in  this  publica- 
tion. 

Demaurrage  Rules 

Pacific  Car  Demurrage  Bureau  Tariff 
l-I,  effective  February  10,  1918,  was 
issued  in  compliance  with  Order  No.  7 
of  the  Director  General  of  Railroads, 
covering  car  demurrage.  The  Director 
General  issued  this  order  so  as  to  bring 
about  a  uniformity  of  demurrage  rules 
and  regulations,  and  in  doing  so  it  has 
affected  some  of  the  rules  under  which 
the  coast  shippers  have  worked  for  a 
long  time. 

For  instance,  the  old  interstate  rule 
regarding  empty  cars  ordered  for  loading 
and  not  used  has  been  changed.  In  the- 
past  a  charge  of  $5  was  made  when  cars 
were  moved  from  another  station  and 
$2.50  per  car  when  they  were  moved 
from  a  point  within  the  yard  limits. 
Under  the  new  rules,  demurrage  charges 
are  assessed  in  addition  to  the  car  move- 
ment charge. 

Another  change  affecting  San  Fran- 
cisco shippers  is  the  new  rule  regarding 
movement  of  freight  trans-shipped  at 
port  of  exit  for  coast  points.  In  the 
past,  five  days  free  time  to  unload  has 
been  allowed,  but  under  the  new  demur- 
rage rules  tin's  time  has  been  cut  down 
to  48  hours  free  time. 
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McAdoo  Asks  CoH>peration 

In  Order  No.  8,  Director  General  Mc- 
Adoo makes  a  stirring  appeal  for  co- 
operative effort  on  the  part  of  officers 
and  employees  of  railroads.  The  follow- 
ing is  quoted  from  the  Order: 

"The  Government  now  being  in  con- 
trol of  the  railroads,  the  officers  and 
employees  of  the  various  companies  no 
longer  serve  a  private  interest."  All  now 
serve  the  Government  and  the  public  in- 
terest only.  I  want  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees to  get  the  spirit  of  this  new  era 
Supreme  devotion  to  counti-y,  an  invinc- 
ible determination  to  perform  the  im- 
perative duties  of  the  hour  while  the 
life  of  the  nation  is  imperiled  by  war, 
must  obliterate  old  enmities  and  make 
friends  and  comrades  of  us  all.  There 
must  be  co-operation,  not  antagonism; 
confidence,  not  suspicion;  mutual  helpful- 
ness, not  grudging  performance;  just 
consideration,  not  arbitrary  disregard  of 
each  other's  rights  and  feelings;  A  fine 
discipline  based  on  mutual  respect  and 
sympathy;  and  an  earnest  desire  to  sen'e 
the  great  public  faithfully  and  efficiently. 
This  is  the  new  spirit  and  purpose  that 
must  pervade  every  part  and  brancli  of 
the  National  Railroad  seirice. 

"America's  safety,  America's  ideals, 
America's  rights  are  at  stake.  Democ- 
■  racy  and  Liberty  throughout  the  world 
depend  upon  America's  valor,  America's 
strength,  America's  fighting  power.  We 
can  win  and  save  the  world  from  des- 
potism and  Ijondage  only  if  we  pull  to- 
gether. We  cannot  pull  apart  without 
ditching  the  train.  Let  us  go  forward 
with  unshakable  purpose  to  do  our  part 
superlatively.  Then  we  shall  save  Amer- 
ica, restore  peace  to  a  distracted  world 
and  gain  for  ourselves  the  coveted  dis- 
tinction and  just  reward  of  patriotic 
service  nobly  done.

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Rebuilding  Salvador 

THE  Industrial  Department  is  in 
receipt  of  communication  from  tlie 
Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Com- 
merce, giving  the  information  tliat  that 
department  has  tlie  assurance  of  the 
Salvadorian  Government  that  it  will 
guarantee  jiayment  of  work  done  by  eon- 
tractor  in  the  re-building  of  the  capital 
city  of  that  country.  The  Government 
of  Salvador  has  already  entered  into  a 
contract  providing  for  a  government 
guarantee  on  work  executed  under  this 
agreement  r.nd  the  President  of  Salvador 
has  made  clear  to  the  American  ministry 
there  that  a  similar  contract  will  be 
granted  to  responsible  American  firms. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  work  would 
amount  to  several  million  dollars  and 
the  immediate  needs  involve  about  a  half 
million  dollars  of  repairing  and  con- 
struction of  government  buildings  and 
it  is  believed  that  another  million  dollar? 
worth  of  work  would  be  available  in  the 
construction  of  business  houses,  stores 
and  homes. 

The  American  ministry  has  noted  that 
some  importers  in  Salvador  have  been 
using  construction  materials  salvaged 
from  the  San  Francisco  exposition  and 
we  think  that  some  contractor  or  ex- 
porter here  who  has  already  Centi-al 
American  connection  might  be  interested 
in  this  proposition. 

It  is  also  quite  possible  that  the  Amer- 
ican Department  of  State  would  lend 
what  aid  it  could  to  overcome  the  present 
difficulties  as  they  have  expressed  con- 
.siderable  sympathy  in  the  proposition.

Section  1.  Freight,  when  delivered  to 
arriers  to  be  transported  at  less  than 
'arload  or  any  quantity  ratings,  must 
)e  marked  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ng  requirements  and  specifications,  ex- 
■ept  as  provided  in  Section  2  (b)  of 
his  Rule  or  otherwise  provided  in 
specific  items  in  this  Classification  or  in 
he  Interstate  Commerce  Commission's 
Regulations  for  the  Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Articles  other  than  Explosives 
ij  Freight.  If  these  requirements  and 
specifications  are  not  complied  with, 
freight  will  not  be  accepted  for  trans- 
portation. 

Section  2.  (a)  Each  package,  bundle 
jr  loo.se  piece  of  freight  must  be  plainly, 
egibly  and  durably  marked  by  brush, 
stencil,  marking  crayon  (not  chalk),  rub- 
ier type,  metal  type,  pasted  label  (see 
!^ole  1),  tag  (see  Note  2),  or  other 
uethod  which  provides  marks  equally 
plain,  legible  and  durable,  showing  the 
lame  of  only  one  consignee,  and  of  only 
me  Station,  Town  or  City  and  State  to 
.vhich  destined. 

When  consigned  to  a  place  of  which

in  the  same  State,  the  name  of  the 
founty  must  alpo  be  shown. 

When  consigned  to  a  place  not  located 
m  the  line  of  a  carrier,  it  must  also  be 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  station  at 
ivhich    consignee    will    accept    delivei-y. 


Rule  For  Marking  L.  C.  L.  Freight 


When  consigned  "To  order,"  it  must 
be  so  marked,  and  further  marked  with 
an  identifying  symbol  or  number  which 
must  be  shown  on  shipping  order  and 
l)ill  of  lading. 

Note  1.  Labels  must  be  securely  at- 
tached with  glue  or  equally  good  ad- 
hesive. 

Note  2.  Tags  must  be  made  of  metal, 
leather,  cloth,  or  rope  stock  or  sulphite, 
fibre  tagboard  sufficiently  strong  and 
durable  to  withstand  the  wear  and  tear 
incident    to    transportation ;    and 

When  such  cloth  or  board  tag  is  ticil 
to  any  bag,  bale,  bundle  or  piece  of 
freight,  it  must  be  securely  attached 
through   a  reinforced   eyelet. 

Tags  used  to  mark  wooden  pieces  or 
wooden  containers  must  be  fastened  at 
all  corners  and  center  with  large-headed 
tacks  or  tag  fasteners; 

Tags  may  be  tied  to  wooden  pieces 
when  the  freight  would  be  injured  by 
the  use  of  tacks  or   tag   fasteners. 

Tags  tied  to  bags,  bales,  bundles  or 
pieces  must  be  securely  attached  by 
strong  cord  or  wire,  except  that  when 
tied  to  bundles  or  pieces  of  metal  they 
must  be  securely  attached  by  strong  wire 
or  strong  tarred  cord. 

(b)  A  shipment  that  fully  occupies 
the  visible  capacity  of  a  car,  or  that 
weights  24,000  lbs.  or  more,  when  ship- 
ped from  one  station,  in  or  on  one  car. 
in  one  day,  by  one  shipper  for  delivei-y 
to  one  consignee  at  one  destination,  need 
not  be  marked. 


(c)  The  marks  on  bundles,  packages 
or  pieces  must  be  compared  with  the 
shipping  order  or  bill  of  lading,  and 
corrections,  if  necessary,  made  by  the 
shipper  or  his  representative  before  I'e- 
ceipt  is  signed. 

(d)  Old  consignment  marks  must  be 
removed  or  effaced. 

(e)  Freight  in  excess  of  full  cars 
must  be  marked  as  required  for  less 
freight   than    carload    freight. 

The  Commission,  realizing  the  im- 
portance of  having  a  uniform  marking 
rule,  has  approved  same  without  formal 
hearing.  Carriers  are  authorized  to  can- 
cel their  effective  schedules  that  conflict 
with  the  uniform  rule,  and  autliority  is 
also  given  to  publish  the  uniform  sched- 
ule upon  30  days'  notice  to  the  Commis- 
sion and  to  the  general  public,  by  filing 
and  posting  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  Section  6  of  the  Act  to  Regulate 
Commerce. 

If  the  ean-iers  intend  to  observe  these 
instructions  of  the  Director  General  it 
will  mean  that  they  will  refuse  to  receive 
shipments  carrying  more  than  one  shiji- 
ping  mark,  and  also  all  less-cariciad  ship- 
ments that  are  not  properly  marked  in 
accordance  with  the  uniform  rules  as 
promulgated   by   the   Director  General.

THE  Hulse-Bradt'ord  Company, 
manufacturers  of  upholstered  goods 
and  importei-s  and  jobbers  in  many 
kindred  lines  have  moved  into  their  new 
buiklin.?  at  844-48  Mission  Street.  This 
change  from  the  old  quarters  at  Second 
and  Stevenson  Streets  was  necessitated 
by  the  rapid  expansion  of  business  and 
the  necessity  for  more  manufacturing 
room. 

The  Hulse-Bradford  Company  entered 
business  in  San  Francisco  in  1885  under 
the  partnership  name  of  Hulse  and 
Bradford,  the  original  plant  consisting 
of  one  story  and  basement  with  only 
1,900   feet   of   floor  space,   later  it    was 


found  expedient  to  enlarge  and  the  Pur- 
ity Feather  Company  was  instituted  and 
a  plant  equipped  on   Sacramento   Street. 

In  1903  the  Hulse-Bradford  Co.,  was 
incorporated  and  occupied  the  premises 
at  2nd  and  Stevenson  Streets  where 
they  employed  ten  people  in  a  space 
less  than  one  quarter  of  that  of  the 
present  plant  which  does  not  include  the 
factoiy  of  the  Purity  Feather  Co.  now 
located  at  772-76  Harrison  Street.  The 
Hulse-Bradford  Company  is  the  sole 
proprietor  of  this  latter  concern. 

One-third  of  the  new  building  houses 
the   upholstering   department   on   the   top

Rules  and  Regulations  Affecting  Demurrage  Charges 


TTIK   Director  General  of  Railroads 
isssued  Order  No.  7  containing  rules 
and  regulations  affecting  demurrage 
charges. 

This  order  was  approved  by  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  on  .Tanuarj' 
30th,  and  cancels  all  previous  orders 
promulgated  by  the  Director  General  of 
Railroads  regarding  demurrage  rules  and 
regulations.  The  text  of  the  order  is 
given  below: 

A.  (1)  Forty-eight  hours  (two  days) 
free  time  for  loading  or  unloading  on  all 
commodities.  (2)  Twenty-four  hours  (one 
day)  free  time  oji  ears  held  for  any 
other  purpose  permitted  by  tariff.  B. 
That  the  average  agreement  rule  he  per- 
mitted, but  that  it  apply  solely  to  cars 
held  for  unloading.  C.  That  under  the 
average  rule  the  number  of  days  on 
which  debits  accrue  be  made  four  in- 
stead of  five.  D.  That  the  demunago 
charge  on  all  cars,  after  the  expiration 
of  the  free  time  allowed,  be  .$.3  for 
each  of  the  first  four  days,  $6  for  each 
of  the  next  three  days  and  $10  for  each 
succeeding  day.  E.  That  the  bunching- 
rule  he  reinstated  with  the  following 
change   in   Paragrajih   2. 

Cars  for  unloading  or  reconslgnijifj. 
When  as  the  result  of  the  act  or  neglect 
of  any  carrier,  cars  originating  at  the 
same  point  or  at  intermediate  points 
moving  via  the  same  route  and  destined 
for  one  consignee,  at  one  point,  are 
bunched  at  originating  point,  in  transit, 
or  at  destination,  and  delivei-ed  by  the 
carrier  in  accumulated  numbers  in  ex- 
cess of  daily  shipments,  the  consignee 
shall  be  allowed  such  free  time  as  he 
would    have    been    entitled    to    had    the

These  changes  will  supersede  all  those 
named  in  any  existing  tariffs  applicable 
to  carload  freight,  except:  1.  Cars 
loaded  with  live  stock.  2.  Empty  cars 
placed  for  loading  coal  at  mines  or 
mine  sidings,  or  coke  at  coke  ovens, 
and  cars  under  load  at  mines  or  mine 
sidings  or  coke  at  coke  ovens.  3.  Foreign 
export  freight  awaiting  ships  at  ports. 
4.  Coal  for  trans-shipment  at  tidewater 
or  lake  ports.  5.  Empty  private  cars 
stored  on  railroad  or  private  tracks, 
provided  such  cars  have  not  been  placed 
or  tendered  for  loading  on  the  orders  of 
a  shipper;  and  specifically  contemplate 
the  cancellation  of.  all  conflicting  pro- 
visions  of   existing  tariffs. 

The   most    important    change    affecting 
this    territory    is    the    average    rule,    and 
this  is  given  in   full  for  the  information 
of   our  nienihcrs : 
RTTLE   9.— AVERAGE   AGREEMENT 

Wlien  a  consignee  enters  into  the 
following  agreement,  the  charge  for  de- 
tention to  cars,  on  all  ears  held  for  un- 
loading by  such  consignee,  shall  be  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  time 
of  detention  to  all  such  cars  unloaded 
and  released  during  each  calendar 
month;  such  average  detention  and 
charge  to  be  computed  as  follows:  Sec- 
tion A.  One  credit  will  be  allowed  for 
each  car  unloaded  and  released  within 
the  first  twenty-four  (24)  hours  of  free 
time.  After  the  expiration  of  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours'  free  time,  one  debit 
per  car  per  day,   or  fraction   of  a   day. 


will  be  charged  for  each  of  llic  fin-l 
four  days.  In  no  case,  shall  more  than 
one  credit  he  allowed  on  any  one  c;ir,  ami 
in  no  case  shall  more  than  four  credit^ 
be  applied  in  cancellation  of  debits  ar> 
cruing  on  any  one  car.  When  a  car 
has  accnied  four  debits,  a  charge  of  $11 
per  car  jier  day,  or  fraction  of  a  day. 
will  be  made  for  each  of  the  first  llirec 
days  thereafter,  and  for  each  succeeding 
day,  or  fraction  of  a  day,  the  ohargr 
will  be  $T0.  After  a  car  has  accnied 
four  debits,  the  charges  named  herein 
will  apply  on  all  subsefpient  Sundays 
and    legal    holidays. 

Section  B.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar 
month,  the  total  number  of  credits  will 
be  deducted  from  the  total  number  oi 
debits  and  $3  per  debit  will  be  chargpi! 
for  the  remainder.  If  the  credits  equal 
or  exceed  the  debits,  no  charge  will  In 
made  for  the  detention  of  the  cars  ami 
no  payment  will  be  made  to  consignee  on 
account  of  such  excess  of  credits;  nm- 
shall  the  credits  in  excess  of  the  debit- 
of  any  one  month  be  considered  in  com 
puting  the  average  detention  for  another 
month. 

In  the  past,  shippers  in  this  tcn-itory 
have  not  been  accorded  the  benefit  of 
working  under  an  average  agi-eenient 
rule.  The  advent  of  this  into  this  terri- 
toi-y  should  be  of  considerable  interest 
to  shippers.  Those  shippers  who  release 
cars  within  the  first  24  hours  after  plac- 
ing will  receive  credits  for  their  efforts 
in    this    direction. 

Any  member  in  doubt  as  to  the  ap- 
plication of  this  rule  should  apply  to 
the  Transportation  Department  for 
further   information. 


Poindexter  Bill  Hearings 


Mr.  Seth  Mann,  Attorney  and  Man- 
ager of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  who  is  at 
present  in  Washington  in  connection 
with  the  hearings  on  the  Poindexter  Bill, 
which  provides  that  railroad  companies 
may  not  give  rates  to  coast  cities  lower 
than  are  maintained  to  points  in  inter- 
mountain  territory,  considers  it  highly 
im])robable  that  a  bill  of  such  a  drastic 
•■hai-acter  will  be  reported  favorably  dur- 
ing Government  control  of  the  railroads. 

Mr.  Mann  also  states  that  the  hearings 
have  been  notable  for  the  comprehensive 


and  authoritative  exposition  of  the  tenii- 
inal  rate  system  which  was  made  by  Mr. 
L.  J.  Spence.  Traffic  Director  of  lln' 
Southern  Pacific  System.  In  this  state- 
ment every  phase  of  the  subject  was 
gone  into  and  economic  necessity  of  the 
railroads  meeting  the  competition  of 
water  at  the  ports  was  thoroughly  dem- 
onstrated. , 

Hearings  will  begin  next  Monday  on 
a  similar  bill  now  pending  before  the 
House  of  Representatives.

upon  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Interior  by  an 
assistant  attorney  general  as  reported  in 
the  press." 

The  following  telegram  has  been  sent 
by  the  Chamber  to  President  Wilson.

Nev.  with  the  urgent  request  that  they 
'make  a  simihir  jirotest  to  their  represen- 
tatives in  Washington. 


"San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
greatly  concerned  over  unjust  attacks 
made  on  Secretary  Lane  in  Washington 
over  his  stand  on  western  oil  claims. 
Attack  has  aroused  strong  feeling  and 
our  Chamber  passed  resolution  which 
follows  and  are  urging  similar  action 
your  part  in  support  Secretary  Lane 
and  suggest  communication  your  action 
to  President  of  United  States  and  your 
representatives  in  Congress — Quote.  The 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
resents  the  unjust  and  uncalled  for  at- 
tack upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
by  and  assistant  attorney  general  of  the 
Department  of  Justice  as  reported  in 
the  press.  We  know  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  Franklin  K.  Lane  and  know 
his  character  for  integrity  and  patriotism. 
We  therefore    voice   our   indignation   at 


the  outrageous  and  unjust  attacks  made 
upon  him  and  we  desire  it  known  that 
the  people  of  this  western  coast  are  be- 
hind him  in  the  fair-minded  and  wise 
manner  in  which  he  has  administered 
his  office.  In  this  connection,  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  declares 
that  it  looks  with  grave  apprehension 
upon  the  crisis  which  is  inevitably  and 
quickly  about  to  overtake  the  Pacific 
Coast  owing  to  the  serious  curtailment  of 
the  production  of  oil  due  to  the  attitude 
of  the  Department  of  Justice.  We  there- 
fore call  upon  Congress  to  take  immed- 
iate and  effective  action  to  open  up  the 
oil  lands  in  California  in  order  that 
their  production  may  be  used  now  when 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  continue  .it 
full  effectiveness  our  industries  which 
are  essential  for  war  purposes."

Building  Operations 

THE  following  concerning  the  desir- 
ability   of   restricting   at    this   time 
unnecessary      building      operations 
throughout    the    United    States    has   been 
received   by   the    Chamber   of    Commerce 
from  Secretai-y  William  G.  McAdoo: 

"It  is  only  by  subordinating  local  and 
personal  interests  to  the.  general  welfare, 
and  by  enforcing  the  most  rigid  economy 
in  matters  of  public  and  private  enter- 
prise, as  well  as  in  matters  of  personal 
e.xpenditure,  that  the  Inited  States  can 
hope  to  bear  its  part  of  the  financial 
burden  of  the  war  and  to  release  suffi- 
cient labor  and  materials  for  war  pur- 
poses without  depletion  of  our  own 
resources. 

It  is  impossible  to  lay  down  a  hard 
and  fast  nile  as  to  what  every  patriotic 
citizen  should  do  in  order  to  live  up  to 
his  duty  iu  this  connection.  Things  that 
are  necessary  for  the  life  and  health  of 
the  people  must,  of  course,  be  procured. 
So  it  is  with  the  building  of  homes.  It 
is  so  obvious  that  it  is  unnecessary  for 
me  to  elaborate  the  point  that  building 
operations  absorb  the  very  materials  and 
the  very  class  of  labor  and  the  very  kind 
of  money  that  the  Government  requires 
most  ui^ently  at  this  time. 

Where  it  is  a  question  of  building  a 
new  home  simply  because  it  would  afford 
greater  comfort,  the  operation  should  not 
be  imdertaken.  Where  it  is  a  question 
of  need — be  it  on  account  of  sanitary 
conditions  or  because,  without  such  new 
construction,  other  operations  essential 
at  this  time  for  the  welfare  of  the 
country-  would  suffer — there  is  no  doubt 
that  the  work  should  be  undertaken.  This 
applies  equally  to  construction  work  in 
cities  and  tovrns  and  farming  districts. 
Everybody  should  weigh  conscientious- 
ly in  his  own  mind  whether  or  not  it  is 
his  own  comfort  and  convenience  or  the 
national  welfare  that  moves  his  purpose. 
If  that  is  done  honestly  I  do  not  think 
there  will  be  any  doubt  as  to  the  proper 
coui-se  to  be  pursued  in  each  ease."

In  California        Recruiting  Service 


ROWING  of  eigar  tobacco  in  Cali- 

Gfornia  will  become  one  of  the  new 
industries  if  plans  of  the  Niagara 
Tobacco  Plantation  Company  of  Philadel- 
phia are  ean-ied  out  in  this  section.  A. 
R.  Lewin,  representing  the  company  has 
sought  infonuation  at  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber  relative  to  dis- 
tricts in  California  where  farmers  would 
put  in  tobacco  under  the  direction  of 
experts. 

These  crops  the  first  year  would  be 
largely  as  tests  and  the  fanners  will  be 
paid  for  their  labor.  The  districts  found 
best  adapted  to  growing  the  Sumatra 
and  Java  tobacco  will  be  utilized  in 
producing  large  crops. 

Mr.  Lewin  stated  that  the  company 
for  a  year  and  a  half  had  been  studying 
California  climate  and  soils  and  had 
found  that  conditions  here  are  the  only 
ones  in  the  TTnited  States  favorable  to 
growing   the?.e   grades  of   tobacco. 

Prices  of  this  tobacco  range  from  Co 
cents  to  $3.50  per  pound.  The  plant 
requires  wannth,  partial  shade  and  can- 
not stand  frosts.  It  is  planned  to  grow 
patches  of  from  five  to  ten  acres  of 
tobacco  in  various  sections  of  California 
and  have  these  supen'ised  by  experts, 
who  will  be  brought  here  by  the  Niagara 
Company  within  the  next  ten  days. 

Mr.  Lewin  stated  that  successful 
growei-s  could  realize  from  .$750  to  $1000 
an  acre  on  the  crop.  He  said  that  his 
company  would  spend  $75,000  to  obtain 
the  first  year's  crop  and  was  prepared 
to  spend  a  quarter  of  a  million  if  their 
plans  develop  as  they  expect.

Switching  Clhairge  Attacked 

The  United  States  War  Depai-tment 
is  asking  the  Interetate  Commerce  Com- 
mission to  compel  the  Santa  Fe, 
Southern  Pacific  and  Western  Pacific  to 
absorb  the  $2.50  switching  charge  col- 
lected by  the  State  Belt  for  switching 
cars  to  and  from  transport  docks  at 
San  Francisco.  On  business  moving  to 
and  from  industries  and  whan-es  east  of 
Van  Ness  Avenue  these  three  rail  lines 
absorb  the  switching  charge,  and  the 
War  Department  is  asking  that  ship- 
ments destined  to  transport  docks  be 
treated  in  the  same  manner  as  shipments 
destined  to  points  on  other  parts  of  the 
Belt  Line. 

This  case  is  set  for  hearing  at  the 
St.  Francis  Hotel  April  26th,  before 
Examiner  Graham  of  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  staff.

Any  person  or  solicitor 
will)  a  legitimate  and  proper  appeal, 
can  ]iresent  his  case  in  person,  and 
rarely  does  the  right  appeal  resort  to 
the  use  of  the  telephone. 

The  telephone  call  is  one  of  the  favor- 
ite methods  used  hy  the  kindly  charity 
solicitor  who  donates  his  Mme  and  serv- 
ices to  the  sweet  cause  of  charity  at 
great  personal  sacrifice,  as  he  may  re- 
ceive for  his  time  and  work  only  a  small 
commission  for  the  amount  obtained 
from  you,  such  commission  running 
from   fifty  to   one   hundred  per  cent. 

The  solicitor  u^ing  the  phone  call 
usually  gives  the  name  of  some  official 
or  person  of  prominence  when  calling 
up,  but  do  not  be  misled,  the  solicitoi- 
presenting  himself  is  the  one  who  has 
called. 

The  Commitlec  strongly  urge  all  mem- 
bers to  pay  no  atlenlion  to  the  phone 
call,  hut  on  receipt  of  such  call  to 
notify  immediately  the  Charities  En- 
dorsement Commit  lee  who  will  investi- 
gate the  caller  and  the  purpose  for 
which  such  solicitation   is  made.

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SOCIAL  INSURANCE  COMMISSION  INVESTIGATION  COMPLETED 

ELECTORATE  WILL  BE  ASKED  TO  PASS  AN  ENABLING  ACT

Insurance  Committee  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 


HEALTH  INSURANCE  is  a  far 
stej)  in  advance  toward  Social 
Democracy,  and  theoretically  no 
line  can  offer  any  valid  objection  to 
sick  benefits,  to  the  best  medical  and 
liospital  care  for  the  entire  community 
when  needed  and  necessary,  whether  poor 
)r  wealthy.  Eveiy  thinking  and  feeling 
man  nmst  desire  the  establishment  of  so 
n'ide-felt  a  need   and  benefit. 

Some  two  years  ago,  a  Social  Insur- 
ance Commission  was  appointed  to  iu- 
cestigate,  report  and  recommend  legisla- 
tion. The  Commission  has  completed  its 
investigations,  has  fomiulated  its  opinion 
of  what  it  wants,  and  is  prepared  to  ask 
the  electorate  to  pass  an  Enabling  Act 
to  permit  it  to  present  its  Bill  and  re- 
sommendations  to  the  Legislature  to  be 
formulated   into  Law. 

The  Law  that  the  Commission  now  has 
in  mind  provides  that  sick  and  health 
insurance  be  provided  for  all  employees 
throughout  the  State  of  California  and 
roughly   provides   the   following: 

That  any  employee  of  any  person, 
ponceni,  or  corporation,  taken  sick,  be 
provided,  without  cost  to  that  employee — 

1.  With  full  hospital  and  medical  at- 
tention   and   treatment; 

2.  With  Sixty-five  per  cent  of  his 
full  salary  up  to  twenty-six  weeks,  pro- 
viding his  salai-y  is  Sixteen  Hundred  and 
Sixty-six  Dollars  per  annum,  or  less. 

3.  Any  person  earning  above  Sixteen 
Hundred   and   Sixty-six   Dollars   per   an- 


num, gets  no  sick  benefits;  (2)  no  hospi- 
taLireatment ;  and  would  not  come  un- 
der health  insurance. 

The  cost  of  this  sen'ice  is  estimated 
by  the  Commission  at  about  Five  Per 
Cent  of  the  total  wages  paid.  In  other 
words,  if  the  total  payi-oU  of  California 
is  Three  Hundred  Million  Dollars,  then 
Fifteen  Million  Dollars,  or  thereabouts, 
will  be  spent  by  the  Commission,  per 
annum,  in  these  benefits. 

The  expense  is  to  be  borne  half  by 
the  employer  and  half  by  the  employee. 
If  an  employer  lias  a  payroll  of  a  Hun- 
dred Thousand  Dollars  per  annum,  he 
will  contribute  Twenty-five  Hundred 
Dollars. 

If  an  employee — a  woman,  say — earns 
a  minimum  of  Fifty  Dollai's  a  month, 
or  Six  Hundred  Dollars  a  year,  she 
will  be  called  upon  to  pay  One  Dollar 
and  Twenty-five  Cents  a  month.  If  he 
or  she  earns  One  Hundred  Dollars,  he 
or  she  will  be  called  upon  to  pay  Thirty 
Dollars  a  year,  or  Two  Dollars  and  Fifty 
Cents  a  month. 

With  a  woman  working  under  the 
minimum  wage,  whether  this  deduction 
from  the  payroll  would  be  permitted  by 
the  Industrial  Welfare  Commission,  or 
whether  it  would  simply  be  an  advance 
in  her  wage,  is  a  moot  question,  because 
the  employer  has  to  collect  if  and  de- 
duct it  from   the  pay. 

No  financial  benefits  accnie  to  the  sick 
employee  for  the  first  seven  days.  This 
is  a   "waiting  period." 

The  employee  gets  medical  benefit 
whether    employed    or    unemployed.      In 


other  words^  as  far  as  medical  benefits 
go,  it  is  an  unemployment  insurance  as 
well  as  a  sick  iDenefit. 

It  takes  care  not  only  of  the  em- 
ployee— but  if  a  man — his  wife  and  chil- 
dren :   or  a   woman — her  dependents. 

It  also  ]irovides  a  funeral  benefit  of 
One  Hundred  Dollars  and  some  other 
additional  benefits. 

In  England,  where  the  adoption  of  the 
existing  Social  Health  and  Unemploy- 
ment Insurance  was  heralded  as  one  of 
the  most  socialistic  movements  that  had 
ever  taken  place  in  England,  the  follow- 
ing are  the  salient  factors: 

1.  The  cost  of  the  insurance  is  Nine 
Pence  (Eighteen  Cents)  per  week,  per 
employee. 

2.  This  is  contributed  one-half  by  the 
employee,  one-fourth  by  the  State  and 
one-fourth    by   the   employer. 

3.  The  cash  benefit  in  each  and  every 
instance  is  Ten  Shillings,  or  Two  Doi- 
lars  and  Fifty  Cents  a  week  for  twenty- 
six  weeks,  including  hospital  and  medical 
attention. 

The  cost  to  the  employer  is  approxim- 
ately one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
payroll,  as  against  two  and  one-half  per 
cent  here  where  our  cost  to  start  with 
will  be  five  fold  greater. 

As  we  understand  it,  tlie  Commission 
for  the  State  of  California  is  looking  for 
constructive  criticism.  It  wants  to  hear 
from  employers  and  get  their  viewpoint, 
and  so  far  as  possible  embody  that  view- 
point into  the  proposed  Law — as  well  as 
the  viewpoint  of  the  employee.

Proposed  Change  in 

Charter  party 

The  following  change  in  charter  party 
used  by  lumbennen  on  the  Pacific  Coast 
has  been  proposed.  The  proposed  change 
is  shown   in   italics: 

Vessel  to  have  lien  on  cargo  for  all 
freights,  dead  freight  and  demurrage;  il 
being  understood  that  any  and  all  liabil- 
ity of  the  Charterers  under  this  charter 
shall  cease  and  deteniiine  as  soon  as  the 
cargo  is  on  board.  If  vessel  has  no 
claim  for  dead  freights  or  demurrage  in- 
curred at  loading  port,  master  shall  so 
certify  on  signing  bills  of  lading. 

If  any  member  has  any  objection  to 
this  proposed  change  please  so  inform 
the  Foreign  Trade  Department  in  writin^;■ 
on  or  before  April  6th,  otherwise  the 
change  will  be  recommended  to  the  Board 
of   Directoi-s   for  adoption. 


Free  Port  Policy  for 

the  United  States

For  the  benefit  of 
any  of  the  members  who  have  not  had 
time  to  consider  the  plan,  it  means  that 
everybody  will  arise  an  hour  earlier  in 
the  long  days  of  summer  sunshine  and 
will  retire  an  hour  earlier,  thus  adding 
an  hour  of  sunshine  to  everybody's  day. 
An  hour  of  natural  light  will  be  sub- 
stituted for  an  hour  of  artificial  light. 
Those  who  are  trying  to  increase  the 
nations  food  supply  will  have  an  hour 
more  in  which  to  till  the  garden  or  field. 
The  consumption  of  coal  will  be  materi- 
ally lowered.  It  has  been  estimated  by 
approximately  one  million  tons  between 
April  and  October.  This  is  one  item 
among  several  hundred  that  will  directly 
benefit  as  the  result  of  the  new  order.

THE  Charities  Endorsement  Com.  are 
so  frequently  appealed  to  for  infor- 
mation regarding  endorsement,  that  it 
is  deemed  necessary  to  explain  precisely 
what  is  endorsed,  so  that  legitimate  ap- 
peals which  are  worthy  but  do  not  fall 
within  the  scope  of  the  endorsemnet  work 
of  the  Committee  may  not  suffer,  and  be 
considered  as  illegitimate  or  unworthy. 

The  endorsement  is  considered  and 
granted  only  to  a  charitable  organiza- 
tion giving  relief  to  the  poor  and  needy 
of  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  such  organ- 
ization observing  the  necessary  require- 
ments laid  down  by  this  Committee  which 
briefly  are  as  follows: 

The  organization  must  show  that  the  need 
of  the  work  to  be  done  warrants  its 
existence,  its  personnel  and  methods  are 
such  as  to  inspire  the  confidence  of  the 
public,  and  the  results  obtained  justify 
its  existence.  The  organization  must  be 
in-operly  officered,  its  finances  accounted 
for  in  such  manner  as  may  be  required 
by  this  Committee  and  properly  verified 
Hnancial  statements  _  rendered  whenever 
requested  by   this   Committee. 

There  are  many  reputable  benevolent  or 
philanthropic  organizations  not  endorsed 
by  this  Committee,  but  that  does  not 
mean  they  are  not  worthy  of  support; 
in  a  majority  of  cases  they  do  not  come 
within  the  requirements  for  endorsement. 

It  is  a  good  thing  for  any  member  ap- 
pealed to  for  a  contribution  to  call  up 
the  Charities  Endorsement  Committee  for 
information  regarding  such  solicitation 
which,  if  not  on  file,  will  be  obtained, 
and  the  facts  gathered  conveyed  to  the 
inquirer. 

The  killing  off  of  wrong  solicitations 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  membership  and 
it  can  only  be  accomplished  by  the  mem- 
bership consulting  the  Committee  before 
donating  to  anything  of  which  they  have 
not  perfect  knowledge.

A  National  Trade  Mark 


THE  Industrial  Dept.  of  the  Cham- 
ber has  I'cceived  from  United  States 
Dept.  of  Commerce  several  copies  of 
a  bill  recently  introduced  in  Congress  by 
Honorable  T.  AV.  Sims,  A'ice-Cbairman 
of  the  .Joint  Congressional  Committee  on 
Interstate  Commerce.  This  bill  was  in- 
troduced at  the  instance  of  the  Depart- 
ment  of  Commerce  and  authorizes  the 
adoption,  registration  and  protection  of 
a    national    trade    mark    to    distinguish 


merchandise  manufactured  or  produced  in 
the  United  States  of  America  and  used 
in  ^commerce  with  foreign  nations,  or 
among  the  several  states  or  with  Indian 
tribes.  Autboi-ity  is  granted  to  the  Sec- 
i-etary  of  Congress  to  license  the  use  of 
this  trade  mark. 

The  Department  wishes  manufacturers 
to  familiarize  themselves  as  much  as 
possible  with  the  prox'isions  of  this  bill. 
Opinions  of  manufaeturei-s  regarding  the 


proposed  "Xational  Trade  Mark"  and 
the  regulations  regarding  the  licensing 
of  Ibis  mark  will  be  welcomed  by  the  i 
Dc]iartment  and  should  be  communicated 
to  E,  0.  Babbitt,  District  Office  Mana- 
ger, of  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Dn- 
mestic  Commerce,  307  Customhouse  Bldg.

Jobbers  in  these  lines 
eport  encouraging  prospects,  less  inter- 
uption  to  traffic  being  noticed  the  ]ia<t 
reek,  and  stock  is  moving  freely.  Col 
ections  as  a  nde  are  good,  shiwnc-s 
leiug  individual   cases. 

There  is  a  good  market  for  gcneial 
ardware  at  prices  well  maintained,  and 
ending  higher,  though  calls,  for  builders 
upplies  are  light.  Lumber  for  sliip 
uilding  is  in  good  demand,  but  the 
inished  grades  for  bouse  constructio\i 
ire  not  moving,  and  ]iermits  this  yeai- 
bow  a  marked  falling  off. 

In  the  printing  lines  .some  of  the  large  r

Dui'ing  twelve 
months,  jnvuluclion  of  i)etrolcnni  in  the 
slate  ha-  increased  7,000,001)  barrels,  but 
reserves  are  nevertheless  being  drawn 
upon  to  some  extent. 

In  the  city  real  estate  there  has  been 
a  better  movement  "during  the  past  month, 
a  number  of  large  transactions  having 
been  recorded  and  in  the  aggregate  'if 
values  there  is  an  increase  in  amoinit  of 
sales  amounting  to  10  |)er  cent  over  la't 
year.  There  is  also  a  good  deal  of  in 
quiry  for  country  lands,  and  a  number 
of  corporations  have  taken  leases  on 
large  tracts  for  planting  to  rice,  beans, 
etc. 

Wliile  export  trade  is  almost  at  a 
standstill,  because  of  embargoes  com- 
mandeering of  food  and  metal  stocks,  a 
few  enterprising  foreign  concerns  are 
opening  San  Francisco  offices  with  the 
idea  of  establi.sbing  connections  that  will 
prove  valuable  after  the  war. 

Dealere  in  counnercial  paper  re|iorf 
good  inquiiy  from  ccnmtry  banks  where 
money  is  plentiful,  as  ranchers  and  stock- 
men have  received  good  |>rices  for  their 
products  and  mortgages  liave  been  paid 
off.  In  the  financial  centers  there  is 
more  call  for  money  to  be  used  in  en- 
largements of  industrial  jilants  and  for 
financing  Government  proijositions,  and 
the  easy  position  of  the  countiy  banks 
makes  a  well  balanced  situation.  But 
there  is  a  call  for  restricted  credits  for 
non-e.ssentials,  and  banks  have  been  in- 
structed to  determine  e.xten.sions  of 
credit,  not  alone  by  the  financial  strength 
of  the  boiTmve)',  but  also  by  the  essential 
necessity,  judged  by  war  needs,  of  the 
intended  use  of  the  funds.  Tbis  no 
doubt  will  interfere  with  certain  lines 
which  cater  to  the  imblic  pleasure,  but  it 
will  help  conserve  funds  for  more  iui 
portant  use.

ANEW  a\ito  truck  is  being  manufac- 
tured in  San  Francisco.  It  is  known 
as  the  Doble  Steamer  and  is  made 
»y  the  Doble  Laboratories,  whose  ofjices 
ire  at  .S.50  Folsom  St.  This  truck  is  the 
"esult  of  12  years  coutiinions  develop- 
tnent  and  in\ohes  an  entirely  new 
uethod  of  cnndmstion.  The  fuel  used 
IS  preferably  kcro.'ene,  although  a  lower 
|?rade  of   nil   can    be   used. 


In  view  of  the  conditions  brought  on 
by  the  war,  the  reqnii'ements  of  the 
Government  and  the  gasoline  situation, 
the  company  has  adopted  the  policy  of 
fii-st  bringing  out  a  line  of  steam  (rucks 
and  farm  tractors.  Ultimately  a  touring 
car  will  be  brought  out.

T  takes  the  feathers  of  about 
35,000  fowls  to  supply  the 
raw  material  for  oue  day's 
run  of  the  new  plant  of  the 
Sunset  Feather  Company, 
at  850  Howard  Street.  The  only  product 
which  this  faetoi-j'  makes  is  feather  pil- 
lows. The  premises  occupy  47,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space  and  the  Sunset 
Feather  Company  is  the  only  plant  of 
its  kind  west  of  Chicago,  and  there  is 
only  one  other  in  the  United  States. 

Although  tlieir  business  consists  of 
handling-  the  lightest  merchandise  known, 
it  takes  twenty-five  people  in  addition 
tn  270  horse-power  to  operate  the  mach- 
inery handling  their  stock.  This  concern 
cuts   up   and   eonverls   into   pillows   over 


one  mile  of  pillow  ticking  in  one  day. 
Sunset  pillows  are  of  the  higliest  quality 
and  were  honored  with  the  Grand  Prize 
and  Gold  Medal  at  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  The 
factory  is  modern  in  fittings  and  arrange- 
ment with  rest  rooms  and  other  welfare 
accessories. 

This  institution  began  operations  in 
this  vicinity  just  after  the  earthquake 
in  1906,  with  24  square  feet  of  floor 
space  at  7th  and  Folsom  Streets,  where 
its  business  gi'ew  responsive  to  a  trade 
extending  from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  to 
Alaska  including  Canada  and  from  the 
Missis.sippi  River  to  the  Orient  and  Aus- 
tralia. During  the  latter  part  of  last  year 
the  old  premises  were  wiped  out  by  fire 
and  in  less  than  three  months  the  busi- 


ness was  re-establisbed  in  a  new  locatiot 
where  the  product  sales  tripled  the  volj 
ume  done  in  the  other  plant.

are  reported  arriving  more  promptly  at 
terminals.

Consumjitive  buying  continues  large 
and  is  limited  only  liy  supplies  available. 

Business  ajid  shipping  in  the  heavy 
grades  of  lumber,  such  as  used  in  fac- 
tories and  warehouse  constniction,  con- 
tinue active,  and  the  movement  of  sliij) 
building  material  in  large  quantities 
continues  unabated.  Stocks  (}f  better 
grades  of  lumber  are  more  or  less  de- 
1  leted,   and   mills  are  generally   busy. 

Coastwise  shipping  continues  of  good 
volume  and  all  available  bottoms  are 
nnployed   at   gord   prices. 

A  moderate  amount  of  wheat  is  re- 
l^orled  aiTiving  from  Australian  ))orts 
which  is  being  made  into  tiour  here,  and 
a  considerable  quantity  of  copra  is  being 
received  from  the  South  Seas,  a  good 
deal  going  into  the  manufacture  of 
soap  and  other  i)roducts  as  a  substitute 
for  fats. 

In  San  Francisco  and  vicinity  con- 
siderable capital  is  being  invested  in 
|ilants  for  the  manufacture  of  chemicals 
and  mineral  by-i)roducfs.  The  future  i-f 
some  of  these  depends  upon  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,  but  others  will  prove 
an  addition  to  the  permanent  industries 
of  the  Coast,  as  they  ai'e  turning  out 
products  normally  in  good  demand  here- 
tofore only  obtainable  in  the  East  and 
in   Europe. 

Gold  production  has  been  materially 
affected  by  increased  costs  of  cy.mide, 
gunpowder,  etc.,  scarcity  of  labor,  and 
the  reduced  purchasing  power  of  gold. 
And  there  is  little  new  development 
work  or  mining  of  low  'grade  ore.  With 
silver  in  demand  and  prices  well  main- 
tained, that  industry  is  active  and  profit- 
able. 

Demand  for  money  continues  good, 
some   two-vear  loans  being  made  at  7^c.

THE  Plaut  Rubber  and  Asbestos 
Compauy  entered  the  manufactur- 
ing field  in  San  Francisco  ten 
ycai-s  ago  at  32  Beale  Street  witli  20,000 
sc|uare  feet  of  floor  area  and  a  payroll 
of  15  people.  Four  years  ago  they 
bought  the  business  of  the  Asbestos 
Manufacturing  Supply  Company  and 
two  years  later  put  through  a  similar 
transaction  with  the  Magnesia  Asbestos 
Supply    Company. 

The  new  premises  at  537-39  Bran- 
nan  Street  contain  36,000  square  feet 
and  .55  pei-sons  are  employed.  The  stock 
carried  in  the  ground  floor  space  not  oc- 
cupied by  offices  consists  of  belting,  rubber, 
canvas  and  leather,  packing  of  all  kinds, 
linen  filter  cloth,  I'ipe  covering  for  in- 
sulating, for  refrigeration  and  steam 
l>ur|iofes,  valves,  gaskets  and  a  general 
line  of  mechanical  cork,  rubber,  fibre, 
magnesia    and    asbestos   goods. 

The  second  floor  is  used  as  warerooms 
for  fiipe  and  boiler  insulating  materials, 


asbestos  and  magnesia  shingles,  asbestos, 
lumber,  paper,  millboard,  asbestos  and 
high  temperature  cements  and  magnesia 
blocks. 

Nearly  the  entire  stock  mentioned  is 
manufactured  on  the  top  floor  of  this 
building  where  almost  the  whole  space  is 
occupied  by  machinery  for  working  rub- 
ber, asbestos  paper,  and  for  braiding 
flax  hemp  and  asbestos  packing.  These 
include  vulcanizing,  forming,  crimping, 
rolling,  lubricating  and  twisting  machines. 

The  greatest  interest  of  the  visitor 
will  be  centered  on  the  special  apparatus 
for  the  manufacture  of  corrugated  as- 
bestos pipe  insulation.  This  machine 
alone  occupies  an  area  of  about  six 
by  forty  feet;  at  one  end  of  which  two 
rolls  of  asbestos  paper  are  simultan- 
eously fed  into  the  device.  The  paper 
is  coated,  and  passed  over  about  fifteen 
lineal  feet  of  hot  steel  plates,  one  sheet  is 
corrugated  and  caused  to  adhere  to  a 
plain    sheet.      The   cemented    sheets    pass 


on  over  fifteen  or  twenty  more  feet  of 
liot  plates  to  the  end  of  the  process 
where  they  come  oft'>  diY  and  prepared 
as  rolls  of  pipe  covering.  Great  ad- 
vantages are  claimed  for  the  corrugated 
coverings  over  those  of  the  solid  forma 
tion. 

Another  machine  of  interest  is  one 
which  places  a  metal  wrapping  arouiul 
high  jiressure  steam,  air  and  hydraulic 
hose.  This  machine  occupies  a  sjiace  five 
feet  wide  by  one  hundred  feet  long  and 
does  its  work  automatically. 

The  building  in  general  is  well  lighted 
and  completely  equipped  with  elevators, 
rest  rooms,  garage  .and  efficiency  aji- 
paratus  in  general.  AJl  shipping  and 
receiving  is  done  in  the  rear  of  tlic 
premises  on  Bluxome  Street  where  n 
spur  track  is  close  at  hand.  The  ground 
floor  front  on  Brannan  St.  is  occupied  by 
nicely  furnished  and  conveniently  ar- 
ranged offices.  Altogether  this  plant  is 
typical  of  San  Francisco  progress.

>t\ilTs.  woolen  and  cotton  goods  report 
doin;,'  a  good  bnsinoss  with  amount  of 
sales,  as  to  values,  running  considerably 
in  excess  of  last  year,  according  to  linn's 
Weekly  Review  for  the  San  Francisco 
district  which  will  be  published  here 
Saturday.  Call  for  staple  merchandise 
remains  well  in  advance  of  the  supply 
with  no  prospect  of  recession  this  year, 
while  there  is  no  doubt  liberal  spending 
on  the  part  of  wage  earners  enjoying 
better  returns  from  their  labors,  the 
great  middle  class  is  gi-adnally  dispensing 
with  the  non-cffcntials  and  giving  serious 
thought  to  what  will  help  win  the  war. 
Collections  are  reported  slower  than 
a  few  months  past,  especially  with  large 
grocers,  indicating  that  many  still  have 
not  brought  down  their  purchases  to  the 
war-time  basis  and  a  too  liberal  system 
of  credits. 

Canned  goods  are  pretty  well  sold  out. 
jobbers  reporting  not  over  15%  of  last 
year's  stock  on  hand.  Prices  this  year 
are  expected  to  rule  about  as  for  1917 
with  the  demand  good  and  production 
considerably  increased,  as  there  will  be 
less  shortage  of  tin  cans  this  year. 

There  is  steady  demand  for  machinery, 
especially    for   niining,    and    inquiry    for 
''■'HI   tractors   ilj.ni   will   help  replace  the 
■.tage  of  labor. 


Lumber  mills  are  busy  with  prosjiecl 
of  n  full  season  and  a  cut  fully  equal 
to  last  year,  the  demand  for  fir  and 
spruce  being  large  and  exceeding  the 
demand   for  redwood. 

There  is  new  oil  development  in  the 
Montebello  field  and  promising  wells  are 
being  opened. 

Reports  from  the  agricultural  and 
fruit  raising  sections  are  encouraging, 
the  outlook  being  particularly  favorable 
for  oranges,  grapefruit  and  deciduous 
crops.  A  large  hay  crop  is  expected  and 
a  good  yield  of  grain,  rather  short  in 
amount  but  of  desirable  quality. 

With  the  reduction  in  acreage  planted 
to  hops  more  attention  is  given  to  raising 
vegetables  for  drying  and  large  hop  kilns 
are  being  converted  into  vegetable  drying 
plants.  The  highest  prices  ever  known 
for  rice  have  stiniulaled  planting  of 
large  leased  lands,  and  not  less  than 
120,000  acres  will  be  planted  this  season. 

Some  new  industrial  plants  are  start- 
ing, such  as  a  million  dollar  paraffine 
paint  factory  and  a  sardine  canneiy. 

Shipping  from  this  port  keeps  all 
available  bottoms  employed,  and  tonnage 
for  last  month  aggregated  about  500,000 
While  exporting  continues  restricted  there 
is  good  inquiry  from  different  foreign 
markets  for  varied  manufactures,  in- 
dicating a  world  market  that  is  ready  for 
our  commerce. 


Chanjie  in  Absoiption  of 
Port  Charges 

AT  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Joint 
Rate  Committee  held  in  Chicago  it 
was  decided  to  ask  permission  of 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for 
the  publication  of  a  charge  of  50  cents 
per  ton  on  general  cargo  for  the  trans- 
fer of  import  and  export  freight  be- 
tween wharves  and  cars  at  Seattle  and 
San    Francisco. 

It  is  announced  by  the  Committee 
that  the  50  cents  per  ton  charge  on 
general  cargo  represents  the  45  cents 
per  ton  loading  and  unloading  charge 
now  made  by  stevedores  at  San  Fi-an- 
cisco  an'd  the  5  cents  per  ton  "state 
toll."  At  present  the  carriers  are  ab- 
sorbing the  45  cents  per  ton  loading 
and  unloading  charge  at  this  port,  cargo 
paying  the  5  cents  state  toll.  Under 
the  proposed  arrangement,  cargo  will 
pay  both  of  these  cbarges,  hence  an  in- 
crease of  45  cents  per  ton  to  shippere 
on  all  cargo  moving  through  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

In  Seattle  it  is  the  practice,  so  far 
as  railroad  wharves  are  concerned,  to 
make  no  charge  on  foreign  cargo.  But 
under  the  proposed  arrangement,  cargo 
win  be  assessed  50  cents  per  ton.

Income  and  Excess 
Profits  Taxes 

THE     following    letter    received    by 
Mr.    R.    N.    Lynch,    Vice-President 
and  Manager  of  the  Chamber,  fruiu 
Claud    Kitchin,   Chairman    of   the   Ways 
and    Means    Connnittee    is    self-explana- 
toi-y: 

"In  reply  to  your  telegram,  I  beg  to 
advise  that  probably  no  single  proposi- 
tion involved  in  financing  this  war  has 
received  more  careful  attention  and  con- 
sideration than  the  question  of  extending 
the  time  of  payment  of  the  income  and 
excess  profits  taxes,  which  become  due 
and  payable  on  June  15,  1918.  The 
War  Revenue  Act  became  a  law  October 
3,  1917,  and  eveiy  one  has  known  since 
that  time  that  these  taxes  will  have  tu 
be  met  by  June  15th.  The  law  also  pro- 
vided that  these  payments  might  be 
anticipated  by  payment  in  four  install- 
ments after  the  close  of  the  taxable  year, 
one-fourth  to  be  paid  before  the  expira- 
tion of  thii-ty  days  after  the  close  of 
the  taxable  year,  at  least  an  additional 
fourth  within  two  months  after  the  close 
of  the  taxable  year,  at  least  an  ad- 
ditional fourth  within  four  months  after 
the  close  of  the  taxable  year,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  tax  to  be  paid  on  or 
before  the  time  now  fixed  by  law  for 
such  pajTnents;  and  that  a  credit  of  not 
to  exceed  3  per  cent  wcndd  be  given  for 
such  advance  payments.  The  Secretai-y 
of  the  Treasury  has  issued  certificates 
of  indebtedness  bearing  4  per  cent  in- 
terest which  taxpayers  could  buy  and 
which  could  be  used  for  the  payment 
of  these  taxes.  I  am  advised  that  about 
$1,250,000,000  worth  of  such  certificates 
have  been  sold  for  this  purpose. 

"To  extend  the  time  of  payment  ■)!' 
these  taxes  only  means  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  have  to  issue  that  many  mor« 
bonds  in  order  to  meet  its  oliligations 
coming  due  by  June  loth.  It  also  makes 
the  amount  of  money  available  for  use 
by  the  Secretai-y  of  the  Treasury  un- 
certain and  might  place  the  Federal 
Government  in  a  very  hazardous  posi-  ' 
tion.  j 

"Personally,    hoping   that    the   time  of  ' 
payment  could  be   extended.   I   have  had  ! 
several    conferences    with    the    Secretary  i 
of   the   Treasun-   with   reference    to   this  | 
matter,   and  after  considering  all    phases  | 
of  the  matter  we  have  concluded   that  it  | 
will  not   be   for  the  best  interest   of  the  i 
Government  to   extend   the   time   of  such  ; 
payments.      I    believe    this    is    the    best  1 
thought  here  of  those  who  have  maturely  ' 
considered    the   proposition.      If   a    busi- 
ness concern  has  a  Government  contract,  i 
and   is  really   perfoi-ming   a  service  that  ' 
is  useful  to  the  conduct  of  the  war,  and  i 
if  such  concern  cannot  get  relief  through  ■ 
its    bank,    I    think    in    such    a    case    the 
War  Finance   Corporation,   when   organ- 
ized,  will   consider   an   application    from 
the    concern,    and   give   relief   if    found 
necessary."

ALBERT  E.  SCHWABACHER, 
Federal  Fuel  Administrator  for 
Califoniia,  is  in  receipt  of  ad- 
vices which  show  that  the  early- 
buying-of-coal  movement  has  its  par- 
allel in  the  countiy  of  our  enemy, 
Germany.  The  following  extract  from 
the  "Bremer  Buerger  Zeitung"  is  direc- 
ted, evidently,  at  the  people  of  Bremen, 
who,  in  spile  of  repeated  pleas  have 
not  taken  adequate  measures  to  get  in 
their  supplies  of  coal.  The  notice  is 
headed  "The  State  Coal  Bureau"  and 
it  reads: 

"The  State  Coal  Bureau  has  had  to 
issue  a  notice  again  today  reprimanding 
the  householders  who,  for  some  reason, 
refused  to  accept  their  allotment  of  coal. 
Such  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
difficulties  of  supplying  coal  makes  dis- 
tribution harder,  and  it  particularly  hin- 
ders co-operation.  Even  the  lack  of 
space,  except  in  a  few  important  in- 
stances, is  no  reason  for  refusal.  A  place 
will  have  to  be  made.     Every  one  should 


at  least  try  to  lake  in  his  share  of  the 
scanty  coal  supply,  which  it  is  possible 
to  get  at  all." 

Schwabacher  points  out  that  this  state- 
ment from  the  enemy's  countiy  is  illum- 
inative not  only  of  the  difHculties  that 
the  Gennan  authorities  are  experiencing 
in  ti-ying  to  avert  a  coal  famine,  but  as 
pointing  clearly  to  the  duty  that  devolves 
on  every  American  householder  so  to 
enlarge  his  private  coal-storing  capacity 
that  he  may  take  care  of  the  storage  of 
all  the  coal  that  he  needs  for  the  com- 
ing winter.  By  buying  it  as  soon  as 
possible  after  April  1st,  he  not  only  gets 
the  advantage  of  the  summer  coal  price, 
but  he  insures  himself  against  any  pos- 
sible repetition  of  the  discomfort  of 
heatless  days  and  he  lifts,  appreciably, 
the  burden  of  coal  transportation  from 
the  shoulders  of  the  railroads  which  are 
going  to  be  tested  to  their  fullest  capa- 
city and  efficiency  in  carrying  fuel,  sup- 
plies, guns  and  ammunition  to  the 
fighters  at  the  front.

Free  Port  Resolution 

THE  following  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed  by   the   Board   of   Directors    of 
the  Chamber  April  9,  1918: 
RESOLVED:    That    the    San    Francisco 
Chamber    of    Commerce    approves    the 
report    to    the     United     States    TariflE 
Commission    under    date    of    Pebniary 
28,   1918,   made   by   the   Committee   on 
Free  Port  appointed  by  the  Chamber, 
and 
RESOLVED:    that    the    San    Francisco 
Chamber    of    Commerce    endorses    the 
idea  of  the  establishment  of  free  ports 
in   the  United   States   and    urges   Con- 
gress   to    enact    as    soon    as    possible 
suitable  legislation  therefor. 
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Rule  10  OfBcial  Classification 

RULE  10  of  the  Official  Classiiicatiou 
provides  that  carload  mixtures  may 
be  made  without  restriction  and  the 
uai-load  rating  shall  be  the  rate  applying 
to  the  highest  rated  article  in  the  mix- 
ture. This  rule  has  never  applied  in 
Western  Classification  territory,  but  it 
may  be  that  some  similar  rule  will  be 
proposed  by  the  Uniform  Classification 
Committee,  which  is  working  upon  the 
subject  now,  and  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  may  be  filed  with  the  Director 
General's  Department  not  later  than  the 
first  of  July  next. 

The  Uniform  Classification  Committee 
is  in  session  in  Chicago  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  stated  that  a  uniform  classi- 
fication to  apply  in  all  sections  of  the 
United  States  has  been  directed  by  the 
Director  General  and  ordered  to  be  pre- 
pared with  the  least  possible  delay  and 
made  uniform  to  the  greatest  possible 
extent.  The  descriptions,  mixtures  and 
package  requirements  will  be  uniform, 
but  it  will  not  be  attempted  to  make 
uniform  rates,  since  this,  it  is  consid- 
ered, would  bring  about  a  derangement 
of  business  conditions  too  serious  to  be 
contemplated.  The  ratings  may  be  shown 
in  separate  columns,  designating  their 
teri'itorial  application  respectively.  An 
attempt  will  be  made,  however,  to  make 
the  rules  uniform  and  to  incorporate 
Rule  10  of  the  Official  Classification  or 
some  modification  thereof.  For  example, 
instead  of  applying  the  highest  rate  in 
connection  with  the  lowest  minimum,  it 
may  be  suggested  to  ajiply  the  highest 
rate  with  the  highest  minimum.  It  is 
stated  at  the  office  of  the  Western  Classi- 
fication Committee  at  Chicago  that  the 
last  issue  of  "Western  Classification"  was 
92  per  cent  uuifoiin,  leaving  only  loose 
ends  to  be  gathered  up.  The  report 
when  completed  will  he  rendered  to  the 
Director   General   and   to   the   Interstate

Travelers'  Aid  Society  Report 


FOLLOWING  are  some  interesting 
uxtracts  from  a  report  of  the 
Travelers'  Aid  Society  of  California, 
riiis  organization  is  endorsed  by  the 
^^harities  Endorsement   Committee. 

The  year  1917  brought  new  problems 
'or  the  Travelers'  Aid  Society  of  Cali- 
'ornia  because  of  the  war.  The  woi'k 
s  being  brought  out  more  vitally  to  the 
ittention  of  all  classes  of  people  and 
irganizations.  The  Travelers'  Aid  So- 
'iety  is  a  non-sectarian  protective  organ- 
zalion  designed  to  safeguard  travelers 
ind  newcomers,  particularly  those  who  by 
•eason  of  their  inexperience,  ignorance, 
Uness,  or  other  disability  are  in  need 
)f  advice  or  assistance.  It  puts  them 
n  touch  witli  the  best  influences  which 
vill  help  those  who  remain  in  the  eom- 
nunity  to  take  their  places  as  useful 
dtizens;  it  extends  hospitality  to  those 
sassing  tin-ougb;  and  assists  by  per- 
luasion  or  advice  to  return  to  their 
lomes  those  who  should  not  remain  to 
)ecome  burdens  upon  the  city. 

The  Travelers'  Aid  Society  employs 
lixteen  women  all  trained  social  workers 
vho  meet  all  trains  and  steamers  from 
ieven  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  12 
)'clock  at  night,  or  until  the  trains  come 
n.  Three  of  these  workers  are  at  sta- 
ions  in  Alameda  County. 

Since  the  war  the  work  has  increased 
nasmuch  as  there  are  numbers  of  girls 
ind  unescorted  women  arriving  here 
laily  to  meet  those  connected  with  the 
4.nny  and  Navy.  All  these  cases  are 
reated  according  to  their  needs  after  a 
;horough  investigation.  We  are  then 
juabled  to  reach  their  friends  and  rela- 
ives  wherever  they  are  located,  and 
secure  permits  for  the  men  through  the 
splendid  co-operation  this  Society  has 
istablished  with  the  Army  and  Navy 
Departments  at   all   stations. 

Our  offices  at  tlie  Feny  are  at  the 
iisposal  of  the  sailors  and  soldiers  to 
neet  their  friends  and  relatives,  most 
)f  whom  we  locate.  The  very  fact  that 
)ur  workers  are  at  the  stations,  acts  as 
1  preventative  as  well  as  a  protection. 
[  will  quote  you  a  little  incident  of  recent 
jccurrence  of  two  soldiers  on  a  local 
Tain.  Their  conversation  was  overheard 
jy  a  woman  who  reported  it  to  us.  One 
juestioned  the  other  as  to  whether  he 
net  that  girl,  mentioning  her  name,  at 
:he  FeiTy.  The  other  replied,  "No,  I 
lidn't,  there  was  one  of  those  women 
with  the  badges  on  standing  there  and 
2yed  nie  pretty  closely,  so  I  just  beat 
it  to  prevent  getting  into  trouble."'  That 
is  a  very  important  point  and  indicates 
that  these  men  had  no  desire  to  get  into 
lifficuUies.  This  is  the  "ounce  of  pre- 
rention." 

The  Aids  must  pick  out  the  people 
who  need  onrlielp;  they  must  win  the  con- 
fidence of  girls  when  met,  as  that  is  the 
psychological  moment;  must  find  out 
their  particular  needs,  and  give  them 
individual  assistance. 


In  reference  to  the  immigration  work, 
we  find  that  San  Francisco  has  assisted 
more  immigrants  in  the  past  year  than 
the  Eastern  cities,  owing  to  the  large 
immigration  by  way  of  the  Orient.  The 
co-operation  of  the  foreign  consuls  has 
been  most  gratifying.  One  worker  is 
employed  who  speaks  the  Russian  lan- 
guage whose  principal  duty  is  the  work 
with  the  immigrants  and  those  detained 
at  Angel  Island.  The  courtesy  and 
help  extended  this  organization  by  the 
Immigration  officials  has  been  most  valu- 
able. Many  times  they  release  immi- 
grants upon  our  recommendation.  On 
one  of  the  recent  visits  to  the  Island, 
there  was  a  young  Russian  couple  de- 
tained for  unsatisfactory  credentials.  He 
bad  been  an  officer  in  the  Russian  Naval 
Aviation  Dept.  under  Kerensky.  When  the 
Bolshevild  came  into  power,  he  decided 
to  leave  the  country.  The  only  way 
that  he  could  take  his  wife  with  him 
was  for  her  to  go  to  the  front  with 
him  in  men's  garb,  cutting  off  her  hair. 
After  many  exciting  experiences,  they 
managed  to  reach  Yokohama.  Upon  the 
request  of  our  worker,  after  investiga- 
tion, they  were  released  and  brought  to 
San  Francisco,  escorted  to  the  Russian 
Consul  where  he  presented  his  creden- 
tials. They  were  housed,  and  through 
the  efforts  of  this  Society,  he  is  now  at 
work.  They  are  both  vei'y  happy  to  be 
here  and  he  has  made  application  for 
citizenship  papers.  To  see  and  talk 
with  these  people  would  be  very  in- 
teresting. 

The  Society  has  assisted  34,079  per- 
sons representing  52  nationalities,  some 
of  which  were  American  Indians,  Ar- 
menians, Austriaus,  Bohemians,  Eskimos, 
Russians  from  all  the  different  provinces, 
Persians,  Syrians,  Icelanders,  Dutch, 
Greeks  and  Serbians.  The  Spanish  and 
Russians  predominate. 

We  have  written  records  of  over  12,000 
persons  and  have  found  them  valuable. 
Over  800  of  these  people  spoke  no 
English  at  all. 

We  maintain  a  housing  department  of 
investigated  places  for  those  wishing 
accommodations  of  any  kind  or  price, 
and  last  year  2,113  people  were  housed. 

The  follow-up  phase  of  the  work  is 
one  of  the  most  important.  Every 
young  woman  under  25  years  of  age  and 
alone  is  given  help  until  she  is  settled 
with  her  friends  or  is  able  to  care  for 
herself.  Those  who  need  further  assis- 
tance are  turned  over  to  others  who  as- 
sume the  responsibility.  We  can  point 
out  many  cases  whei-e  young  women, 
friendless,  penniless,  have  been  made 
self-supporting  because  they  were 
reached   in  time. 

The  follow-up  brings  us  in  contact 
with  every  department  in  civil  and  fed- 
eral work.  The  postmasters  give  us

Schooner  Defender  arrived  last  week 
from  Suva,  Fiji  Islands,  with  a  cargo 
of  copra,  consigned  to  Balfour,  Guthrie 
&  Co. 

The  Union  Fish  Co.  which  has  been 
operating  in  the  Alaska  Codfishing  in- 
dustry out  of  this  port,  was  sold  last 
week  to  the  Northern  Fisheries  Co.  of 
Seattle.  They  had  quite  a  fleet  of  sail- 
ing vessels  which  of  late  have  been 
chartered  out  for  the  copra  trade,  after 
the  codtishing  season  had  closed. 

The  Chas.  Nelson  Company's  Barge 
Big  Bonanza,  which  has  been  under- 
going extensive  overhauling  got  away 
last  week  in  tow  of  Steamer  Saginaw 
for'  Port  Angeles.  Vessel  will  load  a 
lumber  cargo  there  for  California  port 
delivery. 

An  exceptionally  fast  pa.ssage  can  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Ship  Santa 
Clara,  which  left  San  Francisco  April 
6th  and  arrived  on  Puget  Sound  on  the 
12th.  A  close  second  from  a  time  stand- 
point was  the  arrival  of  Schooner  H.  D. 
Bendixsen  on  the  same  date,  having  left 
this  city  on  the  5th. 

The  Steamer  China  of  the  China  Mail 
Line,  left  Hongkong  last  week  for  this 
coast. 

The  fourth  large  shipment  of  coffee 
arrived  here  last  Friday  from  Central 
America  on  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company's  Steamer  Newport,  consisting 
of  28,658  bags;  of  this  lot  only  1,0,54 
bags  will  be  trans-shipped  from  this 
city.  The  steamer  brought  treasure 
amounting  to  $98,767. 

The  Barge  Acapulco  of  the  Western 
Fuel  Co.  coasting  fleet,  left  Nanaimo  last 
week  with  a  cargo  of  coal  for  discharge 
at  the  Hawaiian  Islands.

must     valuable     eo-operation,     especially 
Ihofe  in  small  towns. 

The  Police  Department  and  the  officers 
at  the  Feri-y  continue  their  splendid  co- 
operation and  this  includes  the  ofiicials 
of  the  Juvenile  Court.  At  times  we 
turn  over  cases  to  the  police  and  like- 
wise they  direct  to  us  women,  girls, 
families  and  boys  who  need  our  help. 

We  have  also  during  the  past  year 
reported  numbers  of  cases  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice — some  of  our  Aids 
speaking  languages  are  in  a  position  to 
see  and  hear  much.  We  have  received 
passes  from  the  various  departments 
connected  with  the  Government  to  be 
used  in  pursuance  of  our  work.  There 
is   scarcely    any   phase   of    philanthropic 


work  with  which  we  do  not  come  in 
contact.  To  name  them  would  make  a 
book.  This  work  does  not  merely  rep- 
resent unfortunates  or  people  in  trouble, 
for  many  letters  are  received  from  others 
expressing  their  gratitude  for  the  hos- 
pitality extended.  It  will  surprise  you 
to  know  perhaps  that  we  have  assisted 
over  100  children  inider  ten,  traveling 
alone,  circumstances  necessitating  their 
doing  so. 

We  have  developed  throughout  the 
state  in  many  points  not  large  enough 
to  support  Travelers'  Aid  Societies,  com- 
mittees on  whom  we  can  call  in  cases 
going  to  their  localities.  Our  work 
reaches  all  over  the  world,  just  several 
days  ago  we  arranged  to  have  a  young 
girl  met   on   her  way  to   Scotland,   com- 


nnuiicating     with     the     Travelers'     Aids 
along  that  I'oute  as'  far  as  Liverpo. il. 

Summarizing  this  work  for  the  year, 
we  find  that  people  are  more  and  more 
realizing  the  necessity  for  it.  The 
Travelers'  Aid  Society  of  California  is 
not  only  a  moral  protection,  but  .also  a 
measure  for  civic  economy  and  hos- 
pitality. These  few  suggestions  give 
you  an  idea  of  the  complex  nature  of 
the  work,  and  its  many  different  phases, 
showing  you  the  need  for  continued 
financial  support  in  spite  of  the  many 
demands  for  other  causes,  many  of  h  hieb 
are  more  spectacular.  This  Society,  how- 
ever, is  quietly  doing  a  preventative 
work,  and  meeting  one  of  the  real  needs. 


San  Tranctsco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Activities 
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The  Railroad  Bill 


rllE  railroad  bill,  approved  March 
L'l,  1918,  provides  for  the  eontinii 
aiiee  of  the  functions  of  the  Inter- 
ia(c  < 'ommeree  Commission  with  certain 
[4' i:il  authority  to  the  President  in 
^ri|>iioiial  cases.  The  provision  of  the 
iw  111  this  regard  is  found  in  Section 
(I  III   the  Act,  and  is  as  follows: 

■  "'Jliat    during    the    period    of    Federal 

■  iiiiK.I,  whenever  in  his  opinion  the 
mlilir  interest  requires,  the  President 
nav  initiate  rates,  fai-es,  cliarges,  classi- 
iicatious,  regulations  and  jiractices  by 
[iling  the  same  with  the  Interstate   Com- 

Iiierce  Commission,  which  said  rates, 
ares,  charges,  classifications,  regulations, 
nd  practices  shall  not  be  susjiended  by 
he  commission  pending  final  detei-mina- 
!|ion. 

"Said  rates,  fares,  charges,  classifiea- 
ions,  regulations,  and  practices  shall  be 
■easonable  and  just  and  shall  take  effect 
it  such  time  and  upon  such  notice  as 
le  may  direct,  but  the  Interstate  Com- 
nerce  Commission  shall,  upon  complaint, 
inter  upon  a  hearing  concerning  the 
instness  and  reasonableness  of  so  much 
)f  any  order  of  the  President  as  estab- 
ishes  or  changes  any  rate,  fare,  charge, 
'lassificalion,  regulation,  or  practice  of 
my  carrier  under  Federal  control,  and 
nay  consider  all  the  facts  and  circum- 
itances  existing  at  the  time  of  the  mak- 
ing of  the  same.  In  determining  any 
luestion  concerning  any  such  rates,  fares, 
"'barges,  classifications,  regulations,  or 
[practices  or  changes  therein,  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  shall  give 
due  consideration  to  the  fact  that  the 
transportation  systems  are  being  operated 
imder  a  unified  and  co-ordinated  national 
control   and   not   in   competition. 

"After  full  hearing  tlie  commission 
may  make  such  findings  and  orders  af 
are  authorized  by  the  Act  to  regulate 
commerce  as  amended,  and  said  findings 
and  orders  shall  be  enforced  as  provided 
in  said  Act:  Provided,  however,  Thai 
when  the  President  shall  find  and  certify 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
that  in  order  to  defray  the  expense^• 
of  Federal  control  and  operation  fairly 
chargeable  to  railway  operating  expenses, 
and  also  to  pay  railway  tax  acenials. 
other  than  war  taxes,  net  rents  for  joint 
facilities  and  equipment,  and  compensa- 
tion to  the  carriers,  operating  as  a  unit, 
it  is  necessary  to  increase  the  railway 
operating  revenues,  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  in  determining  the 
justness  and  reasonableness  of  any  rate, 
fare,  charge,  classification,  regulation,  or 
practice  shall  take  into  consideration  said 
finding  and  certificate  by  the  President, 
together  with  such  recommendations  as 
he  may  make." 

The  opinion  is  expressed  from  author- 
itative sources  that  in  all  probability  the 
President,  or  in  other  words,  the  Gov- 
ernment   Railroad     Administration,     will 


not  use  the  special  power  conferi'ed  by 
statute  or  initiate  tariff  rates  and  regu- 
lations, but  that  these  matters  will  pro- 
ceed as  heretofore  under  the  jurisdiction 
and  powers  of  the  Commission,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Act, 
and  that  the  restrictions  of  the  railroad 
bill  of  March,  1918,  will  not  ordinarily 
apply. 

Foreign  Liiae  Ageracies 

THE  discontinuance  of  the  foreign 
line  agencies  and  the  closing  of  their 
offices  is  going  on  eveiywhere  in  the 
United  States.  This  is  proceeding  under 
the  Director  General's  Circular  No.  17, 
which  dii-ects  the  discontinuance  of  "traf- 
fic functions  connected  with  the  obtaining 
of  ti'affie  rather  than  with  the  giving  of 
adequate  and  convenient  information  and 
assistance  to  the  public." 

Apparently  out  of  excessive  caution, 
the  foreign  carriers  are  closing  their 
agencies  without  reference  to  the  qualify- 
ing words  concerning  adequate  and  con- 
venient information  .and  assistance  to 
the  public.  Much  opposition  is  being 
expressed  to  this  action  of  the  carriers, 
and  many  shippers  of  the  counti-y  are 
protesting  to  the  earners  and  to  the 
Director  General's  department.  The  mat- 
ter, however,  is  not  entirely  one-sided, 
since  the  domestic  carriers  may  establi?li 
an  efficient  bureau  where  full  informa- 
tion may  be  obtained  as  lo  foreign  line 
rates. 

It  has  been  tentatively  suggested  also 
that  a  bureau  of  information  regardin;,' 
the  location  of  cars  in  movement  mighr 
be  established  at  important  points,  where 
records  might  be  available  regarding  the 
movement  of  loaded  cars  on  all  lin5> 
within  the  United  States.  Such  plans 
are  in  accordance  with  the  expressed 
iiolicy  of  the  Goverinnent  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration in  bringing  about  a  unifica- 
tion  of  railroad  operation. 

Frankamg  Privalege 


CARRIERS  have  been  sending  out 
notices  to  the  effect  that  telegi'aphie 
replies  from  carriers  responsive  to 
telegraphic  questions  of  shippers  as  to 
location  of  cars  en  route  will  not  be 
franked  as  heretofore,  but  will  be  sent 
collect,  so  that  the  shipper  will  be 
obliged  to  pay  the  regular  telegi-aphic 
rates  upon  these  replies. 

This  new  rule,  it  ajipears,  does  not 
emanate  from  the"  Director  General's 
office,  but  is  the  result  of  new  arrange- 
ments made  between  the  railroads  and 
the  telegraph  companies,  by  which  the 
franking  privilege  is  discontinued  and 
the  telegraph  companies  and  the  carriers 
pay  respectively  for  any  services  ren- 
dered. 


'   Espee  Equipment 
Advance 

THE  Southern  Pacific  Company  and 
shippers  using  that  line  are  to  be 
Congratulated  for  the  showing  made 
by  both  in  getting  the  most  out  of  rail- 
road equipment.  The  results  of  the 
efforts  in  this  i-egard  are  briefly  out- 
lined in  the  following  article  published 
in  the  Southern  Pacific  Bulletin  for 
April  1,  1918: 

"Freight  cars  and  locomotives  on  the 
Pacific  System  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
are  doing  three  times  the  service  they 
were  three  years  ago. 

"This  fact  is  brought  out  in  a  graphic 
chart  prepared  by  T.  0.  Edwards,  audi- 
tor of  the  Company.  The  chart  shows 
the  definite  and  measurable  results 
achieved  as  a  result  of  the  efforts  of 
the  railroads  and  the  co-operation  of 
the  shippers  in  the  campaign  to  secure 
effective  use   of  cars. 

"  'In  January,  1915,'  explained  Audi- 
tor Edwards,  'the  average  freight  car 
on  our  Pacific  System  did  work  equiva- 
lent to  can-ying  9,000  tons  of  freight 
one  mile.  By  the  beginning  of  this  j'ear 
our  average  freight  car  was  hauling 
25,000  tons.  Part  of  this  achievement 
can  be  traced  to  the  fact  that  the 
average  eajiacity  per  car  has  risen  in 
the  same  period  from  43.6  tons  to  44.0 
tons,  but  the  real  factor  has  been  the 
success  of  our  campaign  for  better  and 
quicker  loading,  both  on  the  part  of  our 
employes  and  the  shipping  public.  Keeji- 
ing  the  cars  moving  has  also  contributed. 

"  'A  like  improvement  is  seen  in  the 
work  done  by  locomotives.  On  the 
average  a  locomotive  hauled  412,000 
tons  of  revenue  freight  a  mile  in  .Janu- 
•iiy,  1915,  and  1,300,000  tons  on  the 
first  of  this  year.  This  was  accomplished 
by  keeping  trains  moving  over  the  road 
and  engines  out  of  the  repair  shops. 

"  'There  is  every  indication  that  the 
railroads  of  this  country  are  facing  for 
the  coming  season  even  greater  traffic 
burdens  than  have  yet  been  experienced. 
The  Southern  Pacific  is  doing  all  in  its 
power  to  prepare  itself  foi'  the  test  and 
"arnesfly  hopes  that  shipjiers  will  realize 
also  their  responsibility  in  the  matter 
and  continue  to  co-operate  loyally  in 
making  effective  use  of  all  available 
equipment'."        ^        S

Mr.  Luebbert  started  operations  iu 
this  city  in  the  canvass  goods  manufac- 
turing "line  in  1908  in  a  small  loft  25x60 
feet,  operating  with  o  employees  on 
Fourth    St.   near   Brannan    St. 

The  business  progressed  until  in  1910 
when  the  eorporation  of  tlie  Henrix- 
Luebbert   Mfg.   Company  was   organized 


and  they  moved  to  a  larger  loft  at  136 
East  St.  and  engaged  about  20  people 
in  the  manufacture  of  tents  and  canvass 
goods  along  with  a  large  quantity  of 
sail-making. 

In  1915  they  moved  to  313-15  Howard 
St.  on  the  ground  floor  with  a  space

Tiie  farmer,  the  receipts  i 
of  last  year's  bnmper 
crops  still  in  the  bank, 
was  receptive  immediately 
to  the  op]iortunity  to  in- 
vest in  Goveniment  Bonds 
and  satisfy  a  patriotic 
duty   simultaneously. 

The  business  man,  with 
trade  expanded  by  war 
demands,  is  in  need  of 
greater  capital  to  handle 
it.  In  "big"  business,  a

Tlu'  larger  tlnres  iii 
the  country  continue  well  stocked, 
Mtul  all  are  buying  carefully.  But  good 
I  r.is|  efts  for  the  j'ear  and  more  than 
~inil  activity  in  agricultural  sections 
ii.-lain  a  steady  demand  for  merchandise. 
<  ullections  are  reported  good  by  local 
jobbers  and  losses  from  poor  accounts 
at  a  minimum.  In  the  city  the  demand 
is  strong  fir  sta)  le  goods,  and  failures 
are  few,  but  small  stores  doing  a  credit 
business  and  deiiendent  upon  their  col- 
lections have  been  compelled  to  reduce 
their  credits,  as  increased  costs  of  mer- 
chandise have  proportionately  shortened 
their  capital. 

Rains  at  short  intervals  with  the  tem- 
perature above  normal  in  most  sections 
have  made  conditions  favorable  for  plant 
growth  and  farming  operations.  Damage 
from  frost  has  been  almost  nil. 

Conditions  of  wheat  reported  at  93  is 
above  nonnal  and  live  stock  on  the 
range  is  generally  in  good  condition  not- 
withstanding a  diy  winter.  Farmers 
bureaus  giving  valuable  information  to 
ranchers  are  especially  advising  increased 
hog  production. 

In  interior  cities  where  manufacturina; 
joins  w'ith  agriculture  there  is  consider- 
al)le  demand  for  home  building  and 
houses  to  rent  are  scarce. 

Demand  for  machinery',  hardware  and 
electrical  goods  is  steady  and  manufac- 
turers have  orders  for  months  ahead. 
Dealers  getting  most  supplies  from  East- 
ern markets  are  necessarily  limited  to 
stocks  available,  the  scarcity  of  mer- 
chandise being  still   felt. 

Furniture  jobbers  report  good  counti-j' 
bufiness   and   collections   satisfactory. 

With  auto  truck  manufacturers  and 
dealers    business    is    increasing,    the    call 


liriiig  lor  riu'iliuni  wciglit  trucks  that  can 
I'aiililale  niovenicnl  of  all  products  to 
market,  relieving  the  railroads  of  short 
hauls. 

Large  dealers  in  baker's  supplies  not- 
ing the  effect  of  Government  restrictions 
are  exercising  caution  in  credits,  as  bakei-s 
generally  must  pay  more  for  substitutes, 
competition  in  bread  making  is  keen,  and 
there  is  less  consumption  of  cakes  and 
pastries. 

Stocks  of  canned  goods  are  gradually 
diminishing  and  there  is  considerable  call 
from  the  Government. 

Brokers  in  imports  from  Japan  (food- 
stuffs) complain  about  scarcity  of  prod- 
ucts and  the  embargo  affecting  certain 
of  their  lines. 

In  shipping  cii-cles  the  hand  of  the 
Government  is  felt  more  and  more,  as 
sailing  vessels  are  being  taken  over  and 
shippers  are  told  what  must  be  carried. 
Boats  now  leaving  with  lumber  and  gen- 
eral cargoes  for  West  Africa  or  Austra- 
lasia are  told  to  return  with  wheat  or 
copra.  Some  exportation  of  California 
fruits  to  Australia  may  be  worked  this 
year  to  balance  imports  of  wheat.  Sac- 
ramento river  boats  are  handling  large 
amounts  of  produce  at  better  prices  hav- 
ing been  allowed  recently  20  per  cent  in- 
crease in  freight  rates. 

Full  employment  for  all  available 
labor,  high  wages  and  heavy  Government 
disbursements  contribute  to  activity  in 
most  lines  of  business,  and  while  there 
may  be  some  prodigal  spending,  Govern- 
ment bonds  are  being  bought  by  many 
who  had  never  developed  the  saving  habit 
while  savings  bank  deposits  are  increas- 
ing nomially.  Bank  clearings  are  large, 
the  demand  for  money  continued  good 
at  current  rates,  and  a  few  new  issues 
of  utility  bonds  are  being  offered.

Bureaus  For  Traffic  Information 


rHE  removal  of  foreign  line  agencies 
under  the  recent  order  of  the  Di- 
rector-General is  causing  and  must 
ecessarily  cause  embarrassment  to  ship- 
lers  in  many  ways,  not  only  in  the  ob- 
aining  of  correct  tariff  information  by 
gents  who  are  especially  familiar  with 
he  trafBc  situation  in  different  parts  of 
he  country  and  with  respect  to  location 
f  loaded  cars,  but  also  in  the  issuance 
f  bills  of  lading  through  off-line 
gencies  located  at  the  shipper's  place  of 
lusiness. 

It  is  reasonably  certain  that  before 
ong  the  Director-General's  department 
I'ill  make  some  provision  for  such  special 
nformation  and  service,  and  this  will  be 
lone  in  all  probability  by  the  creation 
if  bureaus  at  various  important  shipping 
lomts.  This  is  in  contemplation  at 
Washington  at  the  present  time. 

In  "The  Traffic  Worid"  of  April  13th 
t  is  said: 

"The  point  most  frequently  made  by 
hippers  in  their  discussion  of  the  sen'ice 
inder   Government   control   is   that  when 


they  are  told  they  cannot  have  ears,  they 
cannot  find  any  reason  for  the  denial 
They  cannot  learn  whether  it  is  based 
on  the  fact  that  the  company  has  no 
cars,  that  tliere  is  an  embargo  againsi 
the  particular  kind  of  freight  that  is  to 
be  shipped,  or  whether  it  is  based  on 
somebody's  informal  decision  that  trans 
portation  of  the  kind  of  freight  is  to  be 
discouraged,  but  not  forbidden.  Tlit 
general,  commercial,  and  soliciting  agents, 
knowing  that  a  shipper's  good-will, 
gained  by  helps  when  its  freight  wa: 
not  coming  through  smoothly,  translated 
itself  into  business  for  theii'  roads, 
formerly  made  efforts  to  find  out  where 
missing  cars  were  and  why  they  were 
held  up  and  advised  the  perplexed  ship 
per  as  to  the  prospects.  Now  there  is 
no  one  who  takes  interest  in  keeping  old 
or  getting  new  business.  The  alertnes; 
of  the  competitive  period  is  gone.  Inas- 
much as  there  could  be  no  competition 
in  the  cutting  of  rates,  it  had  to  be  in 
service,  and  that  is  what  shippers  are 
missing."

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Future  Rate  Advances 


itr-|-vHE   Traffic  WorW   of   April   13th 

I  believes  that  rate  advances  will  soon 
be  inaugurated  by  the  Direetor- 
General's  department. 

"Anxiety  ou  the  part  of  shippers  to 
discover  whether  the  President  intends 
using  his  power  to  make  higher  rates 
effective  without  investigation  will  be 
stilled  soon,  it  is  believed.  The  carriers 
in  the  west  and  south  are  checking  in 
rates  on  tariffs,  ready  for  filing,  making 
advances  great  enough  to  give  railroads 
in  those  parts  of  the  country  increases 
in  revenue  as  great  as  those  given  the 
eastern  in  the  two  parts  of  the  fifteen 
per  cent  case.  In  addition  to  that,  the 
report  is  that  the  five  men  whq,  are  mak- 
ing up  a  uniform  classification  are  set- 
tling variations  in  the  classifications  by 
taking  the  provision  that  will  give  the 
railroads  the  most  money. 

"The  advances,  it  is  believed,  will 
average  fifteen  per  cent,  but  they  will 
not  be  a  percentage  increase  as  was 
made  by  the  eastern  carriers.  Advances 
in  rates  that  have  been  held  down  by 
the  possibility  of  competition  ou  the 
Mississippi  and  other  rivers  will  go  up 
more  than  fifteen  per  cent.  Increases 
running  as  high  as  fift3'  and  sixty  would 
not  be  at  all  surprising.  There  are  no 
boats.  The  volume  of  freight  offering 
is  large,  so  that,  under  the  rules  that 
governed  when  there  was  competition, 
there  is  now  no  reason  why  the  rates 
should  not  be  as  high  as  the  highest  in 
any  given  territory. 

"^Vhen  these  tariffs  are  ready  Director- 
General  McAdoo  will  have  to  decide 
whether  they  sliall  be  filed  by  the  filing 
agents  or  whether  the  President  shall 
stamp  his  approval  on  them  and  have 
them  put  into  effect  without  waiting  to 
have  them  checked  by  the  fifteenth  sec- 
tion board,  or  for  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission  to  inquire  whether  the

The  advances  in  terminal  rates  effec- 
tive March  loth  last  will  unquestionably 
be  productive  of  large  increases  in  the 
net  uacome  of  the  western  terminal  car- 
riers, and  the  facts  in  this  regard  must 
be  presented  to  the  Director-General  or 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
as  the  matter  may  develop. 

The  case  known  as  Ex  Parte  57,  which 
covered  proposed  advances  in  western 
territory,  and  which  was  set  for  hearing 
last  December,  was  continued  indefinitely 
at  that  time.  The  action  of  the  Traffic 
Department  of  the  Government's  Rail- 
road Administration  is  awaited  with  in- 
terest.

THE  offices  of  the  Government  Rail- 
road Administration  are  now  located 
temporarily  in  the  new  Interstate 
Commerce  Bldg.  located  at  18th  and 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  in  Washington. 
This  building  is  eleven  stories  in  height, 
but  it  is  not  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date the  offices  of  both  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  and  those  of  the 
Railroad  Administration.  Accordingly, 
the  Director-General  has  purchased  an 
office  building  in  the  coui'se  of  construc- 
tion on  the  site  of  the  old  Ailingtoji 
Hotel,  and  the  offices  of  the  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration will  move  into  this  building 
as  soon  as  it  is  completed.  Commenting 
upon  this  subject,  a  writer  in  ''The 
Traffic  World"  of  April  13th  last  states: 

"Tlie  Railroad  Administration  is  al- 
ready crowded  in  that  part  of  the  build- 
ing given  to  it  by  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission.  Besides,  it  is  just 
the  least  bit  embarrassing  for  both  the 
Railroad  Administration  officials  and  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  to  be 
toucliing  elbows,  because  the  latter  rep- 
resent the  shipping  public,  while  the 
Railroad  Administration  people  represent 
the  owners  of  the  railroads. 

"lu  time,  well  infonned  men  believe, 
the  Commission  and  the  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration will  likely  be  occupying  op- 
posite sides  of  the  line  over  the  question 
as  to  what  is  the  just,  reasonable  and 
uon-discrimiuatory  rate,  because  the  op- 
erators of  the  railroads  will  absorb  much 
of  tlie  thought  of  the  men  who  have 
been  operating  the  railroads.  When  that 
time  comes,  it  is  suggested,  it  will  be 
more  comfortable  for  both  commissioners 
and  responsible  officers  of  the  Railroad 
Administration  to  have  offices  in  separate 
huildings.  Shippers  have  felt  some  em- 
barassment  over  the  fact  that  the  two 
branches  of  the  government  were  in  the 
same  building,  because  many  questions 
raised  by  them  needed  answers  from  both 
operators  and  regulators  of  the  railroads. 
The  shippers  did  not  relish  the  idea  of 
having  to  look  after  what  they  believed 
to  be  their  rights  under  the  eyes  of  the 
men  who  were  the  ageuts  for  the  actual 
or  supposed  deprivation  of  these  rights. 

"Director-General  McAdoo  has  issued 
orders  which  will  mean  an  enormous 
swelling  of  his  force,  because  none  of 
the  regional  directors  or  their  operating 
staffs  can  do  anything  except  ad  referen- 
dum. Tliey  must  refer  practically  everj'- 
thing  to  Washington  for  final  decision. 
The  Director-General's  force  is  not  large 
enougli  to  deal  with  all  the  questions 
that  must  arise.  There  is  no  room  in 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
building  for  expansion  on  the  part  of 
the  Railroad  Administration.  Nor  is 
there  any  for  the  Commission."

Suits  Against  Carriers 

The  Director  General's  Order  No.  18 
concerns  the  provision  of  the  Railroad 
Act  which  provides   (Section  10)  : 

"That  carriers  while  under  federal  con- 
trol shall  be  subject  to  all  laws  and  lia- 
bilities as  common  carriers,  whether  aris- 
ing mider  state  or  federal  laws  or  at 
common  law,  except  in  so  far  as  may 
be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  with  any  order  of  the  Presi- 
dent. •  «  ♦  But  jjo  process,  mesne 
or  final,  shall  be  levied  against  any  prop- 
erty under  such  federal  control." 

The  order  provides  in  the  interest  of 
the  convenience  of  carriers  as  follows: 

"It  is  therefore  ordered,  That  all  suits 
against  carriers  while  under  federal  con- 
trol must  be  brought  in  tlie  county  or 
district  where  the  plaintiff  resides,  or 
in  the  county  or  district  where  the  cause 
of  action  arose."

Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  Decision 

UNDER  dale  of  March  11,  1!)18, 
the  Intel-state  Commerce  Commis- 
sion has  issued  its  ir)th  Section 
order  No.  500,  in  which  it  makes  siinie 
important  provisions  and  recommenda- 
tions with  regard  to  advances  in  rates. 
Under  this  order  the  Commission  gives 
to  the  State  Commission  the  most  formal 
recognition  that  has  been  extended  in 
the  last  three  or  four  years.  It  is  pro- 
vided in  this  order  that  copies  of  each 
15th  Section  application  must  be  filed 
with  the  Commissioners  of  the  states  of 
origin  and  destination  of  the  traffic  af- 
fected by  the  rates  which  the  carrier 
seeks  to  establish.     The  order  also  states: 

"Carriei's  should  consult  freely  with 
shippers  who  may  be  interested  in  pro- 
posed increases.  The  course  now  pursued 
by  the  several  classification  committees 
in  that  regard,  following  the  Commis- 
sion's suggestion  in  the  Western  Classifi- 
cation Case,  25  I.  C.  C.  451,  has  resulted 
in  a  better  understanding  between  ship- 
pers and  can-iers,  and  similar  confer- 
ences on  prospective  changes  in  rates, 
fares  or  charges  will  serve  to  reduce  or 
remove  much  of  the  friction  and  differ- 
ence of  opinion  hitherto  existing  between 
shippers  and  carriers." 

The  carriers  making  application  for 
such  changes  are  required  to  fill  out  the 
prescribed  forms  showing  the  state  com- 
missions with  which  copies  of  the  appli- 
cation have  been  lodged  and  also  what 
steps  have  been  taken  by  the  carrier  and 
its  agent  to  bring  the  application  to  the 
attention  of  interested  shippers  or  re- 
ceivers. 


THE  net  shortage  of  freight  cars 
on  March  1st,  according  to  reports 
filed  by  the  American  Railway  As- 
sociation, amounted  to  138,102  as  com- 
pared with  98,044  on  February  1st  and 
89,995  on  Januarj'  1st.  It  therefore  ap- 
jiears  that  the  car  shortage  is  on  the 
increase,  and  it  behooves  all  shippers  to 
carefully  inspect  their  loading  records 
to  be  sure  that  they  are  releasing  cai-s 
as  quickly  as  possible  and  that  they  are 
loading  them  to   full  weight  capaeitj'. 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  a  re- 
jiorf     that    the    California    shippers    of

canned  goods,  beans,  nuts,  dried  fruits, 
sahuou,  wine,  alcohol,  chicken  feed,  gi-ain, 
oil.  lumber  and  bags  are  not  making  as 
good  a  record  as  is  to  be  desired.  Now 
that  the  shortage  of  cars  is  on  the  in- 
crease it  is  hoped  that  the  shippers  of 
these  commodities  will  be  able  to  increase 
their  average  load.  If  it  happens  that 
the  consignees  will  not  take  a  fuller 
loaded  car  owing  to  commercial  condi- 
tions, every  effort  should  be  made  to 
double  load  cars,  so  that  every  car  will 
be  put  to  its  most  efficient  use. 

More    than    11,500    freight    cars    were 


saved  by  heavier  loading  of  cars  on  the 
Pacific  System  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
during  Januai^  of  this  year.  In  that 
period  about  1,500,000  tons  of  freight 
were  handled  in  59,257  eai-s.  If  the 
average  load  had  been  the  same  in  Jan- 
uary of  this  year  as  in  January  of  last 
year  this  traffic  would  have  taken  70,808 
cars. 

This  shows  veiy  clearly  the  advanla2;e 
that  accrues  to  the  shipping  public  vvheii 
cars  are  heavily  loaded,  as  the  more  car- 
saved  by  this  method  means  mors  cars 
available  for   every   man's   shipments.

California  industries  such  as  manu- 
facturers of  furniture,  soaps,  cider, 
nie<'lianics  clothing,  paints,  cauvos  gloves, 
ulnminuni  ware,  ranch  tools,  etc.,  report 
an  active  business  with  territory  ex- 
panding, due  in  part  to  many  Eastern 
factories  working  on  war  necessities, 
and  the  Middle  West  is  turning  to  the 
West  for  many  commodities  which  were 
formerly   bought   East. 

Jobbei-s  in  dry  goods  and  kindred 
lines  report  business  a  little  quiet,  as 
this  is  between  seasons,  but  collections 
are  good,  and  prices  tending  higher. 
Merchandise  continues  scarce,  and  al- 
though higher  prices  affect  sales  to 
some   e.xlent,    the   demand    is   still   gi-eat. 

Prospects  of  crops  continue  favorable, 
and  in  some  sections  after  the  first  cut- 
ting of  alfalfa  the  ground  will  be 
plowed   for  planting  to  com,  beans,  etc. 

New  development  work  in  the  oil 
fields  continues  and  during  the  week 
five  new  wells  were  reported  and  fifty- 
one  for  the  month.  Proven  territoi-y 
in  California,  not  including  areas  re- 
garded as  proven,  but  not  drilled, 
amounts  to  88,745  acres.  In  March 
shipments  of  oil  aggregated  828,657 
barrels,  and  stocks  on  hand  decreased 
529.062  barrels.  At  this  rate  reserve 
stocks  are  sufficient  to  last   five  years. 

Control  of  the  Deep  Sea  Fishing  In- 
dustry has  been  taken  over  by  tlie  Fed- 


eral Food  Conunissioner,  and  in  addition 
lo  regulated  prices  there  will  be  sla- 
hiti/ing  of  wages,  and  profits  with  specu- 
lation elijninated.  Shijis  for  salmon 
lishing  are  being  re-fitted  for  the  season 
and  prosjjccts  are  bright  for  a  lai-ge 
haul  with  a  pack  of  superior  quality, 
probably  equal  to  1917  in  quantity.  De- 
mand  is  good. 

Sardine  canners  are  opposed  to  Gov- 
ernment prohibition  of  importation  of 
olive  oil  which  is  so  necessaiy  to  an 
industry  which  has  grown  rapidly  of 
late.  Despite  a  falling  off  in  con- 
sumption of  olive  oil  for  ordinary  do- 
mestic uses  the  amount  i)roduced  in 
California  is  too  small  to  supply  the 
demand. 

On  account  of  Government  restric- 
tions covering  1918  i>ack  of  canned 
vegetables,  wholesale  grocere  are  accept- 
ing no  orders  for  futures.  Governrnt-nt 
calls  are  for  one-third  of  the  pack  and 
one-fourth  held  in  reserve.  Retail  gro 
cei-s  now  expect  to  get  about  15  per 
cent  of  last  year's  allowance.  Regula- 
tions also  prohibit  sales  before  ilay 
1st  of  new  crop  dried  fruits  and  profits 
will  be  limited  to  a  reasonable  advance 
over   actual   costs. 

Imports  for  the  week  aggregate 
$28,377,487,  the  principal  articles  arriv- 
ing being  coffee,  cojira,  rubber,  tin, 
burlap,   and   cocoa  oil. 

The  bond  market  is  generally  quiet 
except  for  short  item  issues,  paying 
higher  rates  and  leading  houses  are 
patriotically  urging  liberal  purchases  of 
Government  Bonds,  at  the  same  time 
reassuring  the  trade  of  great  activity 
later  on.     Money  is  firm. 


Train  Schedules  Rearranged 

NEW  rates  and  schedules  for  the 
movement  of  fruit  and  vegetables 
from  California  points  to  Chicago 
were  announced  in  a  circular  issued  by 
Regional  Director  Aishtou  under  date 
of  April  12th.  This  traffic  will  move 
in  trains  consisting  of  a  minimum  of 
25  cars  from  various  concentration 
points  in  California.  Under  this  plan 
all  carloads  of  fruit  and  vegetables 
loaded  in  time  to  reach  the  concentration 
point  before  the  time  of  departure  will 
arrive  in  Chicago  in  time  for  morning 
team  track  placement  including  delivery 
to  auction  houses  on  the  ninth  "day  from 
the    loading   station.

Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
Red  Cross  Report 

IN  answer  to  many   inquii'ies  made  of   the   Charities   Endorsement   Com- 
mittee  for   information   relative    to    the    expenditures    of    the   American 
Red  Cross,  below  is  a  statement  of  expenditures. 
-U^PROPRIATIONS   MADE   BY    THE   RED    CROSS    WAR   COUNCIL 
1<  rom  its  Appoiutmeut  May  24,  1917,  to  February  28,  1918 
The  Red   Cross   War  Conned   makes  public  herewith  a  list  of   all   ap- 
propriations made  since   its  appointment  up  to  February   28,  1918.     These 
appropriations  show  a  total  of  .ii4(, 325,609.38  for  foreign  relief,  a  total  of 
$8,089,899.27  for  United  States  relief. 

iUl  appropriations  from  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund,  up  to  February 
1:8,   1918,  amounted  to  $77,721,918.22. 

The  total  appropriations  for  administration  at  National  Headquarters 
and  at  Division  Headquarters  amounted  to  $4,416,610.92  for  the  last  eight 
mouths'  period.  This  includes  $1,943,896.99  for  Divisional  admiuistratiou 
expenses  and  $250,000  donated  for  telegraph  and  cable  service  by  the 
Western  Union  Telegraph  Company — the  latter  item  extending  over  a 
considerably  longer  period  of  lime.  These  appropriations  did  not  come  out 
of  the  War  Fund,  but  are  more  than  covered  from  the  portion  of  member- 
ship dues  received  at  National  Headquarters.  These  membership  dues,  which 
more  than  paid  for  all  administration  expenses,  were  such  dues  received 
before  the  recent  membership   drive  was  made. 

In  other  words,  no  expenses  of  administration  in  the  United  States 
were  paid  for  out  of  the  Red  Cross  War  Fund.  All  administration  is  more 
than  met  by  membership  dues.  Thus  every  dollar  contributed  for  relief 
goes  to  relief.

Liberty  Bonds.  The  organization  is  nec- 
essary in  order  to  systematize  the  buy- 
ing of  War-Savings  Stamps,  furnish  a 
check  up,  in^l)ire  competition  and  stinui- 
late  saving.  It  always  results  in  in- 
ci'eased  sales,  more  money  for  the  Gov- 
ernment and  an  increase  in  thrift  on  the 
part   of   the   members. 

Mobilization  of  a  gieat  army  of 
pledged  war-savei-s,  made  up  of  men, 
women  and  children,  is  the  end  sought. 
A  man,  woman  or  child  pledged  to  save 
a  certain  amount  every  week  becomes  a 
tangible  asset  upon  which  the  Govern- 
ment can  count.

How  to  Organize 

Ask  the  War-Savings  Committee  at 
742  Market  Street  for  organization 
blanks.  Call  your  friends  together  and 
adopt  a  name,  such  as  the  George  Wash-  ! 
ington  War-Savings  Society  or  use  the 
name  of  your  firm.  Elect  a  president 
and  secretary.  The  one  requirement  of 
membership  is  that  each  one  sign  ,i 
card  pledging  regidar  saving  and  invest- 
ment. The  amount  need  not  be  set 
down,  but  it  is  advisable  to  do  so  on 
the  back  of  a  card.  Eveiy  one  can 
save  something,  even  though  it  he  but 
2.5  cents  a  month.  The  aijplication  will 
be  forwarded  to  Washington  by  the  War- 
Savings  Committee  and  report  cards  for

Information  Bureau  of  Railway  Administraftiosi 


THE  TRAFFIC  BUREAU  has  sent 
a  letter  to  Mr.  Edward  Chambei-s, 
who  heads  the  Traflfie  Department 
of  the  United  States  Railway  Administra- 
tion at  Washington,  D.  C,  urging  the 
immediate  establishment  of  bureaus  of 
information  at  San  Francisco  in  oi-der 
that  shippers  may  be  furnished  with  the 
necessary  business  advice  regarding  rates, 
embargoes,  location  of  cars  and  the  ex- 
ecution of  export  bills  of  lading. 


The  closing  of  the  foreign  line  agencies 
has  seriously  interfered  with  the  normal 
flow  of  commerce  and  calls  for  all  pos- 
sible remedial  action.  These  government 
bureaus  might  properly  be  under  the 
direct  supervision  and  management  of  the 
regional  directors.  They  should  be  so 
constituted,  however,  as  to  afford  the 
shipper  means  of  information  equal  to 
that     heretofore     existing     throush      the 


foreign  line  agencies.  They  should  also 
have  full  authority  in  the  handling  of 
export  bills  of  lading.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  these  bureaus  were  not  established 
prior  to  the  closing  of  the  foreign  line 
agencies,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  Rail- 
way Administration  will  recognize  the 
urgent  necessity  of  the  establishment  of 
such  bureaus.

SAN  FRANCISCO  furnishes  many 
examples  of  industrial  success  in 
the  individuality  of  originally  small 
(■(incerns  struggling  in  small  loft  areas 
who  have  ridden  the  tides  of  this  city's 
progress  and  prosperity  and  are  today 
ill  the  height  of  success  in  exclusive  prem- 
ises of  their  own. 

The  Emerson  Manufacturing  Company 
furnishes  an  example  of  this  kind.  Less 
tli:ni  ten  years  ago  Mr.  Emerson  entered 
the  manufacturing  field  in  San  Fran- 
cisco as  a  manufacturer  of  ilags,  pen- 
nants and  decorative  banners,  employ- 
ing 5  people  and  occupied  a  loft  30 
feet  wide  by  100  feet  long.  A  couple 
of  years  witnessed  tlie  expansion  of  his 
institution  and  the  removal  with  1.5 
employees  to  five  thousand  square  feet  of 
floor  area  on  Second  St. 

Ordinarily  a  large  flag  is  made  of 
se\eral  different  colored  sections  of  wool 
buntuig  sewed  together.

gressive  manufacturers,  Mr.  Emerson 
conceived  the  idea  that  this  sewing  pro- 
ce.ss  might  he  eliminated  by  making  a 
flag  with  a  dye  process.  A  deep  study 
of  the  problems  involved  found  a  suc- 
cessful solution  and  a  flag  of  the  ordi- 
nary size  was  produced  which  of  the 
same  material  possessed  extreme  flufBness 
and  light  weight.  The  stars,  letters,  or 
other  small  figures  in  consequence  of 
the  dye  process  are  light  and  semi-trans- 
parent, producing  a  pleasing  effect  to 
our  national  emblem  or  flags  of  special 
design   for  special  purposes. 

The  premises  on  Second  Street  were 
not  large  enough  to  accommodate  the 
cutting  and  hemming  and  sales  depart- 
ments along  with  the  dye  rooms.  Larger 
quarters  were   required. 

These  were  acquired  at  the  present  ad- 
dress. 161  Natoma  Street.  Here  the 
wo  story  and  basement  brick  building 
hown   in  the  above  cut   was  erected.     It 


contains  over  10,000  square  feet  of 
floor   area   with    possibilities  for  more. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  elegant 
building  is  well  fitted  with  all  modern 
ideas  in  line  with  rest  I'ooms,  elevator, 
light  and  ventilation.  The  basement  is 
used  for  stock  storage,  the  first  floor 
comprises  the  offices,  shipping  room  and 
the  dye  department,  while  the  top  floor 
contains  the  main   workroom. 

The  operations  of  the  Emersou  Manu- 
facturing Company  are  now  confined 
solely  to  the  manufacture  of  flags  of 
all  kinds  and  designs,  from  the  smallest 
American  Emblem  to  the  largest,  the 
flags  of  all  allied  and  neutral  nations 
and  flags  of  special  design  ranging  from 
yacht  pennants  to  fraternal  order  em- 
blems and  liberty  loan  banners.  The 
scope  of  the  business  under  the  new 
process  is  nation  wide,  as  this  is  tlie 
only  concem  in  the  United  States  manu- 
facturing large  seamless  flags.

^nierv  Street,  where  ttie  preliminaries 
ire  already  fairly  under  way.  These 
nelude  airangenients  for  the  parade  of 
iled  t'ross  women,  which  will  take  place 
)n  Satnrday  afternoon,  May  18.  The 
'dnve"  proper  be^ns  on  the  following 
Monday  and  continues  until  Saturday 
light. 

It  has  been  decided  to  follow  (he  plan 
)f  campaign  which  proved  so  successful 
for  the  tirst  Red  Cross  million  dollar 
3ush  last  June.  M.  H.  de  Young,  Jesse 
Lilienthal  and  John  A.  Britton  will 
igain  be  the  division  commanders,  and 
IS  closely  as  possible  the  same  thirty- 
fonr  canvassing  teams,  each  consisting 
)f  a  captain  and  ten  men,  will  be  em- 
ployed. Mrs.  .John  B.  Casserly  will  lead 
:he  women's  participation  and  direct  the 
'anvass  of  the  residential  districts,  while 
:he  downtown  section  will  again  be  at- 
iended  to  by  men.  The  work  of  listing 
'prospects"  and  estimating  their  con- 
tributions  is   being  nisbed. 

It  is  confidently  predicted  that  not 
less  than  20,000  women  will  march  in 
the  parade.  This  prediction  is  based  on 
the  enthusiasm  with  which  the  project 
has  been  received  by  the  entire  chapter 
membership,  which,  exclusive  of  .56,000 
pchool  children,  includes  212  auxiliaries 
ranging  in  membership  from  fifteen  to 
three  thousand.     From  ever^^  one  of  these 


organizations  has  come  hearty  promise 
of  full  rejjresentation  in  the  great 
jiedestriau  show,  and  from  several  near- 
by communities  requests  have  come  for 
pei'mission  to  participate.  It  will  be  the 
biggest  turnout  of  femininity  ever  at- 
tera)ited  in  the  West. 

Arrangements  are  rapidly  progressing 
in  the  hands  of  a  committee  consisting 
of  Paul  CaiToll,  Joseph  Hiekey,  Matt 
Harris,  Mrs.  John  B.  Casserly,  Mrs. 
Randolph  Huntington  Miner  and  Mrs. 
Mary  N.  Dnrrell.  It  has  been  decided 
that  every  woman  in  line  must  wear  the 
Red  Cross  gown  and  head-dress  and 
black  shoes,  the  rank  and  file  with 
white  veils,  the  auxiliai-y  chainnen  with 
blue  veils  and  the  division  commanders 
witli  red  veils.  Each  anxiliai-y  will  be 
accompanied  by  a  banner  heanng  its 
title. 

The  marching  bodies  will  be  inter- 
spersed with  floats  illustrating  the  vari- 
ous Red  Cross  activities,  such  as  the 
making  of  surgical  dressings  and  hospi- 
tal garments,  administering  first  aid  to 
wounded,  caring  for  destitute  civilians 
and  rendering  other  services  for  which 
"Tlie  Mother  of  Humanity"  is  world 
famous.  All  the  amiy  and  navy  re- 
sources of  tfien  and  music  will  be  at  the 
senice  of  the  committee.  Each  of  the 
au.xiliai-ies  will  be  mai'shaled  by  a  Uni- 
ted .States  sailor.  Evei-y  available  brass 
band  in  San  Francisco  and  vicinity  will 
be  in  line. 

Starting  promptly  at  2.30  o'clock  from 


the  Feriy  Building,  the  great  procession 
will  move  out  Market  Street  to  Taylor 
and  be  reviewed  at  Mason.  Employers 
of  labor  will  be  officially  asked  to 
allow  the  Red  Cross  women  or  girls  in 
their  service  to  join  the  marching  ranks. 
Red  Cross  women  who  may  be  prevented 
by  age  or  illness  from  walking  the  dis- 
tance will  be  pennitted  to  emjiloy  sub- 
stitutes. 

As  the  primal  object  of  tlie  parade  is 
to  enable  the  women  of  San  Francisco 
to  demonstrate  their  willingness  to  un- 
dergo a  little  physical  fatigue  in  be- 
half of  the  Red  Cross,  all  suggestions 
involving  the  emploTOient  of  vehicles 
other  than  those  used  as  floats  have  been 
disapproved  by  the  committee.  For  the 
same  reason  an  offer  to  organize  an 
equestrian    division    has   been    rejected. 

In  the  make-up  of  the  great  pi-ocession 
there  is  to  be  all  possible  avoidance  of 
social  discrimination.  The  working  girl 
will  be  no  less  conspicuous  than  the 
millionaire's  wife  or  daughter.  For, 
under  the  Red  Cross,  there  can  be  no 
class  distinction.  All  wearers  of  the 
emblem  are  sisters  in  the  cause  nf  pat- 
riotism and  humanity. 

"We  are  marching  to  convince  our 
boys  at  the  front  that  we  are  solidly 
behind  them,"  will  be  the  slogan  of  the 
day. 

Two  hundred  high  school  girls,  cos- 
tumed in  red  and  forming  a  Geneva 
Cross,  will  be  one  of  the  spectacular 
features. 
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Dun's  Review  for  San  Francisco 


DIKING  llio  week  tliere  has  been 
i-milimicil  expansion  in  business, 
hargc  Government  ordere  and  gen- 
eral s|ieeding  up  of  war  industries  are 
eonlriilling  factors,  and  tlie  demand  for 
skilled  labor  is  more  acute,  with  result 
that  other  lines  requiring  experienced 
workers  seriously  feel  the  competition  for 
men. 

Demand  for  dry  goods,  silks,  cotton 
goods  and  shoes  is  good,  and  prices 
quoted  for  Fall  merchandise  are  higher, 
but  retailers  generally  are  well  stock- 
ed, are  buying  carefully,  and  not 
disposed  to  make  contracts  much 
above  present  prices.  Fancy  goods,  high- 
liriced  clothing,  jewelry,  etc.,  are  mov- 
ing freely,  and  the  aggregate  transactions 
in  values  constantly  increasing,  although 
the  unusual  demands  upon  the  public 
purse  compel  a  real  economy  and  con- 
servatism on  the  part  of  those  wliose  in- 
comes are  limited.  Wholesale  fur  house 
reports  having  doubled  its  business  the 
past  few  months;  collections  good.  Large 
Ijiano  house  reports  sales  for  1918  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  same  period  last 
year.  High  prices  for  paints  and  oils 
have  lessened  consumption,  but  jobbers 
report  a  good  business  with  Government 
industries  and  retailers  are  again  buying 
more  freely. 

Heavy  grades  of  lumber,  rail  ties,  grape 
stakes,  stock  for  shipbuilding,  etc.,  are 
reported  in  continued  demand,  and  there 
is  enough  general  building  and  call  from 
the  interior  for  tiuished  stock  to  prevent 
much  accumulation.  Some  new  canneries 
and    warehouses    are    being    constructed. 


liuihling  contracts  in  San  Francisco  for 
the  month  aggregate  over  $1,000,000  and 
a  number  of  sales  of  lots  have  been 
made  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  in- 
dustrial plants.  From  East  Bay  points 
are  rejiorls  of  numerous  additions  to  fac- 
tories, new  plant  construction,  and  two 
new  sbijibuilding  plants  with.  Government 
contracts  are  being  started. 

Automobile  dealers  report  encouraging 
indications  for  the  year,  accessoiy  busi- 
ness and  collections  good,  and  there  is 
a  growing  demand  for  cars  for  utility 
purposes,  oflfsetting  decline  in  sales  for 
strictly  pleasure  cars.  On  account  of 
the  Government  commandeering  more 
work  from  the  factories  a  shortage  here 
is  expected  later  in  the  season. 

Work  in  the  mining  sections  goes  on 
actively,  and  the  Government  establishing 
a  price  of  a  dollar  an  ounce  for  silver 
will  mean  cheaper  development  of  mines 
where  copper,  lead,  zinc  and  various  com- 
|ilex  ores  constitute  the  chief  values. 
Production  of  oil  is  said  to  be  well  up  to 
recent  average  reported,  but  anticipating 
increasing  calls  for  fuel  oil  for  shipping 
and  a  probable  decrease  in  production 
from  present  estimates,  the  Government 
is  reported  considering  shutting  off  the 
supply  to  non-essential  factories. 

There  has  been  some  curtailment  in 
demand  from  country  banks  for  com- 
mercial paper,  indicating  a  concentration 
on  Liberty  Loan  Bonds;  otherwise,  vol- 
ume of  business  is  normal  and  up  to 
expectations.  Demand  for  money  is  still 
I  strong  at  6%. 


Consolidation  of  Express 
Companies 

Plans  are  being  considered  in  a  series 
of  conferences  between  officers  of  the 
express  companies  and  the  United 
States  Railway  Administration  for  the 
consolidation  of  the  express  companies 
of  the  nation  info  one  corporation  with 
a  capitalization  of  $30,000,000.  It  is 
proposed  that  this  corporation  will  make 
a  contract  with  the  Railway  Administra- 
tion for  handling  the  express  business 
of  the  railroads.  The  proposition  is  that 
the  present  express  companies  be  given 
stock  in  the  consolidated  company  in  ex- 
change for  physical  property  on  a  dollar 
for  dollar  basis.  The  new  company  will 
be  allowed  to  pay  dividends  at  5%,  it 
the  earnings  warrant,  and  will  be  given 
an  incentive  to  efficiency  and  economy 
by  the  plan  for  division  of  the  net  in- 
come above  5%  between  the  companies 
and  the  Government.  For  example,  if 
the  company  earns  enough  to  pay  a  7% 
dividend,  they  may  be  allowed  to  pay 
6%  and  pay  the  Government  1%. 


Ho^AT  the  S.  p.  Economizes

California  Aids  in  Coal  Conservation 


VLBERT  E.  SCHWABACHER,  Fuel 
Administrator  for  California,  is 
greatly  encouraged  by  reports  from 
my  parts  of  California  as  to  the  prog- 
ss  of  the  campaign  for  the  early  order- 
g  of  next  winter's  supply  of  coal,  by 
ith  domestic  and  industrial  coal  eon- 
mers.  A  flood  of  orders  for  next  win- 
r's  coal  supply  is  reported.  Both  coal 
■oducers  and  retailers  report  order'? 
,stly  in  excess  of  the  supply  available 
r  immediate  delivery. 
With  thousands  of  tons  ordered,  of 
urse  it  has  been  impossible  to  effect 
mplete  deliveries.  This  has  given  rise 
some  complaint  among  those  who  are 
itrioticaUy   responding   to    the   requests 


of  the  Fuel  Administration  who  have 
sought  to  lay  m  their  next  winter's  sup- 
ply. It  will  be  readily  appreciated,  how- 
ever, that  the  mines  cannot  produce,  and 
the  railroads  cannot  deliver,  the  whole 
annual  coal  supply  of  the  country  within 
a  few  weeks.  The  Fuel  Administration, 
however,  will  exert  every  effort  to  ex- 
pedite deliveries,  and  to  effect  the  distri- 
bution of  a  maximum  amount  of  coal 
during   the   summer  months. 

With  the  country's  coal  supply  largely 
ordered  ahead,  the  Administration  will 
be  in  a  position  to  act  promptly,  and 
facilitate  the  movement  of  an  adequate 
supply  of  coal  to  meet  the  demand.  The 
railroads  will  be  enabled  to  judge  of  the 


traffic  facilities  which  must  be  made 
available  for  aiding  coal  production  and 
for  distributing  the  supply. 

The  fact  that  consumers  cannot  secure 
immediate  delivery  should  not  deter  them 
from  placing  their  ordei-s  at  once.  These 
early  ordere,  once  on  the  books,  become 
the  basis  for  the  determined  drive  to 
secure  an  adequate  production  and 
prompt   distribution. 

Promptness  in  ordering,  and  patience 
in  awaiting  deliveries,  are  needed  as  a 
basis  for  the  co-operation  of  the  whole 
country  with  the  Fuel  Administration  in 
its  effort  to  do  its  share  of  the  nation's 
war-work.

May  Cancel  All  Export  Rates 

All  export  rates  through  Pacific  Coast 
ports  will  be  cancelled  if  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  approves  of  the 
15th  Section  applications  just  filed,  in 
which  the  transcontinental  railroads  are 
asking  permission  to  file  tariffs  cancel- 
ling ail  present  low  export  rates.  In 
lieu  of  these,  they  propose  to  apply  the 
domestic  tariff  rates  contained  in  West- 
Bound    Tariff   1-Q. 

It  is  also  proposed  by  these  applica- 
tions to  make  a  charge  of  75  cents  per 
100  lbs.  for  utdoading,  transfer,  wharf- 
age and  handling  of  freight  passing 
through  the  Pacific  Coast  ports.  An 
exception  to  this  is  that  if  the  actual 
charge  exceeds  75  cents  per  100  lbs.  and 
is  less  than  $1.00  per  100  lbs.,  the  differ- 
ence will  be  absorbed  by  the  carriers 
serving  the  port.  If  the  actual  cost 
exceeds  $1.00,  however,  the  excess,  it 
seems,  will  be  charged  to  cargo  in  addi- 
tion to  the  75  cents  per  100  lbs.  charge.

THRIFT  STAMP  LETTER 

Many  inquiries  have  been  made  rela- 
tive to  a  letter  in  circulation  for  the 
sale  of  Thrift  Stamps.  While  the  let- 
ter has  the  appearance  of  a  chain  let- 
ter, the  original  form  issued  explained 
that  the  letter  was  not  a  chain  letter 
and  in  such  form  was  approved  by  the 
postal    authorities. 

Many  persons  writing  to  their  friends 
did  not  copy  the  original  form,  which 
caused   complaints   to   be   made. 

We    submit    herewith    a    copy    of    the 
letter  originally   sent   out ; 
Dear  Friend: 

Chain  letters,  as  we  know  them,  are 
indefensible  and  illegal.  The  immoral 
part  about  a  chain  letter  is  that  it 
starts  a  movement  which  would  get  be- 
yond control  and,  if  carried  out  logically, 
would  absorb  all  energies  for  one  special 
purpose. 

This  letter  looks  like  a  chain  letter. 
It  isn't.  It  is  following  a  very  excellent 
suggestion  to  adopt  a  plan  of  every  good 
citizen  encouraging  other  good  citizens  to 


lo    a   plain   duty   and   showing   sufficient 
interest  to  prime  tlie  jiump.

Write  them  a 
similar  letter.  Only  do  this  if  it  com- 
mends itself  to  you.  You  will  see  that 
this  is  not  a  chain  letter  because  if  you 
fail  to  do  it,  no  hai-m  is  done  and  we 
won't  lose  the  war.  If  you  do  do  it, 
you  may  induce  other  people  to  get  into 
the  thrift  stamp  proposition.

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
refei-red  the  matter  to  the  postal  author- 
ities for  further  consideration  and  are  in 
receipt  of  the  following: 

Replying  to  your  communication  of 
the  13th  instant,  you  are  informed  that 
the  chain  letter  now  circulating  in  the 
mails,  having  for  its  object  the  sale  of 
Government  thrift  stamps,  is  not  one 
soliciting  funds  or  articles  of  value  to 
be  sent  to  some  particular  person,  and  is 
not,  therefore,  objectionable  under  the 
Department's  ruling  that  chain  letter 
schemes  are  illegal  for  the  reason  that 
they  generally  work  a  fraud  upon  the 
public.  Schemes  of  this  character,  how- 
ever, that  are  designed  for  the  benefit 
of  organizations  or  individuals  are  di:<- 
approved  by  the  Department.

possibility for  the  clerks,  though  they 
number  an  army  in  themselves  now,  to 
give  many  of  these  letters  proper  atten- 
tion and  reply.  There  is  published  daily 
at  Washington,  under  authority  of  and 
by  direction  of  the  President,  a  govern- 
ment newspaper — The  Official  U.  S. 
Bulletin.  This  newspaper  prints  every 
day  all  of  the  more  important  rulings, 
decisions,  regidations,  proclamations,  or- 
ders, etc.,  as  they  are  promulgated  by 
the  several  departments  and  the  many 
special  committees  and  agencies  now  in 


operation  at  the  National  Capital.  This 
official  journal  is  posted  daily  in  every 
postoffice  in  the  United  States — more 
than  56,000  in  number — and  may  also 
be  found  on  file  at  all  libraries,  boards 
of  trade  and  chambers  of  commerce,  the 
offices  of  mayors,  governors,  and  other 
federal  officials.  By  consulting  these  files 
most  questions  will  be  found  readily 
answered;  there  will  be  little  necessity 
for  letter  writing;  the  unnecessary  con- 
gestion of  the  mails  will  be  appreciably 
lelieved;  the  railroads  will  be  called  upon 
to  move  fewer  cori'espondence  sacks,  and 
Ihe  mass  of  business  that  is  piling  up 
in  the  government  departments  will  be 
eased  considerable.

It  is  not  proposed  to 
adhere  rigidly  to  the  mileage  scale,  but 
rates  will  be  made  the  same  via  different 
routes  which  are  approximately  of  the 
same  length,  as  for  example  in  the  case 
of  lines  between  Chicago  and  New  York.

Newlands  Committee 

THE  Joint  Committee  of  the  House 
and  Senate  on  Interstate  Commerce, 
hitherto  known  as  the  Newlands  Com- 
mittee, is  now  headed  by  Senator  Smith  of 
South  Carolina,who  has  been  elected  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Senator  Newlands.  Senator  Smith  is 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on 
Interstate  Commerce,  and  as  the  Senate 
Committee  is  supposed  to  rank  the  House 
Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate 
Committee  by  right  of  seniority  presides 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Joint  Committee.

Makers  of  Piiotographic  Mountings  and  Cardboard 


HERE  is  shown  one  of  (he  most 
interesting  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  San  Francisco.  It 
is  that  of  the.  California  Card  Mauufac- 
turiiig  Company  at  the  corner  of  Potrero 
Avenue  and  Mariposa  Street. 

This  company  was  incorporated  in  this 
city  immediately  after  the  fire  in  1906. 
The  trip  through  the  plant  produces  a 
feeling  of  amazement  as  the  interior  is 
literally  a  bee  hive  alive  with  humanity 
and  scores  of  machines  engaged  in  the 
production  of  photographic  mountings 
and   cardboard. 

This  company  draws  its  raw  material 
in  the  fonn  of  paper  from  the  various 
mills  throughout  the  country  and  receives 
the  same  in  carload  lots  and  at  all  times 
caiTies  a  stock  ranging  from  $150,000  to 
.$200,000.  The  building  is  one  of  those 
sfnietures  hurriedly  erected  after  the 
San  Francisco  disaster  and  consists  of 
two  floors  containing  .52,000  square  feet 
of  area.  There  is  at  the  present  time 
being  constructed  a  reinforced  concrete 
annex  which  will  contain  the  offices, 
salesrooms  and  similar  departments,   and 


will  contain  15,000  square  feet  making  a 
total  used  by  this  industry  of  (i7,000 
square  feet.  It  is  the  intention  to  grad- 
ually reconstruct  the  entire  building 
in  favor  of  reinforced  concrete  tlu'ough- 
out. 

This  annex  was  occasioned  through 
the  tremendous  growth  of  this  company's 
business,  due  essentially  to  its  San  Fran- 
cisco location.  The  markets  of  this  com- 
pany stretch  from  Australia  and  the 
Orient  including  India,  through  Canada, 
the  United  States,  Mexico  and  Soutli 
America  to  New  York.  In  fact  it  is  a 
most  striking  example  of  a  San  Fran- 
cisco manufacturing  concern  selling  its 
product  extensively  on  the  Atlantic 
Coast.

bossed, printed  or  designed  photo  mount- 
ings with   which   we   are  all   so   familiar. 


Artistic  effects  and  high  quality  has  beei 
the  prime  factor  in  the  extreme  sueces 
of  this  corporation  and  their  goods  ar; 
sold  only  to  the  highest  class  trade. 

It  is  of  exceeding  interest  to  note  tha 
in  conjunction  with  their  card  manu 
faeturing  business  they  have  a  full; 
equipped  machine  shop  and  here  con 
stiiict  the  big  majority  of  the  machine 
used  in  the  various  departments  of  thi 
factoiy.  These  machines  are  of  thei 
own  design  and  especially  fitted  to  d( 
the  work  which  high  class  trade  demand 
The  result  of  such  sound  policies  pro 
duces  business  which  demands  night  ant 
day  shifts  and  this  concern  has  been  fo;

lonllis  ago,  we  had  no  definite  idea  of 
hat  the  demands  ujion  the  fund  would 
e.  We  did  know,  however,  that  the 
[.merican  Red  Cross  could  play  a  gi'eaf 
Jart  in  tlie  winning  of  the  war,  and  we 
|ad  faith  in  the  infegi-ity  and  intelli- 
lence  of  tlie  business  men  selected  by 
[le  President  of  the  United  States  to 
irect  its  work.  We  felt  confident  that 
lot  a  dollar  of  the  money  subscribed 
ould  be  needlessly  or  extravagantly  ex- 
(ended.  Our  faith  has  been  .iustified  by 
[le  results.  The  latest  official  statement 
Slows  that  more  than  85  per  cent  of 
le  fund  has  been  appropriated  for  war 
'lief  purposes  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
")  fault  can  be  conscientiously  found 
,ith  a  single  item  of  the  record. 
■  "Now  the  people  of  the  United  States 
-e  called  upon  to  raise  a  second  Red 
ross  war  fund  of  $100,000,000  from 
hich  to  finance  the  tremendous  work  of 
i'lief  and  reconstruction  that  is  vital  to 
ir  allies  and  ourselves  winning  the 
i-eat  conflict.  This  time  San  Francisco's 
;iota  is  $1,0.50.000,  and  this  time  our 
■spouse  should  be  even  more  prompt 
,id  generous,  for  now  the  American 
ed  Cross  has  a  record  of  achievements 


and  a  definite  picture  of  future  respon- 
sibilities, We  know  where  the  money 
we  are  asked  for  is  needed  and  how  it 
will  be  .spent.  American  boys  are  on 
the  firing  line  and  America's  allies  are 
more  than  ever  in  need  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  to  hold  up  the  morale  of  their 
soldiers  and  stricken  civilians.  While 
Ihe  allied  armies  are  gallantly  and  grim- 
ly 'holdin.g  the  line,'  suffering  and  want 
are  takin.g  dreadful  toll  among  the  popu- 
lations from  which  America's  comrades 
in  arms  are  drawn.  To  win  the  war  for 
humanity  and  democracy,  practical  re- 
lief must  be  forthcoming  on  a  scale 
greater  and  fartlier-reacbing  than  ever 
before.  To  keep  the  American  Red  Cross 
financially  fortified,  to  continue  its  right- 
eous and  ever-increasing  work,  America 
MUST  subscribe  another  $100,000,000. 

"This  is  more  a  reminder  than  an  ap- 
peal to  the  business  men  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. I  am  confident  they  require  no 
urging  to  repeat  their  splendid  sen-ice 
for  the  Red  Cross  last  June,  when  they 
readily  and  liberally  contributed  money 
to  the  war  fund  and  sacrificed  time  to 
the  canva.ss.  Now  tliey  have  gi'eater  in- 
centive to  help  the  Red  Cross  than  then 
spurred  them.  There  are  sei-vice  flags 
in  many  homes  whose  heads  are  identified 
with  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  every  member  of  that 
organization  has  at  least  one  friend  in 
the  ai-my  or  nav;s' — some  boy  who  is 
offering  his  life  on  the  altar  of  patriot- 
ism. Casualty  reports  dispatched  from 
France  by  General  Pershing  are  now  a 
regular  feature  of  the  daily  newspapers, 
and  the  lists  of  dead,  wounded  and  mis- 


sing American  soldiers  will  increase  as 
the  war  progresses  and  America's  ex- 
peditionai-y  forces  are  augmented.  Fi>r 
these  reasons  alone,  aside  from  the  ne- 
cessity of  helpin.g  the  nations  that  have 
been  combatting  Kaiserisin  almost  four 
years.  I  feel  that  San  Francisco's  busi- 
ness men  will  enter  with  intensified  ardor 
the  American  Red  Cross  Second  War 
Fund   Campaign. 

"San  Francisco  Chapter  is  more  per- 
fectly organized  for  this  'drive'  than  it 
was  a  year  ago.  Much  of  the  work  is 
now  assigned  to  women.  They  will 
herald  the  opening  of  the  canvass  by 
parading  Market  Street  next  Saturday 
morning,  and  on  Monday  they  will  take 
charge  of  the  canvass  in  the  residential 
sections  of  the  city,  while  men,  as  be- 
fore, will  comb  the  downtown  district. 
Most  of  these  team  workers  participated 
in  the  first  carapai.gn  for  Red  Cross 
funds.  M.  H.  De  Young,  Jesse  W. 
Lilientbal  and  John  A.  Britton  will 
again  lead  the  division,  and  GustaveLach- 
mann  will  direct  the  canvass  of  the  busi- 
ness men  in  the  Mission  district.  The 
same  pliin  of  campaign  that  was  pur- 
sure  last  .Tune  will  he  followed,  but  on 
a  more  elaborate  scale. 

"The  Red  Cross  women's  parade  will 
stiart  at  10  o'clock  Saturday  morning,  and 
the  20,000  or  more  unifonned  women  in 
line  will  march  up  Market  Street  to 
Seventh,  passing  in  review  at  Mason 
Street.  The  campaign  will  close  on 
Monday,'  May  27th,  with  a  final  rally 
at  the  Palace  Hotel."

Till".  Koreifjii  Trade  Department  has 
ncc'ived  the  following  from  the 
Unbber  Association  of  America 
ttilli  reqiu'st  to  sivc  it  i>nl)licity : 

••\Vc  are  in  ri'ccipt  of  the  foUowinir 
from  llie  War  Trade  Board  under  dale 
•  f  April  30th,  which  is  self  explanatory: 
lientlcmen: 

The  War  Trade  Board  requests  that 
vol!  immediately  cause  proper  notice  of 
the  contents  of  this  letter  to  be  given 
to  all  rubber  manufacturers,  importers, 
and  other  persons  interested  in  the  sub- 
ject, in  such  manner  as  yon  may  decide 
to  be  the  most  expeditious. 

The  importance  of  securins:  every  pos- 
sible shi]i  for  trans- Atlantic  uses  in  con- 
nection with  carrying  on  the  war  has 
now  become  paramount. 

With  this  in  \-iew  the  quantity  of 
various  articles  of  commerce  heretofore 
freely  imported  will  he  substantislly  lim- 
ited until  furtlier  notice. 

Among  these  commodities  is  crude  rub- 
ber. 

To  the  end  that  such  limitation  of 
imports  shall  not  invite  hoarding,  specu- 
lative dealing  and  profiteering,  the  War 
Trade  Board  has  arranged  that  those 
dealing  in  this  raw  material  and  thp 
manufacturers  thereof  will  be  governed 
by  rules  and  regulations  about  to  be 
promulgated  by  the  War  Trade  Board, 
to  the  entire  rubber  industry,  througli 
the  Rubber  Association  of  America,  In- 
'irporated. 

Ton  are.  therefore,  hereby  instructed 
11  and  after  May  1st,  1918",  not  to  en- 
dorse any  bills  of  lading  for  crude  rub- 
ber or  to  accept  any  transfers  or 
to  release  any  crude  rubber  without 
securing  from  the  transferees  or  the 
applicant  for  a  release,  an  option  and 
a  guaranty  in  substantially  the  follow- 
ing form : 

Option  and  Guaranty  Clause  to  be  in- 
serted in  present  Rubber  Guaranty. 

That  the  United  States  Government 
shall  have,  and  it  is  hereby  granted,  an 
option  to  purchase  at  the  prices  and  on 
the  terms  hereafter  set  forth,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  crude  rubber  covered  by  this 
Guaranty,  and  also  all  other  crude  rub- 
ber now  or  hereafter  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  undersigned  until  sold  and  de- 
livered to  a  manufacturer. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  such 
option,  the  price  to  be  paid  for  crude 
rubber  will  be  62  cents  per  pound  for 
standard  quality  Smoked  Sheets,  c.  i.  f. 
New  York :  63  cents  per  pound  for  stand- 
ard quality  Ist  T.atex  Crepe,  e.  i.  f.  New 
York,  and  fif  cents  per  pound  for  Fine 
Para,  c.  i.  f.  New  York  and  for  other 
grades  and  prices  shall  be  at  their  rela- 
tive values  as  hereafter  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  War  Trade  Board. 

That  the  undersigned  will  not  sell, 
transfer,  or  deliver  the  rubber  covered 
bv  the  foregoing  option,  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any 
persons,    at    a    price    greater    than    the 


prices  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  oi)ti(iii, 
except  such  rubber  as  he  may  be  under 
contractual  obligation  to  deliver  under  a 
contract  executed  and  in  force  jirior  to 
May  1,  1918. 

Copies  of  such  contracts,  sworn  to  as 
being  correct,  must  be  filed  with  the  War 
Trade  Board  within  five  days  from  this 
dale.  Any  deliveries  made  under  such 
contracts  to  manufacturers,  subsequent 
to  the  date  on  which  import  restrictions 
and  a  plan  for  the  allocation  of  cnide 
rubber  shall  be  made  effective,  shall  con- 
stitute a  portion  of  the  amount  allocated 
to  such  manufacturers  under  such  plan."

New  York,  April  29,  1918. 
To  all  members  of  the  Rubber  Industry : 

In  continuation  of  our  circular  letter 
of  April  19th,  giving  the  trade  infonna- 
tion  regarding  the  proposed  Government 
curtailment  of  crude  rubber  importations, 
we  would  ad\-ise  that  the  War  Trade 
Board  has  definitely  decided  to  limit  ship- 
ments from  overseas  primary  markets  to 
a  total  of  25,000  tons  for  tlie  months  of 
May,  June  and  .July,  1918. 

A  plan  of  allocation  is  today  under 
consideration  by  the  War  Trade  Board 
ind  will  be  given  out  to  the  trade  as 
soon  as  received. 

We  are  able  to  state,  however,  that 
the  plan  will  probably  be  predicated  on 
the  fi.gures  for  last  year's  consumption 
of  each  manufacturer  as  contained  in 
War  Service  Committee  Questionnaire  No. 
1,  after  Government  requirements  have 
been  met  in  full.  These  figures  have 
been  demanded  by  the  War  Trade  Board 
from  the  certified  public  accountant  em- 
ployed by  the  Rubber  As.sociation  of 
America.

Americanization 


THE  Americanization  Committee 
held  an  important  meeting  on  the 
9th  inst.,  at  which  the  following 
preliminary  program  of  participation  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce in  the  work  of  National  Ameri- 
canization  was  adopted. 

1st — To  secure  such  basic  data  rela- 
tive to  alien  residents  as  may  be  ne- 
cessai-y  for  beginning  a  comprehensive 
Americanization  campaign  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

2nd — To  co-operate  with  the  Board  of 
Education  in  extending  the  present  sys- 
tem of  educating  alien  adults  by  estab- 
lishing plant  classes  and  additional  night 
schools. 

3rd — To  assist  in  securing  adequate 
appropriations  from  City,  State  and 
National  sources  for  the  foregoing  pur- 
pose. 

The  Manager  of  the  Chamber  advised 
the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the 
Americanization  conference  which  he 
recently  attended  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
at  the  i-equest  of  Franklin  K.  Lane, 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  at  which  meet- 
ing the  following  named  gentlemen  were 
appointed  members  of  a  Committee  on 
Resolutions:

On  Friday,  May  17th,  a  luncheon  will 
be  held  at  tlie  St.  Francis  to  which  a 
number  of  representative  citizens  have 
been  invited.  This  meeting  will  mark 
the  real  beginning  of  the  Americaniza- 
tion  movement   in   San   Francisco. 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  policy  that 
the  Federal  Government  should  co-op- 
erate with  the  States,  and  through  the 
States  with  the  local  communities,  in 
carrying  on  an  extensive,  intensive,  and 
immediate  program  of  Americanization 
through  education,  especially  for  non- 
English-speaking  foreign-boni   adults. 

2.  That  tlie  industries  employing 
large  numbers  of  non-English-speaking 
foreign-born  persons  should  co-operate 
with  local  communities.  Slate  and  Fed- 
eral governments  in  carrying  out  this 
proposition. 

3.  That  adequate  appropriations 
should  be  provided  by  the  Congress  to 
be  expended  through  aiJjjropriate  gov- 
ernmental agencies  for  the  foregoing 
purpose. 

4.  That  in  all  schools  where  elemen- 
tary subjects  are  taught,  they  should  be 
taught   in    the   English   langaiage   only. 

5.  That  the  Honorable,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  appoint  a  committee  of 
nine  members  representative  of  those  in 
attendance  at  this  meeting,  including 
Governors,  Chairmen  of  State  Defense 
Councils,  officials  of  commercial  and 
labor  organizations  and  industrial  cor- 
porations, who  shall  ask  a  hearing  before 
a  joint  session  of  the  Senate  and  House 
Committees  on  Education,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  furthering  legislation  that  will 
give  Federal  direction  and  leadership  to 
the  movement  for  teaching  the  English 
language  to  the  illiterates  and  non-Eng- 
lish-speaking persons  of  foreign  origin 
residing  in  the  L'nited  States,  and  which 
will  promote,  through  the  public  schools, 
the  systematic  instniction  of  such  per- 
sons in  American  ideals,  standards  and 
citizenship. 


The  Meaning  of  the  Red  Cross 


THE  red  in  our  cross  stands  for 
sacrifice,  for  giving  life,  as  the 
wanu,  crimson  blood  gives  life  to 
the  body.  The  cross  has  the  same  lengtli 
on  all  four  sides  of  its  arms,  to  signify 
that  it  gives  life  equally  to  all,  high  or 
low,  east  or  west.  It  stands  alone  al- 
ways, no  words  or  markings  on  it,  to 
show  that  the  Red  Cross  workers  have 
only  one  thought — to  serve.  They  ask 
no  questions,  they  care  not  whether  the 
wounded  be  ours  or  of  another  people — 
their  duty  is  to  give,  and  to  give  quickly. 
The  Red  Cross  stands  on  a  white 
ground,    because   real   sacrifice   can   come 


only  from  pure  hearts.  Service  must 
come,  not  from  hate,  but  from  love ;  from 
the  noblest  thoughts  and  wishes  of  the 
heart,  or  it  will  fail.  That  is  why 
children  love  tliis  flag.  It  is  drawing 
them  by  millions  in  the  schools  of  our 
land,  in  a  wonderful  army  of  rescue 
under  the  President,  to  make,  to  save,  to 
give  for  others.  And  some  day  the 
children  of  all  lands,  under  the  Red 
Cross,  will  teach  the  grown  people  the 
ways  of  understanding  and  of  friend- 
ship; the  beautiful  meaning  of  the  Red 
Cross  which  is  echoed  in  their  lives. —

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The  Duty  of  Employer  in  the  Reconstruction  of  the  Crippled  Soldier

WE  uiusl  couut  ou  the  return   from 
tlic    Iroiil   of    thousands    of    crip- 
pled  soldiers.      We   must    plau    to 
give  Ihein  on  their  return   the  best   pos- 
sible chance  for  the  future. 

Dependence  cannot  be  placed  on 
monetaiy  compensation  in  the  form  of  a 
pension,  for  in  the  past  the  pension 
system  has  proved  a  distinct  failure  in 
so  far  as  constructive  ends  are  involved. 
The  pension  has  never  been  enough  to 
support  in  decency  the  average  disabled 
soldier,  but  it  has  been  just  large  enough 
to  act  as  an  incentive  to  idleness  and 
semi-dependence  on  relatives  or  friends. 
The  only  compensation  of  real  value 
for  physical  disability  is  rehabilitation 
for  self-support.  Make  a  man  again 
capable  of  earning  his  own  living  and 
the  chief  burden  of  his  handicap  drops 
away.  Occupation  is,  further,  the  only 
means  for  making  him  happy  and  con- 
tented. 

The  disability  of  some  crippled  sol- 
diere  is  no  bar  to  returning  to  their 
fomier  trade,  but  the  injuries  of  many 
disqualify  them  from  pursuing  again 
their  past  occupation.  The  schools  of 
re-education  prepare  these  men  for  some 
work  in  which  their  disability  will  not 
materially    prejudice   their   production. 

The  education  of  the  adult  is  made 
up  largely  of  his  working  experience. 
The  gi-oundwork  of  training  in  his  past 
occupation  must  under  no  circumstances 
be  abandoned.  The  new  trade  must  be 
related  to  the  fonner  one  or  be,  per- 
haps, an  extension  or  specialization  of 
it.  For  example,  a  man  who  had  done 
manual  work  in  the  building  trades  may 
by  instruction  in  architectural  drafting 
and  the  interpretation  of  plans  be  fitted 
for  a  foreman's  job,  in  which  the  lack 
of  an  arm  would  not  prove  of  serious 
handicap.  A  trainman  who  had  lost  a 
leg  might  wisely  be  prepared  as  a  tele- 
grapher, so  that  he  could  go  back  to 
railroad  work,  with  the  practice  of  which 
he  is   already   familiar. 

An  important  factor  in  the  success  of 
re-educational  work  is  an  early  start, 
so  that  the  disabled  man  shall  have  no 
chance  to  go  out  unemployed  into  the 
community.  I]i  even  a  short  period  of 
exposure  to  tlie  sentimental  sympathy 
of  family  and  friends,  his  "will  to  work" 
is  so  broken  down  that  it  becomes  diffi- 
cult again  to  restore  bim  to  a  stand  of 
independence  and  ambition.  For  this 
reason,  therefore,  the  plau  for  his  future 
is  made  at  as  cirly  a  date  as  physical 
condition  admits,  and  training  is  actually 
under  way  before  the  patient  is  out  of 
the   hospital. 

In  the  readjustment  of  the  crippled 
soldier  to  civilian  life,  his  placement  in 
emplojTiient  is  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
moment.  In  this  field  the  employer  has 
a   very  definite   responsibilty. 


Hut  the  employer's  duty  is  not  entirely 
obvious.  It  is,  on  the  contrary,  almost 
diametrically  opposite  to  what  one 
might  supei-ficially  infer  it  to  be.  The 
duty  is  not  to  "talce  care  of,"  from 
patriotic  motives,  a  given  number  of 
disabled  men,  finding  for  them  any  odd 
jobs  which  are  available,  and  putting 
the  ex-soldiers  in  them  without  much  re- 
gard to  whether  tlicy  can  earn  the 
wages  paid  or  not. 

Vet  this  method  is  all  too  connuon.  A 
local  committee  of  employers  will  de- 
liberate about  as  follows:  "Here  are  a 
dozen  crippled  soldiers  for  whom  we 
must  find  jobs.  Jones,  you  have  a  large 
factory;  you  should  be  able  to  take 
pare  of  six  of  them.  Brown,  can  you 
not  find  places  for  four  of  them  in  your 
warehouse?  And  Smith,  you  ought  to 
place  at  least  a  couple  in  your  store." 

Such  a  procedure  cannot  have  other 
than  pernicious  results.  In  the  first 
years  of  war  the  spb'it  of  patriotism 
runs  high,  but  experience  has  shown  that 
men  placed  on  this  basis  alone  find 
themselves  out  of  a  job  after  the  war 
has  been  over  several  years,  or  in  fact, 
after  it  has  been  in  progress  for  a  con- 
siderable period   of   time. 

A  second  weakness  in  this  method  is 
that  a  man  who  is  patronized  by  giving 
liim  a  charity  job,  comes  to  expect  as  a 
right  such  semi-gratuitous  support.  Such 
X  situation  breaks  down  rather  than 
builds  up  character,  and  makes  the  man 
progressively  a  weaker  rather  than  a 
stronger  member  of  the  community.  We 
must  not  do  our  returned  men  such  in- 
jury. 

The  third  difficulty  is  that  such  a  sys- 
tem does  not  take  into  account  the  man's 
future.  Casual  placement  means  em- 
ployment either  in  a  make-shift  job  as 
watchman  or  elevator  operator  such  as 
we  should  certainly  not  oiler  our  dis- 
abled men  except  as  a  last  resort — or 
in  a  job  beyond  the  man,  one  in  which, 
on  the  cold-blooded  considerations  of 
product  and  wages,  he  cannot  hold  his 
own.  Jobs  of  the  first  type  have  for 
the  worker  a  future  of  monotony  and 
discouragement.  Jobs  of  the  second  type 
are  frequently  disastrous,  for  in  them  a 
man,  instead  of  becoming  steadily  more 
comjietent  and  building  up  confidence 
in  himself,  stands  still  as  regards  im- 
provement and  loses  confidence  even' 
day.  When  he  is  dropped  or  goes  to 
some  other  employment,  the  job  will 
have  had  for  him  no  permanent  benefit. 

Twelve  men  sent  to  twelve  jobs  may 
all  be  seriously  misplaced,  while  the 
same  twelve  placed  with  thought  and 
wisdom  and  differently  assigned  to  the 
same  twelve  jobs  may  be  ideally  located, 
rf  noi-mal  workers  require  expert  and 
careful  placement,  crippled  candidates 
for  employment  require  it  even  more. 


The  positive  aspect  of  the  employer's 
duty  is  to  find  for  the  disabled  man  a 
constructive  job  which  he  can  hold  on 
the  basis  of  competence  alone.  In  such 
a  job  he  can  be  self-respecting,  be 
hajqiy,  and  look  forward  to  a  future. 
This  is  the  definite  patriotic  duty.  It 
is  not  so  easy  of  execution  as  telling  a 
■superintendent  to  take  care  of  four  men, 
but  there  is  infinitely  more  satisfaction 
to  the  employer  in  the  results,  and  in- 
linitely  greater  advantage  to  the  era- 
|iloyee.  And  it  is  entirely  practical, 
even  in  dealing  with  seriously  disabled 
men. 

A  cripple  is  only  debarred  by  his  dis- 
ability from  performing  certain  ii])era- 
lions.  In  the  operations  which  In-  can 
perform,  the  disabled  man  will  be  just  as 
efficient  as  his  nonr-handicapped  col- 
league, or  more  so.  In  the  multii>Iicity 
of  modern  industrial  processes  it  is  en- 
tirely possible  to  find  jobs  not  requiring 
the  operations  from  which  any  given 
type  of  cripples  are  debarred.  For  such 
jobs  as  they  can  fill  the  cripple  should 
be  given  preference. 

Thousand  of  cripples  are  now  holding 
important  jobs  in  the  industrial  wmld. 
But  they  are  men  of  exceptional  charac- 
ter and  initiative  and  have,  in  general, 
made  their  way  in  spite  of  employers 
rather  than  because  of  them.  Too  liiany 
employers  are  ready  to  give  the  cripple 
alms,  but  not  willing  to  expend  thc- 
Ihought  necessary  to  place  him  in  a 
suitable  job.  This  attitude  has  helped 
lo  make  many  cripples  dependent.  With 
our  new  responsibilities  to  the  men  dis- 
abled in  fighting  for  us,  the  point  of 
view  must  certainly  be  changed.  What 
some  cripples  have  done,  other  cripples 
can  do — if  only  given  an  even  chance. 

The  industrial  cripple  should  be  con- 
sidered as  well  as  the  military  cri|)ple, 
for  in  these  days  of  national  demand 
for  the  greatest  possible  output  (here 
should  not  be  left  idle  any  men  who  can 
be  made  into   productive  workers. 

With  thoughtful  placement  effort, 
many  men  can  be  employed  directly  ou 
the  basis  of  their  past  experience.  With 
the  disabled  soldiers  who  profit  by  the 
training  facilities  the  government  will 
provide,   the  task  should  be  even   easier. 

This,  then,  constitutes  the  charge  of 
patriotic    duty    upon    the    employer: 

To  study  the  jobs  under  }Us  jurisdic- 
tion to  determine  what  ones  might  be 
satisfactorily  held  by  cripples.  To  give 
the  cripples  preference  for  these  jobs. 
To  consider  thoughtfully  the  applications 
of  disabled  men  for  employment,  bear- 
ing in  mind  the  importance  of  utilising 
to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible  labor 
which  would  otherwise  be  unproductive. 
To  do  the  returned  soldier  the  honor  of 
offering  him  real  employment,  rather 
than  proffering  him  the  ignominy  of  a 
charity  job.

Alaskan  Steamship  Rates 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  in  receipt  of  a 
copy  of  Pacific  Steamship  Company's 
Tariff  No.  95-A,  which  names  rates  from 
San  Francisco,  Seattle  and  Tacoma  to 
Alaska  points,   for  the  1918  season. 

All  San  Francisco  shippers  who  are 
interested  in  Alaska  business  should 
consult  this  tariff  at  an  early  date  in 
order  to  be  familiar  with  the  charges, 
rules  and  regulations  affecting  shipments 
to  Alaska. 

The  principal  item  of  interest  to  San 
Francisco  shippers  is  the  provision  that 
rates  from  San  Francisco  will  be  made 
by  adding  $2.00  to  the  rates  named  to 
and  from  Seattle,  Washington.  These 
rates  will  apply  only  on  steamers  sailing 
direct  from  San  Francisco  to  Alaskan 
points. 


Abolition  off  Foreign  Line 


Protests,  from  shippers  and  shippers' 
organizations  are  piling  up  with  the 
United  States  Railroad  Administration 
against  the  abiplition  of  foreign  line 
agencies.  In  "Railway  Age"  of  May  3, 
1918,  it  is  stated  that  the  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration is  taking  cognizance  of  these 
nmnerous  protests.  The  traffic  division 
is  investigating  the  question  of  organiz- 
ing local  oflSces  or  information  bureaus 
to  furnish  the  information  and  other 
services  formerly  performed  by  these 
outside  agencies.  Mr.  J.  F.  Holden  has 
been  specially  assigned  to  this  investi- 
gation, and  a  meeting  was  held  last  week 
in  Washington  of  the  traffic  assistants 
to  the  regional  directors,  where  this  sub- 
ject was  considered  and  discussed.

The  Industrial  Department  has  an  in- 
quii-y  from  a  man  who  desires  to  pur- 
chase large  quantities  of  small  animal 
pelts  of  any  leather  suitable  for  manufac- 
turing dress  gloves.  Pelts  from  South 
America  or  Oriental  countries  are  suit- 
able. 


Car  Conservation  in 
San  Francisco 

THE  efforts  of  the  merchants  and 
manufacturers  of  San  Francisco  to 
meet  the  necessities  of  car  con- 
servation by  loading  cars  heavily  and  re- 
leasing equipment  promptly  are  going 
fonvard  with  pleasing  results. 

One  instance  of  the  work  being  done 
is  furnished  in  the  case  of  the  powder 
companies.  The  loading  of  explosives 
is  regulated  by  the  Bureau  of  Explosives 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission, 
and  the  rules  and  regulations  are  very 
stringent.  Therefore,  it  is  not  always 
possible  to  load  cars  containing  this  class 
of  freight  to  their  full  weight  or  space 
capacity,  and  this  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  the  loading  of  ex- 
plosives is  under  discussion. 

The  powder  companies  are  making  a 
point  of  double  loading.  One  company 
has  saved  40  cars  since  October  by  this 
method  alone.  One  of  its  competitors 
reports  that  for  the  week  ending  May 
4,  1917,  17  carloads  of  freight  were 
moved  in  8  cars,  and  in  addition  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  less-carload  freight 
was  loaded  in  some  of  these  cars.  Double 
loaded  cars  are  carefully  placarded  and 
bulkheaded  so  that  they  may  he  released 
promptly  by  the  first  consignee.  In  one 
case,  the  powder  comjiany  always  sends 
a  telegi-am  as  soon  as  a  double  loaded 
car  leaves  the  plant,  requesting  the  first 
consignee  to  promptly  unload  the  car 
and  have  it  forwarded  to  the  second 
consignee.  The  purchasing  departments 
of  all  the  powder  companies  order  all 
materials  in  maximum  carload,  thereby 
allowing  the  shipper  to  load  the  cars  to 
the  full  capacity  in  every  instance. 

One  difficulty  met  in  loading  explos- 
ives at  the  powder  plants  is  the  fact 
that  the  magazines  throughout  the 
country  were  originally  built  to  accom- 
modate only  a  small  carload,  but  in 
spite  of  this  fact  the  powder  companies 
are  making  many  shipments  in  excess 
of  the  minimum  and  are  continually  urg- 
ing their  customers  to  do  their  utmost 
to  place  orders  that  will  pennit  tlie 
heavier   loading  of   cars. 

In  order  to  facilitate  prompt  unload- 
ing of  equipment  at  one  of  the  plants, 
$25,000  is  being  expended  in  the  con- 
struction of  additional  spur  tracks,  and 
in  addition  certain  classes  of  conveyors 
are  being  installed  which  will  be  helpful 
in  cutting  down  the  time  consumed  in 
loading  and  unloading  cars. 

The  spirit  shown  by  the  jiowder  ciiin- 
panies  is  to  be  commended.  As  the 
traffic  manager  of  one  of  the  companies 
stated,  they  "are  leaving  no  stone  un- 
turned  in   the   way   of   conserving  cars."

anil  ihc  sill'  now  invering  over  12,000 
square  feet  of  ground  has  been  doubled 
over  its  former  size.  Nearly  fifty  em- 
ployees are  engaged  and  the  plant  is  now 
packing  at  the  rate  of  over  a  million 
tins  per  year  in  addition  to  the  thous- 
ands of  dozens  of  husk  tamales  and  en- 
chiladas. 

The  plaut  is  light,  modern  and  sani- 
tary throughout  and  is  fully  equipped 
with  specially  designed  machines  to 
handle  particular  products.  All  em- 
ployees work  in  uniform  and  the  plant 
is  running  under  complete  U.  S.  Gov- 
ernment  inspection. 

Character  and  individuality  mark  the 
plant  and  goods  throughout,  and  a  woi'd 
must  be  said  about  the  label  adopted  by 
the    Goetjen   &   Workman    Company   for 


their  "Reel  Brand"  of  goods.  This  label 
consists  of  a  proportionately  small  rec- 
tangle upon  which  is  printed  in  the  usual 
plain  fashion  the  contents  and  descrip- 
tion of  the  contents.  To  make  the  goods 
distinct  when  placed  in  shelves  among 
other  stocks,  the  entire  label  outside  of 
the  small  rectangle  has  been  covered  with 
perpendicular   blue   and   white   stripes. 

It  may  suffice  to  say  that  the  Goetjen 
&  Workman  people  are  shipping  chicken 
and  veal  tamales,  enchiladas,  chili  con 
came,  raviolis,  deviled  chili  meat,  liver 
paste,  scrapple  and  spaghetti  in  not  less 
than  carload  lots  to  a  vast  territory  out- 
side of  California.

TnK  iinst  week  has  been  notieeable 
for  a  general  I'learing  of  stocks  by 
large  retail  stores  and  a  between 
season  business.  Priee  concessions  arc 
an  attraction,  and  with  this  indncemeut 
stocks  have  moved  freely,  indicating 
buyers  are  studying  prices  and  seeking 
good  values.  Business  away  from  the 
centers  has  fallen  off  to  some  extent,  but 
with  new  crops  beginning  to  reach  the 
markets  sales  of  summer  mei-chaudise  will 
soon  be  in  full  swiug. 

Jobbei-s  are  studying  credits  more 
closely  than  heretofore  seeking  to  keep 
down  the  bills  receivable  as  well  as  bills 
payable,  and  not  to  allow  too  much  ex- 
pansion of  credit  to  those  financially 
unable  to  carrj'  the  weight  of  increased 
obligations  caused  by  rising  costs  of 
merchandise. 

But  there  is  a  good  demand  for  all 
merchandise  available  and  especially  is 
the  inquiry  strong  from  the  Island  pos- 
sessions where  deliveries  have  been  in- 
terrupted and  long  delayed.  Some  in- 
crease in  shipping  is  noted  and  a  mea.s- 
ure  of  relief  is  felt  in  the  fact  that  more 
ships  will  soon  be  available. 

Stocks  of  wheat  flour  have  been 
measured  and  the  surplus  above  the  Gov- 
ernment allowance  of  six  pounds  per 
capita  per  month  will  soon  be  moved 
East.  Arrivals  of  a  million  or  more 
bushtls  of  wheat  from  Australia  are  ex- 
pected this  month. 

Wholefale  furniture  house  reports  sales 
for  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  in 
excess  for  the  same  period  of  1917,  and 
collections  are  good.  Other  lines,  such 
as  stationery,  picture  frames,  etc.,  report 
rather  quiet  business  for  April,  but  sales 
.ire  now  running  about  normal  for  this 
season  of  the  year. 

Electric     lighting    supplies,    especially 


bulbs  arc  in  much  demand,  and  dillicnll 
to  get.  Local  dealers  report  maiuifac- 
turers  far  behind  on  orders  and  sliiu- 
nients  arriving  are  small  compared  willi 
the  amoiuits  desired. 

Complaints  continue  to  come  of  dry 
weather  and  no  rain.  In  some  sections 
grain  may  be  cut  for  hay,  as  it  is  head- 
ing short,  and  in  the  centra!  part  of  the 
state  hay  cutting  is  now  in  progress. 
Stocks  of  old  hay  are  light,  with  little 
coming  to  market,  and  the  demand  small. 
Offerings  of  new  alfalfa  hay  are  at  top 
prices. 

In  the  wheat  belt  of  Fresno  and  Kings 
Counties  appeal  is  being  made  for  irri- 
gation water  to  be  diverted  from  the 
orchards  for  a  few  days  to  bring  relief 
to  the  grain  fields. 

In  the  northern  part  of  the  State  larg 
crops  are  expected  with  increased  acreas; 
in  barley,  wheat  and  rice,  and  there  aiv 
indications  that  cotton  raising  will  bring 
good  returns,  one  large  company  ha^nng 
doubled  its  original  planting. 

Realty  market  in  San  Francisco  has 
been  fairly  active  for  the  month,  some 
large  transactions  being  noted,  and  ther 
is  considerable  inquiry  for  warehouse 
buildings  on  spur  tracks.  There  is  als 
call  for  improved  housing  facilities  near 
manufacturing  plants,  and  landlords  can 
well  afford  to  better  the  condition  of 
their  properties. 

One  important  war  conservation  move- 
ment is  the  bringing  of  surplus  hydro- 
electric power  from  the  extreme  northern 
part  of  the  State  to  connect  with  the  biu' 
power  lines  at  Chico.  to  prevent  a  pos- 
sible shortage  of  energy  which  would 
have  to  be  made  up  by  burning  oil.  It 
is  expected  by  this  move  to  save  a  fuel 
enerey  equal  to  20,000  barrels  of  oil  per 
month.

San  Francisco  Shippers  Doing  Their  Part 


Last  week  the  effurls  uf  tlie  jiowder 
companies  to  meet  the  necessities  of  car 
conservation  were  described.  This  time 
the  stoi-y  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
milling  companies  in  this  regard  will  be 
told. 

Again  double  loading  is  made  of  use 
as  a  means  of  "making  one  car  do 
the  work  of  two,"  and  with  the  milling 
companies  as  with  the  powder  companies, 
arrangements  are  made  so  that  less-car- 
load freight  may  be  loaded  in  cars  con- 
taining carload  shipments. 

One  company  reports  that  all  cars 
moving  between  warehouses  and  mills  or 
vice  vei'sa  are  loaded  to  full  capacity, 
even  though  this  means  increased  cost  to 
the  milling  company.  The  other  com- 
panies load  to  the  maximum  whenever 
possible. 


At  some  of  tiie  mills  conveyors  have 
been  installed  which  will  be  of  material 
assistance  in  unloading  cars,  and  one 
company  is  constructing  additional  stor- 
age space,  so  that  its  grain  may  be 
moved  during  the  season  of  the  year 
when  the  most  cars  are  available  and 
stored  for  use  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  when  the  car  shortage  is  most  acute. 

The  efforts  of  these  companies  in  the 
campaign  for  conservation  of  railway 
equipment  are  patriotic  in  their  nature 
because  the  railroads  are  one  of  tlie  most 
important  parts  of  the  war  machine.

Better  Handling  of  Less-Car- 
load Freight  Urged 

Investigation  has  shown  that  the 
greater  number  of  shipments  of  out- 
bound less-carload  freight  are  delivered 
to  the  freight  sheds  of  the  railroads 
after  2  P.  M.,  resnlting  in  delay  to 
drays,  confusion,  rough  handling  and 
many  left-over  packages.  Shipper,  con- 
signee and  railroad  alike  suffer  because 
of  this  condition.  Realizing  this,  the 
Transportation  Committee  of  the  Cham- 
ber passed  a  resolution  at  its  last  meet- 
ing, urging  San  Francisco  shippers  to 
endeavor  to  deliver  their  less-carload  ship- 
ments to  the  freiglit  sheds  more  evenly 
thoroughont  the  day.

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  patriotic  interest 
nf  shippers  to  so  organize  their  business 
that  the  eflliciencv  of  the  railroads  may 
be  increased  to  the  highest  point;

THE  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion under  date  of  April  26tli 
issued  an  order  providing  that 
charges  will  be  adjusted  on  basis  of 
rates  applicable  via  the  route  designated 
by  shipper  when  for  the  purposes  of 
expedition  and  efficiency  traffic  is  routed 
via  routes  over  which  the  rates  are 
higher  than  via  the  routes  designated  by 
shippers,  or  over  routes  not  provided 
for  in  through   rate  schedules. 

The  reason  for  this  order  is  to  prevent 
injustice  to  the  shipping  jjublic  by 
reason  of  Director  General's  Order  No. 
1  of  December  29,  1917,  which  provided 
that  through  routes  which  had  not  here- 
tofore been  established  because  of  short- 
hauling  or  other  causes  were  to  be 
establislied  and  used  whenever  expedi- 
tion and  efficiency  of  traffic  would 
thereby  be  promoted,  and  that  designa- 
tion of  routes  by  shippers  was  to  be  dis- 
regarded when  it  was  necessary  to  send 
by  other  routes  to  secure  speed  and 
efficiency  of  transportation.  The  order 
in   full  follows: 

It  appearing,  That  the  Director-Gen- 
eral of  Railroads'  Order  No.  1,  of  De- 
cember 29,  1917,  requires  that  existing 
schedules  of  rates  and  outstanding  orders 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
are  to  be  obsened;  that  through  routes 
which  have  not  heretofore  been  estab- 
lished because  of  shortbauling  or  other 
causes  are  to  be  established,  and  used 
wlienever  expedition  and  efficiency  of 
traffic  will  thereby  be  promoted;  and 
that  the  designation  of  routes  by  ship- 
pers is  to  be  disregarded  when  speed 
and  efficiency  of  transportation  service 
may  thus  be   promoted: 

And  it  appearinij,  That  in  interpreta- 
tion or  understanding  of  the  effect  and 
purpose  of  this  order  shipments  have 
been  or  may  be  sent  via  routes  not  pro- 
vided for  in  rate  schedules  and  via  routes 
over  which  tlie  charges  are  higher  than 
via  the  routes  designated  by  tlie  ship- 
pers, resulting  in  demands  for  or  collec- 
tion of  charges  higher  than  those  pro- 
vided in  the  rate  schedules  under  which 
tlie  shipments  were  accepted  for  trans- 
portation ; 

And  it  appearing,  That  by  direction 
of  April  23,  1918,  the  Director-General 
has  instructed  carriers  to  adjust  charges 
on  such  shipments  in  accordance  hei-e- 
with : 

It  is  ordered.  That  in  instances  in 
which,  under  the  Director-General's  Or- 
der No.  1,  shipments  have  been  or  are 
fcnt  (a)  via  routes  over  whicli  the  rates 
are  higher  than  via  the  routes  designated 
by  the  shippers,  or  (b)  over  routes  not 
provided  for  in  through  rate  schedules, 
carriers  participating  in  such  transi)oi-ta- 
lion  he,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
to  adjust  the  charges  to  the  basis  (a)  of 
tliose  applicable  via  the  route  designated 
by  the  shipper,  or  (b)  of  those  applic- 
able via  the  route  via  which  the  ship- 
ments  would   ordinarily   have   been   sent.

THE  INK  RIBBON  MFG.  CO..  i.- 
a  local  manufacturing  coucerii 
which  has  just  moved  to  a  splendid 
new  location  at  New  Montgomery'  aiid 
Howard  Streets  where  it  has  installed 
machinery  and  equipment  for  the  manu- 
facture of  inks,  mucilage,  paste,  inked 
ribbons  and  carbon  papers.  This  con- 
cern is  doing  business  with  almost  every 
country  in  the  world  outside  the  central 
powers,  and  is  at  the  present  time 
shipping  more  goods  outside  the  states 
than  is  sold  locally.

lit  Oakland,  was  taken  over  and  a  fac- 
toiy  established  at  8th  and  Wood  Streets, 
Oakland.  On  account  of  the  enormous 
increase  in  the  over-seas  trade  it  was 
found  necessaiy  to  establish  the  factory 
and  general  offices  in  San  Francisco; 
this  new  location  making  the  largest 
and  best  equipped  of  its  kind  in  the 
West.  The  entire  building  has  been  ar- 
ranged on  a  modern  plan.  The  gj'ound 
floor  has  a  large  storeroom  for  the 
finished  products  and  the  general  offices. 
The  large  well  lighted  basement  is 
equipped  for  the  manufactui-ing  of  inks, 
etc.,  the  cement  floor  is  especially  planned 
for  this  purjiose  being  made  with  a  grad- 
ual slope  from  the  sides  and  from  the 
rear  to  the  front  where  it  empties  into 
a  cesspool  that  entei-s  the  sewer.

Chamber  Roneers  American- 
ization Movement 

THE  crying  uecd  of  an  American- 
ization niovenieiil  ill  San  Francisi'o 
was  emphasized  at  a  luncheon  meet- 
in;;  held  in  the  St.  Francis  May  17tU. 
The  meeting  was  called  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  under 
the  auspices  of  their  Americanization 
conunittee,  of  which  F.  H.  Abbott,  Jr., 
is  chairman. 

Robert  Newton  Lynch,  Vice-President 
and  Manager  of  the  Chamber,  who  is  a 
member  of  a  natioiuil  committee  of  nine 
on  resolutions  recently  appointed  by  the 
Americanization  conference  held  in  Wash- 
ington at  the  request  of  Franklin  K. 
Lane.  Secretary'  of  the  Interior,  opening 
the  meeting,  over  which  Frederick  J. 
Koster,  President  of  the  Chamber  pre- 
sided. 

The  fact  was  brought  out  that  of  the 
70,000  unnaturalized  foreigners  in  San 
Francisco,  60%  desired  to  attend  night 
schools  and  75%  wanted  to  become  citi- 
zens if  given  the  opportunity.  This 
means  instead  of  435  who  are  now  at- 
tending the  night  schools  of  this  city, 
there  would  be  an  attendance  of  twenty 
to  thirty  thousand.  These  facts  ars  the 
result  of  a  survey  now  being  conducted 
by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  as  to 
citizenship,  jflace  of  birth,  intentions  and 
education  of  every  factory  worker  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion were  present  and  addressed  the 
meeting,  as  did  Superintendent  of  Schools 
Roncoveri,  who  brought  out  the  facl,  that 
financially  the  city  was  unable  at  the 
present  time  to  take  care  of  the  ex- 
]iected  increase. 

Others  who  addressed  the  meeting  in- 
cluded Hon.  Wm.  W.  Morrow,  P.  H. 
McCarthy,  Dr.  Anne  M.  Nicholson,  C.  C. 
Moore,  Arthur  W.  Brouillet,  Geo.  L. 
Bell  and  A.  H.  Naftzger. 

The  addresses  pointed  out  that  Amer- 
icanization was  not  merely  a  matter  of 
learning  to  speak  the  English  language, 
but  of  instilling  a  proper  patriotic  pur- 
pose in  the  minds  of  all  future  as  well 
as  present  citizens.  .Judge  Morrow  related 
bis  experiences  in  hearing  "Pleas  for 
Citizenship,"  which  ran  all  the  way  from 
a  desire  for  freedom  to  a  desire  to  make 
money.

Dun's  Review  For 
San  Francisco 

GENF.RAL  manul'actining  and  job- 
bing houses  rejmrt  business  active 
and  the  demand  for  niercliandise  of 
all  kinds  is  good,  but  the  Government 
competition  for  labor  is  felt  in  many 
lines.  While  the  productive  force  is 
lessened  for  industries  not  engaged  in 
governmental  work,  which  retards  ac- 
tivities in  ordinary  lines,  there  is  also 
an  apparent  tendency  on  the  part  of 
labor  toward  indejiendence,  which  has 
its  counterpart  in  those  who  liM'^e  mer- 
chandise and  products  to  sell,  in  getting 
the  most  for  their  wares. 

Prices  of  produce,  fruits,  etc.,  are  rul- 
ing higher  than  for  last  year,  in  face  of 
the  fact  that  the  supply  is  greater. 

Prevailing  prices  of  flours  made  of 
barley,  rice  and  corn,  of  butter,  eggs, 
beef,  of  leather,  woolen  and  cotton  gojdt- 
show  the  absence  of  an  effective  ch<-ck. 

During  the  past  month  the  smaller  re- 
tail merchant  has  felt  the  pressure  more 
than  before.  Drives  of  various  kinds 
have  called  for  close  economies,  and  lui- 
necessary  jjurchases  have  been  postpone.l 
or  cut  out.  Larger  stores  have  benefited 
in  amount  of  sales,  because  of  their  ad- 
vantage in  buying  in  larger  quantities 
and  through  attractive  advertising,  while 
the  smaller  merchant  experiences  difficulty 
in  getting  merchandise  and  keeping  his 
prices  down  to  where  jieople  will  buy 
and  still  leave  him  a  profit.  There  has 
been  some  increase  on  the  market  of 
stocks  from  retiring  merchants. 

The  canning  season  for  fruits  and 
vegetables  is  well  started  with  a  good  run 
of  asparagus,  strawberries  and  peas. 
Canners  are  paying  7  cents  a  pound 
for  strawberries  and  2y2  cents  for  peas. 
The  latter  crop  is  unusually  heavy.  The 
salmon  pack  is  also  turning  out  well  as 
to  quality  and  quantity. 

Shipbuilding,  now  a  very  important  in- 
dustry, continues  to  grow,  some  plants 
being  enlarged  and  new  ones  started. 
The  first  cement  ship  having  filled  re- 
quirements, no  doubt  many  more  will  !'e 
constructed  here  because  of  the  abun- 
dance of  material,  and  the  fact  they  can 
be  built  quickly  and  with  less  sk:ll"d 
labor. 

Oil  production  for  April  increased  oxei- 
the  month  of  March,  and  shows  the  larg- 
est daily  average  since  October,  1914. 
Forty-eight  new  wells  were  completed. 

Automobile  business  has  been  good  this 
year,  especially  in  the  country,  but  the 
probability  of  decreased  production  makes 
the  trade  here  expect  a  shortage  of  cars 
this  season,  and  many  have  prepared 
for  this  by  buying  heavily  in  advance. 
Accessory  business  is  fair.  Scarcity  of 
new  cars  and  economical  conditions  have 
called  for  more  over-hauling  of  the  old. 
and  re-treading  concerns  are  busy  add- 
ing miles  to  tires  which  two  years  ago 
would  have  been  sold  for  junk.  Good 
used  cars  are  becoming  scarce,  and  prices 
have  stiffened  considerably.

"Every  Club  I  visited  in 
the  United  States  realizes  that  the  Con- 
vention in  this  City  next  July  means  an 
opportunity  for  great  National  service. 
My  visit  to  President  Wilson  was  fortun- 
ate. President  Wilson  had  something  to 
say  which  every  American  should  know. 
Said  he :  'Napoleon  set  his  own  men 
on  the  thrones  of  Europe — something  the 
Kaiser  can  never  hope  to  do — but  at  St. 
Helena,  Napoleon  said  that  power  based 
on  force  cannot  be  permanent.  The  people 
of  Germany  and  her  soldiers  in  the  field 
die  cursing  their  ruler  and  a  government 
of  that  sort  cannot  endure'.  The  Presi- 
dent told  me  that  the  economic  problems 
that  will  confront  us  after  tiiis  war  are 
sufficient  to  stagger  any  man.  'We 
have  the  men  in  the  organization'  said 
he  *but  I  confess  I  am  concerned  over 
war  measures  that  disturb  and  dislocate 
industry.  It  is  my  aim  to  decrease  busi- 
ness casualties  as  well  as  casualties 
among  those  dear  to  us'.  So  it  is  up 
to  us  to  give  the  President  our  evei'- 
lasting  team  work  and  back  up  tlie  boys 
who  are  giving  up  their  lives  that  wc 
may  live  in  security  and  permanent 
peace."

Would  Cancel  Thru  Rates 

The  Pacific  Steamship  Company  on 
Marcli  14th  filed  1.5th  Section  Applica- 
tion with  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission asking  for  authority  to  cancel 
concurrences  that  tliey  had  with  lines 
serving  Northwest  ports. 

Tliis  will  have  the  effect  of  increasing 
the  rates  now  aiiijlying  between  San 
Francisco,  Wihiiington,  San  Diego  on 
the  one  hand,  and  points  in  eastern 
Washington,  Idaho,  Montana  and  Canada 
on  the  other  hand,  moving  via  Seattle, 
Tacoina,  Wash.,  and  Vancouver,  B.   C. 

If  the  application  is  granted,  freight 
moving  from  and  to  points  named  will 
be  assessed  at  combination  of  local  rates 
based  over  the  Pacific  Northwest  port. 

Chamber  Intervenes  in 
Switching  Case 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  has  autliorized  Mr. 
Setli  Mann,  Attorney  and  Manager  of 
tlie  Traffic  Bureau,  to  intei-vene  on  be- 
half of  the  Chamber  in  tlie  California 
Canneries  switching  ease. 

A  short  time  ago  Attorney-Examiner 
Gerry  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
mission rendered  a  tentative  decision  in 
this  case,  which  held  tliat  tlie  Southern 
Pacific  Company  was  guilty  of  undue 
discrimination  in  absorbing  the  switch- 
ing charges  of  the  State  Belt  on  non- 
competitive traffic  while  refusing  to  ab- 
forb  the  switching  charges  of  the  Santa 
Fe  Railway  on  non-competitive  traffic 
destined  to  spurs  located  on  the  latter 
road.  If  this  decision  should  be  adopted 
by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
and  made  final,  the  present  system  of 
absorption  of  all  State  Belt  switching 
cliarges,  whether  cars  are  destined  to 
team  tracks  or  spur  tracks,  would  be 
endangered.  The  California  State  Com- 
mission has  held  that  this  situation  does 
not  constitute  undue  discrimination.- 

Mr.  Mann  has  been  authorized  by  the 
Chamber  to  file  exceptions  to  the  Ex- 
aminei-'s  report  and  to  participate  in 
argument  to  lie  hold  in  Washington  on 
June   1.5th.

Storage  Privilege  at  Chicago 

Announcement  has  just  been  made  by 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Rail- 
way that  in  Ihe  near  future  they  will 
amend  their  tariff  covering  "storage  and 
reconsignment  of  freight  in  transit  from 
the  Orient,"  to  provide  storage  and  re- 
consignment  privileges  at  Chicago  on 
freight  moving  through  this  port  via 
Denver  for  points  beyond  Chicago.  This 
privilege  has  for  a  long  time  been  open 
to  shippers  moving  freight  through 
northern  ports  and  through  the  ac- 
tivities of  the  traffic  department  of  the 
Chamber.  The  C.  B.  &  Q.  has  agreed 
to  extend  this  privilege  to  San  Fran- 
cisco  shippers. 


Twenty-five  Per  Cent 
Advance 

Director-General  of  Railroads  McAdoo 
has  issued  an  order  for  a  general  ad- 
vance in  freight  rates  averaging  about 
25%,  and  for  a  general  advance  in 
passenger  rates  up  to  a  basis  of 
3  cents  a  mile  on  the  average.  Thes'e 
advances  are  ordered  into  effect  under 
authority  given  by  the  Railroad  Con- 
trol Act  of  March  21st,  and  accordingly 
the  rates  are  Presidential  rates  and 
are  not  subject  to  suspension  by  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Connnission.  They 
apply  on  both  state  and  interstate  move- 
ments and  will  create  considerable  change 
in  the  rate  adjustments  within  this  state. 

It  is  recognized  in  the  memorandum 
accompanying  the  Director  General's  or- 
der that  whereas  the  national  interests 
require  that  these  rates  go  into  effect 
witliin  a  short  time,  disruptions  of  busi- 
ness conditions  will  result  throughout  the 
whole  eounti-y,  and  because  of  this  the 
suggestion  is  nmde  that  these  matters 
should  be  investigated  by  the  shipping 
interests  and  by  state  conunissions  as 
well  as  the  Interslate  Coinnjerce  Com- 
mission. Tlie  indication  is  that  the 
United  States  Railroad  Adniinistratio'.i 
will  heed  and  follow  the  decisi<}ns  of  the 
various  coiuniissions  as  far  as  is  com- 
patible with   the   public  interests. 

In  order  that  the  interests  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  may 
be  fully  presented  in  tlie  investigations 
which  will  follow,  eveiyone  should  find 
out  in  what  manner  their  interests  will  hi- 
affected  under  the  new  rate  adjustments 
and  advise  the  Traffic  Bureau.  A  copy 
of  the  Director  General's  u-der,  as  well 
as  the  memorandum  accompanying  same 
and  exhibit  giving  detail  as  to  the 
changes  to  be  made  are  on  file  at  the 
Traffic  Bureau,  and  all  members  are 
urged  to  get  in  communication  with  the 
Bureau  in  order  to  learn  the  changes 
that  will  become  effective  on   June  2.5!  h.

Freight  Bills  Paid  in  48  Hours 

"The  Traffic  Worid"  of  May  l.Sth  be- 
lieves that  the  Railroad  Administration 
proposes  to  establish  a  rule  requirini; 
the  payment  of  freight  bills  within  4S 
hours  after  delivery  of  the  freight  has 
been  made.  In  some  instances  it  takes 
more  than  4S  hours  to  audit  freight  bills 
in  order  tr)  discover  eriors  in  rale, 
weight  anil  exten.sion,  and  to  put  into 
effect  such  a  ride  would  probably  work 
considerable  hardship  on  shippers  wlm 
pay  freight  bills  in  large  quantities. 

Parties  who  de.sire  to  protest  or  be- 
lieve the  proposed  rule  ought  to  be  modi 
Red  should  connnunicate  direct  with  the 
Railroad  Administration,  setting  forth 
the  reasons  for  their  action. 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  will  pro- 
test and  some  such  similar  action  is 
contemplated  by  the  National  Industrial 
Traffic  League.

AinericaniiEation  In  Indussftry 


The  visit  of  Hon.  Franklin  K.  Lane. 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, should  stimulate  local  interest  in 
Americanization  as  it  is  Mr.  Lane's 
deparlment,  through  its  Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation, llial  is  directing  the  national  pro- 
gram in  educating  illiterate  aliens.  It 
IS  evident  from  a  perusal  of  the  Secre- 
tary's speeches  that  the  authorities  at 
Washington  regard  this  work  as  one  of 
immediate  and  vital  importance  in  its 
relation  to  war  production  in  pur  ship- 
yards and  other  industries,  in  harvesting 
and  protecting  our  crops  aud  in  arous- 
ing a  sjiirit  of  unity  among  the  Amer- 
ican  people. 

Employers,  aside  from  the  appeal  to 
their  patriotism,  have  a  material  interest 
in  the  Americanization  program.  In 
many  Eastern  plants  and  industries, 
classes  have  been  established  for  instruc- 
tion in  English  and  in  some  cases  at- 
tendance is  compulsory,  the  empolyes 
being  paid  for  the  time  required  for 
study. 

One  large  Eastern  automobile  plant 
reports  that  the  work  of  its  emigrant's 
school  and  safety-fii-st  department  has 
decreased  accidents  04%,  and  permitted 
Ihe  discharge  of  a  force  of  interpreters. 
A  pay  envelope  series  of  civic  lesson 
leaflets  is  available  for  circulation 
among  foreign  employes  and  has  l)epii 
used  with  good  results  by  many  plants 
among  which  are  the  American  Chain 
Company,  Oliver  Iron  Mining  Company, 
flelroit  Seamless  Steel  Tubes  Companv 
DnPont  Fabri-Koid  Company.  Atlanta 
Terra     Cotta    Co.,    John    A.  "  Roeblings' 


Sons  Company,  Quaker  City  Rubber 
Company,  H.  C.  Friek  Coke  Company, 
B.  F.  Goodrich  Company,  International 
Harvester  Company,  Montreal  Mining 
Company. 

The  Young-stown  Sheet  &  Tube  Coni- 
1  any  of  East  Youngstown,  Ohio,  has 
appropriated  $5,000  a  year  for  conduct- 
ing classes  in  English  and  citizenship 
for  its  foreign  born  employes.  An  eve- 
ning school  in  charge  of  a  director  ami 
six  teachers  was  established  in  January, 
1317,  and  over  350  men  and  women 
were  enrolled  in  the  first  five  months. 
The  Westingliouse  Air  Brake  Company 
of  Wilmerdlng,  Pa.,  assisted  102  eni- 
]doyes  lo  become  naturalized  in  one  year. 

These  plants  are  run  by  hard  headed 
business  men  who  have  studied  methods 
of  efficiency  and  are  not  given  to  wast- 
ing time  and  money  on  schemes  which 
do  not  produce  results.  In  New  York 
City  an  experimental  course  of  16  weeks 
in  Englisli  actually  increased  the  earn- 
ing power  of  illiterate  girls  over  1G%. 

The  Bureau  of  Education  points  out 
that  in  1910  out '  of  6..5S8,711  foreign 
born  white  employes  in  industry  in  this 
"onntry.  there  were  1,462,134  adult 
males,  most  of  them  wage  earners,  who 
were  unable  to  speak  Englisli.  Many 
'iianufacturing  plants  have  reported  to 
Ihe  Bureau  an  increase  in  efficiency  and 
'U  earning  powei-,  a  decrease  in  accidents 
■ind  a  reduction  in  the  cost  of  super- 
vision by  the  elimination  of  interpreter- 
"fnremen  when  innniirrant  employes 
learned  to  speak,  read  and  write  the 
English   language.

Jurisdiction  of   the 

California  Railroad

lOlS,  was  argued  before  that  lujdy  by 
attornevs  representing  the  United  Slates 
Radroad  Administration  and  others  rep 
resenting  tlie  shipping  jiublic.  Il  was 
contended  by  Attorney  Dnrbrow 
that  the  Federal  Contrid  Act  deprived 
the  state  connnissions  of  all  iiower  to 
regulate  rates.  Kleven  different  attorneys 
representing  Ihi'  sliinping  |niblic  argued 
lo    the   ( trary. 

Mr.  Selh  Mann,  Attcirney  ami  Manager 
of  the  Traffic  Hureau  of  the  Chamber 
of  Coiuiuerce,  spoke  for  an  hour  and  a 
half  and  among  other  things  urged  the 
Conuuission  to  retain  its  .inrisdiction  over 
rates  until  it  had  been  shown  in  a  court 
of  law  that  this  was  contrarv  to  the  i>ro- 
visions  of  the  Federal  Cont'ml  Act.  Mr. 
Mann   said: 

"It  is  the  duty  of  this  tribunal,  as  it 
■s  the  duty  of  every  tribunal,  to  decide 
as  to  the  scope  of  its  authority,  because 
it  is  the  duty  of  this  tribunal  to  ex- 
ercise its  .jurisdiction  when  called  upon 
to  do  so  or  wdien  it  is  projier  of  its  own 
motion   to   proceed. 

"And  if  this  or  any  tribunal  shall  de- 
-•ide  .against  its  own  jurisdiction  care- 
lessly and  without  due  consideration,  it 
wenld  be  guilty  of  shirking  its  duty, 
which  of  course  is  inconceivable.  So 
then,  this  and  every  other  tribunal  must 
in  the  fir.st"  place  de<'ide  the  scope  and 
extent  of  its  jurisdiction,  in  order  to 
understand  what  its  duties  are  in  the 
second.     •     •     ♦ 

"Now.  if  it  makes  a  mistake,  if  it 
goes  too  far,  it  will  be  for  the  courts  to 
determine  that  mistake,  and  if  it  does 
not  go  far  enough,  still  it  nuiy  be  the 
duty  of  I  he  c(mrts  lo  determine  tluil 
'inestion  umler  some  writ  of  luandannis 
or  something  of  that  kind.  But  in  the 
'irst  place,  it  is  the  ]lain  duly  of  the 
ribnnal  to  decide  that  i|uestion." 

?fr.  Mann  further  contended  that  the 
roller  .interpretation  of  the  Federal 
'ontrol  Act.  applying  the  usual  rules  of 
statutory  interpretation.  w<inld  not  justi- 
fy the  belief  that  the  courts  intended  to 
deprive  the  state  commissions  of  their 
right   to   regulate   intrastate   rates.

Coming  advance  in  freight  rates  will 
mean  higher  prices  for  eastern  mer- 
chandise, but  local  manufacturers  find 
satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  their  own 
products  will  be  on  a  more  equal  com- 
petitive basis,  and  this  will  lend  en- 
couragement  to   home   industry.

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'URPOSE  OF  HARBOR  SURVEY 

Tlic  purpose  of  this  survey  is  to  secure  in  a  general  and 
specific  way  the  facts  regarding  the  conditions  of  this  port; 
its  facilities;  the  different  classes  of  users;  acconnnodations 
fordoing  the  Hnsiness  offered  and  necessary  to  attract  new 
business;  Belt  Line  facilities;  port  charges  (how  divided 
and  placed  on  vessel  anrl  cargo)  and  to  contrast  them 
particularly  with  other  Pacific  Coast  ports;  also  sug- 
gestions for  future  jiort  development. 

COPE  OF  HEARING 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  this  Committee,  insofar  as  pos" 
sible,  to  obtain  information  and  suggestions  from  all 
classes  of  business  using  the  harbor.  Appearances  and 
statements  before  the  Conmiittee  were  made  by: 

Representatives  of  vessel  lines  engaged  in  foreign, 
coastwise,  bay  and  river  trade,  including  those  familiar 
with  port  and  dock  operations. 

Representatives  of  stevedoring,  warehousing,  dray- 
age  interests. 

Merchants,  exporters,  and  importers. 
Harbor  engineers,  including  the  chief  engineer  of  the 
harbor,  Mr.  Frank  G.  White. 

Chief  Wharfinger,  H.  A.  Oser,  and  Superintendent 

of  Belt  Line,  Fred  E.  Stewart. 

^'aluable  aid   was  given   the  Committee's  accountant, 

W.  M.  Brown,  in  the  compilation  of  tables  attached  to 

this  report  by  James  Byrne,  Jr.,  the  assistant  secretary 

of  the  Harbor  Commission,  and  also  by  others. 

It  is  largely  from  the  above  sources  of  information, 
added  to  that  secured  by  a  trip  to  Oregon  and  Washington 
ports  made  by  the  Committee's  secretary,  H.  P.  Adams, 
and  personal  inspections  of  the  situation  by  the  Com- 
mittee, that  the  various  recommendations  and  suggestions 
are  based. 

Much  profit  and  knowledge  has  also  been  gained  from 
a  Harbor  Report  made  by  Luther  Wagoner  and  Colonel 
Heuer,  in  1908,  a  reading  of  which  report  will  show  recom- 
mendations for  improvements  at  that  tune  deemed  essen- 
tial and  not  yet  made  and  which  are  again  recommended 
in  this  report  as  necessities  to  the  harbor. 

ROMINENT  OUTSTANDING  FACTS 

First:  Plenty  of  wharf  berthing  space  and  wharf  space 
for  normal  needs. 

Second:  Misuse  of  wharves  for  storage,  whereby  is 
caused  congestion  of  wharves  and  loss  of  efficiency  and 
earning  power. 

Third:  That  wharves  built  out  over  deep  water  whose 
supports,  whether  wood  or  concrete,  deteriorate  through 
action  of  salt  water  with  consequent  shortening  of  the  life 
of  the  structures,  are  not  proper  places  of  storage  as  com- 
pared with  warehouses  built  on  solid  ground  at  much  less 
expense  with  much  longer  life,  and  hence  less  depreciation 
charges. 

Fourth:  Lack  of  convenient  and  close  storage  facilities; 
thereby  in  part,  at  least,  causing  improper  use  of  wharves. 

Fifth:  Arbitrary  division  of  Belt  Line  into  sections 
with  a  charge  for  each  section,  thereby  making  unreason- 
able charges  and  freight  costs,  not  only  against  freight, 
but  also  against  industrial  plants  located  along  the  line, 
to  the  detriment  of  that  part  of  the  city  so  served. 

Sixth:  Absorption  of  loading  charges,  car  to  vessel  and 
vice  versa,  by  the  railroads  and  not  equal  to  the  absorption 
at  the  ports  of  Oregon  and  Washington,  being  only  about 
one-half  and  thus  placing  this  port  at  a  disadvantage, 
which  disadvantage  is  against  the  vessel,  due  to  the  custom 
of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco. 


Seventh:    Placing  certain  charges  upon  vessels  el 
to  this  port  which  at  other  ports  are  put  upon  the  fi 
thus  adding  to  vessels'  cost  about  fifty  cents  per  ton 
than  they  would  pay  if  they  went  to  other  Pacific 
ports. 

COMPARISONS  WITH  OTHER  PORTS 

It  is  well  to  bear  in  mind  that  radical  difference! 
in  the  management  of  the  port  of  San  Francisco,  wii 
state-owned  wharves,  and  ports  of  Oregon  and  Washif 
with  wharf  ownership  in  public,  private  and  n| 
hands.  I 

The  port  of  San  Francisco  performs  no  functions  | 
furnishing  the  wharves,  for  which  a  dockage,  rents  [ 
and  wharfage  charge  is  made;  whereas  at  the  no  a 
ports,  the  stevedoring  on  the  docks,  handling,  true 
sorting  and  piling,  clerking  and  checking  are  perfornj 
the  dock  management  and  charges  made  therefor,  j 

Perhaps  this  is  best  illustrated  at  Seattle,  where  1 
different  classes  of  ownership  are  in  operation;  n;f 
city-owned  wharves,  private-owned  wharves  and  ra:fl 
owned  wharves,  and  where  different  charges  are  mat 
handling  the  following  classes  of  freight  over  these  wh|( 

First,  export  and  import,  transcontinental  freill 
Second,  export  and  import  local  rail  shipmei 
Third,  export  and  import  freight  delivered  loci* 
Fourth,  domestic  and  British  Columbia  freip 

These  differences  as  to  export  and  import  freigji 
set  forth  in  Tables  Nos.  1  and  2  and  as  to  domestM 
British  Columbia  freight  in  the  pubUshed  tariffs  of  thi 
companies. 

San  Francisco,  on  the  other  hand,  with  her  state- 
wharves,  has  one  set  of  charges  for  all  the  above  c 
Unlike  the  northern  ports,  she  attempts  no  public 
service  beyond  that  of  dockage,  rental  of  wharf 
wharfage  (a  storage  charge),  and  lastly,  tolls.     Of  |M 
dockage  and  rental  run  against  the  vessel;    wharfaj  d 
tolls  against  the  freight. 

The  following  explanations  of  the  wharfage,  ha 
and  loading  charges  will  illustrate  the  differences 
exist: 

Wharfage 

The  term  "wharfage,"  for  which  a  fixed  charge  p 
is  made  by  the  wharf  company  in  the  north,  seems  tc 
the  following  San  Francisco  port  charges: 

Tolls,  5c  per  ton,  borne  by  the  freight; 

Rental,    10c  per  ton,   borne  by  the  vessel; 

Dockage,  3c  per  ton,  borne  by  the  vessel; 

Watchman,  2c  per  ton,  borne  by  the  vessel. 

Handling  and  Loading  Charges 

In  addition  to  regular  stevedoring  charges  for  w 
vessels,  independent  stevedoring  companies  perforn 
ices  on  the  San  Francisco  wharves,  which  are  ord 
embraced  in  a  handling  charge  and  a  loading  charge 
northern  ports  and  performed  and  charged  for  I 
management  of  the  wharves.  These  are  both  steve 
charges  in  San  Francisco  and  are  independent  of 
management. 

In  the  northern  ports,  handling  and  loading  ar 
formed  and  charged  for  by  the  wharf  management. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  been 
difficult  to  get  data  and  make  fairly  accurate  comp: 
of  costs  between  the  port  of  San  Francisco  and  nc 
ports;  but  Tables  Nos.  1  and  2  are  submitted  as 
showing  the  various  differences. 

Advantages   are   claimed   for  both   systems;  bu1 
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[clearly  shown  that  a  ship  in  San  Francisco  pays  charges 
';hat  in  the  northern  ports  are  placed  upon  the  cargo. 

A  study  of  Table  No.  3,  with  recapitulation,  columns 

19  and  21,  shows  also  that  a  charge  known  as  "rental"  in 

•!an  Francisco,  and  which  is  included  in  the  wharfage  charge 

n  the  northern  ports  and  definitely  fixed  on  a  "per  ton" 

jasis,  varies  very  considerably  in  this  port,  owing  to  the 

'  'reater  or  less  use  made  of  the  wharves. 

' ''  Complaint  is  made  by  representatives  of  vessel  interests 

-'hsX  this  charge  should  be  made  against  the  freight  instead 

'  )f  against  the  vessel,  as  when  the  freight  is  put  on  the 

vharf,  the  ship's  duty  and  obligation  ends  and  that  of  the 

■  nvner  of  the  freight  begins.     Cases  are  cited  where  vessels, 

■  laving  discharged  and  left  the  port,  still  have  to  pay  rental 
'intil  the  freight  over  whose  movement  from  the  wharf  the 
Vessel  has  no  control,  finally  is  taken  away. 

' '  Unquestionably  a  certain  amount  of  irritation,  as  well  as 
'xpense,  is  caused  which  could  be  avoided  by  fixing  a  per 
'  on  charge  and  release  of  vessel  when  freight  is  landed  on 
''he  dock,  with  charges  thereafter  assessed  against  the 
■'reight.     A  recommendation  for  this  has  been  made. 

If  LINE  FUNCTIONS 

,;,  It  is  important  to  both  the  port  and  the  city  of 
iiSan  Francisco  that  a  broad  interpretation  be  given  of  the 
tiunctions  of  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  and  the  duty  it  owes 
;  he  public. 

The   Belt   Line    has    gradually   grown   to   its   present 
i  mportant  position,  first  serving  a  small  section  north  of 

■  vlarket  street,  with  no  tracks  on  the  docks,  thence  a  serv- 

■  ce  put  in  south  of  Market  street  and  track  extensions  on 
he  piers  in  both  sections ;  next  the  two  divisions  were  con- 

-  lected  by  crossing  Market  street  and  extensions  made  to 
ihe  north  and  the  tunnel  built,  extending  the  service  to  the 

'  Jnited  States  transport  docks  and  the  exposition  grounds. 

'     In  carrying  out  a  coherent  port  plan,  the  Belt  Line  will 

'  lave  to  be  extended  south  of  the  channel  and  serve  the 

'  vhole  state-owned  harbor  frontage. 

Owing  to  its  location  along  the  Embarcadero,  the  Belt 

i  Ane  has  virtually  a  monopoly  of  service  over  the  territory 

'  erved  by  it;  hence,  is  it  not  fair  that  the  public  demand  of  it 

uch  service  as  it  demands  of  other  lines  similarly  situated? 

Should  it  not  serve  industries  along  its  line  as  industries 

.re  served  in  other  sections  of  the  city  on  other  lines?     For 

:  'xample:     If  an  industry  on  the  Belt  Line  have  need  for 

I  ransportation  of  material,  by  rail,  from  one  point  on  the 
ielt  Line  to  another,  should  not  such  service  be  givf«n? 
f  so,  how  can  the  service  be  performed  without  cars,  which 
he  Belt  Line  does  not  possess?  The  same  question  comes 
ip  with  freight  to  and  from  vessel  and  warehouses  and  in- 
lustries  by  rail.  Under  present  conditions  cars  for  such 
ervice  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  other  railroads. 
A  recommendation   that  the   Belt  Line   provide   itself 

I  Vith  necessary  rolling  stock  has  been  made. 

vJeHOUSE  AND  STORAGE  FACILITIES 

With  the  great  amount  of  work  done  within  the  past 
ew  years  in  providing  this  harbor  with  its  splendid  new 
locks;  the  tearing  down  of  old  structures;  filling  in  and 
iiaking  new  ground,  thereby  doing  away  with  storage  space 
.djacent  to  old  wharves,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  neces- 
ity  for  providing  near-by  and  cheap  short-time  storage, 
larticularly  for  goods  in  transit  where  ship  and  car  do  not 
aake  connection  on  account  of  car  shortage,  embargo  or 
'ther  reasons,  has  been  lost  sight  of. 

;  Storage  so  close  to  the  piers  that  freight  can  be  handled 
0  and  from  it  by  hand  or  electric  trucks,  thereby  saving 
he  present  expensive  drayage  charge,  is  a  necessity  to  this 
larbor  in  order  to  put  it  on  an  equality  with  other  ports. 

This  can  be  accomplished  in  two  ways.  The  one,  sug- 
;ested   and   recommended    in   the   Wagoner   and    Heuer 


Report  of  1908,  namely:  extension  of  the  bulkhead 
into  the  Bay  a  sufficient  distance  to  give  with  the  pre 
width  (generally  about  60  feet)  space  whereon  to  f 
warehouses  at  the  end  of  the  slips,  an  ideal  location. 

The  other,  by  using  land  on  the  west  side  of  the 
barcadero  for  warehouse  sites  with   overhead   conve 
for  conveying  freight  to  and  from  wharves. 

With  such  facilities  there  is  no  reason  why  this 
should  not  become  a  greater  port  for  trans-shipment  ; 
what  is  vastly  more  important,  a  great  handling,  assor 
and  distributing  point  with  all  the  new  industries  anc 
creased  employment  thereon  dependent,  whereby 
materials  may  be  assembled  and  re-distributed  to  terri 
now  served  by  other  centers  of  distribution. 

VEGETABLE  OIL  IMPORTS 

Copra,  from  which  cocoanut  oil  is  pressed,  cocoanut 
oils  from  soya  beans,  and  other  vegetable  oils,  are  b' 
imported   in   immense   quantities;   between   200,000 
250,000  tons,  it  is  estimated,  coming  to  this  coast  in 
past  year. 

The  magnitude  of  this  business,  and  the  further  incen 
that  oil  facilities  determine  the  routing  of  much  o 
cargo,  has  been  recognized  by  the  northern  ports  and  i 
veniences  provided  for  handling  beyond  what  we  hav 
San  Francisco. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  adcqi 
facilities  should  be  furnished  at  this  port  for  conven 
handhng  and  storage  of  large  and  small  shipments  of  v 
table  oils. 

DIFFERENT  TYPES  OF  WHARVES 

Attention  is  called  to  the  advisability  in  future  const 
tion  of  planning  different  types  of  wharves  for  diffe 
classes  of  vessels.  A  river  or  bay  boat  with  her  low  c 
is  at  a  disadvantage  in  landing  freight  compared  with 
ocean  liner  discharging  at  the  present  type  of  whar 
the  floors  of  which  are  approximately  twelve  feet  al; 
low  water. 

The  Committee  also  suggests  assignment  of  wharve 
one  convenient  locality  to  vessels  carrying  similar  clai 
of  cargo,  thereby  encouraging  the  congregation  in  i 
locality  of  the  special  facilities,  as  warehouses,  etc.,  nee 
for  such  trade. 

BULKHEAD  WHARVES 

This  Committee  further  finds  that  San  Francisco  is  p 
tically  devoid  of  bulkhead  wharf  space.  This  systen 
wharfage  is  exceedingly  desirable  inasmuch  as  it  is  the  ( 
means  by  which  freight  can  be  delivered  at  a  minitc 
cost  from  the  ship's  hold  to  the  warehouse  alongside 
bulkheads  and  to  cars  on  the  outer  side,  or  vice  versa, 
the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  the  most  available  p' 
for  this  character  of  dockage  is  on  Channel  street,  and 
the  recommendation  that  every  means  be  taken  in  oi 
that  the  fore-mentioned  channel  may  be  improved  al 
the  lines  above  set  forth. 

RAILROAD  ASSIGNED  WHARVES 

Reference  has  heretofore  been  made  to  railroad-ow 
wharves  at  northern  ports  and  statements  have  been  m 
before  this  Committee  as  to  privileges  on  export  and 
port  cargo  enjoyed  by  shippers  at  such  wharves. 

A  certain  advantage  is  undoubtedly  had  by  such  wl 
management  in  the  way  of  control  of  freight  moverr 
which  cannot  be  had  on  the  public  wharves  assignee 
railroads  in  this  port. 

It  would  seem  desirable  to  put  railroads  serving 
port  on  an  equality  so  far  as  possible  with  those  ser\ 
northern  ports.     The  question  naturally  arises,  should 
an  investigation  be  made  as  to  the  advisability  of  allow 
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railroails  having  assifjiicii  wliarvcs,  freer  control  over  the 
general   eomluct   of   Imsincss  lUuie  over   them? 

PORT  OBLIGATIONS  AND  REVENUE 

The  interest-bearing  obligations  of  this  jjort  are  approxi- 
mately' as  follows :

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  present  interest  and 
sinking  fund  charges  will  nearly  absorb  both  the  toll  and 
dockage  revenue. 

This  leaves  to  be  provided  from  other  revenue  the  cost 
of  admimstration  and  of  operation  of  port.,  repairs,  depre- 
ciation, and  renewals. 

No  sinking  fund  for  the  .$9,000,000.00  and  $10,000,000.00 
bond  issues  have  been  provided  until  twenty  years  from 
issue  of  said  bonds,  which  sinking  fund  payment  will  begin 
in  1929. 

The  present  sources  of  revenue  other  than  those  above 
mentioned  are  rentals  and  Belt  Line  earnings. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  wharf  rentals  (based 
on  a  per  square  foot  of  wharf  space)  have  been  heavily 
advanced  since  1911,  and  vessel  men  claim  this  charge  is 
high  and  should  not  be  raised. 

Therentalsof  the  Ft  rry  building  have  also  been  doubled 
in  the  same  period. 

Rental  is  obtained  from  sea-wall  lots;  but  it  is  doubtful 
if  any  of  those  lots  which  can  be  used  for  the  pubhc  service, 
should  be  rented,  and  even  then  only  for  use  of  a  public 
character. 

From  the  earnings  of  the  Belt  Line  a  large  revenue  is 
obtained;  but  with  the  reconmiendation  made  by  this 
Committee  for  a  uniform  switching  rate  carried  out,  these 
earnings  w'ill  be  somewhat  reduced,  except  where  made 
up  from  increased  business  of  the  Belt  Line. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing,  and  the  representations  which 
have  been  made  as  to  uncertain  life  of  the  wharves,  should 
not  a  study  be  made  as  to  the  desirability  of  increasing  the 
toll  charge  upon  freight,  bearing  in  mind  present  high 
costs  of  all  labor  and  material  necessary  for  operation,  and 
also  improvements? 

This  study  to  also  include  the  question  as  to  whether 
vessels  should  not  be  relieved  in  part,  or  whole,  of  charges 
not  imposed  on  them  in  other  ports. 

PORT  OWNERSHIP 

X  phase  of  the  survey  to  which,  unfortunatelv,  the  Com- 
mittee was  able  to  give  but  little  attention,  is" that  of  the 
facilities  offered  river  and  bay  carriers,  a  matter  of  great 


importance  to  the  producers  in  the  territory  served  t 
these  carriers. 

The  ownership  and  control  of  the  port  of  San  Francia 
is  vested  in  th<'  State  of  California  and  the  faith  of  the  stal 
is  behind  the  bond  i.ssues  of  the  harbor. 

No  other  port  on  the  Pacific  Coiust  has  dependent  upc 
it  for  ocean  communication  such  a  vast  extent  of  cult 
vated  territory  as  is  contained  in  the  San  Joaquin,  Sacri 
mento,  Santa  Clara,  Sonoma,  and  Napa  Valleys;  besic 
the  great  mineral  and  forest  resources  to  which  the  Ui 
of  the  port  is  of  high  value. 

It  is  therefore  highly  important  that  the  water  and  ra 
carriers,  as  well  as  the  products  themselves,  be  given  lils 
advantages  and  services,  that  best  results  be  obtained  fi 
the  owners  of  the  port,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Cal 
fornia. 

TRAFFIC  MANAGER 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  port  of  San  Francisco  are  ove 
$2,000,000.00  per  year.  The  organization  of  the  port  i 
nunle  up  of  the  Harbor  Commission,  exercising  genen 
control,  and  under  the  commissioners,  subject  to  thei 
authority,  a  secretary,  a  chief  engineer,  a  chief  wharfingei 
and  a  Belt  Line  superiniendent. 

The  business  of  the  port  is  to  a  certain  digree  competi 
five  with  other  Pacitie  Coast  harbors  and  the  Committt- 
believes  the  creation  of  the  office  of  traffic  manager  wouli 
add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  port. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  Committee  wishes  to  emphasize  they  are  mindfu 
that  the  port  of  San  Francisco  is  now  provided  with  a  gr«t 
connected  system  of  splendid  docks  and  seawall  and  tb' 
plans  should  not  cease  for  future  development  of  the  port 
looking  to  increased  future  business. 

With  all  this  in  mind  they  have  found  the  present  wbar 
space  adequate  for  normal  needs,  and  in  view  of  presen 
war  conditions  and  necessity  of  conserving  labor,  materia 
and  capital  to  essential  uses,  have  made  only  such  recom 
mendations  as  will,  in  their  opinion,  give  most  efficiency  ti 
present  construction  and  have  recommended  only  sue! 
new  construction  as  will  give  the  greatest  additional  spac< 
for  the  least  expenditure. 

With  the  present  enlarged  port  functions  taken  on  by  al 
progressive  ports,  wharves  without  close-l.)y  storage,  am^ 
without  equipment  facilitating  the  handling  of  cargo,  ap 
akin  to  a  factory  building  without  machinery. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  acknowledgment 
and  thanks  to  the  Harbor  Commission,  its  secretary  am 
its  employes,  for  their  co-operation  and  the  advantage 
accorded  the  Committee's  accountant  in  a  study  of  it 
records,  and  for  general  aid  rendered  the  Committee  in  it 
investigation. 

The  Committee  further  wishes  to  express  its  acknowledg 
ment  and  thanks  to  the  gentlemen  (skilled  in  their  variou 
lines  of  business)  who  appeared  before  it,  and  for  the  ia 
terest  evinced  by  them  in  the  inquiry,  and  for  informatioi 
and  suggestions  imparted. 

Acknowledgment  is  also  due  for  comnmnications  ani 
suggestions  received  from  various  sources  and  particularl; 
for  valuable  illustrated  data  covering  lines  of  electrica 
appliances,  conveyors,  trucks,  etc.,  and  showing  their  us- 
in  other  ports  in  this  country.

I  RECOMMENDATIONS 

|LT  LINE  RAILROAD 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  main  Una  of  the 
Belt  Railroad  be  double-tracked  from  end  to  end  where 
practicable. 

i       (Note:     Harbor  Commission     statement  is  that  above 

I  work  where  unfinished  is  provided  for.) 


The  Committee  recommends  that  all  suitable  space  upon 
seawall  lots,  fitted  for  tracks,  be  reserved  for  the  Belt  tine 
Railroad  and  that  rails  be  laid  upon  them  with  all  con- 
venient speed. 


The  Committee  recommends  that  additional  equipment 
be  supplied  to  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  as  follows; 

1.  The  purchase  of  two  additional  locomotives  as  recom- 
mended by  the  superintendent  of  the  Belt  Line. 

2.  That  the  Belt  Line  be  equipped  with  sufficient  cars 
to  take  care  of  local  service  for  which  no  provision 
is  now  made. 


Whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  the  present 
charges  for  switching  practically  divide  the  Belt  Line  into 
divisions  with  a  separate  charge  for  each  division  and  are 
detrimental  to  the  port  of  San  Francisco  and  to  the  indus- 
trial growth  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  this  Committee 
recommends  that  the  maximum  charge  for  switching  on  the 
Belt  Line  in  either  direction  be  $2.50  per  carload,  excepting 
from  this  resolution  the  existing  arrangements  with  the 
United  States  for  a  separate  tunnel  charge. 


lARF  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Committee  recommends  that  whereas  Pier  39  was 
constructed  upon  plans  designed  for  a  two-story  shed,  that 
those  plans  be  carried  out  and  the  second  story  added  to 
such  shed  whereby  the  capacity  and  use  of  said  wharf  may 
be  more  fully  utilized. 


The  Committee  recommends  that  an  arrangement  be 
entered  into  between  the  Harbor  Commissioners  and  the 
lessees  of  Pier  44  for  the  purpose  of  installing  appliances  to 
fully  use  the  double-deck  facilities  of  that  pier  in  the  most 
approved  and  up-to-date  manner. 


The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners wire  the  various  wharves  that  additional  lights  and 
motor-driven  freight  handhng  apparatus  can  be  used  if 
desired. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Port  be  equipped 
with  a  one-hundred-ton  shear-leg  de*ick  and  a  locomotive 
crane  of  from  forty  to  fifty  tons. 


It  is  the  opinion  and  recommendation  of  this  Committee 
that  electric  trucks,  with  or  without  trailers,  be  employed 
wherever  desirable  for  the  purpose  of  handling  freight  on 
the  docks  and  from  docks  to  adjacent  storehouses. 


ITFITTING  DOCK 

It  is  the  opinion  and  recommendation  of  this  Committee 
that  there  be  provided  an  open  outfitting  dock,  properly 
equipped,  to  be  used  in  the  installation  of  machinery  and 
repair  of  vessels. 


;NERAL  PASSENGER  LANDING 

Whereas,  a  large  number  of  passengers  are  annually 
brought  into  and  depart  from  this  harbor,  from  ports  hav- 


ing no  rail  facilities  and  served  only  by  small  vessels  that 
are  not  regular  in  their  times  of  arrival  and  departure,  and 
whose  chief  business  is  the  carrying  of  freight;  and  it  ap- 
pearing that  a  central  point  for  arrival  and  departure  should 
be  provided  for  such  vessels  where  permanent  waiting 
room  acconunodations  can  be  afforded  such  passengers. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  recommends  this  matter  to 
the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Harbor  Commissioners. 


WAREHOUSES 

The  Committee  recommends  that  inasmuch  as  there  are 
certain  seawall  lots  not  suitable  on  account  of  small  area 
or  other  reasons  for  use  for  storage  tracks  or  main  line 
Belt  Railroad  facilities; 

That  such  lots,  by  reason  of  their  proximity  to  the 
wharves,  be  used  for  public  warehouses  or  storage  purposes. 
Improvements  to  be  put  thereon  by  the  Harbor  Commis- 
sion or  the  property  leased.  This  recommendation  to  cover 
other  lots  wherever  it  is  shown  the  use  of  the  improvements 
will  not  interfere  with  the  ground  used  for  the  Belt  Line 
road. 


CHINA  BASIN  IMPROVEMENT 

It  is  recommended  that  the  bulkhead  wharf  in  front  of 
the  China  Basin  be  completed  and  put  in  condition  for  use, 
thereby  giving  additional  wharf  frontage  of  over  2000  feet. 
It  being  further  recommended  in  case  any  piers  are  built 
from  this  bulkhead  wharf,  that  the  location  and  possible 
building  of  a  connection  from  said  bulkhead  to  Mission 
Rock  be  not  lost  sight  of. 


COAL  BUNKERS 

The  Committee  recommends  that,  as  a  future  policy  in 
the  development  of  the  San  Francisco  water  front,  piers 
or  docks  that  may  be  assigned  for  coal  bunkering  purposes 
be  located  south  of  Pier  54  and  that  when  the  time  arrives 
that  another  location  be  furnished,  that  the  bunker  on 
Pier  15  should  be  removed,  as  the  dock  occupied  by  this 
bunker  is  too  valuable  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 


MISUSE  OF  WHARVES  FOR  STORAGE  PURPOSES 

Whereas,  the  testimony  before  this  Committee  shows 
that  congestion  on  wharves  at  this  port  is  due  to  an  un- 
warranted use  of  the  wharves  for  freight  storage,  which 
should  be  supplied  by  warehouses,  and 

Whereas,  it  is  shown  that  the  present  regulations  re- 
garding the  removal  of  freight,  l)y  reason  of  short  time 
allowance  for  such  removal,  cannot  be  enforced,  except  by 
imposing  hardship  upon  those  interested  in  such  freight. 

Therefore,  this  Committee  recommends  that  such 
reasonable  rules  be  formulated  and  enforced  as  will  insure 
the  efficient  use  of  the  wharves  and  at  the  same  time  con- 
serve the  interests  of  the  owners  of  the  freight,  conforming 
as  near  as  may  be  to  the  custom  of  other  Pacific  Coast 
ports,  and  that  after  a  reasonable  tune  for  different  classes 
of  freight  is  determined,  a  rule  for  a  progressive  charge  of 
a  sufficient  amount  to  compel  the  removal  of  the  freight 
be  adopted. 

USE  OF  BULKHEAD  SPACE  FOR  STORAGE  PURPOSES 

Whereas,  it  appears  that  congestion  of  wharves  fre- 
quently results  from  delayed  movement  of  export  and 
import  freight  which  must  await  the  arrival  of  vessels  or 
the  furnishing  of  cars;  and  that  facilities  for  temporary 
storage  purposes  such  as  freight  sheds  should  be  con- 
structed adjoining  the  wharves,  and

PORT  CHARGES 

The  Committee  finds  that  at  San  Francisco  port  charges 
are  imposed  upon  the  vessel  which  at  other  Pacific  Coast 
ports,  and  generally  at  the  |iorts  of  the  world,  are  borne 
l)y  the  cargo.  These  charges  amount  to  about  .50  cents  per 
ton.  They  include  such  charges  as  dockage  and  rental 
imposed  by  the  rules  of  the  Harbor  Cununission.  Also,  by 
port  custom,  other  costs  are  included,  such  as  the  charge 
for  handling  cargo  between  the  vessel's  sling  and  the  pile 
on  the  wharf,  and  the  sorting  of  the  same. 

The  result  is  that  the  importer  and  exporter  pay  ap- 
proxhuately  50  cents  per  ton  less  and  the  ship  50  cents  per 
ton  more  of  the  aggregate  port  charges  at  San  Francisco 
than  at  other  Pacific  Coast  ports. 

In  view  of  this  situation,  the  Committee  suggests  a 
searching  investigation,  in  which  all  interests  shall  be  con- 
sidered, to  determine  the  relative  economic  advantages  for 
this  city  of  retaining  the  present  system  on  the  one  hand, 
or  of  adopting  the  system  prevailing  at  other  Pacific  Coast 
ports,  on  the  other. 


OCEAN  FREIGHT  RATES 

The  Committee  recommends  that  absorptions  of  loading 
and  unloading  charges  between  car  and  vessel  upon  export 
and  import  freight  be  made  uniform  at  all  Pacific  Coast 
ports  and  that  railroad  tariffs  be  so  constructed  as  to  make 
the  charges  and  absorptions  the  same  at  the  ports  of  Cali 
fornia,  Washington  and  Oregon. 

The  Committee  finds  that  differences  in  rates  of  freight 
on  ocean  vessels  is  a  matter  properly  referable  to  the 
United  States  Shipping  Board  under  the  Act  of  Congress 
dated  September  7,  1916,  known  as  the  United  States 
Shipping  Act. 

REPLACEMENT  FUND 

Whereas,  it  has  been  shown  the  life  of  creosoted  piling 
is  not  ordinarily  over  fifteen  years,  and  with  repairs  not 
to  exceed  twenty-five  years,  and 

Whereas,  the  older  type  of  concrete  piling  used  in  this 
harbor  has  had  in  many  cases  to  be  replaced,  or  need  re-

RINCON  HILL  AND  ISLAIS  CREEK 

EXHIBIT  NUMBER  FIFTY-THREE 


FEW  San  }''rancisco  people  realize 
the  wonderful  possibilities  of  manu- 
facturing facilities  in  this  city. 

Rincon  Hill  and  the  Islais  Creek  ?ec- 
lion  form  two  immense  areas  upon  which 
a  little  work  will  open  the  way  for 
thousands  of  acres  of  industrial  struc- 
tures, but  in  their  present  state  of  crude- 
ness  hamper  the  development  of  the  more 
southern  sections.  Tlie  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  in  the  past 
strongly  advocated  the  leveling-  of  this 
hill  and  the  reclamation  of  the  Creek  dis- 
trict with  the  material  excavated  there- 
from. 

Today  we  find  two  strong  steps  are 
being  taken   in   this  direction. 

Twenty-seven  thousand  cubic  yards  of 
earth  are  being  removed  from  the  hill 
for  the  erection  of  a  large  three-story 
reinforced  concrete  shop  building  for 
Wells  Fargo  &  Company  and  action  has 
been  taken  to  induce  the  change  of 
official  grades  to  permit  the  introduction 
of  industry  track  accommodations  in  this 
area.  The  illustration  above  gives  some 
idea  of  the  extensiveness  of  the  cut  into 
this  hill. 


City  Engineer  O'Shaughnessy  is  work- 
ing on  plans  for  the  general  grading  of 
the  remainder  of  Rincon  Hill,  which,  if 
canned  out,  will  open  up  that  entire  dis- 
trict for  industrial  and  wholesale  pur- 
poses. 

That  the  section  of  the  city  lying  on 
either  side  of  the  Islais  Creek  water  way 
is  rapidly  coming  into  its  own  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  that  this  land  has 
mostly  within  the  jiast  year  been  largely 
reclaimed  from  a  mai-sh  land  by  Mr. 
J.  B.  Con-ell  and  that  today  the  piling 
is  being  driven  in  a  five  acre  section,  in- 
dicated by  the  oval  in  the  lower  illustra- 
tion, for  the  erection  for  Rosenberg  Bros. 
&  Co.,  of  a  modern  reinforced  concrete 
rice  mill  which  will  eventually  be  one  of 
the  largest  structures  of  its  kind  in  the 
world.

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General  conditions  have  not  changed 
nintcrially  during  the  week,  althousrh 
with  less  calls  for  money  for  war  pur- 
poses retail  husincss  is  reluming  to  a 
more  normal  condition.  Vacation  goods 
have  heen  in  demand  the  past  week  and 
there  is  call  for  seasonable  summer 
merchandise.  .7ol)bcrs  report  doing  about 
all  the  business  they  can  handle  and 
collections  are  somewhat  better  than 
two  weeks  ago. 

Large  flovcnnnent  work  has  the  effect 
of  drawing  the  money  to  the  sections 
where  disbursements  are  made,  thereby 
strengthening  bank  reser\-es  and  causing 
a  ready  sale  for  merchandise  at  good 
prices.  This  is  to  some  extent  offset  by 
the  reverse  condition  in  other  localitie-. 
But  we  are  getting  more  intensely  in 
the  war,  more  thoroughly  aroused,  and 
ordinary  pursuits  are  being  subordinated 
to  the  greater  activity. 

In  the  agricultural  sections  of  the 
state  there  are  continued  reports  oF 
dryness,  and  except  where  there  is  ir- 
rigation grain  crops  are  less  promising 
than  one  month  ago.  Some  fruits  show 
the  need   of   more   moisture. 

The  influence  of  the  Government  in 
regulating  and  eliminating  speculation  in 
various  commodities  is  having  its  effect 
in  mining  shares,  as  gradually  purely 
speculative  trading  has  decreased,  and 
sales  now  made  on  changes  are  based 
largely  on  developments  in  the  mine. 
There  is  continued  activity  in  mining 
work,  but  apart  from  a  firm  tone  there 
has  been  no  striking  feature  to  the 
market  for  some  time. 


Dun*8  Review 

The  lumber  business  is  reported  active 
for  this  season  of  the  year,  and  mills 
are  running  to  capacity.  Demand  is 
Irongest  for  rough  lumber  used  in  jilant 
construction,  and  there  has  been  some 
shipment  by  rail  of  connnon  grades  to 
central  eastern  and  eastern  points.  While 
there  has  been  comparatively  little  bnihl- 
ing  of  residences  in  the  cities,  in  ili^- 
(ricts  contiguous  to  manufacturing  cen- 
ters there  is  call  for  houses  for  em- 
ployees, and  the  Govcnnnent  is  reported 
taking  steps  to  see  that  more  adequate 
arrangements  are  made  for  bouses  in  the 
neighborhood   of   its   plants. 

With  two  new  steel  shi))buililiiig  planls 
starting,  space  secured  for  a  concrete 
ship  plant,  and  a  proposed  new  iilant 
to  employ  some  20,000  men  and  to  con- 
tain 10  ship  berths,  each  with  a  capacity 
of  holding  a  20,000  ton  vessel,  this  dis- 
trict is  fast  coming  into  pi'ominence. 
Eight  ships  are  expected  to  be  launched 
here   on   Independence  Day. 

Demand  for  loans  from  industi'ial  con- 
cerns is  reported  moderate  which  Is 
satisfactm-v'  to  local  banks,  as  the  desire 
is  to  favor  the  industries  essential  to 
war  nece.ssitios.  Local  bond  houses  while 
reporting  business  still  quiet,  say  there 
is  considerable  investment  buying  by 
bargain  hunters  who  are  accumulating 
good  seasoned  bonds  for  an  expected 
better  market  later  on.

Passport  Requirements  for 
Hawaiian  Islands 

Owing  to  the  impression  that  travelere 
to  Hawaiian  Islands  were  required  to 
procure  a  passport  in  the  same  manner 
as  to  foreign  countries,  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  desires  to  state  such 
is  not  the  case.  All  that  is  required 
is  to  fill  out  an  application  with  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  in  this 
city,  which  merely  calls  for  a  statement 
of  the  purpose  of  the  visit  and  proof 
of  citizenship,  together  with  the  names 
of  at  least  three  reputable  citizens  of 
the  United  States  to  vouch  for  the  ap- 
plicant. On  approval  a  card  of  identi- 
fication is  furnished  by  the  Collector  of 
Customs.  Two  unmounted  photographs 
made  from  a  negative  not  retouched,  etc., 
are  also  required.

The  Shipping  Board  has  accepted  the 
foi-mal  delivery  during  the  month  of 
April  of  thirty  vessels  with  a  dead 
weight  tonnage  of  162,805  making  the 
total  deliveries  down  to  the  first  of  May 
139  vessels,  of  a  tormage  of  980,471: 
The  latest  deliveries  are  generally  of 
medium  large  vessels,  the  average  being 
in   excess  of   5,000   tons. 

Figures  compiled  by  the  Marine  De- 
partment of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
for  the  month  of  May,  1918,  show  the 
receipt  by  water  of  the  following 
foreign  products.

9523  tons  wheat  arrived  here  last  week 
from  a  foreign  port,  said  to  be  the 
largest  shipment  of  its  kind  to  arrive 
from  an  off  shore  port.

Training  School  for  Employment  Managers 


Because  of  the  large  number  of  gov- 
ernment contracts  secured  by  tirms  in 
this  city,  the  War  Industries  Board  ha.s 
addressed  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  regarding  the  immediate 
necessity  of  speeding  up  production  and 
getting  the  best  continuous  results  from 
workers  in  the  factories.  It  is  assumed 
that  we  are  all  interested  in  the  stabiliz- 
ing of  employment  and  the  elimination 
of  labor  troubles,  and  it  is  the  expres- 
sion of  the  War  Industries  Board  that 
these  results  can  best  be  achieved  by  the 
work  of  intelligent  employment  mana- 
gers working  with  the  full  backing  and 
support  of  manufacturers. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  first  govern- 
ment course  in  employment  management 
at  Rochester  last  March,  there  have  been 


niaiiy  developments,  one  of  them  that 
there  are  men  and  especially  women  of 
executive  experience,  with  an  intelligent 
nnderetanding  of  industrial  problems, 
who  are  desirous  of  becoming  employ- 
ment managers  but  cannot  qualify  for 
entrances  to  the  six-weeks'  courses  be- 
cause of  lack  of  experience  in  manufac- 
turing. For  this  reason,  it  has  been 
decided  to  offer  a  preliminary  two- 
months'  course  to  prepare  such  people 
for  entering  the  intensive  eourees  now 
offered  at  Rochester  and  Boston.  This 
two-months'  course  will  consist  of  actual 
factory  work,  accompanied  by  evening 
courses  of  reading  and  by  lectures  and 
class  discussion.

Shotwell  of  the  Western 
Pacific  Railroad  ("'onipany,  who  is  widely 
known  throughout  tlie  West  as  a  trans- 
liortation  expert,  was  appointed  Traffic 
Director  for  the  United  States  Food  Ad- 
ministration for  California,  May  21st, 
by  I  lie  Federal  Food  Commissioner, 
Iiali>li  P.  Merritt,  upon  nomination  by 
the  Railroad  Administration.  Mr-  Shot- 
well  will  have  direct  charge  of  all  trans- 
jiortation  problems  connected  with  the 
local  Food  .Vdministration,  such  as  super- 
vision ol'  llie  rules  regulating  the  maxi- 
mum loading  of  freight  cars,  including 
perishables,  in  order  to  eliminate  wast- 
age. His  work  will  in  no  way  conflict 
with  or  overlap  the  work  of  the  United 
■States  Railroad  Adniinislralion. 

In  addition  to  his  duties  with  the  Food 
Administration,  he  is  Chainiian  of 
Special  Committee  No.  2  ,of  the  San 
Francisco  Committee  on  Car  Service, 
Transportation  Division  of  the  United 
States  Railroad  Administration.  In  this 
capacity  it  will  be  his  duty  to  urge  upon 
shippers  the  necessity  of  car  con.serva- 
tion. 

California  is  a  producer  of  war  neces- 
sities, especially  foods,  and  probably 
more  than  any  other  state  are  we  in- 
terested in  its  economical  handling.  It 
is  our  livelihood  under  normal  conditions, 
and  now  in  war  times  it  is  the  vei-y  life 
and  success  of  our  defenders.  With  that 
realization  confronting  the  railroads,  the 
Food  Administration  and  the  shippin: 
public,  it  should  he  the  aim  of  all  to 
assist  in  getting  the  necessary  supplies 
"over  there"  and  the  remainder  to  the 
worker   at  home  in   the  least  number  of 


cars  in  the  sliorlesi  jiossiblc  linic.  by 
loading  cars  lo  the  maximum  caiiying 
capacity.  Shippers  are  urged  to  load  and 
unload  promptly,  because  every  day 
ta\ed  means  a  car  is  made  available  for 
another  loading.  The  seller  is  being 
urged  to  sell  and  the  buyer  to  buy  niaxi- 
mmn  carload  quantities.  Every  car 
should  be  loaded  to  10%  in  excess  of 
its  marked  ca|iacily.  If  this  is  done.  i( 
will  hel|i  to  minimize  a  iios.sihle  cai- 
shortage.  Cars  having  a  capacity  of 
(iO.OOO,  80.000  and  100.000  lbs.  can  be 
loaded  to  respecti\-ely  liC.OOO,  .SS.OOO  and 
110,000  lbs.  per  car.  Heavier  loa.ling 
based  upon  .journal  carrying  capacity  is 
in  an  SO.OOO  lb.  car  approximately  n:i.0()0 
lbs.,  and  in  a  100,000  lb.  cajiacity  car 
aiiproxiniately  121.000  lbs.  It  is  there- 
fore apparent  that  if  sellers  will  en- 
deavor to  sell  and  buyers  to  buy  in  these 
quantities,  it  will  result  in  a  surplus  of 
equipment  at  a  time  when  cars  are  most 
needed.  Both  carriers  and  shippers  aii' 
al  the  jiresent  time  extending  their  loyal 
co-operation  in  order  that  these  results 
may  be  produced,  and  if  this  spirit  rv\i- 
tinues  it  will  eliminate  friction,  creale 
efficiencv.  save  time,  labor,  monev  and 
food.

EXHIBIT  NUMBER  FIFTY-FOUR 


It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  com- 
mercial development  that  transportation 
facilities  always  reach  out  to  tap  in- 
dustries and  that  industries  always  fol- 
low transportation.  Nowhere  can  a  more 
strikino;  example  of  this  he  found  than 
that  which  is  shown  by  the  development 
of  Second  Street  from  the  waterfront 
to  Folsom  Street. 

The  section  of  San  Francisco  south  of 
Market  Street  and  east  of  Thii-d  Street 
has  always  been  extensively  devoted  to 
what  may  be  termed  heavy  industries 
and  it  is  only  within  the  last  few  years 
that  spur  tracks  have  been  allowed  to 
spread  their  tendrils  in  that  district. 
Spear  Street  and  Second  Street  have 
formed  the  main  arteries  of  railroad 
ingress.  The  inceniive  for  the  railroads 
to  construct  spur  tracks  along  these 
streets  will  be  found  in  the  volume  of 
already  established  business  to  he  de- 
rived therefrom  but  the  great  reason 
lays  in  the  fact  that  by  extension  of 
industry  tracks  new  business  is  hound 
to  follow. 


Second  Street  from  Howard  to  Bran- 
nan  Street  was  until  recently  such  that 
there  was  nothing  in  the  way  of  large 
buildings  or  big  manufacturing  enter- 
prises to  atti-aet  the  attention  of  the  eye 
until  the  spur  track  running  from 
Second  Street  easterly  along  Bi-yant 
Street  and  into  private  holdings  was 
constructed.  This  construction  made  it 
possible  for  the  Schmidt  Lithograph  Co, 
and  the  Genera!  Electric  Co.  shown  in 
the  lower  section  of  the  above  photo- 
graph, to  find  a  suitable  location  in  this 
city. 

A  little  later  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors granted  permission  for  the  con- 
struction of  another  track,  running  up 
Second  Street  to  Folsom  Street  to  sen-e 
Theodore  Rosenblatt.  A.  Schilling  fc 
Co.  and  the  .John  Finn  Metal  Works.  No 
time  was  lost  in  taking  advantage  of 
this  permit  and  within  the  six  succeed- 
ing months,  foundations  had  been  started 
for  the  Pacific  Folding  Box  Pactoi-y's 
new  building  on  the  comer  of  Second 
Street  and  Dow  Place;  the  United  States 


Envelope  Co.  on  the  southwest  conn 
of  Harrison  and  Second  Streets  and  . 
Fleischhacker's  Paper  Box  House,  a  r 
inforced  concrete  structure  directly  o| 
posite,  all  of  which  are  shown  in  tl 
upper  half  of  the  above  illustrafin 
There  are  over  14  large  substantinl  i 
stitutions  in  a  length  of  four  Mn.l 
along  this  street  and  each  is  there  b 
cause  of  direct  railroad   facilities.

Willi  those  industries  contributing  to 
war  necessities  business  continues  with 
increasing  activity  due  to  Government 
pressure,  and  trade  in  general  feels  the 
one  great  influence.  New  restrictions, 
such  as  reserving  the  supply  of  steel 
for  the  essential  industries,  regulation 
of  the  coal  supiily,  and  a  call  for  care- 
ful use  of  electric  current,  are  matters 
of  prime  importance  to  manufacturers. 

On  account  of  the  extreme  shortage 
of  water  in  the  reservoirs  of  the  hydro- 
electric companies  a  priority  list  of  con- 
cerns using  electric  power  for  essential 
indnsli->-  may  have  to  be  established. 
But  restriction  in  the  use  of  coal  by 
inainifactin-ers  will  not  be  felt  seriously 
here,  as  oil  can  be  substituted  and  the 
supply  is  ample. 

In  the  automobile  trade  the  largest 
dealers  are  well  slocked  with  pleasure 
cars,  and  have  not  been  affected  any  as 
yet  by  the  recent  ruling  on  steel.  But 
there  is  a  realization  that  the  supply 
must  decrease  veiy  materially  when 
present  materials  in  manufacture  are  ex 
hausted.  Some  are  concentrating  their 
lines,  reducing  expenses,  while  others 
are  turning  their  attention  to  increased 
sales  of  trucks  to  offset  reduced  sales  of 
pleasure  cai-s.  Rubber  tires  are  reported 
advancing  here  with  a  probable  shortage 
and  curtailment  in  the  manufacture  of 
certain  sizes. 


•l''rnil  prices  jirevailing  are  the  highest 
vcr  known  at  this  seasini,  due  to  de- 
mands as  to  (juality,  increased  handling 
charges,  and  some  shortage  due  to  lack 
of  moisture.  Quality  is  generally  high. 
Shipments  of  lemons  have  depleted  local 
stocks,  and  slow  transportation  from 
Hawaii  has  placed  bananas  among  the 
luxuries.  , 

Prune  growers  are  satisfied  with  the 
Government's  maximum  prices  of  S'/a 
cents  per  lb.,  and  the  ])rice  of  5'/^  cents 
for  the  ISllS  raisin  crop  has  also 
been   made. 

With  new  croj)  season  aijproaehing 
and  a  regulation  of  )>rofits  to  dealers 
wheat  substitutes  have  declined  in  price. 
Consumption  of  wheat  has  decreased 
materially,  and  the  bulk  of  the  wheat 
flour  now  being  made  here  is  reported 
being  sliipped  east. 

Oil  production  for  June  is  likely  to  be 
a  record  amount,  tremendous  activity 
being  reported  under  the  slogan  produce 
more  oil.  There  is  a  good  demand  for 
copper  at  the  Go\'ernment's  price  of 
2.3',1>  cents  the  movement  freer  and  likely 
to  be  large  the  next  two  months.  Market 
is  also  strong  for  quicksilver  at  $116 
per  flask  and  mcreased  amounts  of 
chrome  are  being  mined,  but  in  new  dis 
tricts  not  readily  reached  by  transporta 
tion.

be  exiiected  to  see  that  the  feed  business 
is  conducted   in   accordance  therewith.

Guests

Cunningham,  jUnerican  Consul  General 
at  Hankow,  China.  Both  of  these  gentle- 
men have  bceu  many  years  iu  the  Orient 
and  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  to 
American  business  men.  ilr.  Sammons 
is  the  Honorary  President  of  the  Amer- 
ican Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Shanghai 
organized  for  the  benefit  of  American 
merchants  and  manufacturers.  This 
Chamber  has  instituted  a  "Non-Resident" 
membership  whereby  reputable  American 
firms  can  become  associated  with  it  for 
an  annual  fee  of  twenty  dollars  (gold). 
This  will  give  these  members  the  advan- 
tage of  communicating  with  a  strictly 
American  organization  to  obtain  reliable 
information,  receive  suggestions  and  ad- 
vice regarding  representation  and,  in 
cases  of  dispute,  makes  available  a  body 
upon  which  they  can  rely.  All  Amer- 
ican merchants  and  manufacturers  in- 
terested in  commerce  with  China  regard- 
less of  where  located  would  find  it  to 
their  material  advantage  to  become 
"Non-Resident"  members.  The  Foreign 
Trade  Department  is  looking  after  the 
interests  of  this  Shanghai  Chamber  and 
will  gladly  furaish  further  information 
and  blank  api^lieations  for  membership. 
Applicants  from  other  cities  must  have 
the  endorsement  of  their  respective 
Chambers  on  their  applications.  This 
insures  their  standing  and  responsibility. 
Mr.  Sammons  expects  to  remain  in  the 
United  States  for  a  couple  of  months 
and  can  be  reached  by  letter  in  care  of 
the  Department  of  State,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Canadian  Import  Restrictions

It  is  simply  an  application  of  the 
I'euluries  old  underwriting  method  to  the 
fanner.  The  well-to-do  citizens  of  a 
locality  sign  an  agreement  pledging  their 
'•redit  to  any  amount  they  desire  to  their 
banks,  guaranteeing  these  banks  against 
loss  in  extending  credit  to  farmers  who 
have  no  bank  credit  and  who  desire  to 
iiuTcase  their  acreage. 

The  subscribers  to  the  guarantee  fund 
elect  five  of  their  number  as  trustees,  to 
whom  applications  for  credit  may  be 
made.  The  trustees  pass  upon  the  loans 
and,    if   approved,   endorse   the   notes   in

ai-cordance  with  the  terms  of  a  certain 
underwriter's  agreement.  These  fiotes  are 
deposited  in  the  local  banks  and  arrange- 
nuMits  have  been  made  by  whicli  the 
I'V'deral  Keserve  Bank  will  discount  the 
notes  when  properly  endorsed  by  the 
Trustees  and   the  discounting  bank. 

This  jdan  will  afford  to  the  farmer, 
who  at  present  has  not  the  necessary 
eriuii)nient  or  credit,  an  opportunity  to 
increase  his  acreage,  thus  aiding  to  fill 
the  place  of  the  man  power  gone  to 
war.  The  banks,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
cannot  extend  the  credit  without  security. 

The  plan  was  instituted  in  Stanislaus 
County  about  a  week  ago  at  a  conference 
in  Modesto  which  was  attended  by  Chas. 
C.  Moore,  President  of  the  Exposition, 
now  Chairman  of  the  State  Council  of 
Defense;  Robert  Newton  Lynch,  Vice- 
President  and  Manager  of  the  Sau  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Cali- 
fornia Development  Board  j  W.  B.  Well- 
man,  President  of  Wellman-Peck  &  Com- 
jjany,  wholesale  grocers;  Albert  Lindley, 
the  San  Joaquin  County  farmer  and  E. 
E.  Bowles,  Secretai-y  of  the  Farmer's 
Committee  of  the  California  Development 


Board    and    ten    or    a    dozen    well    known 
merchants  and  financiers  of  Modesto. 

The  plan  was  promptly  adopted  by  the 
County  at  tlie  suggestion  of  Mr.  (ieorge 
Cressey  and  a  tenip"'"3T  organization 
effected  at  which  $12,000  was  subscriljed. 

At  a  subsequent  and  largely  attended 
meethig  held  the  evening  of  June  21st,  in 
Modesto,  attended  from  this  city  by  Chas. 
C.  Moore;  Wni.  Sjjroule,  President  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  and  Robert  Newton 
Fjynch,  it  was  reported  the  total  sub- 
scription  list   then   amounted   to  .$,53,300. 

On  Saturday  evening,  June  loth,  W. 
B.  Wellman  and  E.  E.  Bowles  presented 
the  ])lan  to  several  business  men  of  Tu- 
lare County  who  at  once  saw  the  great 
advantages  of  such  a  method;  promptly 
endorsed  it,  and  within  a  few  minutes 
subscribed  $12,000  and  the  list  there  is 
growing   rapidly. 

Other  counties  have  written  to  the 
California  Development  Board  for  in- 
fonuation  as  to  the  plan  and  it  is  quite 
probable  that  before  the  year  is  out  it 
will  be  effected  in  every  county  in  the 
state. 


Your  Duty  to  the  War  Cripple 


The  Red  Cross  Institute  for  Crippled 
and  Disabled  Men  has  issued  some  per- 
tinent facts  regarding  war  cripples  which 
it  is  none  too  early  to  emphasize.  It  is 
impressed  upon  us  that  the  cripple  is 
not  helpless,  but  capable,  provided  the 
right  job  is  found  for  him  and  he  is 
trained  in  preparation  for  it.  Idleness 
is  the  calamity  too  great  to  be  borne. 
So  what  the  cripple  needs  is  the  chance 
to  work,  and  the  encouragement  to  take 
advantage  of  it.  In  the  past  we  have 
done  everything  possible  to  make  the 
cripple  a  failure.  We  have  been  lavish 
with  s.\Tnpathy  and  charity  but  too  short 
on  giving  him  a  real  opportunity  to 
make  good.  The  attitude  of  the  public 
has  been  a  more  baffling  difficulty  than 
the  loss  of  a  limb.  The  cripple  need-; 
thorough  training  for  a  trade  which  he 
can  follow  and  intelligent  placement  in 
employment.  These  the  Government  vvill 
supply  for  the  returning  soldier,  but  the 
responsibility  for  making  this  work  effec- 
tive rests  with  the  public. 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  recently  apiioinled  a  Com- 
mittee on  EmplojTuent  of  Disabled  Sol- 
diers. While  the  problem  has  not  yet 
reached  our  citj-,  we  cannot  overlook  the 
fact  that  we  will  have  our  share  of 
work  to  do  in  finding  real  jobs  for  these 
war  cripples  as  the  period  of  the  war 
continues  and  we  must  begin  to  prepare 
now.  Our  patriotism  must  be  amply 
shown  in  this  way  now  and  after  the 
war. 

Considerable  interest  will  be  aroused 
in  this  connection  through  the  announce- 
ment by  ofBcials  of  the  great  Govern- 
ment War  Exhibit  which  opens  at  Eightli 
and  Market  Streets  on  July  7th,  that 
numerous  war  cripples  will  take  part  in 
the  show,  giving  first  hand  evidence  what 
can  be  done  in  the  way  of  employment 
of  these  men.  This  will  be  one  of  the 
most  timely  and  instructive  features  of 
this   patriotic   exhibit.

Aishton  Asks 

Co-operation 

Regional  Direclcn-  R.  H.  Aishton  has 
issued  tlie  following  circular  relative  to 
the  car  supply  situation.  It  is  urged 
that  all  of  the  shipping  public  give  this 
matter  careful  consideration  and  endeavor 
to  carry  out  the  suggestions  contained 
therein. 

"Several  specifie  instances  have  come 
to  our  attention  where  shippers  have, 
when  urged  to  do  so,  increased  their 
output  to  take  advantage  of  present  easy 
box  car  supply,  anticipating  require- 
ments which  otherwise  would  result  in 
adding  to  the  burdens  of  transportation 
during  the  fall  and  winter  months.  For 
instance,  one  large  sewer  pipe  manufac- 
turer has  agreed  to  increase  his  output 
twenty  to  twenty-five  per  cent  for  the 
next  sixty  days.  There  are  undoubtedly 
many  shippers  in  this  and  other  lines 
who  could,  with  advantage,  do  the  same 
thing. 

"Believe  it  advantageous  for  the  local 
situation  to  be  canvassed  on  the  various 
lines  with  view  of  stimulating  all  move- 
ments which  can  be  made  in  bo.x  or 
stock  cars  during  present  period  of  sur- 
plus." 

Minimuni    Carload    Charge 
Not  To  Apply  On  Certain 

Commodities 

The  .$15  per  car  minimuni  charge, 
which  was  ordered  to  be  apjilied  under 
the  terms  of  Director-General  McAdoo's 
Order  No.  28,  will  not  be  collected  on 
shipments  of  brick,  cement,  coal,  coke, 
logs,  ore,  sand  and  gravel,  and  stone 
broken,  crushed  or  ground.  No  reason 
is  given  for  exempting  these  commod- 
ities from  the  application  of  tlie  mini- 
mum carload  charge. 

River  Steamers  Ask  For 
Increased  Rates 

Applications  have  been  filed  with  the 
California  Railroad  Commission  liy  the 
California  Transportation  Comjiany,  the 
California  Navigation  and  Improvement 
Company,  Sacramento  Transportation 
Company  and  the  Hunt  Hatch  Trans- 
portation Company,  asking  for  pennis- 
sion  to  increase  all  rates  in  their  present 
tariffs  to  the  same  extent  as  the  steam 
railroads  will  increase  their  rates  under 
the  teniis  of  Director-General  McAdoo's 
General   Order  No.  28.

New  Class  Rates  Being 

Prepared  For  Use 

Of  Shippers 

The  Traffic  Bureau  is  engaged  in  the 
preparation  of  a  tariff  which  will  show 
the  class  rates  from  San  Francisco  to 
points  in  California  that  will  become 
effective  June  2Dth.  On  that  date,  in 
order  to  find  a  given  class  rate,  it  would 
otherwise  be  necessai-y  for  a  shipper  to 
work  out  each  individual  rate  from  the 
scale  of  percentages  carried  in  supple- 
ments issued  to  all  tariffs.  In  the  case 
of  short  haul  rates  even  gi'eater  work 
would  be  necessary  owing  to  the  conflict 
of  rates  increased  by  2.5%  and  those  af- 
fected by  the  minimum  class  rates,  which 
range  from  25  cents,  first  class,  to  5 
cents.  Class  E.

Intra- Yard  Switching  Charge 
To  Be  Increased 

The  Railroad  Administration  an- 
nounces that  switching  charges  now  car- 
ried in  terminal  tariffs  of  the  railroads 
sliall  be  increased  25%,  effective  June 
25th.  This  means,  for  instance,  that  the 
charge  now  carried  in  the  tariffs  of  the 
terminal  lines  of  San  Francisco  of  25 
cents  per  ton,  minimum  $5  per  car,  will 
be  increased  to  30  cents  per  ton,  with 
the  same  minimum  charge.  No  increase  in 
switching  charges  will  be  made  when  tlie 
movement  is  incidental  to  a  line  haul.

southerly  along  Third  Street  better 
known  as  Kentucky  Street  to  the 
southern  limits  of  the  city  is  a  s-i-g-h-t 
seeing  trip  in  the  full  sense  of  the  word, 
but  pertains  to  industrial  locations  rather 
than  visions.

Oer  Flag  and  Biasiness 


While  tbe  various  buildings  of  San 
Francisco  are  covered  with  American 
Hags,  a  great  many  people  do  not  realize 
the  importance  of  tbe  flag  or  the  rever- 
ence due  it.  Some  of  these  flags  remain 
up  all  night  when  they  should  be  taken 
down  at  sun-down.  Many  of  them  are 
jiiit  up  by  foreign  emidoyees  or  janitors 
of  I  he  buildings  and  is  considered  a 
mere  jiart  of  daily  routine  lallier  than 
a  veiy  great  privilege.' 

One  of  our  large  local  companies  has 
organized  a  Flag  Committee.  Every 
morning  at  .S:.'i()  one  young  man  hoists 
I  he  flag;  two  stand  at  attention  and  a 
bugler  sounds  tbe  proper  call.  At  5 :00 
P.  M.  a  similar  ceremony  is  performed. 
It  has  been  reported  that  in  several  in- 
stances pedestrians,  on  hearing  the  bugle 
call  and  seeing  the  flag  raised,  slopped 
and  slond  at  attention  and  removed  tlieir 
hats. 

'While  on  this  subject,  it  might  be 
well  to  again  call  attention  to  the  way 
in  which  our  flag  should  he  displayed. 
Tbe  following  directions  are  reprinted 
from  an  issue  of  the  "Activities"  gotten 
out  just  after  the  declaration  of  war. 

1.  Our  flag  should  never  be  used  as 
a  cover  for  table  or  a  desk,  or  otherwise 


placed  where  any  object  can  be  put 
upon   it. 

2.  It  should  not  be  used  to  decorate 
a  platform  so  that  the  speakers  or  those 
occupying  tbe  plalform  would  be  above 
the  Haff.  If  used  about  a  platform  it 
should  he  bung  above  the  platform  so 
that  it  would  be  above  those  occupying 
the  iilatl'orm.  The  flag  must  be  above 
Ihe  man. 

X  Our  Mag  should  never  be  draped  or 
festooned,  however  attractively  the  colors 
may  lend  themselves  to  such  effect.  If 
draping  or  festoon  effects  are  desired 
they  should  be  made  with  red,  white  and 
blue  bunting.  When  u.sing  bunting  the 
red  should  be  on  toj),  the  white  should 
follow,   and  the  blue  should  be  below. 

4.  Of  course  everyone  knows  that  in 
flying  our  flag  the  union  should  be  up. 
If  our  flag  is  not  flown  fi-om  a  mast  or 
staff  is  should  be  so  bung  that  tbe 
union  is  to  the  norlh  or  east  as  the  case 
may  be;  tbe  union  should  not  be  to  the 
west  or  south. 

If  tbe  foregoing  rules  be  observed  our 
flag-  will  be  treated  with  the  dignity  and 
reverence  to  which  it  is  entitled  as  the 
emblem  of  all  those  principles  of  liberty 
and  justice  ii)i.iii  wliii-li  our  Government 
is  founded.

[Albert  E.  Schwabaoher,  Federal  Fuel 
jliniiiistrator  for  California,  advised 
t.it  the  Wood  Fuel  Committee  of  the 
hieral  Fuel  Admiuistration  for  Calif- 
r|iia  has  completed  a  partial  survey 
1  the  values  of  the  woods  for  fuel  that 
iliy  be  utilized  to  the  best  advantage  by 
(fisuniers  of  California. 

!The  Fuel  Administration,  therefore, 
Ijsed  upon  the  findings  of  this  Com- 
iittee,  strongly  urge  California  eon- 
iJiiiers  to  patriotically  co-operate  in  de- 
iinding   from    their   dealers   slab    wood, 

iiich  is  a  by-product  from  saw  mill  op- 
rations.  Slab  wood  lias  a  high  fuel 
tlue  and  can  be  obtained  at  prices  con- 
flerably  less  than  cord  wood  cut  from 
ok  and  other  hard  woods. 
'In  addition  to  slab  wood  for  fuel  the 
Viumittee  also  points  out  the  value  of 
'H)d  cut  from  limbs  and  tops  of  trees, 
nich  would  otherwise  go  to  waste. 
|Tn     ordering-     fuel     wood,     consumers 


should  specify  limb  wood  to  their  dealers 
or  slab  wood. 

As  a  war  emergency  the  Wood  Fuel 
Conuuittee  urges  that  all  consumers  secure 
their  wood  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment, accepting  deliveiy  in  bulk,  rather 
than  in  sacks,  because  of  the  fact  that 
sacks  are  so  badly  needed  for  the  eari-y- 
ing  of  food  stuffs  to  our  armies  and 
allies. 

Man  power  is  also  saved  by  receiving 
wood  fuel  in  bulk,  as  the  labor  of  sack- 
ing is  great  and  consumers  are  patriotic- 
ally co-operating  with  the  Fuel  Admin- 
istration in  observing  the  above  sugges- 
tions. They  are  also  able  to  secure  a 
more  attractive  ])rice  for  themselves  by 
accepting  bulk  deliveries. 

By  California  consumers  using  wood 
of  all  kinds  as  fuel  they  are  relieving 
for  service,  coal  cars  and  motive  power 
that  are  used  to  carry  California's  coal 
supply  a  thousand  miles  from  Utah  and 
Wyoming  mines. 


Important  to  Importers 


The  Foreign  Trade  Department  is  mak- 
ing up  a  report  with  respect  to  restricted 
importations  of  various  Oriental  articles 
when  destined  for  Mexico,  Central  and 
South  America  and  the  West  Indies.  It 
is  the  intention  to  show  conclusively  that 
the  restrictions  of  the  War  Trade  Board 
does  not  conserve  tonnage  but  merely  re- 
sults in  loss  of  business  because  these 
articles  are  shipped  direct  in  Japanese 
vessels  and  in  many  cases  actually  enter 
and  leave  this  port  on  their  way  south. 
The  department  would  appreciate  any 
specific  instances  or  information  bearing 
upon  this  matter  at  the  earliest  oppor- 
tunity.

Why  Embargoes  Are 
Necessary 

The  question  is  I'requeiUly  asked 
why  is  it  necessary  to  prohibit  the  im- 
|Kirt  or  export  ol'  certain  articles,  and  in 
iirder  to  briefly  explain  to  those  who 
may  be  uninformed,  the  Foreign  Trade 
Deparlnient  has  digested  a  number  of 
statements  made  by  officials  of  the  vari- 
ous war  boards. 

The  various  embargoes  may  be  classified 
under  two  heads,  viz:  "Conservation" 
and  "Protection."  Under  the  former 
comes  the  consenation  of  tonnage.  To 
transport  troops,  munitions,  foodstuffs, 
etc.,  a  vast  amount  of  tonnage  is  re- 
fjnired.  It  has  been  claimed  that  eveiy 
ship  capable  of  trans-Atlantie  service 
must  be  utilized  in  this  sen'ice  except 
where  required  to  bring  in  from  foreign 
countries  raw  materials  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  war  purposes.  In  carrj-iug  out 
this  policy  the  War  Trade  Board  is  en- 
deavoring to  have  produced  in  the  United 
States  such  commodities  as  have  been 
heretofore  brought  from. foreign  countries. 
Conservation  of  jjower  and  labor  are  re- 
servation of  power  and  labor  are  re- 
sponsible to  a  considerable  extent  for  im- 
port and  export  restrictions.  It  is  de- 
sired to  divert  the  manufacture  of  non- 
essentials to  actual  necessities  hence  many 
articles  are  prohibited  or  restricted  from 
importation  to  bring  about  this  result. 
Millions  of  dollars  worth  of  manufac- 
tured non-essentials  are  now  in  this 
country  on  account  of  lack  of  tonnage 
to  can-y  them  to  their  destinations.  It 
was  considered  wise  therefore  to  dis- 
courage the  manufacture  of  all  articles 
for  export  which  could  not  be  trans- 
ported thereby  conser\-ing  fuel,  labor  and 
capital.  The  embargo  on  export  of 
many  articles  was  to  give  the  Board 
opportunity  to  dispose  of  the  available 
supply  to  the  best  advantage  first  for 
our  own  needs,  second  for  the  needs  of 
our  allies  engaged  in  fighting  and  third 
for  neutrals  in  exchange  for  articles  we 
or  our  allies  must  have  and  which  could

not  be  procured  elsewhere.  The  ques- 
tion of  protection  was  to  prevent  our 
or  our  allied  goods  from  reaching  the 
enemy  thereb}'  prolonging  the  war.  It 
is  not  enough  to  prevent  our  goods 
reaching  Germany  but  precautions  must 
be  taken  to  prevent  our  shipments  to 
neutrals  releasing  some  of  their  prod- 
ucts to  the  enemy.  Another  feature  of 
the  question  is  to  break  down  in  every 
way  the  trade  and  commerce  of  enemy 
subjects  in  neutral  countries  and  to  pre- 
vent the  manufacture  or  acquiring  of 
stocks  by  enemy  agents  in  this  or  allied 
countries  for  delivery  after  the  war. 
Many  such  plots  have  been  discovered 
whereby  our  own  goods  were  being  ac- 
quired by  enemy  agents  to  be  used  after 
the  war  in  competition  with  our  own 
merchants.  Conservation  of  rail  ton- 
nage and  fuel  are  big  factors  and  the 
entire  problem  necessitates  close  co-op- 
eration by  the  Department  of  State  in 
dealing  with  our  allies  and  neutrals, 
with  the  Shipping  Board  whose  duty  it 
is  to  furnish  tonnage,  with  the  Food 
Administration,  the  War  Industries 
Board  and  many  other  agencies.  The 
War  Trade  Board  has  now  decided  to ! 
give  its  reasons  for  declining  any  ap- 
plication for  import  or  export  where 
such  explanation  can  be  given  without 
prejudice  to  the  public  welfare.

The  two  weeks  of  July  "tli  td  lilsl 
aio  expected  to  see  a  great  influx  of 
visitors  into  San  Francisco,  as  interest 
in  the  Allied  War  Exposition  is  extend- 
itifj  far  up  and  down  the   Coast. 

Dii-eclor  of  Pnl)licity  James  D.  Sims 
and  J.  S.  A.  Mac'donald  of  the  Publicity 
Dciiartnicnl,  who  have  been  visiting  many 
portions  of  the  state,  report  cordial  re- 
ception in  all  localities  and  state  that 
large  delesations  will  come  to  San  Fran- 
cisco to  view  the  war  trophies  and  evi- 
dences of  the  preparation  of  the  Allies. 

Construction  work  on  the  grounds  at 
Sth  and  Market  Streets,  has  gone  at  such 
a  rapid  jiace  that  in  the  space  of  a  few 
short  weeks  the  old  circus  grounds  have 
been  transformed  into  Exposition  grounds 
of  real  beauty.  A  grand  stand  capable 
of  seating  several  hundred  people  has 
been  erected  in  the  center,  surrounding 
a  reproduction  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty 
rising  fifty  feet  into  the  air.  To  the 
east  a  fountain,  with  figures  symbolic 
of  "Conservation,  Preparation  and  Vic- 
tory" and  to  the  west  the  Temple  of 
France,  fashioned  after  the  Tower  of  the 
Winds  at  Athens.  Aisles  flanked  with 
guns,  airplanes,  shells  and  all  kinds  of 
equipment  captured  from  the  German 
long  rows  of  exhibition  booths,  and  an 
exact  reproduction  of  No  Man's  Land, 
with  trenches  and  with  the  British  tank 
"Britannia"  make  a  panorama  of  war  ac- 
tivities which  bring  the  Exposition  visi 
tor  very  near  the  actual  spirit  of  the 
battle  grounds  "over-seas."

Re-education  of  Disabled 
Soldiers 

I  The  subject  of  the  employment  of  dis- 
|sibled  soldiers  has  received  nation  wide 
jattention  wliich  has  culminated  in  bills 
'iriti'.;-  introduced  in  both  branches  of 
I  iHMjrcss  providing  for  the  work  of 
iiiKiiunal  rehabilitation  of  members  of 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 
;  The  bill  provides,  in  brief,  that  the 
jijeneral  scheme  and  supervision  of  re- 
k'ducating  the  war-disabled  soldiers  and 
isailors  will  be  supervised  and  adminstered 
ihy  the  Fedei'al  Board  for  Vocational 
Education,  and  the  matters  of  curative 
and  occupational  therapy  will  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Surgeon-General's  De- 
partment while  the  men  are  in  hospitals 
and  prior  to  their  discharge.  After  be- 
■ing  discharged  from  the  hospitals  the 
.jurisdiction  of  the  Federal  Board  begins 
with  the  injured  men.  Liberal  pay  al- 
ilowances  and  family  allowances  are  pro- 
vided for  these  men  while  they  are  under- 
,'going  training  and  there  is  no  sort  of 
!  compulsion  used  over  the  men  while  in 
training,  nor  is  there  any  connection  of 
;the  Army  witli  the  training  work. 


Warehouse  Case 
Decided 

Cnder  dale  of  .June  2.")lh  the  California 
Railroad  Cuinjuission  i-endered  a  supple- 
mental decision  in  the  San  Francisco 
warehouse  ease.  This  supplemental  de 
cision  was  the  result  of  the  supplemental 
applications  filed  by  the  warehouse  com- 
panies following  the  strike  of  their  em- 
ployees a  short  time  ago. 

AVlien  the  first  decision  was  rendered 
by  the  Commission  the  basis  of  pay  was 
to  be  .$4.00  per  day  of  nine  hours,  but 
this  was  iu)t  satisfactoiy  to  the  em- 
plovees  and  a  strike  was  called  based  ou 
a  licnumd  for  .$4.00  foi-  an  S-hour  day 
and  lime  and  a  half  for  overtime.  As 
this  additional  compensation  will  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  new  rates  which  will  go 
into  effect  shortly,  this  rate  of  pay  will 
become  the  ruling  rate  for  warehouse 
employees.

Mates  Dependent  Upon  the 

Declared  or  Released  Value 

of  Property 

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
under  date  of  April  20,  1918,  has  issued 
a  circular  calling  the  carriers'  attention 
to  the  fact  that  rates  which  are  made 
dependent  upon  the  value  of  property 
declared  by  the  shipper  or  agi'eed  upon 
as  the  released  value  of  the  property 
are  unlawful,  unless  authorized  by  order 
of  the  Commission  in  each  and  every 
case.     The  circular  says: 

"Some  carriers  have  neglected  to 
secure  from  the  Commission,  authority  to 
maintain  such  rates  or  to  cancel  them 
from  their  tariffs.  Unnecessary  con- 
troversies arise  as  to  the  charges  on 
property  transported  thereunder.  It  is 
clearly  the  duty  of  every  carrier  to 
secure  from  the  Commission  authority 
for  the  maintenance  of  such  rates  or  to 
eliminate  them  from  its  cla.ssifieation 
and  rate  schedules.  The  Commission  ex- 
pects that  each  carrier  will  give  this 
matter  prompt  and  careful  attention."

New  Rates  From 
the  Southeast 

Director-General  JIcAdoo  has  author- 
ized the  publication  of  joint  through 
rales  liclH,.,.n  all  points  on  the  coast 
■""I  liunils  ni  the  territory  east  of  the 
.Mississippi  and  south  of  the  Ohio  River. 
These  rates  are  to  be  the  same  as  the 
rates  to  corresponding  territory  north 
of  the  Ohio  River  and  will  bring  about 
the  adjustment  that  has  been  urged  by 
the  Pacific  Coast  interests  for  some 
time.  The  new  rates  will  better  enable 
the  manufacturers  in  the  southeastern 
states  to  reach  the  Pacific  Coast  in  com- 
petition with  manufacturers  located  In 
the  territory  north  of  the  Ohio  River 
and  also  will  enable  produeere  on  the 
coast  to  reach  the  markets  in  south- 
eastern territory  to  much  better  advan- 
tage than  at  present.  It  is  thought  that 
the  result  of  this  adjustment  will  be  to 
greatly  increase  the  exchange  of  com- 
modities between  the  sections  of  eountrv 
interested.  ^ 


Car  Accounts  to  Ibe 
Discontiimued 

The  jiractice  of  recording,  computing 
and  paying  a  per  diem  mileage  or  rental 
for  the  use  of  freiglit  and  passenger 
train  cars  has  been  discontinued  by 
Director-General  McAdoo's  General 
Order  No.  31  of  June  12,  1018.  This 
order  provides  that  the  accounts  which 
were  formerly  kept  shall  be  discon- 
tinued, but  that  the  lines  will  continue 
to  keep  reports  w-hich  are  necessary  to 
show  .the  location  of  equipment.  This 
is  but  one  of  the  many  measures  taken 
by  the  Railroad  Administration  to  effecl 
economies.

The  railniails  have  made  a  remarkable 
record  in  tlie  loading  of  les.s-carload 
freight.  Figures  recently  issued  by  tlie 
Association  of  Transportation  and  Car 
Accounting  Officers  sliow  that  the  aver- 
age load  in  the  western  regional  dis- 
trict increased  .3.3.18%  over  the  same 
month  last  year,  and  that  for  the  com- 
bined eastern,  western,  southern  and 
Canadian  districts  the  increase  was 
20.22%.  If  the  average  loading  per 
car  during  February,  1018,  had  been  al 
the  same  rate  as  during  the  month  of 
July,  1916,  to  have  handled  9.277,0.57,670 
lbs.  (the  amount  carried  in  Februarv, 
1918)  798,4.38  cai-s  would  have  been  re- 
quired. As  the  loading  was  carried  in 
.5o8,331  cars,  there  was  a  saving  if 
240,107  cars  during  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruai-;*-.  1018,  by  reason  of  the  cariiers' 
efforts  in  tlie  loading  of  le,-s-.-arl..a.l 
freight.

Ox  San  Francisco  Bay  there  are,  in 
course  of  construction  or  contracted 
for,  about  40%  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  steel  vessels  being  built  on  the 
Pacific  Coast;  nearly  as  many  are  being 
built  in  Oregon  and  Washiugton  cinn- 
buicd;  and  more  than  two-thirds  the 
number  being  built  in  otlier  Califoi-nia 
Yards.  In  the  I'nited  States  there  are 
being  built  at  the  jiiesent  time  about 
1255  steel  ships  and  of  this  number  San 
Francisco  and  its  vicinity  is  building 
nearly   one-tenth. 

Each  elongated  mark  on  the  accom- 
panying map  of  the  bay  district  rep- 
resents, in  a  graphic  way,  one  of  these 
vessels  and  gives  a  comprehensive  idea 
of  the  magnitude  of  these  figures. 

To-day  there  are  being  launched  iu 
the  various  yards  of  the  United  States 
a  total  of  thirty-seven  steel  vessels.  San 
Francisco  Bay  is  launching  nearly  one- 
half  f>f  this  number  or  eleven  more 
vessels  than  the  yards  of  Washington, 
Oregon  and  California  combined  outside 
of  the  San  Francisco  region. 
.'The  Bethlehem  Union  Plant  at  San 
Francisco  has  the  honor  of  launching 
the  largest  individual  tonnage  of  any 
Vjard  in  the  countiy,  through  four  steel 
ships  totaling  nearly  50,000  tons  sliding 
into  the  water.  This  plant  also  has  the 
honor  of  flying  the  bine  flag  awarded  by 
the  Shipping  Board  for  eftieiency  iu  ship 
construction. 

There  are  in  all  eight  plants  engaged 
in  steel  shipbuilding  in  this  vicinitv  in- 
cluding the  Mare  Island  Navy  Yard  and 
the  two  plants  of  the  Bethlehem  Ship- 
building Corporation.  Thev  are  as 
follows.

It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that 
with  the  exception  of  the  Mare  Island 
Navy  Yard  all  of  these  plants  maintain 
their  headquarters  in    San    Francisco. 

The  daily  arrival  of  an  average  of 
si.xty-five  carloads  of  steel  to  supply 
the  above  concerns  means  an  enormous 
anKHUit  of  labor  expended  in  the  work- 
ing of  this  material  into  vessels.  It  is 
very  conservatively  estimated  that  twen- 
ty thousand  men  are  engaged  in  this  in- 
dustry with  these  institutions.  The  aver- 
age cost  of  a  steel  vessel  ranges  around 
the   million   dollar  mark. 

In  addition  to  the  several  yards  which 
are  already  engaged  in  steel  shiji  con- 
struction, there  are  several  being  planned 
to  meet  the  demands  of  the  government 
for   increased    shipping    facilities.      It    is

Tlie  Chamber  is  dealing  at  the  present

4.  FEDERAL  REGULATION  OF 
BTISINESS.       San     Francisco     business 
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Dun's  Review 


Business  in  general  is  good  but  it  is 
more  and  more  becoming  subservient  to 
the  needs  of  the  Government.  Eacli 
month  finds  additional  staples  brought 
under  more  or  less  eontrol,  and  with  the 
needs  of  the  Government  continually 
expanding  less  is  thought  of  civilian 
wants.  Main  business  centers  report  re- 
tail demand  for  seasonable  goods  steady, 
the  general  oomjilaint  being  trouble  in 
obtaining  merchandise  rather  than  in  the 
sale  of  it.  And  although  some  liner 
necessarily  suffer  in  the  changing  process, 
with  the  masses  employed  at  better 
wages  than  fonnerly  there  is  no  possi- 
bility of  a  business  depression.  Favor- 
•able  news  from  the  place  of  conflict  has 
been  a  buoyant  factor  in  industrial  stocks 
of  late. 

Agricultural  reports  from  the  state  are 
favorable  and  althongh  some  grain  has 
been  harvested  early  because  of  dryness, 
the  quality  is  said  to  average  well,  and 
where  water  has  been  plentiful,  crops 
have  been  excellent.  There  is  a  shortage 
of  feed  however,  in  the  foothills,  which 
has  caused  a  rather  free  selling  of  cattle, 
but  this  is  offset  in  other  sections  by 
efforts  being  made  to  increase  the  herds 
for  dairy  purposes  also  for  market. 

Jobbers  in  many  lines  report  city 
collections  only  fair,  and  this  is  believed 
due  in  part  to  the  retailer  trying  to 
maintain  full  stocks  in  face  of  rising 
prices,  not  appreciating  the  public's 
disposition  to  buy  carefully  and  to  con- 
sume less  per  capita  than  formerly. 
This   is  especially  true   in   the  shoe   lino. 


In  the  couiiti-y,  conditions,  are  more 
favorable,  as  towns  are  more  closely  in 
touch  with  the  growers  and  producers 
who   are   receiving  high   prices. 

Pegging  of  prices  for  berries  in  local 
markets  and  the  rulings  regarding  sugar 
have  materially  reduced  the  amount  of 
fruit  canning  to  date.  Fruit  prices  have 
averaged  more  than  50  per  cent  higher 
than  last  year,  and  the  net  returns  to  the 
grower  have  been  more  encouraging  than 
ever  before.  Eastern  shipments  of  cher- 
ries and  peaches  are  now  leaving  the 
state  daily.  A  supervised  sugar  ration 
of  three  pounds  per  person  per  month 
will  be  effective  July  8th. 

Strictly  all  wool  clothing  is  becoming 
a  scarce  article  in  the  manufactures  and 
prices  for  next  season  will  be  consider- 
ably higher.  Domestic  shipments  of 
wool  are  coming  to  market,  growers  be- 
ing permitted  to  consign  stock  to  an 
approved  dealer,  to  be  handled  on  a  com- 
mission to  be  paid  by  the  Government 
and  the  grower  will  receive  full  Govern- 
ment price  for  his  wool,  less  freight  to 
the  Atlantic  seaboard. 

In  the  oil  fields  work  continues  to  be 
rushed  to  insure  the  greatest  production 
and  17  new  wells  are  reported  for  the 
week,  but  some  restrictions  are  being 
put  upon  the  use  of  fuel  oil,  such  as 
not  allowing  office  buildings  to  be  heated 
on  Sundays  and  holidays.  Stocks  of 
coal  are  ample  at  this  time  and  propor- 
tionately coal  is  a  cheap  commodity  at 
present.  Prices  to  consumers  were  in- 
creased  85   cents  the  ton   July   1st.

Many  rulings  of  the  War  Trade  Board 
appear  (o  be  unjustified  and  work  a 
seriiius  hardship  on  certain  classes  of 
business.  In  this  counectiou  the  Foreign 
Trade  Department  respectfully  calls  to 
Ihf  attention  of  merchants  who  may  be 
aUV'cted  the  expei-ience  of  a  representa- 
li\e  of  a  large  New  York  export  associa- 
tion. He  went  to  Washington  de- 
lemiined  tn  make  a  vigorous  protest. 
Ipon  interviewing  the  proper  ofBeial  and 
laying  the  facts  Before  him  he  was  told 
his  claims  were  just  and  the  ruling 
Would  be  modified  at  once.  Upon  his 
ri'turu  be  stated  that  after  seeing  what 
I  he  diifereul  officials  were  called  upon 
li>  do,  the  herculean  task  tbey  had  luider- 
laken  which  appeared  impossible  of  ac- 
ccimiilishment,  the  entire  lack  of  polities 
and  the  sacrifices  they  were  making  he 
had  a  different  viewpoint.  He  suggested 
(hat  merchants  instead  of  criticising  and 
complaining  should  prepare  a  brief  con- 
taining all  the  arguments  clearly  set 
forth,  the  effects  of  enforcing  the  order 
and  the  loss  that  would  result  and  then 
submit  it  to  the  proper  official.  If  this 
wa.s  done  he  felt  certain  that  relief  would 
be  granted  should  it  appear  the  loss 
would  more  than  offset  the  gain.  If  it 
was  decided  no  relief  could  be  granted 
lie  felt  satisfied  to  accept  the  sacrifice 
fur  the  general  good. 

If  any  members  feel  that  rulings  of 
the  War  Trade  Board  are  working  an 
injustice  upon  them,  believe  the  gain  is 
not  commensurate  with  the  loss,  and  will 
submit  a  statement  of  facts  and  argu- 
ments, the  Chamber  will  gladly  under- 
take lo  place  such  brief  in  the  "hands  of 
llie  proper  official  with  the  recommenda- 
tion that  it  be  considered  according  to 
its  merits  and  it  has  no  doubt  whatever 
that  .such  consideration  will  be  accorded.

cocoanuts,  9,500  packages  tin  and  a 
large  shipment  of  coffee,  skins,  nutmegs, 
cinnamon  bark,  etc. 

This  department  is  informed  that  there 
are  many  locally  owned  yachts  sailing 
about  San  Francisco  Bay  without  a 
name  ou  the  stern  or  bows.  This  is 
strictly  against  Government  regulations, 
and  owners  are  warned  that  the  name 
must  be  in  a  conspicuous  place.  Those 
failing  to  comply  with  Government 
orders,  which  were  recently  placed  before 
the  public,  do  so  at  their  peril. 

91,071  lbs.  cheese  arrived  here  late 
last  H'eek  from  a  northern  port;  in  the 
same  shipment  tliere  was  3,-UO  lbs.  butter. 

Pacific  Mail  Liner  arriving  here 
brought  from  Manila,  etc.,  7,589  tons 
of  cargo,  some  of  which  consisted  of 
6,173  bales  gunnies,  1,200  bales  hemp, 
20,191  bales  rubber,  14,371  ingots  tin, 
2,248  bales  tobacco  and  many  other 
heavy  shipments  such  as  corundum,  pine- 
apples, cocoanuts,  skins,  tea,  etc.  Same 
company's  steamer  arriving  from  South- 
ern ijorts,  brought  39,151  bags  coffee  and 
1,000  hags  sugar. 

Advices  received  at  this  department 
from  Washington,  D.  C,  are  to  the 
effect  that  on  July  4th  474,464  tons  of 
steel  and  wooden  vessels  were  launched 
throughout  the  United  States.  This  is 
given  out  as  official,  and  the  actual 
number  of  vessels  launched  numbered  82. 

Beuicia  Shipbuilding  Corporation  has 
been  awarded  another  Government  con- 
tract. The  keel  of  the  new  ship  will 
shortly  be  laid,  same  to  be  281  feet  in 
length,  and  46  feet  beam,  3,500  tons 
dead  weight,  single  screw  ship.

The  t'cilliiwiiig  coiniimiiii'aliim  dirertwl 
Id  tlie  Cliamber  of  Coumierce  by  Don  S. 
Knilibtiii,  Specinl  Agent  of  the  Bureau 
of  Invest  igatioii,  Department  of  Justice, 
indicates  the  meaning  of  the  "Work  or 
Kiglit"    order   recently   issued : 

The  so-ealled  '"Work  or  Fight"  reguh)- 
tions  issued  l)y  the  Provost  Marshal  Gen- 
eral, and  effective  the  lii-st  instant,  will 
doubtless  affect  the  employees  of  many 
of  your  members.  These  regulations  will 
be  strictly  enforced  and  a  large  force  of 
men  is  now  engaged  in  making  investiga- 
tions for  the  purjrose  of  locating  all 
draft  registrants  who  have  failed  to  com- 
ply. It  appears  to  me  advisable  for  all 
employers  to  look  over  their  list  of  em- 
ployees and  see  that  any  of  their  men 
who  are  subject  to  the  "Work  or  Fight'' 
regulations  comply  voluntarily.  This  will 
save  time  and  e.xpense  to  the  Govern- 
ment in  making  these  investigations  and 
will  save  much  annoyance  and  embar- 
rassment to  both  registrants  and  em- 
ployers. 

For  the  information  of  your  members 
I  submit  the  following,  regarding  the 
"Work   or  Fight"   regulations: 

Local  and  District  Draft  Boards  are 
directed  and  empowered  to  withdraw 
deferred  classification  and  late  order  num- 
bers of  registrants  found  to  be  idlers  or 
engaged  in  the  following  occupations  and 


employments,  which  have  licen  classed  as 
non-productive : 

(a)  Persons  engaged  iji  the  serving 
of  food,  and  drink,  or  either,  iu  public 
places,  ineluduig  hotels  and  social  clubs; 
(Does  not  include  managers  or  cooks 
unless  they  are  engaged  in  the  serving). 

(b)  Passenger-elevator  operators  and 
attendants;  and  door  men,  footmen,  car- 
riage openers  and  other  attendants  iu 
clubs,  hotels,  stores,  apartment  houses, 
office  buildings,  and  bath-houses;  ("Oth- 
er attendants"  include  bell  boys,  and 
porters  unless  such  porters  are  engagfd 
iu  heavy  work). 

(e)  Persons,  including  ushers  and 
other  attendants,  engaged  and  occupied 
in  and  in  connection  with  games,  sports, 
and  amusements,  excepting  actual  per- 
formers in  legitimate  concerts,  operas,  or 
theatrical  performances. 

(d)  Persons  employed  in  domestic 
seiTice;  (Does  not  include  public  or 
private  chauffeurs  unless  they  are  also 
engaged  in  other  occupations  or  em- 
ployments classed  as  non-productive). 

(e)  Sales  clerks  and  other  clerics  cm- 
ployed  in  stores  and  other  mercantile 
establishments.  (Does  not  include  store 
executives,  managers,  superintendents,  nor 
the  heads  of  such  departments  as  ac- 
counting, financial,  advertising,  credit, 
purchasing,  delivery,  receiving,  shipping 
and  other  departments;  does  not  include

Business  Women's  War  Service 


San  Francisco,  as  far  as  can  be  as- 
certained, is  the  first  city  to  boast  of  a 
voluntary  organization  of  women  ren- 
dering such  service  as  has  been  given 
1"  various  war  activities  by  the  Busi- 
'  ss  Women's  War  Service.  The  aims 
■•i'  this  body  are  to  make  it  a  helpful 
i;nit  to  all  organizations  engaged  in 
war  woi'k.  It  is  composed  of  business 
women  who  have  volunteered  their  serv- 
ices and  affords  every  business  and  office 
woman  an  opportunity  of  giving  her 
countn'  such  time  as  she  may  be  able  in 
work  which  years  of  actual  business 
training  especially  qualifies  her  for,  and 
as  an  oi-gauization  oft'ers  to  lend  its  sup- 
port to  any  movement,  the  spirit  of 
which  is  directed  towards  winning  the 
vi  ar. 

The  service  consists  largely  of  typing, 
bookkeeping  and  general  clerical  and 
stenographic  work,  perfonned  by  work- 
ing   women    outside    of    working    hours. 


Investigatiiiu  jjoinled  out  the  need  for 
service  along  these  lines  and  experience 
thus  far  has  demonstrated  the  effective- 
ness of  it. 

This  organization  was  brought  into 
existence  in  this  city  on  May  6,  1918, 
by  the  voluntaiy  mobilization  of  a  lim- 
ited number  of  women  who  believed  by 
offering  their  qualifications  obtained  over 
years  of  actual  business  trainmg  they 
could  render  a  very  practical  sen-ice  to 
their  countiy.  The  cordial  and  enthus- 
iastic reception  it  has  received  from 
those  in  charge  of  the  various  activities 
has  been  most  gratifying  and  has  demon- 
strated the  wisdom  of  and  necessity  for 
such  an  organization.  Its  memhersliip 
is  now  880  and  it  is  hoped  to  enroll 
eveiy  available  business  woman  in  Sau 
Francisco. 

Records  of  the  Business  Women's  AVar 
Service  show  that  from  May  7th  to  July 
■2ud,  the  number  of  workers  sent  out  was

McAdoo  Announces  Policy 


Director-General  McAdoo  under  dale 
of  June  16th  issued  a  statement  of  the 
policy  of  the  United  States  Railroad  Ad- 
ministration which  is  published  in  full 
below : 

The  policy  of  the  United  States  Rail- 
road Administration  has  been  informed 
and  shaped  by  a  desire  to  accomplish 
tlie  following  purposes  which  are  named 
in  what  I  conceive  to  be  the  order  of 
their  importance: 

First.  The  winning  of  the  war,  which 
includes  the  prompt  movement  of  the 
men  and  material  that  the  Government 
requires.  To  this  everything  else  must 
he   subordinated. 

Second.  The  service  of  the  pnlilic. 
which  i3  the  purpose  for  wliicli  the  rail- 
ways were  built  and  given  tlic  privileges 
accorded  them.  This  implies  the  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  the  railroad 
proijerties  so  that  adequate  transporta- 
tion facilities  will  be  provided  at  the 
lowest  cost,  the  object  of  the  Govern- 
ment being  to  furnirh  service  rattier  than 
to  make  money. 

Third.  The  promotion  of  a  spirit  of 
sympathy  and  a  better  understanding  as 
between  the  administration  of  the  rail- 
ways and  their  two  million  employees, 
as  well  as  their  one  hundred  mil' 
patrons,  which  latter  class  includes  every 
individual  in  the  Nation,  since  transpor- 
tation has  become  a  prime  and  universal 
necessity  of  civilized  existence. 

Fourth.  The  application  of  sound 
economies  including : 

(a)  The  elunination  of  suiierftuons  ex- 
penditures; 

(b)  The  payment  of  a  fair  and  living 
wage    for   ser\-ices   rendered    and    a    just 


iind    prompt    compensation    for    injuries 
received ; 

(c)  The  purchase  of  material  and 
equipment  at  the  lowest  prices  consistent 
with  a  reasonable  but  not  an  excessive 
profit  to   the   producer; 

(d)  The  adoption  of  standardized 
equipment  and  the  introduction  of  ap- 
proved devices  that  will  save  life  and 
labor ; 

(e)  The  routing  of  freight  and  pas- 
senger traffic  with  due  regard  to  the 
fact  that  a  straight  line  is  the  shortest 
distance  between  two  points; 

(f)  The  intensive  employment  of  all 
equipment  and  a  careful  record  and 
scientific  study  of  the  results  obtained, 
with  a  view  to  determining  the  compara- 
tive  efficiency  secured. 

The  development  of  this  policy  will.  (}f 
course,  require  time.  The  task  to  whicii 
the  Railroad  Administration  has  ad- 
dressed itself  is  an  immense  one.  It  is 
as  yet  too  early  to  judge  of  the  results 
obtained,  but  I  believe  that  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  toward  the  goal  of 
our  ideals.  All  those  who  have  had  .i 
share  in  this  great  work,  including  es- 
pecially the  members  of  my  staff  and  the 
officers  and  employees  nf^  the  railways 
have  shown  intelligence,  luiblic  spirit, 
loyalty,  and  enthusiasm  in  dealing  with 
]:rohlems  that  liave  already  been  solved 
and  attacking  those  that  still  await  snln- 
tion. 

With  their  continued  co-operation,  1 
feel  assured  of  a  future  in  which  the 
lessons  of  our  accumulating  experience 
will  be  effectively  employed  to  humanize 
the  science  of  railroading  and  negative 
the  idea  that  corporations  have  no  souls.

THE  STEEL  INDUSTRY 

EXHIBIT  NUMBER  FIFTY-SEVEN 


CALU'UKXIA  has  tlie  richest  de- 
posits of  iron  ore  found  in  any 
section  of  the  United  States.  It 
is  stated  by  autliorities  that  the  quantity 
exceeds  the  entire  Messabe  District  of 
Jlinnesota  and  that  the  quality  is  even 
equal  to  the  Swedish  oi-es.  Ferro  Man- 
};auese  and  Ferro  Silicon,  two  prime  fac- 
te irs  in  the  manufactnre  of  steel  are  also 
found  in  abundance  and  of  exceeding- 
liiiJ-h  value.  These  resources  together 
with  the  approaching  time  of  the  arrival 
of  coking  coal  from  Alaska  are  gradually 
working  to  make  for  San  Francisco  a 
center  of  a  steel  manufacturing  district. 

Within  (he  last  few  years  and  mostly 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  this  city 
has  made  rapid  strides  in  this  direction. 
Four  open  hearth  furnaces  have  been 
constrncted  and  one  cleetric  furnace  pig 
iron  ))lant  has  been  put  in  operation, 
citlier  here  or  within  a  radius  of  a.  few 
miles.  Each  of  these  establishments  are 
represented   in   the   illustrations. 

The  open  hearth  furnaces  are  chiefly 
l>roducing  steel  ingots  of  any  size  and 
(luality  up  to  .30  tons  for  the  forging  of 
engine  shaftings  and  hea\'y  mechanical 
parts. 

The  -Tudson  Mfg.  Co.  whose  works  are 
located  at  Emers-ville  are  represented  bv 
the    huge     ingots    suspended     from     the 


ciiain  in  the  grnujied  pictures  above. 
This  concern  operates  a  rolling  mill,  ,gen- 
ei"al  machine  sliop,  foundiy  and  struc- 
tural iron  works,  in  addition  to  their 
Ojien   heai'th   plant. 

The  West  Coast  Iron  Co.  whose  plant 
may  be  identified  by  the  tall  smoke  stack 
is  located  at  Kith  and  Rhode  Island  Sts 
in  this  city  and  manufactures  steel  billets 
for  local  concerns  who  are  equipped  with 
big  power  hammers  for  the  forging  of 
hea\'y  steel  units  used  in  marine  work. 

The  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Co.  operates 
the  plant  at  South  San  Francisco  shown 
in  the  bird's-eye  perepeetive  and  confines 
their  steel  casting  to  forms  used  in  their 
own   rolling  mills. 

The  Jewell  Steel  &  Malleable  Cast  Co., 
whose  plant  may  be  recognized  as  that 
located  at  25th  St.  and  Potrero  Ave.,  is 
engaged  in  the  manufactnre  of  light  steel 
and  malleable  iron  castings  and  is  enjoy- 
ing a  veiy  enviable  business,  as  it  is  the 
only  plant  so  engaged  in  this  section  of 
the  countri'. 

The  Noble  Electric  Steel  Co.  operates 
a  plant  at  Herault  in  Shasta  County  and 
produces  pig  iron  by  a  hydro-electric 
process  to  sujiply  the  California  Steel 
Furnaces  with  such  ore  orders  as  they 
require.     Their  major  operations  are  the] 


prodnctions  of  Ferro  ^Manganese  ii 
Ferro  Silicon  with  which  they  supi 
the  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Trade.  Sever 
per  cent  of  their  production  is  shipji 
to  the  ea-stern   furnaces. 

All  of  these  institutions  maintain  < 
flees  in   San  Francisco. 

Ordinarily  the  open  hearth  fiu'nai 
are  charged  with  scrap  iron  and  scr: 
steel,  together  with  such  minerals  as  nv 
be  required  to  produce  specified  qualiti 
of  steel.  The  shortage  of  scrap  niateri 
is  becoming  acute  and  the  steel  man 
facturers  are  now  turning  to  utilizati' 
of  the  natural  deposits  of  iron  to 
found  in  the  mountains  of  California. 

Huge  blast  furnaces  for  the  manuf:' 
ture  of  steel  from  iron  ore  are  now  h 
ing  planned  and  are  more  than  a  pc 
sibility  with  the  arrival  of  coal  fro 
Alaska.  The  recent  opening  of  the  en 
fields,  the  extreine  activities  in  ship  en 
sfrnction  and  the  enormous  demands  up' 
the  iron  industries  are  all  forces  wliii 
are  bringing  this  about. 

Not  only  will  this  development  accelc 
ate  the  growth  of  this  city  hut  the  allii 
trading  which  follows  in  the  wake  i 
largo  iron  and  steel  industries  will  ai 
their  share  of  increased  momentuiu  in  tl 
industrial  advance  of  San  Francisco.

Dun's  Review 


Willi  vucniioii  season  at  its  height  re 
tail  business  displays  sort  of  a  holiday 
lone  and  niid-seasoii  clearance  sales  are 
a  feature.  Loeal  stock  exchanges  are 
closed  for  the  week. 

Large  stores  at  centers  of  population 
which  had  bought  liberally  of  textiles 
and  piece  goods  have  profited  by  being 
able  to  sell  at  moderately  increased 
prices,  not  following  the  full  market 
advances,  and  have  heen  in  a  position  to 
under-sell  others  not  so  favorably  situ- 
ated. This  has  affected  country  husiness 
somewhat  and  reports  of  closing  sales 
have  been  common  tlie  last  sixty  days. 

A  good  deal  of  sacrifice  grocery  stock 
has  been  put  on  the  market  also,  which 
has  sold  readily,  and  then  re-sold  at 
mil  prices.  These  conditions  have  stimu- 
lated independent  buying,  and  have 
taught  the  puhlic  to  expect  less  of  serv- 
ice and  to  look  for  the  best  money 
values. 

While  jobbers  report  business  fairly 
active,  with  a  good  undertone,  gradual 
restriction  and  shortage  of  supplies  have 
their  luniting  effect.  Shifting  of  labor 
is  also  noticeable  in  the  vast  number  of 
employees  not  familiar  with  their  duties, 
but  the  public  has  caught  the  spirit  of 
the  Government ;  personal  inconvenience 
is    not    considered,    and    more    work    is 


being    accom]ilishpd    by    less    help     than 
formerly. 

Industrial  and  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments are  operating  at  full  capacity, 
and  there  is  also  considerable  prejiara- 
lion  for  the  re-construction  period  al'l.'i- 
the  war.  New  avenues  of  trade  air 
opening  to  the  far  east,  the  south-wcsl 
and  the  south,  and  in  the  large  shiii- 
bnilding  program  is  seen  the  greatest 
ultimate  aid  to  the  country's  world  trade. 

Fruit  crops  and  grain  are  moving 
well;  shipments  of  pears  just  beginning 
and  about  the  1.5th  inst.  the  early  apples 
will  ajipear.  Tulare  County  cantaloujies 
are  reported  in  good  supply,  and  witli 
the  southern  crop  sold,  good  prices  are 
expected  to  be  maintained.  Canneries 
are  busy  with  apricots  and  peaches,  but 
the  Government  being  in  the  market  for 
dried  fruits,  shipments  of  fresh  fruits 
to  nearby  markets  are  to  be  discouraged. 
Lemon  and  orange  groves  are  in  splendid 
condition. 

The  mining  industry  is  very  active  and 
there  is  big  demand  for  any  products 
necessary  in  the  manufacture  of  steel. 
Besides  additional  machine  shops,  power 
plants  and  fabricating  and  assembling 
shops  at  ship  yards,  the  Government  is 
reported  ordering  large  amounts  for  rail 
road  work,  the  construction  of  cars  and 
locomotives.

Foodstuffs    for    Mexico 

The  War  Trade  Board  advises  Export 
Licenses  for  certain  foodstuffs  for 
Mexico  will  hereafter  be  more  freely 
granted.  The  list  of  articles  affected 
cover  Canned  Fish,  Butter,  Cocoa, 
Canned  Milk,  Corn,  Cornmeal  and  Corn 
Flour,  Confectionery,  Barreled  Beef, 
Dried  Fruit,  Foreign  Rice  in  Bond,  Lard, 
Mutton  Oil,  Oats,  Pork  Products,  Oleo 
Oil,  Tea  and  Peas  (other  than  seed).

The  Australian  Commonwealth  (jov- 
enmieuL  has  contracted  to  build  six 
auxiliary  barkeutines  of  2,600  tons  dead- 
weight capacity.  The  government  owns 
a  large  fleet  of  modern  freighters  which 
It  purchased  about  two  years  ago,  several 
of  which  have  brought  cargoes  to  this 
port  for  Balfour,  Uulhrie  &  Co.,  the 
coast   operating   agents. 

The  Grace  steamer  recently  built,  the 
first  American  steamer  assigned  by  U.  S. 
Shipping  Board  to  newly  established 
route  between  New  York  and  Valparaiso, 
arrived  at  Chilean  port  after  18  days 
passage,  the  usual  time  being  27  days 
between  the  two  ports. 

The  freight  rate  on  coal  from  New 
York  to  Atlantic  coast  ports  for  medmm 
sized  coasters,  is  the  highest  paid  since 
the  Civil  War,  a  number  having  been 
fixed  at  $4.50  per  ton  to  Eastport  and 
Camden. 

Overseas  Shipping  Company  has  put 
a  steamer  on  berth  for  either  Hongkong 
or  Shanghai. 

The  imports  of  foreign  merchandise 
was  extremely  heavy  during  the  first  ten 
days  of  the  current  month.  Those  hail- 
ing from  far  Eastern  countries  were 
especially  large  and  iucluded  most  of 
the  exportable  products  raised  therein. 

After  a  passage  of  81  days  from  Suva, 
Fiji  Island.s,  a  locally  owned  schooner 
arrived  here  last  week  with  a  cargo  of 
705  tons  copra  for  the  American  Trad- 
ing Co. 

Consigned  to  the  Hammond  Lumber 
Co.  from  the  Columbia  River,  where  it 
was  constructed,  a  log  raft  containing 
5,000,000  feet  of  lumber,  arrived  here 
last  week  in   tow   of  Tug  Hercules. 

A  number  of  tankers  that  have  been 
plying  oil  the  Atlantic  Coast  have  re- 
turned to  this  coast  and  are  now  cann- 
ing oil  between  California  oil  ports  and 
other  ports  formerly  supplied  from  the 
Eastern   side   of   the   United    States. 

The  PaeiKc  Steamship  Company  (Ad- 
miral Line)  have  added  two  new  "vessels 
to  the  fleet  operating  between  Puget 
Sound  and  Singapore.  They  announce 
a  sailing  for  this  month  and  two  for 
next  month  in  this  seiwiee. 

Swayne  &  Hoyt,  Inc.,  have  placed  a 
steamer  on   the  berth   for  Guayaquil. 

Grace  &  Company  have  a  steamer  on 
the  berth  for  Peiii  and  Chile. 

Matson  Navigation  Company  have  a 
steamer  on  berth  for  Manila  direct. 

Two  steamers  of  the  Pacific  Mail's 
Panama  Line,  an-ived  here  on  the  eve- 
ning of  the  eleventh,  with  capacity 
freight  and  passenger  lists.  The  express 
sei-vice  steamer  brought  83  cabin  jias- 
sengers.

Relief  That  Saves  Relief 

The  iirai-tl.al  cliaiacler  of  tlic  Aiiieri- 
i-aii  U'l'd  Ciiiss  relief  work  frequeiilly  is 
expressed  in  terms  distinct  from  the  ren- 
dering of  aid  lo  meet  the  immediate  needs 
of  llie  afflii'ted.  Prevention  of  suffering, 
as  well  as  the  easing  of  it,  is  one  of  the 
fealnres  of  the  work  of  broad  scope 
which  the  war  situation  in  Kurope  has 
■l..velo,,ea. 

A  case  in  point  is  found  in  tlie  action 
just  taken  by  the  Ked  Cross  War  Coun- 
cil in  connection  with  an  industrial  situ- 
ation which  met  the  attention  of  the 
Amei-ican  Red  Cross  Commission  to 
Italy.  In  certain  Italian  provinces  a 
number  of  sawmills  had  been  eompelled 
to  close  down  or  curtail  operations  be- 
cause the  mill  owners  wei-e  unable  to 
i;ct  ribbon  saws  for  their  plants.  The 
people  emjjloyed  in  these  mills  are  of 
the  poorest  class,  representing  the  needy 
families  of  men  at  the  front  and  the 
refugees  who  had  been  sent  to  the  dis- 
trict. Non-employment  for  them  meant 
added  suffering.  The  saws  which  the 
employers  needed  are  made  only  in 
America  and  Germany.  The  German 
market  is  closed,  of  course,  and  the  mill 
owners  for  some  reason  had  been  unable 
to  get  the  saws  shipped  from  this 
country. 

The  American  Red  Cross  Commissioner 
to  Italy  noted  the  situation  and  wrote  to 
tlie  headquarters  in  Washington,  asking 
that  iin.OOO  feet  of  ribbon  saws  be  pur- 
cliascd  and  shipped  at  once,  for  resale 
to  the  mill  owners.  The  request  was 
complied  with  by  the  War  Council,  after 
it  had  been  ascertained  from  the  War 
Trade  Board  that  there  was  no  objection 
to  the  exportation  of  the  saws  desired. 
An  ajipropriation  of  $42,228  was  made 
to   provide   for  the  purchase. 

It  is  in  work  of  this  character,  side 
by  side  with  that  which  relieves  pain 
and  distress,  that  ties  of  everlasting 
friendship  are  being  cemented  between 
peoples  originally  drawn  together  in  the 
defense  of  liberty.  The  American  Red 
Cross  is  not  only  the  gi'eatest  humani- 
tarian agency  the  world  ever  has  known, 
it  is  becoming,  more  and  more,  a  mediimi 
for  the  establislunent  of  real  fraternity 
throughout  the  world  which  now  com- 
poses  all   that  there  is  of   civilization.

Carload  and  Carload  Freight 

Manager  Kendall  of  the  Car  Service 
Section,  United  States  Railroad  Adiiiin- 
istration,  in  a  circular  issued  June  21sf 
to  all  chairmen  of  local  committees,  says: 

"One  of  our  committees  i-eceutly,  in 
making  an  inspection  of  a  freight  house, 
noticed  a  consignment  of  fire  extinguish- 
ers on  wheels,  crated,  and  it  was  de- 
veloped that  by  detaching  the  wheels  and 
crating  separately  from  the  tank  that 
considerable  car  space  could  be  saved  in 
the  loading  of  this  commodity  and  fur- 
ther make  a  better  package  from  a 
transportation   point  of  view. 

"We  believe  your  committee  should  go 
into  this  matter  thoroughly  and  see  if 
there  are  not  other  articles  such  as  go- 
carts,  baby  carriages,  children's  wagons, 
etc.,  that  can  in  some  way  be  re- 
ari'auged  so  as  to  reduce  the  size  of  the 
crate,  which  will  permit  better  utiliza- 
tion  of  equipment."

ates  Railroad  Administration,  states 
at  the  accounting  organizations  and 
e  personnel  of  the  railroads  will  re- 
ain  the  same  as  in  the  past  until 
irther  instnictions  are  issued  from  his 
fice. 


Rules  For  Handling  Double  Loaded 
Cars  Announced 


Mr.  W.  ('.  Kendall,  Manager  of  the 
Car  Service  Section  of  the  United  States 
Railroad  Administration,  has  issued  a 
circular  addresed  to  all  the  railroads 
of  the  United  States,  containing  rules 
relative  to  the  handling  of  double 
loaded  cars.  The  circular  in  full  follows: 
To  the  railroads: 

In  order  that  freiglit  cars  may  be 
utilized  to  the  maximum  by  loading  in 
one  car  when  possible  two  or  more  ship- 
ments, each  subject  to  published  minima 
and  rates  the  same  as  if  loaded  separate- 
ly, tlie  following  rules  governing  the 
double  and  triple  loading  of  cars  have 
been  adopted  after  careful  consideration 
and  each  railroad  will  plea.se  issue  the 
necessary  instructions  in  accordance 
therewith,  effective  .Tune  1,  1918,  so 
that  instructions  may  lie  uniform  on  all 
railroads. 

1.  Consignments  may  be  made  for 
the  same  or  for  separate  destinations. 
If  for  two  in'  more  destinations,  intei'- 
vening  consignments  must  be  to  agency 
stations  directly  intermediate  to  the 
final  destination. 

2.  Each  consignment  must  be  properly 
marked,  showing  consignee  and  destina- 
tion, and  loaded  in  manner  best  calculated 
to  facilitate  the  unloading  of  each  con- 
signment with  the  least  iiossibility  of 
confusion,  error,  loss,  or  damage. 

Bills    of    Lading    mid    Wayiills 

3.  Bills  of  lading  and  .separate  way- 
bills must  be  made  so  as  to  distinguish 
each  consignment  as  if  loaded  in  a 
separate  car.  Waybills  must  plainly  in- 
dicate that  car  contains  two  or  more 
separate  shipments  and  sliould  be  plainly 
indorsed    "car    contains    more    than    one 

load,  stop  at for  partial 

unloading." 

4.  No  diversion  or  change  of  destina 
tion  or  reconsigning  in  transit  will  be 
allowed,  except  where,  under  published 
rules,  it  may  be  in  the  fame  direction  and 
over  the  same  route  as  in  the  initial 
shipments  after  previous  shipments  have 
been  unloaded.  Movement  to  final  desti- 
nation will  not  be  considered  a  recon- 
signment. 

5.  Switching  or  lighterage  charges,  if 
any,  will  be  assessed  for  delivery  at 
each  destination,  according  to  current 
switching  tariffs.  No  switching  or  light- 
erage charge  will  be  made  against  ship- 
per or  consignee  for  return  of  car  to 
carrier  at  one  destination  for  its  con- 
tinued journey  beyond.  The  inbound 
carrier  will   absorb   snch   charge,   if   any. 

Agent    to    Supervise    Unloading 

6.  Agent  must  supervise  unloading 
and  make  careful  check  on  quantity  and 
condition  of  consignment  for  his  station. 
He  must  see  to  it  that  load  remaining 
in  car  is  rearranged,  if  necessary',  to 
protect  it   from    damage.     He  must   note 


on  waybill  that  part  of  load,  for  his 
station,  has  been  removed.  He  must  see 
that  car  is  promptly  reported  for  move- 
ment to  next  destination. 

When  shipments  are  for  the  same 
destination,  notice  of  arrival  and  demur- 
rage will  be  handled  as  follows: 

(A)  Where  two  or  more  consignments 
take  bulk  track  delivery,  all  consignees 
will  be  promptly  notified  of  arrival  of 
car,  that  simultaneous  unloading  may  be 
accomplished. 

Payment  of  Demurrage 
Consignees  responsible  for  detaining 
car  beyond  free  period  nuist  pay  the 
demurrage  charge.  in  the  event  that 
more  than  one  consignee  fails  to  remove 
contents  within  free  period,  demurrage 
will  be  collected  pro  rata. 

(B)  Where  one  consignee  takes  bulk 
track  delivei-y  and  another  private  track 
delivery,  each  ti'ansaction  will  lie  in- 
dependent of  the  other,  and  deniun-age 
will  he   charged   accordingly. 

8.  Double  or  triple  loading  of  con- 
.signments  billed  "shippers  ordei',"  will 
not  be  permitted  unless  the  name  and 
address  of  the  party  or  firm  to  be 
notified  is  shown  on  the  original  ship- 
ping instructions  and  the  location  of 
such  party  or  firm  is  at  the  billed  des- 
linafion   of   the   consignment.

Discontinuance  of  Through 
Export  Bill  of  Lading 

The  Tran.scontinental  Freight  Bureau 
in  Chicago,  in  notifying  members  and 
shippers  that  after  September  30th  the 
tbi'ough  export  bill  of  lading  ou  traffic 
via  Pacific  Coast  ports  will  be  discon- 
tinued,   makes    the    following   statement : 

"With  reference  to  the  issuance  of 
through  bills  of  lading  on  export  traffi.- 
via  Pacific  Coast  ports: 

"As  there  appears  to  be  no  necessity 
for  the  continuation  of  the  issuance  of 
through  export  bills  of  lading  beyond 
such  time  as  is  reasonable  to  give  ship- 
pers a  chance  to  readjust  their  business 
to  the  new  conditions,  it  has  been  decided 
to  discontinue  issuing  such  bills  of  lading 
after  September  30,  1918. 

"Please  so  advise  interested  shippers." 

Instructions,  it  is  understood,  were  sent 
by  .1.  G.  Woodwortb,  assistant  to  Re- 
gional Director  Aishton,  to  E.  B.  Boyd, 
R.  H.  Countiss  and  F.  A.  Leland,  agents, 
respectively,  for  the  Western  Trunk 
Line  Committee.  Transcontinental  Freight 
Bureau,  and  Southwestern  Tariff  Com- 
mittee, to  issue  to  both  shi|)pers  ami 
carriers  advice  that  a  conunuuication 
from  Edward  Chambers  had  been  re- 
ceived to  the  effect  that  tbei'e  was  no 
need  of  the  continuation  of  these  bills 
of   lading.

Government  work  in  this  district,  in 
eluding  shipbuilding  and  fabrication,  is 
being  speeded  up,  large  additions  are 
being  made  to  plants  and  under  the  new 
ordei-s  in  hand  the  forces  employed  will 
bo  greatly  augmented.  To  adequately 
house  the  influx  of  population  is  a  prob- 
lem to  which  the  government  is  giving 
some  attention. 

The  iron  and  steel  industries  arc  work- 
ing to  capacity  and  many  small  concerns 
are  making  special  parts  for  aeroplane 
motors  and  trucks.  Aluminum  castings 
are  being  tried  out  in  place  of  small 
brass  castings  which,  if  successful,  will 
help  to  save  weight  in  the  planes. 

Jobbers  in  paints  and  electrical  goods 
are  doing  a  good  business,  of  less  volume 
than  formerly  with  the  public,  but  pres- 
ent ordei's  are  larger  and  handled  at  less 
expense. 

There  is  considerable  changing  going 
on,  the  disposition  being  to  get  into 
beneficial  work  and  numerous  small 
merchants  have  secured  employment  at 
good  wages.  The  demand  is  strong  for 
men  and  merchandise  and  a  big  local 
problem  is  getting  raw  material  to  manu- 


facture  essential   products  made   on   this 
coast. 

Prejiaration  is  going  on  continually  for 
the  foreign  trade  which  awaits  us  in  the 
South  and  Southwest  and  the  exporter 
and  manufacturer  are  studying  the 
peculiar  needs  and  styles  of  each  country. 

The  grain  harvest  is  now  in  full  swin 
and  the  state  will  produce  a  crop  of 
good  quality,  but  in  some  sections  light. 
Motor  trucks  are  being  used  extensively 
and  as  the  man  help  grows  less,  motor 
equipment  for  the  cultivator,  seeder, 
separator  and  thresher  will  be  used.  To 
relie\e  lack  of  transportation  in  market- 
ing fruits,  etc.,  motor  trucks  and  stages 
are  being  employed,  this  state  easily 
leading  in  these  departures. 

Arrivals  of  hay  at  shipping  points  are 
below  normal  for  the  season  but  sufScient 
for  tlie  demand  and  steady  prices  rule. 
Good  prices  are  also  obtained  for  alfalfa. 

Money  market  is  reported  rather  quiet 
for  the  week.  Loans  made  are  on  6% 
basis.  Good  industrial  and  municipal 
bonds  are  somewhat  depressed  but  with 
favorable  news  from  abroad  and  big 
activity  in  general  business,  bond  houses 
take  a  hopeful  view  of  the  future.

Comyu  Mackall  &  Co.  aunounee  that 
they  have  placed  a  vessel  on  the  berth 
for  Sydney  direct. 

A  four  masted  schooner  arrived  here 
last  week  from  Honolulu  with  46,01)0 
cases  of  canned  pineapples  and  80  bar- 
rels honey.  This  is  the  first  visit  in 
several  years  of  the  vessel  to  this  port, 
out  of  which  she  plied  for  many  years 
to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  in  the 
Spreckels  Line  of  packets.  In  later 
years  she  has  been  eariying  lumber  from 
north   Pacific    ports   to    Honolulu. 

A  four  masted  steel  sailing  ship  of 
the  Standard  Oil  fieet  arrived  here  re- 
cently, after  a  fast  passage  of  54  days 
from  Wellington  with  2,900  tons  cargo. 
The  vessel  which  is  noted  as  a  crack 
sailer,  had  bettered  that  time  in  the 
passage  down  from  this  port,  consuming 
only  45  days  between  ports.  The  round 
trip  was  made  in  99  actual  sailing  days, 
and  169  days  allowing  for  time  spent  in 
ports   dischai'ging   and   loading. 

The  San  Francisco  and  Portland  S. 
S.  Co.  have  chartered  a  ■  steamer  for 
freight  service  only,  between  Portland 
and  San  Francisco,  to  replace  the  Beaver 
which  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Off-shore  arrivals  last  week  were  very 
large  at  this  port,  made  up  of  both 
steamers  and  sailing  craft,  and  hailing 
from  ports  of  the  Orient  and  Australia, 
and   South   Sea  Islands. 

A  trans-Pacific  liner  of  the  Pacific 
Mail  fleet  arrived  in  port  last  week, 
bringing  over  5,600  tons  cargo  and  167 
passengers,  completing  her  sixth  round 
trip.

Till'  Komi  Ailiiiinisliatiim  Grain  Cor- 
poni(ii)M,  tliroiijrh  R.  A.  Lewin,  seooiui 
Vice  rresidcnt,  at  San  Francisco,  an- 
nounces that  they  are  now  arranging  for 
increased  quantities  of  Australian  wheat 
to  reach  California,  in  order  to  augment 
the  California  crop  which  has  not  turned 
out   as  favorably  as  was  hoped   for. 

All  American  vessels  going  to  Austra- 
lian ports  lu-e  requested  to  load  wheat 
there  and  return  to  San  Francisco.  Ship- 
owner are  cooperating  to  the  fullest 
extent  with  the  Food  Administration  iu 
this  matter,  and  although  higher  freights 
can  be  obtained  for  other  products,  they 
are  doing  evei-j'thing  possible  to  move 
wheat.  Enormous  quantities  of  wheat 
are  piled  up  in  Australian  ports,  a.s, 
owing  to  lack  of  vessels,  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  ship  it  out  of  the  country. 
Australia's  nearest  market  is  California, 
and  as  wheat  is  required  here  to  keep 
our  mills  grinding  to  full  capacity,  a 
two-fold  object  is  being  accomplished  by 
the  program  arranged  for  by  the  Food 
Administration.  ■ 

Jlr.  Edward  Harris,  of  the  Australian 
Department  of  Agriculture,  has  just  ar- 
rived in  San  Francisco,  in  connection 
with  the  handling  of  the  wheat  at  this 
end,  and  will  remain  here  for  about  ten 
days  in  consultation  with  the  Food  Ad- 
ministration Grain  Corporation  officials, 
and  in  familiarizing  himself  with  our 
methods  of  receiving  and  storing  these 
Australian  cargoes. 


Feedstuff  Regulations 

Many  inquiries  are  being  made  by 
stockmen  and  poultrymeu  regarding  the 
rulings  of  the  Food  Administration  as 
to  their  supplies  of  feedstuffs,  and  the 
following  announcement  is  made  by  W. 
A.  Starr,  representative  iu  San  Francisco 
for  the  States  of  California,  Nevada 
and  Arizona  of  the  Coarse  Grain  Section 
of  the  Food  Administration : 

(1)  Dealei-s  in  feed  gi'ains,  such  as 
barley,  oats  and  corn  may  have  on  hand 
or  under  control  by  contract '  or  other- 
wise, a  supply  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  reasonable  requirements  of  their  busi- 
ness  for  not  exceeding  60  days. 

(2)  Dealers  in  feedstuffs  (other  than 
grains)  may  have  on  hand  a  supply  for 
not  exceeding  120  days,  which  supply 
must  be  accumulated  before  November 
1st,  and  must  be  reduced  to  a  CO  day 
supply   by   March   1st. 

(.3)  No  contracts  may  be  entered  into 
which  provide  for  delivery  beyond  60 
days  from  date  of  sale. 

(4)  Feeders  are  not  restricted  as  to 
quantity  of  feeding  stuffs  they  may  have 
on  hand. 

(.5)  Dealers  in  baled  hay,  niilo  and 
Kaffir  corn  and  sunflower  seed,  alfalfa 
meal,  beet  pulp,  copra  and  linseed  cake 
or  meal,  may  carry  stocks  in  sufficient 
quantities    to    fill    their    reasonable    re-

R.  W.  Wilson,  Vice-President  of  the 
Anglo  &  London  Paris  National  Bank 
and  Director  of  Sales  of  these  certifi- 
cates has  sent  to  the  Executives  of  all 
the  banks  of  the  Twelfth  Federal  District 
a  letter  which  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  quite  a  serious  problem  exists  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  second  allot- 
ment of  $53,000,000  of  Treasury  certifi- 
cates closed  ou  July  16th  and  the  pur- 
chases were  only  $39,000,000.  Every 
bank  that  has  not  purchased  its  full 
allotment  is  urged  to  support  the  Gov- 
ernment at  this  time  by  loaning  its  money 
although  the  money  can  be  loaned  to 
private  parties  at  a  higher  rate.  The 
Treasury  Department  has  asked  for  an 
explanation  as  to  why  the  seven  far 
western  states  have  not  taken  their  full 
allotment  and  the  letter  addressed  by 
Mr.  Wilson,  as  Director  of  Sales,  will 
undoubtedly  be  effective  in  bringing  the 
Twelfth  Federal  District  to  its  full  quota.

The  general  niles  and  regulations  are

Conference  Called  by 

Director-General 

McAdoo 

Commencing  Monday,  July  ].5lh,.  and 
lasting  through  the  16th  and  17th,  a  con- 
ference of  otBcials  of  the  Government 
Railroad  Administration,  called  by  Direc- 
tor General  McAdoo,  was  held  at  San 
Francisco.  Prior  to  this  meeting,  the 
Chamber  received  from  Mr.  McAdoo  a 
telegram  inviting  suggestions  tending  to 
increase  the  efficiency  and  usefulness  of 
the  raih-oads  and  tenninals  at  San  Fran- 
cisco and  improve  the  service.  He  fur- 
ther requested  that  the  conununication 
he  delivered  to  him  not  later  than  the 
16th  of  July.  Accordingly,  the  Cliamber, 
through  its  Transportation  Conmiittee 
and  the  Traffic  Bureau,  delivered  to  Mr. 
McAdoo  on  July  16th  a  letter  containing 
suggestions  on   the  following  subjects: 

Foreign  line  switching  charges  should 
be  cancelled; 

Circuitous    hauling    of    export    cotton; 

Parsing  reports; 

Wheat ; 

Through  export   rail   hills  of  lading; 

Foreign  trade;

Port. 

III.  Construction  and  use  of  Storage

Labor  Supply 

U.  S.  Deparlment  of  Labor  has  an- 
nounced that  only  manufacturers  em- 
ploying over  100  workers  on  war  con- 
tracts will  be  required  to  obtain  unskilled 
labor  through  U.  S.  Employment  Serv- 
ice. Non-war  industries  nuist  not  attempt 
competition  with  Government  by  offering 
superior  inducements.  The  following 
classes  of  labor  need  not  be  recruited 
through  U.  S.  Employment  Service:  (1) 
Labor  not  directl'y  or  indirectly  solicited; 
(2)  labor  for  railroads  (except  as  re- 
quired by  Director-General) ;  (3)  farm 
labor;  (4)  labor  for  non-war  work;  (.'>) 
labor  for  establishments  whose  maximum 
force   does   not   exceed   100   employees. 

U.  S.  War  Industries  Board  has  passed 
resolution  that  priority  privileges  will 
he  withdrawn  from  employers  who  per- 
sist in  "using  competitive  jieace-tinie 
methods  in  the  procurement  of  labor."

the  War  Industries  Board  has  practically 
prohibited  all  factory  extensions  at  least 
for  the  present  in  this  section.  The 
immediate  necessity  is  a  wider  distribu- 
tion of  the  Nation's  business  which  can 
be  secured  by  combining  or  pooling 
plants  which  are  producing  non-essen- 
tials, and  are  located  in  districts  to  which 
the  above  conditions  do  not  apply. 

Judge  Parker,  Chairman  of  the  Prior- 
ities Committee  of  the  War  Industries 
Board  has  stated  most  emphatically  that 
priority  certificates  for  the  delivery  of 
fuel,  steel  and  other  essentials  will  be 
issued:  First  to  the  concerns  actually 
engaged  in  the  production  of  war  ma- 
terial for  the  Government ;  Second  to 
the  concerns  engaged  on  sub-eontraets 
for  or  furnishing  material  to  firms 
actually  engaged  in  war  work:  Third 
to  concerns  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction of  articles  for  domestic  and  home 
consumption.  As  it  is  authoritatively 
stated  that  the  production  of  steel  is 
now  far  below  the  actual  Government 
requirements  and  that  we  are  faced  with 
a  fuel  shortage,  it  may  be  safely  pre- 
dicted that  concerns  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction of  anything  but  war  essentials 
will  be  forced  to  suspend  operations 
during  the  period  of  the  war  unless  by

Jobliprs  ill  most  lines  report  increas- 
ing sales  and  the  volume  of  business 
satisl'aetory,  CoUeulions  generally  are 
good.  Kelail  trade  near  industrial  cen- 
ters is  large  but  in  other  districts  where 
I  lie  buying  jiower  has  uot  kept  pace  with 
rising  i)riees,  there  is  an  evident  dis- 
position toward  economy  in  buying  and 
some  lines  are  noticeably  affected  by  tlie 
withdrawal  of  the  younger  male  popu- 
hilion.  With  these  exceptions  business 
I'au  be  said  good,  although  small  dealers 
in  dry  goods  and  groceries  complain  they 
can  make  but  little  profit  at  present 
prices.  Larger  stores,  more  able  to  take 
adxaulage  in   buying,  are  prosperous. 

The  wholesale  furniture  business  is 
said  to  he  well  ui)  to  the  average  for  the 
year;  substantial  countiy  orders  for  Fall 
delivery  being  reported  and  collections 
good.  City  business  is  quiet  because  of 
vacation  period. 

Art  stores  which  carried  over  consid- 
erable stock  last  year  have  bought  con- 
servatively this  season  but  encourage- 
ment is  felt  in  a  noticeable  revival  of 
sales  the  last  fortnight  and  a  better  Fall 
and  Winter  business   is   anticipated. 

Supplies  of  steel  are  reported  tightly 
held  and  on  account  of  continued  large 
(lovernment  requirements  ordinary  cus- 
tomers cannot  expect  their  allotments  fo 
lie  increased.  Round  bar  steel  is  prac- 
tically off  the  market. 

Can-y-ing  out  the  wishes  of  the  Food 
Administration  in  its  policy  of  eonseiTa- 
tisra  the  wholesale  grocers  of  this  state 
have  adopted  new  credit  terms  to  be 
effective  August  1st,  when  sales  will  be 
made  on  basis  of  thirty  days  net,  l'?'o 
ten  days.  This  will  sen-e  to  reduce 
credits  to  the  con.snmer  and  aid  in  bring- 
ing business  to  a  cash  basis  as  only  the 
large  merchant  can  afford  to  cari-y  his 
customers  and  his  small  competitor  will 
perhaps  sell  cheaper  for  cash.  Discount 
terms  in  ten  days  will  mean  smaller  pur- 
chases, a  quicker  turn  over,  and  will 
draw  the  line  more  plainly  between  cash 
and  credit  stores. 

Another  custom  being  adopted  in  the 
trade  is  not  to  force  .sending  a  receipt  if  a 


check  is  mailed,  the  cancelled  check 
Ijeing  recognized  as  a  receipt. 

Large  sliipmeuts  of  i)lunis,  apricots 
aiul  peaches  are  being  made  daily  and 
with  ([uality  and  price  standardized  the 
gi-ower  is  getting  the  best  returns  ever 
known.  Rail  service  East  is  said  to  be 
\ery  efficient.  Local  markets  are  seeing 
less  of  first  quality  fruit  this  year  ami 
prices  are  high.  Scarcity  of  help  and 
hick  of  rapid  transportation  to  leading 
local  markets  prevents  marketing  of  large 
(luautities  of  fruit  too  ripe  to  ship.  Large 
growers  will  do  considerable  drying  this 
year,  the  Government  being  in  the  market 
for  large  amounts  of  dried  fruit.  The 
better  gi-ades  of  prunes  will  be  saved  for 
the  Government  and  about  60%  of  the 
1918  salmon  pack. 

The  Lima  bean  crop  is  reported  above 
the  average  but  the  market  is  dull.  Con- 
sumers are  re|iorted  not  buying  because 
of  being  obliged  to  use  wheat  substitutes 
and  because  prices  are  high. 

Real  estate  activities  are  dominated  by 
existing  conditions.  Some  good  country 
properties  have  changed  hands,  the  de- 
mand being  for  improved  orchards  and 
grain  land  and  prices  have  stiffened 
somewhat.  In  the  cities  there  is  call  for 
small  homes  especially  to  rent  and  some 
for  sale,  but  high  prices  of  labor  and  ma- 
terial do  not  encourage  building  and 
vacant  lots  are  not  moving  well. 

Gold  output  for  the  state  in  six  months 
amounted  to  $8..500.000,  which  shows  an 
increase  of  $.3,000,000  compared  with  the 
same  period  last  year. 

Tax  exempt  municipal  bonds  have  sold 
well  of  late,  most  of  the  offerings  having 
been  absorbed  and  good  industrial  bonds 
ire  finding  some  favor  in  the  market, 
but  rates  are  firm  for  the  latter  and 
borrowers  are  obliged  to  pay  close  to 
7%.  Since  the  late  Liberty  Loan  drive 
saving  deposits  have  increased  to  an  ex- 
tent indicating  the  power  to  absorb 
more  bonds  are  increasing  and  that  the 
ability  to  save  is  keeping  pace  with  the 
needs  of  the  Government  to  borrow. 
Hea\-y  payments  of  war  taxes  have  been 
made  without   causing  any   strain.

California  Manganese 
Ore  Ruling 

The  Chamber  of  Commerce,  on  behalf 
of  the  manganese  producers  of  Northern 
California,  recently  made  representations 
to  the  War  Industries  Board  against  the 
prices  fixed  by  agreement  between  that 
Board  and  the  American  Iron  and  Steel 
Institute.  It  was  claimed  that  these 
prices  were  unfair  to  the  C^'alifornia  pro- 
ducers and  if  not  curtailed,  would  prob- 
ably  eliminate   production    in    this   state. 

We  are  today  in  receipt  of  advices 
from  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  War 
Industries  Board  to  the  effect  that  it 
has  been  agreed  that  in  respect  to  man- 
ganese ore,  bought  and  consumed  in  the 
State  of  California,  the  official  schedule 
of  prices  published  by  the  American 
Iron  and  Steel  Institute,  May  2,Sth,  can 
be  disregarded.  This  means  that  local 
conditions  in  California,  as  far  as  local 
sales  are  concerned,  will  not  be  disturbed 
by  the  price  schedule  and  ore  that  is 
produced  in  California  and  is  sold  for 
use  in  California,  also  actually  used  in 
California  for  the  production  of  feiTo 
manganese  and  spiegeleisen  will  not  he 
subject  to  the  official  price  schedule  until 
further  notice.  With  regard  to  fnrfbei- 
recommendations  for  the  California  situa- 
tion, and  the  placing  of  local  producers 
on  an  equal  basis  with  eastern  producers, 
nothing  can  be  done  by  the  War  Indus- 
tries Board  until  the  (luesfion  of  man- 
ganese ore  freight  rates  has  been  finally 
decided    bv    the  Rai!ro,-i<l    Adininistration.

WATERFRONT  IMPROVEMENTS  SOUTH  OF  MARKET 


EXHIBIT  NUMBER3SIXTY 


The  piers  along  the  water  front  of  any 
sea  port  are  a  very  fair  index  to  the 
stage  of  industrial  development  of  the 
city.  Yet  few  people  realize  the  extent 
of  the  pier  improvements  which  have 
been  accomplished  in  San  Francisco  by 
the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commis- 
sioners in   the  last   seven  years. 

Southward  from  Market  St.  along  the 
bay  sliore  there  ai"e  over  20  whar\-es. 
most  of  which  have  been  constructed  or 
reconstructed  since  1911.  There  has  not 
been  a  day  since  that  date  that  a  visit 
along  this  section  would  not  reveal  the 
progress  of  extensive  improvements  rang- 
ing in  variety  from  an  addition  to  the 
south  end  of  the  Ferry  Building  to  the 
laying  of  new  rails  for  use  of  the  Belt 
Line  Railroad;  from  the  construction  of 
new  piei-s  to  the  dredging  of  new  ship 
dockage  areas. 

The  work  includes  the  construction  of 
fonr  new  ferry  slips,  the  complete  con- 
struction or  reconstruction  of  12  piers 
additions  or  enlargements  to  five  others 
besides  tlic  completion  of  the  sea-wall 
from  Mission  Street  to  the  northerly  line 
of  Oiannel   Street. 

The  completion  of  this  wall,  according 
to  the  terms  of  the  le.nse  held  by  the 
San   Francisco   and   San    Joaquin   Valley 


Railroad  on  certain  water  front  prop- 
erty adjacent  to  China  Basin,  automatic- 
ally releases  a  strip  100  feet  wide  for 
about  1,900  feet  along  the  water  edge 
and  70  feet  by  nearly  600  feet  along  the 
channel  side  of  the  property  and  70  feet 
by  about  1,300  feet  along  Fourth  Street 
all  of  which  now  reverts  to  the  State  of 
California  and  becomes  available  for  ad- 
ditional wharves  and  improvements. 
Dredging  to  sufficient  depth  along  this 
strip  is  now  being  done  preparatory  to 
the  construction  of  a  new  1.300  foot 
bulkhead   wharf. 

Farther  south,  along  the  south  hank 
of  Islais  Creek,  similar  work  has  been 
done  and  a  1,600  foot  wharf  the  full 
width  of  Islais  Street  with  Railroad 
tracks  its  full  length  coimecting  with  the 
joint  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific  and 
Santa  Fe  Railroad  Companies,  has  been 
"ompleted.  This  places  in  a  state  of 
utility  a  very  valuable  inner  harbor  to 
accommodate  shipping  in  this  port  and 
will  undoubtedly  result  in  extensive  build- 
ing operations  along  industrial  lines  in 
this  section    of  the  city. 

In  the  early  days  of  San  FranciscoV 
commercial  activities,  the  planning  of 
vessel  dockage  facilities  was  carried   on 


with  a  view  of  the  present  witli  litll 
idea  of  what  the  future  had  in  stoij 
and  most  construction  work  at  tliat  tiirj 
was  done  with  piles  for  a  foundation  t 
carry  frame  superstructures.  Since  tli' 
program  of  building  and  rebuilding  h.' 
t)een  instigated  through  a  bond  issue  " 
\  few  years  ago  by  the  State  of  Cal 
fornia,  the  work  along  this  side  of  thi 
bay  has  been  carried  with  an  idea  ol 
i?ermanence  and  the  result  has  been  thj 
use  of  concrete  or  other  lasting  sul 
stances  in  the  beneath  the  water  cm 
struction  of  piers  with  steel  frames  i 
concrete   sheds   above.  . 

The  illu.st  ration  above  furnishes  a  fai 
example  of  the  type  of  docks  now  use, 
and  in  particular  shows  Pier  46  jiisl 
finished  at  a  cost  of  .$32.5,000.  While  th] 
building  on  this  pier  is  not  of  the  fir 
'"iroof  construction  as  may  be  judged  h 
the  price  of  the  work.  Piers  30  and  3 
nf  nearly  the  same  exterior  ap]iearanf 
together  "cost  $1,2.56,000. 

Wliile  this  much  has  been  said  of  lli 
improvements  in  the  southern  ser-tion  " 
tlie  city,  there  is  an  equal  amount  to  sa 
about  the  work  north  of  Market  Strn 
which  section  will  he  dealt  with  in  a  siil) 
sequent  issue  of  the  Activities.

The  San  Francisco  Committee  for  the 
sale  of  War  Savings  Staaips  has  in- 
augurated an  intensive  campaign  to  fol- 
low up  the  pledge  cards  recently  signed. 
Over  sixty-five  thousand  cards  have  been 
■iorfed  by  the  post  office  department  and 
returned  to  those  agencies  througb  whom 
the  various  pledgors  agreed  to  purchase 
their  stamps. 

There  are  1,097  members  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  whose  employees  have 
pledged  themselves  to  purchase  various 
amounts  of  War  Savings  Stamps  each 
mouth.  It  is  hoped  that  the  cashier  or 
paymaster  in  each  comjiany  will  make 
arrangements  to  see  that  these  employees 
live  up  to  their  pledges.  Representa- 
tives of  the  San  Francisco  Committee 
will  call  upon  you  during  the  month  in 
order  to  check  up  these  accounts.  A 
monthly  report  in  the  fonn  of  a  return 
postal  has  been  mailed  out  from  the 
headquarters  requesting  information  as 
to  the  total  number  of  pledge  cards  in 
hand;  amount  wdiich  jiledgors  agi'eed  to 
buy  during  the  month  of  July  and  the 
total  amount  of  War  Savings  Stamps 
sold  to  pledgors  last  month  on  cards 
held  by  said  agents. 

The  total  sales  in  San  Francisco  up 
to  August  first  amount  to  .$4,624,789.03. 
The  sales  during  .July  alone  amounted  to 
$1,472.371.9.5.  If  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  keep  up  their  pledges  and  the 
monthly  sales  reach  a  million  a  month 
for  the  rest  of  the  year  the  quota  will 
be  readily  reached.

.Iiihljere  in  dry  <roods  report  sales  well 
np  to  expectations  and  collections  are 
srnod.  Merchandise  handled  if  computed 
l)y  the  nnmlier  of  pieces  would  show  a 
decline,  althonsh  the  cash  buying  power 
of  the  domestic  trade  is  large.  Costs 
have  in  some  cases  more  than  doubled 
and  there  is  a  certain  conservative  ele- 
ment manifest,  brought  about  througli 
the  exigencies  of  the  war,  which  does 
with  less  than  fonnerly.  Necessity  has 
lironsrht  out  a  conservation  hitherto  un- 
l;nown.  and  through  its  war  savings  plan 
the  Government  has  created  a  balance 
between  high  wages  and  necessity. 

Tn  the  retail  trade  the  last  week  there 
lias  been  liberal  movement  of  summer 
merchandise  and  stocks  are  being  reduced 
to  make  room  for  fall  goods  now  arriv- 
ing. 


Trade  acceptances  have  ngt  come  into 
general  use  in  this  district  yet,  although 
some  lines  are  introducing  them  in  a 
meagre  way  and  see  an  advantage  in 
being  able  to  make  use  of  these  accept- 
ances when  needed.  Conservative  houses 
having  established  discount  relations  with 
Ihe  majority  of  their  customers  are  not 
suggesting  trade  acceptances,  hut  as  sell- 
ing teiTOS  are  brought  to  a  shorter  basis 
the  advantages  in  their  use  are  most 
svident. 

Peach  crop  for  the  state  is  estimated 
at  more  than  10,000,000  bushels.  The 
leading  fruit  packing  corporation  is  now 
rpioting  prices  for  the  1918  crop.  Willi 
the  largest  pack  on  record  its  commercial 
supjily  will  be  curtailed  because  of  Gov- 
ernment demands  and  jobbers  are  re- 
quested to  especially  quote  prices  and 
make  sales  of  second  grade  stock  as 
large  reserves  must  he  made  of  the  first 
grades  for  the  Government.  Dried 
peaches  and  dried  primes  have  been 
added  to  the  export  conservation  list. 

Eighteen  new  oil  wells  are  reported  in 
operation  this  week  and  drilling  has  been 
started  on  as  many  more.  Production 
is  keeping  up  well  and  almost  meeting 
with  the  steadily  increasing  demands. 

Income  from  motor  vehicle  licenses 
Cor  the  state  as  reported  this  year  ag- 
gregate over  $3,200,000. 


Sign  the  School  Petition 


One  hundred  and  fifty  members  of  the 
Public  Education  Society  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, which  is  sponsoring  the  petition 
jilacing  a  charter  amendment  providing 
for  the  reorganization  and  conduct  of 
tlie  San  Francisco  school  system  on  the 
November  ballot,  are  now  conducting  a 
tliorough  canvass  of  the  city  to  get  the 
25,000  signatures  needed  before  Septem- 
ber 5tb. 

The  petitions  are  being  signed  at  the 
rate  of  1,500  a  day  by  San  Francisco 
voters  who  believe  that  the  charter 
amendment,  which  is  based  on  the  find- 
ings of  the  Claxton  survey,  should  be 
voted   on   at  the  November  election. 

Tn  order  that  the  amendment  may  not 
fail  to  win  a  place  on  the  ballot  the 
volunteer  workers  for  better  school  ad- 
ministration in  San  Francisco  have  fixed 
35,000  signatures  at  their  goal.  With 
a  surplus  of  names  on  hand  there  will 
he  no  possibility  of  failure  in  the 
campaign  to  bring  school  reform  square- 
ly before  the  voters  of  this  city. 

UTrs.  Jesse  Steinhart,  secretary  of  the 
Public  Education  Society,  declares  the 
society  is  optimistic  over  the  way  names 
are  coming  in.  She  has  warned  those 
bnvine  the  petitions  not  to  relax  their 
efforts  until  .35.000  bona  fide  voters  have 
asked   that  the  amendment  he  submitted. 

The  charter  amendment  provides  for 
an  unpaid  board  of  education   of  seven, 


to  be  appointed,  like  the  present  board, 
by  the  mayor.  This  board  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  policies  of  the  school 
department. 

The  amendment  further  provides  for 
the  apjiointment  by  the  hoard  of  educa- 
tion of  the  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  will  manage  the  school  system  and 
be  responsible  to  the  board  of  education 
for  the  carrying  out  of  its  policies.  At 
present  the  school  superintendent  is 
elected.  Through  the  appointment  of  the 
superintendent,  San  Francisco's  school 
system  will  be  taken  out  of  politics. 

Members  of  the  Public  Education 
Society  sav  that  the  amendment,  if 
adopted,  will  centralize  authority,  fix  re- 
sponsibility and  provide  cxjiert  super- 
vision of  schools. 

All  who  have  not  signed  the  petition 
ire   iirsred   to   do   so   at  once.

Industrial  Notes 

Foundry  safety  code  formulated  by 
joint  committee  of  American  Foundiy- 
men's  Association  and  National  Found- 
ers' Association  provides  that  "no 
female  shall  be  employed  in  a  foundry 
unless  upon  examination  by  a  competent 
nurse  or  physician  it  has  been  deter- 
mined that  she  is  of  normal  health,  size 
and  weight,"  nor  "shall  lift  any  object 
exceeding  35  pounds  in  weight,"  without 
mechanical  means. 

California  Industrial  Accident  Com- 
mission has  ruled  in  case  of  employee 
who  suffered  skin  discloration,  but  no 
disability,  from  fumes  to  which  he  had 
been  exposed  in  his  work,  that  such  dis- 
figurement was  injury  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  act.  Nominal  award  of  $1.00 
was  granted,  with  provision  that  full 
nature  and  extent  of  disability  would  be 
considered  by  the  Commission  after  ex- 
piration of  six  months  from  date  of 
award. 

U.  S.  Fuel  Administration  has  fixed 
maximum  price  for  charcoal  at,  lump 
in  bulk,  20  cents  per  bushel;  lump  in 
bags,  22  cents;  screenings  in  bags,  20 
cents.  Prices  apply  to  car  lots  sold  to 
consumers  or  to  dealers  for  wagon  de- 
livery. A  reasonable  charge  may  be 
added  for  wagon  delivery,  but  no  addi- 
tion may  be  made  for  commission  to 
jobbers  or  selling  agencies.

French  ludo-China  and  particularly  of 
the  benetits  to  be  derived  from  both  that 
country  and  our  own  by  the  establish- 
ment of  a  direct  line  of  steamers.  Mr. 
Jessula  stated  that  high  freight  rates 
have  prevailed  in  the  past  through  the' 
necessity  of  shipping  to  Hongkong  and 
there  reshipping  to  various  points,  ex- 
cepting, of  course,  French  steamers 
wliich  provided  only  for  trade  between 
France  and  ludo-China.  The  opportu- 
nities for  trade  between  Indo-China  and 
the  United  States  are  extensive  and  uu 
lunited  as  Indo-China  is  in  the  market 
for  all  kinds  of  manufactured  articles, 
and  can  export  in  return  great  quantities 
of   rice,   coal,   hides,   cotton,   rubber,   etc 

Mr.  Jessula  laid  stress  upon  the  im- 
portance of  having  a  direct  line  of 
steamers  from  this  port  to  participate 
in  the  tra<le  to  be  secured  from  Indo 
China  and  asked  the  cooperation  of 
those  present  in  bringing  this  country 
and  our  own  info  closer  trade  relations. 
Mr.  George  C.  Buardman,  Vice-President 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  presided 
at  the  luncheon  and  in  commenting  upon 
Mr.  Jessula's  statements,  promised  for 
those  present  and  for  San  Francisco  the 
keenest  interest  and  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Jessula's  visit  and  expressed  the  hope 
and  belief  that  San  Francisco  might 
grasp  the  wonderful  opening  set  forth 
hv  Mr.  Jessula.

Chamber  Increases  its  Facilities  for  Arbitration  of 
Business  Disputes  Between  Members 


Wliilc  (he  ("liiimhiT  ol'  Commerce  lui 
always  liiul  nil  Arbilnilion  Commiltoe 
llml  ai'liilnilt's  business  disputes  between 
iiii'iiibi'i's,  (ir  between  a  member  and  a 
nuM-uieniber,  when  both  parties  request 
iirbili-atiou,  sueh  dis|iutes  have  usually 
been  in  relation  to  non-fullillmeiit  ol' 
lonlraet  regarding  shipment  or  deliveiy. 
and  (jnestions  regarding  interprttalioi. 
cit'  eontraets,  etc. 

The  Arbitration  Rules  l!a\e  been  re- 
cently amended,  at  the  request  of  seveial 
trades,  so  as  to  provide  for  additional 
arbitraloi-s  who  arc  experts  in  quality 
and  value  of  certain  commodities  to  enable 
I  lie  Connnittee  to  arbitrate  disputes  when 
the  grade,  quality  or  value  of  any  of 
these  commodities  is  the  question  at  issue. 

Following  is  the  new  rule  adopted: 
ARBITRATION  COMMITTEE 

Section  I'/i.  The  Board  of  Directoi-s 
may  also  elect  from  time  to  time,  as 
<iecas-ion  may  require,  Alternate  Mem- 
bers of  the  Arbitration  Committee,  who 
shall  he  membci-s  of  the  Chamber  having 
a  practical  knowledge  of  the  quality, 
grade  or  value  of  any  special  commod- 
ity, but  such  Alternate  Members  shall 
not  exceed  seven  in  number  for  any  one 
connuodity. 

Wiien'  a  controversy  is  submitted  for 
arbitration  and  the  question  at  issue  re- 
lates to  the  quality,  grade  or  value  of  a 
cei-taiu  connuodity  of  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Chairman,  the  members 
of  the  Arbitration  Committee,  or  a  suf- 
licient  nmnber  thereof,  have  not  the 
requisite  practical  knowledge,  he,  said 
Chairman,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
tlie  parties  to  the  controversy,  may  desig- 
nate one  or  more,  but  not  exceeding 
three  in  number,  of  the  Alternate  Mem- 
bers of  said  Committee,  to  sen-e  on  the 
Arbitration  Committee  in  the  case  in 
question. 

The  status  of  said  Alternate  Member.^ 
during  said  case  shall  be  that  of  the 
regular  members  with  the  same  right  lo 
vote  on  the  questions  at  issue  and  to  re 
ceive  the  same  arbitration  fees.

ticket  agents,  and  with  the  public  direct, 
regarding  tours  of  National  Parks  and 
Monuments,  and  will  cooperate  with 
ticket  agents  and  information  agents 
throughout  the  United  States  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  this  travel.  In 
addition  to  our  staff  of  men  who  have 
specialized  in  giving  information  on  Na- 
tional Parks,  we  enjoy  a  close  relation-

Suits  Unnecessary  to  Settle 

Claims  Against  American 

Railway  Express  Co. 

Tlie  following  is  an  excerpt  from  a 
circular  issued  by  D.  S.  Elliott,  Viee- 
Pi'osident  of  the  American  Railway  Ex- 
press Company: 

"The  purpose  of  the  American  Rail- 
way Express  Co.  is  to  provide  the  public 
with  adequate  service  and  acconnnoda- 
lions.  The  management  will,  however, 
have  to  contend  with  a  temporary  short- 
age of  express  cars,  owing  to  much  of 
that  class  of  equipment  being  assigned 
to  trains  moving  Government  troops.  It 
is  also  handicapped  by  a  shortage  of 
experienced  labor,  hundreds  of  employees 
now  sen-ing  iu  the  Army  and  Navy.  We 
ask  the  public  to  take  these  things  into 
consideration  in  measuring  our  sen'ice. 

"We  hope  there  will  be  little  cause  for 
complaint,  but  we  realize  that  such  vast 
service  cannot  during  these  times  be  con- 
ducted without  errors  and  omissions 
creeping  in.  We  shall  be  pleased  to  re- 
ceive from  time  to  time  such  criticism 
and  suggestions  as  you  may  think  w^ill 
assist  us  in  our  efforts  to  furnish  the 
class  of  service  the  public  is  entitled  to. 

"We  are  beginning  to  find  evidence  of 
anxiety  among  patrons  who  have  claims 
outstanding  against  our  respective  com- 
panies, the  impression  seeming  to  prevail 
that  unless  the  claims  are  paid  before 
•Inly  1st  there  would  be  difficulty  in 
collecting  them. 

"We  want  to  say  to  you  that  there 
is  no  need  for  any  anxiety  on  the  part 
of  any  patron  or  shipper,  as  an  agree- 
ment has  been  entered  into  between  our 
respective  companies  whereby  the  han- 
dling of  the.se  claims  will  be  undertaken 
by  the  new  company.  NO  SUITS  ARE 
NECESSARY  as  the  new  company  will 
undertake  to  dispose  of  all  of '  these 
matters  with  promptness  and  withcmt  un- 
necessary trouble  or  annoyance  (o  our 
patrons. 

"It  is  hoped  through  this  notice  that 
persons  having  claims  against  our  several 
"■ompanies  will  more  fully  understand  the 
conditions  that  prevail,  and  be  willing  to 
allow  their  claims  to  take  the  same 
course  as  has  been  followed  in  the  past."

California  Barley  Rates 
Reduced

WATER-FRONT  IMPROVEMENTS  NORTH  OF  MARKET  ST, 


That  Sail  Francisco  is  rapidly  going 
alieail  as  an  industrial  center  and  a 
conimcrcial  metropolis  is  strongly  in- 
dicated by  the  steady  and  substantial 
development    of   the   city's   water   front. 

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Activities  was 
shown  some  of  the  improvouients  to  the 
section  s(jnlh  of  Market  Sireet,  but  a 
lai'ge  iKU-lion  nf  the  new  work  is  being 
1  ro-ecuted  mirth  ot  that  thoroughfare, 
as  will  be  seen  in  part  by  the  above 
I  holograph  which  shows  a  recent  view 
of  the  progress  being  made  in  the  con- 
struction of  Piei-s  31  and  33. 

The  docks  which  in  lOlt  skii-ted  the 
ii'irtheasterly  section  of  the  shore  line 
from  Sansome  Street  to  the  foot  of 
Third  Street  has  given  way  under  the 
pressure  of  reconstnietion,  to  a  line  of 
modernly  designed  Piers,  Wharves  and 
BuUdieads  stretching  quite  continuously 
from  Jones  Street  to  the  foot  of  Army 
Street. 

Not  ordy  have  many  of  the  piers  or 
the  superstructures  been  replaced,  but 
the  Belt  Line  Eailroad  which  at  that 
time    was    divided    into    two    section,    one 


from  Broadway  to  Mason  Street,  the 
other  from  Channel  Street  to  Bryant 
Street,  has  been  connected  across  Market 
Street  and  extended  on  tbrougb  the  tun- 
nel under  Fort  Mason  to  the  Presidio 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  Belt  Spuis 
track  on  Pier  21,  all  the  Piers  have  been 
equipped  with  either  one  or  two  tracks 
extending  their  full  length  and  leading 
to  the  main  line  of  this  state  owned 
railroad.

Chairman  Hurle.y  says  we  will 
have  three  thousand  ships  aggregating 
twenty-five  million  deadweight  tons. 
NOTICE  WHAT  THIS  MEANS. 
Twenty-five  millions  deadweight  tons  are 
equal  to  approximately  seventeen  million 
gross  tons  which  is  about  forty  per  cent 
of  the  tonnage  of  the  world  in  1914. 
In  1917  according  to  the  Statistical  Ab- 
stract of  the  United  States,  there  cleared 
from  American  jiorts  thirty-eight  million 
net  tons.  The  ships  referred  to  by 
Chairman  Hurley  would  represent  about 
twelve  million  net  tons.  Allowing  sixty 
days  for  each  ship  to  make  a  round 
trip    including   long   and    short    voyages 


this  would  iiieem  a  clearance  of  seventy- 
two  million  net  tons  a  year  or  double 
that  which  cleared  in  1917  and  that  too 
without  considering  foreign  vessels  which 
constituted  seventy  per  cent  of  the  total 
in  1917.  No  wonder  Mr.  Hurley  is 
anxious  for  American  merchants  to  get 
busy.  There  never  was  such  an  op- 
portunity for  American  business  men, 
but  it  will  take  prompt  action  to  grasp 
it.  Now  is  the  time  before  it  is  too 
late  anij  some  other  country  grabs  it. 
Chairman  Hurley's  exhortation  to 
"WAKE  UP  AMERICA"  is  well  taken 
and,  as  he  savs.  that  means  WAKING 
UP  OURSELVES. 

Every  business  man  of  San  Francisco 
should  seriously  consider  this  matter  and 
send  in  his  suggestions  AT   ONCE.

Service  will  administer  the  central  labor 
recruiting  program  in  that  State,  and 
will  act  as  a  court  of  appeal  from  de- 
cisions of  the  community  labor  boards 
organized  in  the  industrial  communities. 
These  latter  boards  have  general  charge 
of  the  recruiting  and  distributing  of  labor 
among  local  industries.  They  have  the 
same  joint  character  as  the  state  advisory 
boards,  being  composed  of  a  representa- 
(ive  each  of  the  local  employing  and 
employed  interests  and  the  United  States 
Employment  Service.  The  state  organi- 
zation committees  are  temporai-y  in 
'■haraeter  and  are  charged  with  the  or- 
ganization of  the  state  advisory  and  com- 


munity labor  boards.  The  state  advisory 
boards  have  power  to  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment or  removal  of  the  officers  in 
charge  of  the  main  branch  offices  of 
Employment  Service  in  their  States.  The 
Secretary  of  Labor  has,  in  all  cases,  the 
right  to  accept  or  reject  such  recom- 
mendations. The  connnunity  labor  boards 
and  the  state  ad\isory  boards  are  to  see 
to  it  that  the  personnel  of  their  offices 
is  the  best  that  can  be  had. 

The   Employnnent    Service   of   the   De- 
partment  of   Labor  has  sent   out   blanks 
to  plants  engaged  in  war  production  ask-

Despite  the  war  conditions,  export 
licenses,  priority  certificates,  embargoes 
and  other  needed  war  regulations,  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Chamber  is  being  main- 
tained at  a  high-water  mark.  The  only 
resignations  received  by  the  Chamber  are 
due  to  deaths,  renewals  and  those  caused 
by  firms  going  out  of  business.

No  restrictions  have  been  placed  on 
tlie  sale  or  use  of  oil  or  gasoline,  State 
Fuel  Administrator  Sehwabaeher  an- 
nounced recently.  It  is  urged,  however, 
that  wasteful  practices  be  stopped  and 
proper  measures  of  conservation  ob- 
sei-\'ed. 

Demand  for  .-i  strict  ob.servance  of  the 
lightless  night  order  in  California  has 
been  made  by  the  Fuel  Administration. 
Violators,  hereafter,  who  are  unable  to 
give  a  satisfactory  explanation,  will  have 
theii-  electric  serv^ice  discontinued  during 
the  period  the  regulation  is  operative. 
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School  Petition  Gaining 

Nearly  enough  signatures  have  been 
obtained  for  the  school  charter  amend- 
ment petition  to  insure  the  amendment 
a  place  on  the  November  ballot,  it  has 
been  announced  by  Mrs.  Jesse  H.  Stein- 
hart,  secretary  of  the  Public  Education 
Society,  which  is  behind  the  campaign  to 
provide  a  more  eflfieient  system  of  ad- 
ministration for  Sau  Francisco's  public 
schools. 

Within  the  past  week  nearly  10,000 
public  spirited  citizens,  who  are  regis- 
tered voters,  have  signed  the  petit: 
More  than  20,000  signatures  are  now  on 
hand.  The  force  of  150  volunteer  work- 
ers now  in  the  field  has  until  September 
5th  to  secure  25,000  bona  fide  signatures. 
It  is  believed  that  35,000  signatures  will 
be  obtained  by  that  date. 

The  charter  amendment,  which  is  based 
on  the  Claxton  sur\'ey,  provides  for  the 
appointment  of  an  unpaid  board  of 
education  of  seven  members.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  board  would  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor,  as  at  present.  This  un- 
paid board  would  have  the  power  of  ap- 
pointing a  superintendent  of  schools. 
The  board  would  be  in  a  position  to  em- 
ploy the  best  educator  in  the  United 
States  to  administer  to  the  educational 
needs  of  San  Francisco's  children. 

At  prtsent  the  superintendent  of  San 
Francisco's  schools  is  elected.  San  Fran- 
cisco is  the  only  large  city  in  the  United 
States  that  elects  its  school  superin- 
tendent. 

In  presenting  their  claim  for  favorable 
consideration  of  the  amendment,  members 
of  the  Public  Education  Society  point 
out  that  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
will  remove  San  Francisco  schools  from 
politics.  It  will  promote  efficiency,  inaS' 
much  as  it  will  elmiinate  the  divided  and 
disputed  authority  between  the  board  of 
education     and     the     superintendent     of

A  useful  service  undertaken  by  the

}i  i-nt  of  all  war  charities  to  which  the 
i,  Jiblie  ought  to  contribute.  A  decision  to 
iidertake  tliat  work  for  the  State  has 
leu  reached  and  the  details  are  to  he 
/ranged  and  the  names  of  the  committee 
•jll  be  announced  as  soon  as  possible. 
This  step  has  been  found  necessary  by 
'ason  of  the  great  and  increasing  num- 
}r  of  objects  to  which  the  public  is 
,'ked  to  subscribe,  a  few  of  which  have 
■  (en  absolute  swindles.  But  there  arc 
forts  doubtless  made  in  good  faith  by 
■ipulsive  persons,  which  should  not  be 
kpported,  because  they  involve  duplica- 
inn  of  effort  or  waste. 
;  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  of  any  needed 
jar  relief  which  cannot  be  afforded  by 
Se  Red  Cross,  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
Ian  Association  or  the  Knights  of 
lolumbus.  For  the  present,  at  least, 
■ich  assistance  as  may  be  required  by 
le  families  of  soldiers  may  safely  be 
!t  to  established  local  organizations. 
\e  do  not  yet  know  the  extent  of  this 
fork  or  what  oi'ganizations  for  conduci- 
ng it  may  be  needed  after  the  war.  The 
!rovision  by  tlie  Government  is  e.\tremely 
'beral  as  compared  with  the  arrange- 
hents  in  fomier  wars,  and  if  provision 
I*  not  made  for  the  families  of  those 
illed  it  is  the  fault  of  the  soldier,  for 
iisuranee  is  open  to  all.  And  most 
oldiere  are  insured.  Nevertheless  leni- 
lorary  assistance  may  be  required  in 
,ome  cases  and  we  do  not  know  what 
nay  become  necessary  later.  For  the 
ircsent  assistance  to  families  will  best 
■e  left  to  the  present  organizations. 

If  any  one  asks  for  contributions  for 
Jvork  to  be  done  by  agencies  other  than 
^he    Red    Cross   and    the    other    societies 


oltlcially  recognized  by  the  Army  the 
burden  of  proof  is  on  the  solicitor  to 
show  that  the  purpose  sought  cannot  be 
adequately  sei-ved  by  the  recognized  so- 
cities  and  also  that  the  money  given  will 
all  go  to  the  soldiers  and  not  one  cent 
to  administration.  Once  a  year  the  Red 
Cross  makes  a  drive  for  members  who 
pay  dues.  The  expense  of  administration 
overseas  is  necessarily  very  large  and 
the  dues  of  the  ten  million  Red  Cross 
members  are  intended  to  pay  that  entire 
expense  so  that  all  the  money  contributed 
except  the  membership  fees  can  go  di- 
rectly for  relief. 

All  the  direction  and  much  of  the 
clerical  work  of  the  great  societies  are 
contributed  by  those  who  can  afford  it. 
Volunteer  service  for  routine  work  or 
for  service  abroad  is  often  unsatisfactory, 
frequently  undependable  and  sometimes 
does  not  take  kindly  to  disciplinary  regu- 
lations. Enlistment,  with  expenses  and 
trifling  salaries,  is  best  for  the  actual 
workers  and  much,  probably  most,  of  the 
work  in  the  field  has  to  be  done  by 
those  who  caiuiot  afford  entirely  to 
donate  their  services. 

This  relief  work  is  organized  on  a 
tremendous  scale  to  correspond  with  the 
prodigious  needs  which  exist.  The  work 
of  the  great  societies  is  assuming  the 
magnitude  of  tliat  of  an  army.  More- 
over it  is  impossible  to  avoid  some  waste 
in  anything  connected  with  war.  There 
is  a  constant  succession  of  emergencies 
which  must  be  met  at  the  \ery  moment, 
whatever  the  cost. 

In  fact  the  situation  is  ime  willi  wliich 
only  a  great  organization  can  hope  to 
deal  and  therefore  the  burden  of  proof 
rests  heavily  on  those  asking  funds  for 
whose  disbursement  no  adequate  organi- 
zation has  been  provided.  It  may  be 
expected  that  the  aproval  of  the  com- 
mittee to  be  raised  will  be  hard  to  get 
for  any  cause  whicli  has  not  the  un- 
qualified approval  of  the  Army  author- 
ities, or  has  not  a  strong  national  or- 
ganization.

The  Arbitration  Committee  consists  of 
seven  members  elected  annually  by  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  and  such  Alleniate 
Members  as  may  be  required,  said  Alter- 
nate Members  having  a  practical  knowl- 
edge of  grade,  quality  and  value  of  cer- 
tain commodities. 

The  Chamber  will  aibitrate  disputes 
between  members  or  between  a  member 
and  a  non-member  when  both  parties 
agree  to  arbitrate.  The  following  is  the 
procedure: 

1.  Agreement  to  arbitrate  the  dispute 
in  question  must  be  signed  by  both 
parlies  to  the  controversy  on  a  blank 
form,  furnished  by  the  Chamber,  in 
wliieh  they  agree  to  abide  by  the  de- 
cision of  the  Arbitration  Committee,  sub- 
ject only  to  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Committee   on   Appeals. 

2.  The  complainant  files  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Chamber  a  written  state- 
ment in  duplicate,  of  his  side  of  the 
case  accompanied  by  the  contract  and 
any  documents  having  a  bearing  on  the 
case. 

3.  The  duplicate  copy  of  this  state- 
ment is  transmitted  to  the  other  party  to 
I  he  controversy  and  lie  is  required  to 
tile  a  written  statement  of  his  side  of 
the  case. 

4.  When  both  statements  are  received 
I  he  Committee  holds  a  meeting  which 
both  parties  are  notified  to  attend  and 
their  written  statements  and  such  sup- 
plementary verbal  statements  as  they 
care  (o  make  and   anv   evidence   or  testi- 


mony  submitted   are   considered   and   the 
case  is  decided. 

5.  Neither  party  can  be  represented  by 
counsel  at  the  hearings. 

6.  The  decision  rendered  is  in  writing 
and  a  certified  copy  is  furnished  to  each 
party  in  the  case. 

7.  The  arbitration  fees  are  as  follows : 
For  claims  under  $1,00U— $2o.U0. 

For  claims  from  $1,000  lo  .ii2,000~ 
$35.00. 

For  claims  from  .$2,000  to  $3,000— 
.$45.00. 

For  claims  over  $3,000— $.50.00. 

The  Committee  decides  which  parly  In 
the  ease  shall  pay  the  fees  or  it  may 
divide  the  costs  between  the  two  parties 
at  its  discretion. 

8.  When  the  question  at  issue  relates 
to  the  quality,  grade  or  value  of  a  cer- 
tain commodity  and  the  members  of  the 
regidar  Arbitration  Committee  have  not 
a  practical  knowledge  of  said  commodity, 
the  Chairman  selects  arbitrators  from  the 
Alternate  Members  of  the  Committee, 
who  have  such  knowledge  of  the  com- 
modity in  question,  to  sit  on  the  Com- 
mittee in  that  case.  A  list  of  the  Ar- 
bitration Committee  and  of  the  Alternate 
Members  was  published  in  a  previous 
issue  of  this  paper.

The  exterior  appeai-ance 
of  a  vegetable  oil  storage  tank  is  no 
different  from  the  usual  petroleum  con- 
tainer and  an  luiinfornied  person  might 
pass  many  times  tlie  tanks  of  W.  R. 
(iracc  &  Co.,  o))posite  Pier  46,  shown  in 
tlie  above  cut. 

On  San  Francisco  Hay  there  is  at  the 
present  time  a  total  storage  capacity  of 
22,950  tons— l.'^.SOO  of  which  are  in 
San  Francisco.  The  locations  arc  as 
follows :

There  are  under  eonstrui'tinn  or 
planned  at  the  present  time,  tanks  in 
various  locations  to  accommodate  26,000 
tons  which  when  completed  will  make  a 
gi-and  total  of  4S,9.50  tons  for  tlie  vicin- 
ity of  San   Francisco. 

In  February  and  March  of  this  year 
at  Seattle  there  were  available,  for  vege- 
table oil  storage,  tanks  having  a  capacity 
of  16,500  tons.  There  were  under  con- 
struction at  that  time  2,2.50  tons  of 
capacity,  making  a  total  of  18,750.  It 
is  not  probable  that  the  future  planned 
construction  in  Seattle  will  outstrip  that 
of  San  Francisco. 

In  addition  to  the  storage  facilities 
on  the  Peninsula,  there  is  an  enormous 
volume  of  barrel  and  case  shipments  of 
oil  to  this  port  being  handled  at  China 
Basin  by  the  Breck  Mitchell  Co.  Wliile 
this  business  has  been  heretofore  handled 
without  a  high  degree  of  efficiency  there 
is  now  being  constructed  in  this  location 
a  well  arranged  plant  to  handle  this 
class  of  goods  and  will  be  capable  of 
handling  one-half  million  cases  at  a  time.

in  tank  cars,  the  port  of  San  Franeis' 
is  fast  becoming  prepared  to  handle  t 
heavy  volume  of  business  which 
llowing  eastward  across  the  Pacific.

The  siliialioii  in  Reni'ral  business  lliis 
week  sIkiws  very  little  eliang:e.  Volume 
of  trade  eontinues  larsrc,  and  in  those 
lines  not  affeeled  by  restrictions  trans- 
actions run  into  larp;e  amounts.  In  a  !;ood 
many  lines  merchandise  is  gradually  di- 
minishing in  quantity  but  the  public  is 
abiding  by  rules  and  regulations,  willing- 
ly accepting  what  is  obtainable  througli 
necessity.  Luxuries  have  been  marked 
up  considerably  in  price,  but  well  paid 
wage  earners  and  prosperous  ranchers 
are  reported  indidging  in  pleasures  here- 
tofore unattainable. 

Large  houses  handling  dry  goods  and 
kindred  lines  are  busy  tilling  orders 
booked  in  the  Spring,  but  there  is  more 
or  less  delay  on  account  of  scarcity  of 
merchnndise.  They  are  not  making  future 
committments  pending  regulation  of 
prices  on  cotton  goods.  Prices  here  have 
not  followed  extreme  rises  at  the  mills, 
but  under  regulation  a  large  advance  over 
last  year  is  expected,  somewhat  less,  how- 
ever, than  prices  quoted  prior  to  the 
Government's   action    toward   regulation. 

New  woolens  are  scarce,  and  Japan  is 
now  practically  our  only  market  for  raw 
silk.  That  government  having  taken  over 
the  supply,  silk  prices  here  have  ad 
vanced  recently  fully  30  per  cent. 

Manufacturers  of  men's  work  clothing 
report  business  very  active,  collections 
good,  but  materials  are  difficult  to  ob- 
tain. Terms  have  been  shortened  to  th 
trade. 

The  lumber  industry  continues  active, 
movement  of  heavy  materials  being  large 
and  there  is  a  healthy  demand  from  re- 
tail yards.  There  is  considerable  build- 
ing of  houses  in  sections  contiguous  to 
large  Government  enterprises.  In  grow- 
ing manufacturing  centers  rents  are  ad- 

More  than 
School 

More  than  25,000  signatures  have  been 
obtained  for  the  school  charter  amend- 
ment petition  to  be  voted  on  here  in 
November,  it  has  been  announced  by 
Mrs.  Jesse  H.  Steinhart,  secretary  of 
the  Public  Education  Society. 

Although  only  25,000  names  are  need- 
ed to  place  the  amendment  on  the  ballot 
the  Public  Education  Society's  force  of 
200  volunteer  workers  are  continuing 
with  the  circulation  of  the  petition  in  a 
drive  for  at  least  35,000  names.  It  is 
realized  that  many  of  the  names  will 
prove  invalid  when  checked  up.  No 
chances  are  being  taken  in  a  last  minute 
failure  to  get  the  school  refonii  meas- 
ure on  the  ballot  through  a  technicality 
or  oversight.

The 
state  is  expected  to  furnish  30,000  tons 
for  which  the  Government  pays  $7.50 
per  ton.  Carload  shipments  of  Cali- 
fornia fruit  aggregate  5,216  as  compared 
with  4,881  this  time  last  year.  Cali- 
fornia has  furnished  the  Government 
food  products  to  the  value  of  .$23,000,000 
during  the  last  three  weeks. 

In  spite  of  serious  water  shortage  iri 
some  sections  the  state  rice  crop  is  ex- 
pected to  yield  3,000,000  bags  which  will 
be  an  increase  of  about  25  per  cent  over 
last  year. 

Commerce  of  this  port  is  steadily  in- 
creasing as  the  shipping  situation  im- 
proves and  there  is  a  movement  for  en- 
larging the  facilities  for  handling  car- 
goes here. 

Mining  continues  active  except  the 
least  profitable  gold  mines,  some  of  which 
have  closed  down  because  of  increased 
costs.  Eleven  new  oil  wells  are  reported,

Foreign 
jlle  is  but  an  elaboration  of  domestic 
ajle  with  this  exception.  Units  and 
r-ies  are  different,  transportation  meth- 
X.  banking  facilities  and  languages  arc 
ti|uently  materially  different.  In  cs 
lijlishing  an  agent  or  branch  in  the 
Qited  States  it  is  customary  for  the 
iji  so  iutending  to  send  some  respon- 
liie  member  or  representative  to  look 
:lj  ground  over,  make  enquiries  as  to 
[Editions  and  locations  and  pick  oul 
»ie  reliable  party  or  firm  to  act  as  reji- 
rccntative.  If  these  precautions  arc 
•isidered  necessaiy  in  extending  domes- 
i  busiuess  connections  how  much  more 
;icutial  they  are  in  establishing  eonnec- 

rs  in  foreign  countries.    Notwithstand- 
tbis  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  in 


many  cases  business  houses  endeavor  to 
arrange  for  foreign  connections  by  cor- 
respondence. Frequently  such  connections 
turn  out  to  be  unprofitable  and  un- 
satisfactory, the  business  is  unprofitable 
and  it  is  blamed  on  trying  to  do  busi- 
uess in  a  foreign  country.  Those  firms 
who  have  been  successful  in  the  foreign 
fields  are  the  ones  who  have  carefully 
investigated  in  person  the  conditions, 
prospects  and  stauduig  and  suitability  oi 
tneir  representatives  before  appointing 
them.  The  merchants  of  competing 
European  nations  are  doing  this  and  ii 
IS  hardly  reasonable  for  an  American 
firm  to  expect  the  same  beneficial  results 
for  a  five  cent  postage  stamp. 

San  Francisco  business  men  who  are 
desirous  of  securing  a  share  of  the  eom- 
uig  foreign  commerce  and  who  are  not 
represented  should  either  go  themselvcj 
or  send  someone  connected  with  their  firm 
having  authority  to  visit  the  different 
countries  and  make  their  arrangements. 
British,  French,  Italian,  Scandinavian 
and  other  firms  are  douig  this  and  hun- 
dreds of  Eastern  American  firms  are  fol- 
lowing suit.  Now  is  the  time  before  al. 
the  better  firms  in  the  various  foreign 
countries  are  tied  up.  If  merchants  do 
not  feel  like  spending  the  time  and 
money  necessary  then  they  cannot  be 
vei-y  keen  after  the  business.  It  should 
be  remembered  that  when  peace  comes 
much  of  the  present  foreign  business  loill 
stop  and  those  merchants  who  have  made 
their  connections  will  have  a  very  ma- 
terial advantage  of  those  who  have  not.

The  Charities  Endorsement  Committee 
is  iu  receipt  of  the  foUowiug  communica- 
tions issued  from  National  Headquarters 
of  The  American  Red  Cross,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  aud  are  published  for  the 
information  of  our  members,  without 
comment: 

National  Headquarters  has  been  asked 
to  deline  deliuitely  the  attitude  of  the 
Red  Cross  toward  raising  funds  by 
means  of  lotteries,  raffles,  aud  any  other 
form  of  appeal  which  involves  in  any 
way  the  question  of  gambling. 

We  wish  to  state  that  National  Head- 
quarters definitely  opposes  any  games, 
lotteries,  rattles,  or  any  other  form  of 
appeal  which  possess  gambling  features. 
This  foi-m  of  gambling  is  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  many  of  the  states. 

We  believe  that  the  appeal  of  the  Red 
Cross  is  so  great,  and  that  the  people  of 
the  country  are  so  anxious  to  have  it 
fulfill  its  obligations  as  interpretor  of 
the  nation's  sentiments  that  it  is  mi- 
necessary  for  any  community  to  have  to 
resort  to  such  methods  to  raise  funds. 

We  have  been  asked  for  a  ruling  on 
this  subject  by  several  of  the  Division 
Managers  and  give  it  to  you  for  your 
information  and  for  use  wherever  it  may 
he  necessary.

The  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
has  assigned  for  hearing  at  this  time 
aud  place  the  Consolidated  Classification 
case,  Docket  No.  10204. 

Each  party  who  desires  to  olTer  tesli 
mony  should  obtain  'from  the  reporter 
and  fill  out  one  of  the  printed  appear- 
ance blanks,  and  state  on  the  bottom 
margin  thereof  the  number  of  the  classi- 
fication rule  or  the  name  of  the  com- 
modity in  which  he  is  particularly  ui- 
lerested,  and  the  approximate  amount  of 
time  which  his  testimony  will  require. 
If  interested  in  more  than  one  rule  or 
commodity  each  one  should  he  stated. 
lu  ail  'a-  s  the  page  reference,  the  rule 
or  iu-.  unber  should  be  given.  Ap- 
pparai  •  on  behalf  of  parties  repre- 
sented by  counsel  should  be  filed  by 
counsel   and  not  by  witnesses. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  hearings  in 
this  ease  is  to  gather  facts  and  informa- 
tion that  will  be  helpful  to  the  Com- 
mission in  making  its  recommeudatiouf 
to  the  Director-General  of  Railroads,  re- 
garding the  changes  aud  additions  con- 
templated by  proposed  consolidated 
freight  classification  No.  1. 

The  hearings  are  not  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  testimony  as  to  items  that  arc- 
not  proposed  to  be  changed. 

Applications  by  shippers  for  changes 
in  and  additions  to  the  classificatiou  that 
are  not  covered  by  the  proposed  eon 
solidation  classification  should  be  made  Ic 
the  respective  classificatiou  committees 
direct,  or  complaint  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission. The  former  method  is  generally 
employed  in  the  first  instance. 

A  representative  of  the  classification 
committee  will  take  the  witness  stand 
first  and  proceed  to  outline  in  a  general 
way  what  has  been  done  in  the  proposed 
classification,  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  items  which  he  deems  are  of  the 
most  importance  to  shippers  in  this  part 
of  the  country.  After  that,  the  various 
protestants  may  be  heard.  Testimony  in 
justification  of  tlie  changes  aud  additions 
against  which  protestants  offer  testimony 
will  generally  follow  the  completion  of 
all  protestants'  testimony  on  each  classi- 
fication provision.  Where  several  parties 
are  interested  in  the  same  matter  it  is 
hoped  that  some  one  representative  will 
he  authorized  to  testify  for  all  wherever 
practicable. 

It  will  necessarily  be  our  aim  to  keep 
the   testimony  on   each  subject  together 


at  each  city  where  hearings  are  to  be 
had.  Generally  speaking,  a  party  in- 
terested in  several  subjects  cannot  be 
heard  on  all  of  the  subjects  at  the  same 
time  or  successively,  but  will  be  ex- 
pected to  wait  until  his  respective  sub 
jects  are  taken  up.  It  may,  accordingly, 
be  necessary  for  a  witness  to  take  the 
stand  several  times  during  a  hearing. 
Testimony  on  any  of  the  subjects  in- 
volved may  be  introduced  at  any  point 
where  hearings  are  scheduled. 

As  each  witness  for  the  ship])ers  takes 
the  stand,  he  will  please  hand  his  name 
and  address  in  writing  to  the  reporter. 
After  being  sworn,  he  should  stale  his 
uame,  address,  and  business  occupation, 
refer  by  page  aud  item  number  to  the 
matter  in  which  he  is  interested,  explain 
his  objections,  and  then  proceed  with 
his  testimony  in  support  thereof.  All 
testimony  should  be  made  as  brief  and 
concise  as  possible. 

Any  party  in  the  case  may  file  a  brief 
based  upon  the  facts  in  the  record  on  or 
before  November  1st.  There  will  be  nn 
reply  briefs.  All  briefs  must  be  printed 
and  served  in  accordance  with  rule  XIV 
of  the  Commission's  rules  of  practice.  It 
may  be  well  for  parties  interested  iu  the 
same  subject  matter  to  present  their  case 
in  joint  briefs. 

The  Commission's  new  rule  of  pro- 
cedure, involving  the  service  of  the  ex- 
aminer's report  upon  the  parties,  will 
probably  not  be  followed  in  this  case 

Whether  or  not  oral  argument  will  be 
had  before  the  Coumaission  at  Washmg- 
ton  has  not  been  decided;  but  parties  who

PRODUCERS  ON  THE  PACIFIC

The  Pliilippiiie  \'egetable  Oil  Company 
whk-li  claims  the  distiuction  of  being 
jiioiieers  in  the  importation  of  bnlk 
vegetable  oils  ou  the  Pacific  Coast  has 
after  four  yeare  experience  changed  the 
address  of  its  main  offices  and  storage 
plant  from  Tacoma,  Wash.,  to  this  city. 
The  claim  is  based  ou  the  achievement 
of  landing  what  is  believed  the  first  bulk 
shipment  of  cocoanut  oil  to  the  Pacific 
<  'ciast.  This  event  occurred  about  April 
(if  lfll6  and  in  conjunction  with  the  ex- 
hibit in  the  last  issue  of  the  Activities 
gives  some  idea  of  the  rapid  develop- 
ment of  the  vegetable  oil  industij  in  this 
section  of  the  counti'y.  Previously  it 
was  not  believed  possible  to  handle 
cocnaiiut  oil  in  bulk,  but  after  some 
difficulties  in  unloading  the  cargo  direct 
from  the  steamer  to  tank  cars  had  been 
iivereome  it  was  deemed  feasible  to  erect 
storage  tanks  with  steaming  and  pump- 
ing plant  in  conjunction  therewith. 

About  this  time  construction  work  was 
begim  at  Tacoma  on  storage  tanks  of 
about  4,000  tons  capacity  and  the  Pacific 
Coast  offices  of  the  Philippine  Vegetable 
Oil  Company  were  opened  nearby.  Thi 
business  thrived  and  ready  sales  all  over 
the  United  States  were  found  for  the 
]iroduct  of  the  main  plant  which  covers 
a  vast  area  of  land  in  the  Philippines, 
Some  difficulties  in  the  storage  in  tanks 


were  encountered  for  tlie  reason  that 
cocoanut  oil  congeals  to  a  heavy  creamy 
consistency  in  cold  weather  necessitating 
melting  with  steam  or  artificial  heat  in 
order  to  handle  the  product  through  the 
jjumps  from  the  tank  to  the  tank  cars. 
It  was  therefore  ueeessai-y  that  houses 
be  built  enclosing  the  tanks  to  jii'otect 
them  from  the  cold  encountered  in  the 
north.  The  conditions  relative  to  ship- 
ping facilities  and  climatic  conditions  all 
up  and  down  the  coast  were  investigated 
and  the  decision  was  made  about  the  lat- 
ter part  of  last  year  to  locate  their  main 
storage  plant  on  San  Francisco  Bay. 

A  site  was  chosen  in  San  Francisco 
in  the  block  bounded  by  Japan,  Brannan 
and  Townsend  Streets.  Here  was  started 
about  the  first  of  this  year  the  construc- 
tion on  eight  steel  storage  tanks  of  a 
rapacity  of  about  1,000  tons  each,  which 
are  shown  in  the  cut  below.  This 
capacity  is  being  increased  to  a  total  of 
12,000  tons  and  with  the  62.800  square 
feet  of  ground  area  controlled  by  tlie 
company  it  is  possible  to  triple  that 
figure.  The  tanks  are  connected  by  a 
direct  pipe  line  under  the  Embarcadero 
to  Pier  38  where  the  vessels  which  are 
operated  by  this  concern,  discharge  direct 
through  1,400  feet  of  main  line  pipe  into 
the  containers  nearly  a   block  away.   The

Cocoanut  oil  at  the  present  time  ii 
only  commodity   handled  by   this  ins( 
tiou  but  it  is  stated   by   them   that 
the  completion   of  their  jn-esent   plamit| 
storage   facilities,   50   tons    of   castor 
per  day  will   probably   be  handled.     T'l 
climatic  conditions  in   San  Francisco  a| 
such  that  the  company  looks  very  favt^ 
ably  upon   its  newly  chosen   location 
a  center  for  the  movement  of 
oils  into  the  United  States. 

The  San  Francisco  office  is  located  t 
the  Fife  Building,  and  is  the  main  Pacif 
Coast  Office.  The  plant  on  Brann.i 
Street  now  comprises  their  main  stora. 
plant  and  the  Tacoma  tanks  and  offi 
are  now  operated  as  a  branch  of  the  S 
Francisco   headquarters. 

It  was  only  a  few  years  ago  llial  ve 
little  u.se  was  found  for  the  importi 
vegetable  oils,  outside  of  soap  factorii 
Today  these  oils  are  being  general 
recognized  not  only  for  mechanii';il  a 
industrial  purposes  but  as  a  heavy  fact 
in  food  production.

Banks  report  demand  for  money  ex- 
i-essive,  and  distinction  is  being  made  be- 
tween neees.sai-y  loans  and  those  that  can 
wait.

Barley  is  a 
good  crop,  but  with  no  foreign  demand 
at  present  and  no  speculative  feature  in 
the  market,  there  is  not  much  profit  to 
the  dealer.  Shipments  of  cattle  to  mar 
ket  have  been  liberal  because  of  dry 
pasturage  and  the  numbers  on  range 
have  been  considerably  depleted.  This 
condition  points  to  higher  prices  for  prime 
lii'sts  during  the  coming  year. 

Local  exporters  are  doing  considerably 
more  business  due  to  lifting  of  em- 
bargoes, the  movement  being  especially 
good  of  dried  fruits,  canned  milk,  etc. 
Exports  and  imports  from  this  port  for 
the  fiscal  year  amount  to  .'t;47.5,000,000. 
Shipments  of  California  fruits  this 
season  to  date  aggregate  6,03i  cars  com 
pared  with  5,032  last  year. 

In  mining  centers  tbe  production  of 
gold  has  deerea.sed  due  to  increased  costs, 
while  silver  mining  bas  proven  more  at- 
tractive with  prices  around  $1  per  ounce. 
The  output  of  copper  will  exceed  1917, 
the  demand  strong,  about  95%  of  the 
production  going  into  Government  use. 
Mining  of  tungsten  and  ferro  tungsten 
is  reported  profitable  and  energetic  meas- 
ures are  being  taken  to  increase  produc- 
tion.

Placement  Bureau 


The  Steamer  Ashbury  Park,  recently 
purchased  by  the  Monticello  Steamship 
Company  from  the  Jersey  Central  Rail- 
I'oad,  is  now  undergoing  extensive  altera- 
tions, including  conversion  from  a  coal 
to  an  oil  burner,  at  an  Eastern  ship- 
yard. Upon  arrival  at  this  port  the 
vessel  will  ply  between  San  Francisco 
and  river  points,  including  Vallejo  and 
Mare  Island. 

J.  J.  Moore  &  Co.  have  placed  two 
large  barkentines  on  the  berth  for  Syd- 
ney direct,  with  merchandise,  one  late 
September,  the  other  late  October  load- 
ing. 

Advices  received  at  this  department 
from  Washington,  D.  C,  state  that  ten 
ships,  with  a  total  dead  weight  tonnage 
of  51,700,  were  added  to  the  American 
Merchant  Marine  in  the  week  ending 
August  15th.  Seven  of  the  vessels  were 
steel  and  three  wood.  And  eight  steel  and 
two  wooden  vessels  were  launched  dur 
ing  the  week,  totaling  53,850  tons.  With 
the  ten  additional  ships  the  total  de- 
liveries of  all  ships  built  for  the  ship- 
ping board  number  273  with  a  dead- 
weight   tonnage    of    1,685,456. 

The  sailing  of  a  special  steamer  for 
West  Coast  of  South  American  ports, 
is  announced  by  the  Pacific  Mail  S.  S. 
Co.,  which  will  )ilace  the  steamer  on 
the  berth  for  early  September  loading 
at  this  port. 

A  cargo  of  130  tons  of  codfish  from 
the  Okhotsk  Sea  was  brought  to  this 
port  in  a  Japanese  sailing  vessel  last 
week.  Several  more  vessels  from  the 
codfishiug  banks  there  will  be  arriving 
here  this  season.  The  Pacific  Trading 
Company  are   the  consignees. 

A  full  cargo  of  rice,  consisting  of 
4,500  tons,  arrived  here  last  week  on  a 
steamer  from  Rangoon,  for  Mitsui  &  Co. 

Balfour,  Guthrie  i«  Co.  will  place  a 
large  sailing  vessel  on  the  berth  for 
Sydney   direct,   September   loading. 

The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  had  a  steamer 
arriving  here  last  week  from  Yokohama 
and  Kobe  with  a  total  of  10,624  tons 
freight  loaded  at  the  two  ports,  most  of 
which  was  for  local  consumption.  Rice, 
tea,  beans,  oils,  tin,  canned  goods  and 
matting  were  among  the  principal  items 

The  arrival  of  the  first  Alaska  salmon 
vessel  will  shortly  put  in  an  appearance 
at  this  port,  after  which  a  fleet  consist

No.  1  shows  the  total  steam  gross 
tonnage  of  the  world  in  1914-15  43,021,824 
gross  tons. 

No.  2  shows  the  total  steam  gross  ton- 
nage of  Great  Britain  in  1914-15, 
20.403.881  gross  tons. 

No.  3  shows  the  total  steam  gross  ton- 
nage of  the  United  States  in  1914-15, 
excluding  that  employed  on  the  Great 
Lakes,  2,890,315  gross  tons. 

No.  4  shows  the  prospective  American 
gross  tonnage  in  1921  as  estimated  by 
Chaimian  Hurley — 25,000,000  deadweight 
tons  equal  to  about  17,000,000  gross  tons. 

Chairman  Hurley  states  in  his  letter 
that  the  Shipping  Board  will  provide 
fast  American  passenger  and  cargo  liners 
which  will  run  regularly  to  every  port  in 
Latin  America,  the  Orient,  Africa  and 
Australia  and  will  carry  passengers  and 
cargo  at  rates  cniTcsponding  to  our  rail- 
road rates — the  cheapest  in  the  world. 
He  then  states  it  is  up  to  the  merchants 
to  provide  cargoes  for  these  ships  and 
asks  what  steps  are  being  taken  looking 
to  this  end.  If  American  business  men 
do  not  supply  the  cargo,  these  American 
ships  will  either  have  to  serve  other  na- 
tions in  competition  with  American  firms, 
be   tied   up   or  sold   to   foreigners.     For 


>'eai's  the  business  men  of  America  have 
been  clamoring  for  American  ships.  They 
are  now  being  provided  and  it  is  up  to 
the  business  men  to  keep  them  going' 
and  to  restore  the  American  flag  on  all  the 
oceans  and  seas  of  the  world.  San  Fran- 
cisco has  never  been  called  upon  by  the 
nation  and  failed  to  respond  in  even 
greater  measure  than  the  appeal.  The 
appeal  has  now  been  made  and  San 
Francisco  must  come  through. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  before  the 
war  the  Ignited  States  exported  about  five 
per  cent  of  its  manufactures.  This  won't 
be  one-tenth  enough  to  fill  these  ships. 
There  are  thousands  of  manufacturing 
plants  now  producing  war  materials  and 
supplies.  These  will  have  to  be  turned 
into  producers  of  articles  of  peace  there- 
by enabling  them  to  maintain  the  millions 
of  skilled  workmen  on  the  payroll.  To 
produce  these  articles  of  peace  is  not 
enough,  markets  must  be  found  for  them 
in  foreign  lands.  This  being  accom- 
plished, it  will  be  found  necessary  to  pro- 
cure raw  materials  for  manufacturing 
and  to  provide  return  cargoes  for  these 
ships.  Toe  spirt  of  "foreign  commerce" 
is  in  the  air  throughout  the  land  and 
sporadic  efforts  are  being  made  to  fonji 
business  connections  throughout  the 
world.  Some  firms  are  sending  their  best 
men  to  investigate  conditions  and  possi- 
bilities with  a  view  to  arranging  repre- 
sentation, some  are  writing  letters  to 
foreign  firms  about  whom  they  know 
nothing  in  regard  to  having  them  act 
as  agents.  The  mails  are  an  excellent 
medium  to  carry  on  business  but  a  poor 
one  to  arrange  for  representation.  There 
are  just  so  many  reliable  firms  in  foreign

Auto  Body  Rates 

A  decision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  recently  allowed  railroads  to 
class  automobile  bodies  over  thirty-six 
inches  in  height  as  products  which  caiTy 
four  times  first  class  freight  rates,  but 
refused  to  show  any  higher  than  three 
times  first  class  rates  on  automobile 
bodies  less  than  thirty-six  inches  in 
height.  The  case  was  decided  on  a  com- 
plaint entered  in  .lanuary  by  the  Na- 
tional Automobile  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce when  the  general  increase  was  at- 
tempted by  Eastern  roads. 


Liberty  Bonds 

Accepted  as  Basis  for 

Extension  of  Credit 

Director  Pnnily.  t'niled  States  Kail- 
road  Administration,  has  issued  llii'  ful- 
lowing  circular  under  date  of  Angiisi 
S,  1918: 

P.    S.    &    A.    CIRCULAR    No.    21 

Paragraph  2  of  General  Order  No. 
2^  makes  provision  for  the  extension  of 
credit  for  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after 
forwarding  or  delivery  of  freight,  when 
the  consignor  or  consignee  files  witli  the 
carrier   a   satisfactory   bond. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  shijipin^' 
public,  it  has  been  decided  to  accept 
Liberty  Bonds  in  lieu  of  indivdual  or 
corporate  surety,  as  a  basis  for  the  ex- 
lension  of  credit.  These  Liberty  Bonds 
must  be  in  coupon  form,  in  amount  re- 
i|uired  to  meet  the  credit  needs  of  the 
■iislomer,  and  must  be  deposited  as 
dii'ected  by  the  treasurer  of  the  carrier. 

The  treasurer's  receipt  will  be  given 
lo  the  owner  of  the  bonds,  and  arrange- 
ments will  be  made  for  their  safe- 
keeping. Coupons  will  be  detached  ami 
paid  to  the  owners  on  the  semi-annual 
interest  dates.

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Cliamber 
has  received  authentic  advice  that  the 
eastbound  carload  rate  on  copra  carried 
in  Traus-Coutineutal  Freight  Bureau 
East  Bound  Import  Tariff  No.  30-A 
will  be  reduced  from  $1.1210  to  85  cents 
per  100  lbs.  The  carload  minimum  will 
remain  40,000  lbs.  Effective  date  has 
not  yet  been  determined,  but  will  be 
announced  later. 

Stop  Light  Loading  of 
FoodstuifFs 

Under  the  above  caption  JIanager  Ken- 
dall of  the  Car  Senice  Section,  United 
States  Railroad  Administration,  issued  on 
August  8th  Bulletin  No.  41.  which  con- 
tains revised  nile  9  of  the  United  States 
Food  Administration's  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  importation,  manu- 
facture, storage  and  distribution  of  food 
commodities  and  feeds  for  domestic  trade 
by   pei-sons  subject  to  license. 

Revised  rule  9  referred  to  above  shows 
the  minimum  quantity  of  various  com- 
modities which  may  be  shipped,  an  ex- 
ception of  course  being  made  of  such 
articles  as  the  United  States  Food  Ad- 
ministration has  given  special  permission 
to  ship  in  smaller  quantities. 

The  bulletin  is  several  pages  in  length 
and  is  therefore  not  reproduced  in  the 
.icti\-ities,  but  is  being  distributed  by 
llie  Traflic  Bureau  in  mimeographed  foriii 
to  all   interested   parties.

WONDERFUL  GROWTH 


Conservation,  salvage,  iH"iiuiii>  ;i;i'i 
thrift  are  all  synonymous  ol  the  iilea 
which  today  is  spelling  success  for  the 
concerns  which  are  following  closely  the 
trend  of  the  times.  In  the  iron  and 
steel  industries  there  is  an  acute  shortage 
of  supply  of  raw  material  and  a  result- 
ant necessity  of  salvaging  evei-y  avail- 
able pound  of  scrap  iron  or  steel  ob- 
tainable; not  only  does  this  apply  to  tht 
iron  and  steel  foundries  but  to  the  con 
(•(•rns  who  are  compelled  in  construction 
work  to  use  some  quantity  of  iron  or 
steel  pipe.  It  has  been  found  that  used 
pipe  may  be  remanufactured  and 
brought  to  a  point  where  it  may  fulfill 
the  refiuireinents  of  engineering  specifi 
cations. 

The  Pacific  Pipe  Company  shortly 
after  the  San  Francisco  disaster  con- 
ceived the  idea  that  old  pipe  could  be 
salvaged  and  reconstructed  to  a  point 
where  it  would  ser\'e  the  purpose  of 
new  material.  They  commenced  opera- 
tions at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Howard 
Sts.  where  they  installed  considerable 
machinery  and  equipment  t.i  handle  the 
product    in     which     they     were    dealing'. 


1  .A>L  uiachines  consisted  of  rethreading 
steam  testing,  cutting  and  welding,  re- 
dipping  and  straightening  devices.

MR.  ROSSETER  NEEDS  YOUR  HELP 


11  Wednesday,  August  twenty-eighth, 
li.'e  srathered  in  the  Palace  Hotel  over 
«,'n  hundred  business  men  of  San  Fran- 
■i:o  to  bid  farewell  to  Mr.  John  H. 
?  seter  who  goes  to  Washington  to 
a  ■  the  direction  of  America's  new  mer- 
hit  fleet.  There  were  among  those 
iMnt,  some  who  had  been  privileged 
0  see  the  day  when  the  Stars  and 
5tpes  proudly  floated  from  the  mast- 
ifil  of  American  ships  upon  the  seven 
!e ,  and  who  had  seen  its  decline  until 
H  American  Merchant  Marine  was  a 
re-^ach  to  this  great  nation.  There 
*"e   those    of    the    younger    generation, 


whose  only  conception  of  a  triumphant 
American  merchant  fleet  was  a  dream 
and  a  hope,  but  all  who  were  there  re- 
membered when  John  H.  Rosseter 
snatched  the  lialyards  of  the  American 
(lag  when  it  was  being  lowered  upon 
the  Pacific  and  not  only  restored  it,  but 
nailed  it  to  the  mast. 

Since  the  Stars  and  Stripes  first  floated 
to  the  breeze  of  freedom  they  have  never 
been  lowered  in  defeat,  but  tlicy  never 
were  in  such  danger  as  then.  When  the 
Pacitic  Mail  placed  the  "Ecuador,"  "Co- 
lombia" and  the  "Venezuela"  under  the 
American  flag,  they  represented  approxi- 


mately seventeen  thousand  gross  tons  and 
Mr.  Rosseter  was  chosen  to  guide  their 
destinies.  Today — scarce  two  years  since — 
Mr.  Rosseter  is  called  by  the  nation  to 
direct  three  thousand  ships,  approximat- 
ing seventeen  million  tons*  No  other 
nation,  save  Great  Britain,  ever  bad  such 
a  fleet,  but  the  ships  of  Great  Britain 
were  distributed  among  a  great  number 
of  companies  whose  leaders,  numbering 
scores  of  the  leading  shipmasters  of  the 
world,  divided  their  burdens  and  had  the 
influence  of  their  government  behind 
tlieni,  because  the  citizens  of  Great  Brit-

Wholesale  and  jobbing  trade  in  this 
market  is  reported  slightly  below  normal, 
which  is  due  to  general  conditions  and 
distnrbing  elements  cnconntered.  There 
is  inability  to  get  merchandise  such  as 
Ihc  better  grades  of  textiles,  a  natural 
falling  off  in  the  public  demand  for 
hardware,  plumbing  goods  and  building 
material,  and  in  foodstuffs  Governmeni 
restrictions  predominate.  Labor  prob- 
lems continue  as  a  big  feature,  the 
steadily  rising  wage  scale  with  the  de- 
mand for  help  greater  than  the  supply 
gives  the  worker  more  independence  than 
ever  before.  Patriotism  has  speeded 
Government  work,  but  the  private  em- 
ployer must  face  rising  costs,  scarcity 
of  materials,  increased  wages  and 
shorter  hours.  There  is  a  disposition  to 
make  the  best  of  this  situation,  to  co- 
operate willingly  with  a  generous  and 
broad  consideration,  and  in  business  the 
ui.dertone  feeling  is  good,  sustained  by 
favorable  news  from  abroad. 

At  centers  of  population  near  Govern- 
ment plants  there  is  great  activity,  at 
some  points  construction  of  dwellings 
calling  for  builders  and  artisans,  and 
fiuancial  aid  of  the  Government  has  done 
unich  to  facilitate  this  work.  The  lum 
ber  trade  is  active,  production  keepiu; 
above    normal.      Some    shops    are    busy 

■  '■  .u'  out  aeroplane  parts,  and  for 
Ini-  industry  alone  spruce  and  Douglas 
fir  have  been  cut  in  large  quantities. 

Public  utilities  feeling  the  pressure  of 
^  costs  have  been  gratified  by  per- 
mission to  increase  their  rates  to  the 
public,  and  this  has  in  turn  stabilized 
securities. 

Although  many  crops  have  come 
through  the  season  without  serious  dam 
age,  some  of  the  grain  is  of  light  weight 
from  lack  of  moisture,  and  hydro  electric 


companies  are  laboring  with  much  de- 
creased power.  To  aid  in  the  water 
slioi-lage  gold  dredgci"s  have  been  asked 
to  suspend  ojieralions  and  there  is  much 
conservation  of  electric  energj'. 

A  large  crop  of  pears  and  peaches  are 
being  handled  by  the  canneries  witli 
prices  that  are  remunerative  to  the 
grower,  and  the  Government  is  in  the 
market  for  large  amounts  of  these  goods. 

Through  bills  of  lading  from  Eastern 
shippers  lo  foreign  customers  via  Pacific 
Coast  jiorts  is  a  stimulus  to  overseas 
trade.  For  six  months  this  year  exports 
lo  Australia  have  increased  ten  million 
dollars  and  imports  from  Australia  have 
increased  six  millions.  More  business 
has  likewise  been  done  with  New  Zea 
laud.  Over  two  million  dollars  worth  of 
cotton  cloth  has  been  exported  to  the 
Philippines.  A  good  deal  of  attention 
is  being  given  toward  paving  the  way 
for  export  business  with  Latin-American 
countries  after  the  war.  With  large 
ship  tonnage  to  carry  our  wares,  broad 
acceptance  powers  of  the  Federal  Re 
serve  act  aiding,  the  American  manufac 
turers  and  sellers  studying  the  needs  of 
the  new  foreign  buyers,  great  results  are 
contemplated. 

Local  real  estate  market  is  quiet,  ex 
ecpt  for  the  demand  for  houses  adjacent 
to  Government  plants.  Loans  for  other 
than  strictly  essential  purposes  are  diffi 
cult  to  obtain,  and  are  in  the  nature  of 
renewals. 

Rejjorts  from  the  oil  fields  show  con- 
tinued activity,  with  total  new  wells  re- 
ported this  year  476.  Daily  average 
production  has  increased  since  one  year 
ago  about  14,000  barrels,  most  of  which 
increase  can  be  credited  to  the  Monte- 
bello  and  Casmalia  fields.

The  War  Industries  Board  has  ad- 
vised manufacturers  of  pleasure  auto- 
mobiles to  convert  their  plants  to  war 
work  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and  in  call 
cases  to  reach  one  hundred  per  cent  basis 
by  Januaiy  1,  1919.

School  Charter  Amendment 


Two  mouths  of  canvassing  for  signa- 
tures for  the  school  charter  amendment 
petition  has  been  concluded  by  members 
uf  the  Public  Education  Society,  who 
this  week  filed  the  petition  containing 
38,000  signatures  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Registrar  of  Voters  Harry 
Zemansky  is  now  verifying  the  names  on 
the  petition.  The  amendment  has  a 
large  margin  of  names  inasmuch  as  the 
signatures  of  only  24,000  voters  are 
necessary  to  win  the  measure  a  place  on 
the  November  ballot. 

With  the  filing  of  the  petition  mera- 
bei-s  of  the  Public  Education  Society 
have  begun  an  active  campaign  to  en- 
list support  for  the  measure,  which  pro- 
poses vital  changes  in  the  administration 
of  the  local  public  school  system. 

Mrs.  Jesse  H.  Steinhart,  Secretary  of 
the  Public  Education  Society,  declares 
the  amendment  is  meeting  with  the  sup- 
jjort  of  all  classes  in  the  city.  The 
Public  Education  Society  is  a  non- 
partisan body  and  its  sole  object  in 
organizing  is  to  secure  "Better  Schools 
for  San   Francisco." 

The  amendment  is  based  on  the  ex 
tensive  survey  of  the  public  school  sys- 
tem, conducted  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
T'nited  States  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion P.  P.  Claxton.  In  a  recent  letter 
lo  the  Public  Education  Society  Claxton 
approved  the  amendment  and  expressed 
the     hope     that     San     Francisco     voters 


adopt  it  at  the  general  election  in 
November. 

The  most  vital  change  proposed  iu 
the  amendment  is  the  appointment  of 
the  San  Francisco  school  superintendent 
by  an  unpaid  board  of  education  of 
seven  lay  members.  The  school  super- 
intendent is  now  elected. 

"It  is  time  that  San  Francisco  di- 
vorced its  schools  from  politics,"  said 
Mrs.  Steinhart,  in  discussing  the  amend- 
ment. "Under  the  present  law  the  school 
superintendent  is  required  to  spend  a 
large  portion  of  his  time  in  building- 
political  fences.  His  entire  time  should 
be  devoted  to  educating  our  children  and 
fitting  them  for  manhood  and  woman- 
hood. Any  superintendent  is  powerless 
to  be  anything  but  a  politician  under 
our  present  system. 

"This  amendment  will  also  centralize 
authority  in  the  administration  of  our 
schools.  The  present  law  permits  a  con- 
Hict  of  authority  between  the  board  of 
education  and  the  school  superintendent. 
The  heads  of  our  school  department  have 
been  deadlocked  time  after  time.  The 
result  has  been  that  San  Francisco  has 
marked  time  educationally  and  that  the 
children  of  San  FrancLsco  parents  have 
been  the  sufferers.

U.  S.  Railroad  Administration 

Appoints  General  Freight 

Claim  Agent 

The  following  article  ajipeared  in  the 
Traffic  World  under  date  of  August 
27th : 

"Appointment  of  John  H.  Howard  (o 
be  general  freight  claim  agent  of  the 
Railroad  Administration  means  at  least 
an  attempt  at  uniformity  in  the  settle- 
ment of  freight  claims,  instead  of  varied 
policies  by  the  different  carriers.  It 
also  means  that  an  attempt  will  be  made 
to  carry  out  the  ideas  'that  have  been 
put  out  among  the  shippers  as  being 
the  thoughts  of  John  Barton  Payne,  the 
chief  counsel  of  the  Administration,  as 
lo  the  principles  that  should  govern  the 
•laim  agents  in  disposing  of  cases  com- 
ing before  them. 

"Many  of  the  announcements  of  prin- 
ciples attributed  to  Mr.  Payne  are  al- 
most notice  to  the  agents  that  they  must 
disi-egard  what  the  courts  have  said  re- 
specting loss  and  damage  claims.  They 
have  been  decidedly  antagonistic  toward 
what  the  shippers  have  thought  to  he 
Ihe  proper  rules  to  be  followed  in  the 
settlement  of  claims.  If  attemjits  are 
made  to  settle  claims  on  the  bases  an- 
nounced, the  probability  is  that  litigation 
will  result." 

Army  Horse  Association 

Such  is  the  title  of  an  association 
formed  in  this  country  for  the  purpose 
of  developing  a  high  standard  of  horses 
to  fill  the  requirements  of  the  War  De- 
partment. The  association  is  made  up 
of  army  officers  and  experienced  breed- 
ers. In  addition  to  supplying  better 
horses  for  the  future  the  organization  is 
aimed  to  bring  forth  the  animals  at  the 
present  time  which  will  prove  the  qual- 
ities of  endurance  so  badly  needed  in 
equipping  our  army. 

While  the  test  may  be  in  the  nature  of 
a  race  it  will  diifer  from  the  usual  speed 
run  inasmuch  as  time  will  not  be  chief 
element  in  deciding  the  winner.  The 
course  to  be  traveled  may  be  anywhere 
from  200  to  1,000  miles,  the  horse  to 
carry  a  full-sized  man  with  full  army 
equipment.  The  condition  at  the  end  of 
Ihe  trip  will  count  for  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  points  in  the  award  of  the  prizes 
which  will  range  from  $500  for  the  win- 
ner to  $200  to  the  third  place.

Tlie  Pueumatie  Cuthiou  Comi^any  is 
one  of  the  latest  mstitutions  engaged  in 
a  distinctive  line  of  manufacture  in  this 
city.  Their  premises  are  located  at  the 
corner  of  Grove  and  Van  Ness  Ave.  and 
occupy  practically  all  of  both  floore  of 
the  brick  building  shown  in  the  above 
cut.  Their  product  is  known  as  the 
(iruss  Air  Springs,  and  may  be  described 
as  a  shock  absorbing  device  using  au 
element  of  compressed  air  in  its  opera- 
tion  for  use  on   automobile  springs. 

The  history  of  this  company  does  not 
extend  many  years  back,  but  up  to  the 
last  year  a  hard  struggle  was  encounter- 
ed, and  the  usual  circumstances  surround- 
ing a  business  which  has  its  beginning 
on  a  "shoe  string''  had  to  be  overcome. 
In  the  first  instance  it  was  necessary  to 
prove  to  the  public  the  merit  of  the 
article,  and  in  the  second,  it  was  impera- 
tive that  an  adequate  plant  should  be 
acquired  to  fulfill  the  demand  which  the 
creators  knew  would  inevitably  follow. 

The  first  five  sets  of  these  shock  ab- 
sorbers were  made  in  the  cellar  of  a 
residence  at  _  63.5  Belvedere  Street,  and 
the  installations  were  completed  in  a 
vacant  lot  adjoiniii"-.  A  few  machine 
tools  were  added  to  the  primitive  equip- 
ment and  gi-adually  tlie  industry  assumed 
I  lie  proportions  of  a  manufacturing  es- 
tablishment.      The     size,     however,     was 


>niall.  and  the  road  before  it  steep  and 
winding.  The  available  capital  was  not 
of  sufficient  strength  to  incite  great 
momentum  and  certain  reverses  in  the 
nature  of  fire,  and  other  events  beyond 
their  control  obstructed  the  progress  for 
some  time.  At  last,  however,  a  little 
impetus  was  gained  in  the  way  of  finan- 
cial backing  and  the  merit  of  the  device 
was  fast  gaining  recognition.  The  shock 
absorbers  had  not  only  proved  all  that 
was  claimed  by  the  manufacturers  for 
use  on  pleasure  cars,  but  had  been  found 
vei-y  satisfactory,  by  users,  on  motor 
trucks  and  commercial  vehicles. 

In  the  early  part  of  1915,  a  small 
plant  was  established  on  Gough  Street, 
opposite  the  Civic  Center,  but  here  they 
were  again  destroyed  by  fire  with  prac- 
tically no  insurance  and  re-established  in 
the  same  vicinity  at  the  location  men- 
tioned in  connection  with  the  illustration 
herewith.  The  fires  and  other  reverses 
could  not  destroy  the  reputation  which 
the  air  spring  had  gained  and  it  was 
only  a  short  time  until  their  necessities 
demanded  the  use  of  almost  this  entire 
building. 

Hundreds  of  the  air  spring  equipments 
have  been  sold  in  the  last  year  or  so  to 
many  of  the  large  public  service  cor- 
porations and  to  many  of  the  national 
advertisers   and    local    industries    in    this 


section  of  the  country.  A  bran.h  f:i 
office  has  been  established  in  South 
California  and  with  the  present  "ull^ 
the  men  behind  this  enterprise  ar-.'  lo 
ing  to  a  very  enviable  businefs  in 
future.  They  are  gratified  to  find  t, 
Li  large  percentage  of  their  present  ore 
is  obtained  from  indiriduals  or  inrpr 
tions  who  have  formerly  used  sli.  ek 
sorhers  of  other  makes.

larger  retail  liouses  who  have  long  made 
free  use  of  this  feature. 

Volume  of  sales  of  ladies'  and  chil- 
dren's apparel  continues  large,  and  at 
the  established  ratio  of  profit  in  handling 
merchandise  tlie  net  returns  are  fully 
equal  to  former  years,  but  in  men's  wear 
the  consumption  has  decreased  materially 
and  stocks  are  still  ample  for  current 
needs,  with  the  exception  of  woolen  cloth 
the  better  grades  of  which  are  becoming 
a  scarcity.  Manufacturers  of  working- 
men's  clothing  are  doing  an  active  busi- 
ness.

Marine  Department 


Shipment  of  560  rolls  leather  arrived 
from  southern  ports  last  week  and  150 
anchor  chains  were  brought  from  Puget 
Sound. 

On  September  2nd  '23  vessels  arrived 
at  a  Pacific  port  totaling  29,330  net 
tons,  an  average  of  1,275  tons  to  the 
vessel.  These  brought  cargoes  as  follows 
lumber,  sugai-,  codfish,  oil  and  general 
merchandise. 

1,175,000  codfish  have  been  brought 
into  this  port  since  February,  this  year, 
from  Bering  Sea. 

The  Steamer  Joan  of  Arc  was  sold 
last  week  by  the  Rolph  Shipbuilding  Co. 
to  Eastern  parties.  The  vessel  was 
launched  April  17th,  this  year,  at  Rolph, 
Humboldt  County,  and  was  brought  to 
this  port  where  the  machinery  was  in- 
stalled  by   the   Union   Iron   Works. 

Geo.  A.  Moore  &  Co.  have  purchased 
the  Schooner  Repeat  from  Honolulu 
parties  and  will  operate  the  vessel  in 
the  South  Sea  Islands  copra  trade.

The  distribution  of  budget  items  just 
given  is  an  average  ba.sed  on  cost  of 
living  studies  made  by  several  United 
States  (iovernment  bureaus  and  other 
agencies,  covering  in   all  12,000  families. 

The  jiropm-tions  of  tbe.se  major  items 
of  e.xpenditure  can  be  vained  within  nar- 
row limits,  but  no  reasonable  arrange- 
ment would  cause  a  wide  change  in  the 
increase  in  the  total  cost  of  living  as 
given  above.  For  instance,  if,  instead 
of  this  average  distribution  of  the 
budget,  food  be  allocated  as  mueli  as 
4,5%,  rent  and  clothing  1.5%  each,  fuel 
and  light  .5%  and  sundries  211%,  (he  in- 
dicated increase  in  the  total  cost  of  liv- 
ing, using  the  Board's  percentages  of 
increase  for  the  resjiectivc  items,  would 
be  .54%-. 

For  the  ilciii  of  lo„d  Ihe  re|M.rl  bases 
it.s  conclusions  on  data  assembled  by 
other  agencies,  chiefly  the  I'liited  States 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Foi-  clothing 
an  original  study  was  made  through 
schedules  of  iiiriuiry  sent  to  department 
;tcn-es  and  retail  clothing  establishments 
in  representative  eitie.s.  Infoi-mation  as 
to  changes  in  rent  and  in  cost  of  fuel 
was  likewise  obtained  chiefly  by  first- 
hand inquiry.

The  San  l''i-ancisco  district  ollice  of 
I  lie  Inland  Trallic  Service  recently  estab- 
lished l)y  the  fnited  States  War  Depart- 
ment has  its  head(|narters  at  ti.'>  Market 
Street.  Mr.  F.  L.  Hanna  is  in  charge 
and  he  has  announced  the  functions  of 
the   Department   as   follows: 

The  Inland  Traffic  Service  performs 
all  duties  pertaining  to  the  trau.sporta- 
tion,  inland  and  coastwise,  of  all  troops, 
also  all  iiroperly  of  the  War  Depart- 
?neut,  moving  by.  expre.ss,  freight  or 
r)therwise,  and  the  routing  thereof,  hc- 
ginning  with  the  ordering  of  cars  or 
other  vehicles  for  use  in  shipping  the 
projierty,  also  includin.g  all  matters  jier- 
taiuing  to  expedition  or  preference  in 
movement,  tracing,  checking  of  railroad 
yards,  instructions  to  carriers,  iiudndiug 
the  disposition  of  shipments,  on  arrival 
at  destination,  all  other  relations  with 
carriers,  switching  service  and  (piestions 
pei'taining  to  transportation  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  concentration  and 
shijiping  of  the  i)roperly  and  the  ac- 
ceptaiu'e  or  storing  or  otherwise  dispos- 
ing of  it  on  arrival  at  destination,  will 
I'efpiire  prompt  acceptance  of  the  i)rop- 
erty,  unloading  of  cars  and  accnmjdish- 
meut    of  bills   of  lading. 

Mr.  Hanna  advises  that  the  services

This  institution 
dates  back  to  the  early  fifties,  and  the 
time  which  has  elapsed  since  that  date 
has  been  composed  of  years  of  steady 
upward  progress.  During  the  fii'st  thirty- 
Kve  yeai-s  of  the  company's  history  their 
location  was  at  the  conier  of  Clay  and 
Battery  Streets,  in  a  building  which  stood 
as  a  landmark  until  the  time  of  the  San 
Francisco  disaster.  With  ttie  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  burned  area  the  firm  re- 
established, in  a  large  building,  at  the 
corner  of  Pine  and  Davis  Streets  where 
they  operated  to  the  present  time  with- 
out the  aid  of  spur  tracks  so  essential 
to  any  large  industi-y.

The  piece  of  land  bounded  by  the 
Euibarcadero,  Harrison,  Steuart  and 
Bi-yant  Streets  was  chosen,  for  it  was 
here  that  the  direct  meeting  of  rail  and 
water  was  found  to  be  all  that  could  be 
desired,  and  the  present  building  was 
planned  to  the  most  minute  detail  by  the 
Tillmann  &  Bendel  Company  to  meet 
the  particular  and  essential  requirements 
of  their  own  long  studied  needs.  This 
structure  contains  about  10(1.0011  square 
feet  of  floor  sjjace,  and  is  apiirnxiniatelv 


30%  larger  than  the  one  formerly  oc- 
cupied. 

While  Tillmann  &  Bendel  are  generally 
known  to  be  grocei-y  distributors,  their 
own  manufactured  line  of  roasted  coffee, 
blended  teas,  baking  powder,  flavoring 
extracts,  and  grocery  sundries  occupies 
no  inconsiderable  portion  of  llie  volume 
of  their  annual  business.  In  addition  to 
the  manufacturing  and  wholesaling  of 
grocei-y  foodstuffs,  they  are  doing  an 
immense  business  in  the  distribution  of 
cigars  and  tobaccos.  The  company  main- 
tains a  payroll  of  about    200  employees. 

A  visit  through  the  building  lends 
strong  emphasis  to  the  minute  details 
which  have  been  embodied  in  the  con- 
struction to  add  the  highest  possible 
degree  of  efficiency  in  the  handling  of 
the  enormous  stock  of  goods  which  the 
l)usLness  demands.  Upon  enti-y  into  the 
structure  the  offices  impress  one  as  being 
tlie  embodiment  of  all  that  could  be  con- 
ceived to  make  the  work  therein  as  ex- 
peditious as  possible.  Not  alone  has  this 
feature  been  carried  out,  but  the  archi- 
tectural or  artistic  elements  have  also 
been  carefully  considered.  The  manufactur- 
ing section  consists  of  coffee  roasting  de- 
partment, coffee  and  tea  mixing  depart- 
ment, spice  milling  department,  bottling 
department  for  cotton  seed  oil,  vinegar, 
flavoring  extracts  and  similar  commod- 
ities.

Three  holidays  duriiis;  the  first  part 
of  the  montli  interrupted  business  to 
some  extent,  outling  down  twelve  work- 
ins;  days  to  nine,  and  there  has  been 
considerable  carrying;  over  and  delay  in 
lilling  orders.  Certain  lines  catering  to 
men's  trade  have  noticed  a  decline  in 
their  sales,  and  this  is  attributed  to  un- 
certainties over  the  working  of  the  new 
draft  ruling.  But  wholesale  and  jobbing 
trade  in  general  is  good,  and  most  active 
witli  those  concerns  contributing  to  Gov- 
ernment work.  Others  report  selling 
about  all  the  goods  they  can  obtain,  and 
there  is  a  strong  demand  for  the  ordi- 
nary' necessities. 

Retail  business  is  being  cut  down  to 
considerable  extent,  many  of  the  smaller 
merchants  finding  it  more  profitable  to 
work  for  wages,  and  this  is  gradually 
eliminating  competition. 

Local  automobile  tire  jobbers  au'i 
dealers  in  hea\'y  rubber  goods  are  not 
trying  to  extend  business.  Government 
restrictions  make  it  difficult  to  secure 
crude  rubber,  and  factories  are  not 
manufacturing  any  surplus.  Dealers  are 
satisfied  to  be  able  to  fill  the  requirements 
of  their  regular  customers.  Prices  are 
advancing.  ' 

Large  local  brewing  companies  have 
been  preparing  to  convert  their  plants  to 
new  purposes.  One  plant  has  been  leased 
at  a  good  figure  with  an  option  of  sale, 
another  will  manufacture  non-alcoholic 
drinks,  and  a  third  will  engage  ex- 
tensively in  the  manufacture  of  sub- 
stitutes for  sugar  synips  to  be  used  by 
bakers   and   confectioners. 

In  the  hardware  and  lumber  trade  public 
demand  has  been  rather  sluggish  for 
some    weeks   past,    but    this   is   said    due 


in  part  to  dealers  having  stocked  up 
prior  to  increased  freight  rates.  Prices 
are  well  maintained,  and  the  Govern- 
ment orders  are  sullicient  to  keep  mills 
running  to  capacity.  Only  slender 
stocks  are  kept  on  hand. 

Season  for  shipment  of  fresh  tree 
fruits  has  practically  closed,  but  large 
amounts  of  grapes  are  now  going  for- 
ward. Carload  shipment  of  all  fruits 
to  date  this  year  aggregate  15,004  com- 
pared with  11,719  cars  to  same  date 
1917. 

Although  but  l/lOth  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  country  lives  within  the 
district  served  by  three  large  hydro- 
electric power  companies  now  amal- 
gamated, the  amount  of  electric  cuiTent 
as  measured  by  kilowatt  hours  during 
the  past  year  exceeded  that  of  any 
other  one  company  in  the  country.  Uses 
of  electric  power  are  more  diversified 
in  the  West,  and  besides  heating  and 
lighting  of  homes  with  various  other 
appliances,  a  vast  amount  of  current 
is  used  in  manufacturing,  in  railways, 
street  car  lines,  irrigating,  pumping 
plants,  etc.  The  local  company  pro- 
duced current  equivalent  to  1,500,408,765 
kilowatt   hours. 

Building  operations  in  San  Francisco 
and  Oakland  were  fairly  active  for  the 
month,  there  being  a  good  demand  for 
fiats,  apartments,  and  for  small  homes 
in  the  vicinity  of  shipbuilding  plants. 
Building  permits  in  San  Francisco  ag- 
ffregated  $609,911  and  in  Oakland 
$147,125.  Restrictions  on  the  building 
of  small  houses  have  been  removed,  as 
owing  to  present  shortage  of  houses  for

California  Livestock  Industry  Important 


The  California  International  Livestock 
Show  Corporation,  which  has  for  its 
purpose  the  development  of  the  live  stock 
industi'y  in  California  for  present  and 
after  the  war  needs,  will  hold  an  exhibit 
in  San  Francisco  November  2nd  to  10th 
inclusive.

Except  along  our  sea  coasts  Americau 
citizens  as  a  rule  are  provincial  and  a 
great  majority  lliink  we  have  no  need 
of  foreign  trade.  This  war,  however, 
has  opened  the  eyes  of  a  multitude  aud 
it  is  now  an  undisputed  fact  that  after 
the  war  we  must  have  foreign  trade  in 
volume  exceeding  the  expectations  of 
the  most  sanguine. 

As  the  great  increase  in  the  produc- 
tion of  our  factories  must  be  sold  and, 
as  we  cannot  sell  much  more  locally 
than  we  are  doing,  our  surplus  must  go 
to  foreign  countries. 

Our  Shipiiing  Board  expects,  at  the 
end  of  the  war,  to  have  the  greatest 
merchant  marine  afloat  and  those  ships 
nnist  be  furnished  with  cargoes,  all  for 
foreign  market. 


Now,  the  question  is  asked,  how  can 
ive  best  get  sale  for  our  goods  and  buy 
raw  material  for  the  return  cargoes.  I 
claim  there  is  no  way  this  can  be  ae- 
complished  as  well  as  by  our  merchants 
and  manufacturers  aud  bankers  visiting 
foreign  countries — visiting  their  mer- 
chants and  getting  acquainted  with 
them.  Remember,  if  everything  else  is 
equal  the  men  wlao  are  best  acquainted 
get  the  business  every  time,  and  we  can- 
not form  that  acquaintance  if  we  don't 
go  and  see  tliem  in  their  homes.  And 
only  our  best  and  biggest,  broad  gauge 
men  should  go.  This  is  a  man's  job 
and  too  often  we  try  to  do  it  with  men 
who  have  more  interest  in  maldng  a 
junketing  trip  than  a  trip  to  develop 
our  nation's  commerce.  This  must  be 
looked  at  from  a  national,  not  a  per- 
sonal view-point. 


Many  think  big  business  can  be  de-l 
veloped  by  cables  or  letters,  others  bjl 
.sending  catalogues.  In  China,  I  havf 
seen  tons  of  catalogues  and  papers  at' 
our  consulate.  What  would  you  tliink 
of  a  Chinese  or  Japanese  firm,  located  in 
the  Orient  flooding  this  country  witb| 
catalogues,  printed  in  Chinese  or  .Japa-i 
nese?

Everyone  looks  at  a  practical  subject 
from  the  viewpoint  obtained  in  the  pur- 
suit of  his  calling.  The  writer  is  an 
importer  and  exporter. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  such  large 
tonnage  concerns  as  the  Royal  Mail, 
Hamburg  American  Line  and  others  were 
among  the  greatest  factors  in  building- 
up   and   taking  care   of   foreign   trade. 

Among  the  advantages  and  commend- 
able practices  these  large  concerns  af- 
forded the  public  might  be  mentioned: 
Announcements  of  sailings  and  rates  far 
in  advance,  which  are  vei-y  necessary  for 
handling  re-export  business,  goods  manu- 
factured to  order,  etc.;  taking  care  of 
lines  of  commerce  with  a  regular  and 
adequate  fleet;  loyalty  on  the  part  of 
their  shippers  as  they  devoted  themselves 
to  transportation  alone,  quoted  uniform 
rates  open  to  all,  did  not  differentiate 
in  favor  of  large  shippers,  and  thus  kept 
an  open  game  which  allowed  many  ef- 
ficient concenis  to  grow  up  and  de- 
velop, which  is  essential  to  any  port  to 
become  healthy  and  thriving.

The  Woolens  Section  of  the  War 
Industries  Board,  which  has  a  thorougli

basis  as  the  rates  were  fixed  by  experts 
who  represented  large  companies  that 
were  only  desirous  of  a  fair  return  ou 
capital  and  the  avoiding  of  ruinous 
competition.  It  is  vital  to  shippers  as 
well  that  efficiently  run  lines  make  fair 
earnings  so  as  to  maintain  service  and 
instigate  improvements  from  time  to 
time.  One  of  the  methods  used  by  the 
lines  belonging  to  the  conference  to  pro- 
tect themselves  against  tramp  steamers 
invading  their  territory  was  the  public 
announcement  of  a  uniform  rebate  to 
shippers  who  shipped  exclusively  through 
lines  belonging  to  such  conference  during 
a  period  of  time,  say  a  year.  The 
principle  of  giving  such  rebate  is  justi- 
fied when  one  considers  that  some  coun- 
tries have  only  a  seasonable  movement 
but  for  the  good  of  the  trade  it  is  most 
important  that  a  service  be  maintained 
the  entire  year  and  it  is  hardly  right 
that  a  regular  line  calling  during  the 
dull  season  should  have  a  great  deal  of 
its  anticipated  tonnage  taken  away  from 
it  during  the  busy  season  by  tramps. 
The  shippers  in  their  turn  are  protected 
from  exorbitant  rates,  for  if  these  were 
too  high  tramps  or  a  combination  of 
tramp  steamers  would  lireak  in  and'  thus 
shippers  would  be  willing  to  lose  their 
rebate  on  such  conference  lines,  which  is 
usually  10  per  cent. 

It  would  be  well  to  have  a  Govern- 
mental Board  provided  with  authority  to

The  man- 
ager of  a  shipping  company  operating 
iu  foreign  ports  must  at  times  have 
power  to  act  on  a  question  for  im- 
mediate cable  reply  that  a  government 
itself  might  consider  involved  internation 
complications  or  lacked  precedent.  , 

As    regards    the    Government    keeping  | 
ownership   this  could  be  better  answered 
by  one  of  our  ship  owners.     It  may  re- 
sult  in   the   Government  not   having  any  • 
alternative   on   account   of   some   existing 
navigation  laws  or  lack  of  advantages  to  I 
be   provided.      There  is   also   to   be   con- 
sidered   in    this    comiection    the    national  ' 
policy     of     control     over     tonnage     for 
eventualities.

Ne^v  Minimum  on 

Coke,  Carloads 

Under  Western  Freight  Traffic  Com- 
mittee's Authority  904,  all  rates  on  coke, 
carload.s,  in  Transcontinental  Freight 
Tariff  1-Q,  I.  0.  C,  1048,  which  applies 
from  points  in  the  East  to  California, 
and  in  Tariff  6-G,  I.  C.  C.  10.34,  which 
applies  from  points  in  the  southeastern 
part  of  the  United  States  to  California, 
will  be  subject  to  the  following  minimum 
provision : 

"When  the  cars  are  loaded  to  full 
space,  or  visible  capacity,  charges  will 
be  assessed  on  basis  of  actual  weight, 
but  not  less  than  30,000  lbs," 

This  will  become  effective  upon  thirty 
days'  notice,  but  the  date  has  not  as  yet 
been   announced. 


Increased  Express  Rates 
On  September  19th  Director-General 
McAdoo  approved  a  10  per  cent  ad- 
vance in  express  I'ates,  sending  the  pro- 
posal to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Com- 
iiiis.sion  for  final  action.  The  Commission 
will  hold  public  hearings  on  this  subject 
beginning  October  Sth. 


Interest  to  Shippers 

On  September  20th  at  Portland,  Ore., 
Coimnissioner  Aitchison  of  the  Interstate 
Connueree  Commission  opened  a  hearing 
on  the  Commission's  Docket  No.  10,299 
(Public  Service  Commission  of  Wash- 
ington et  al  vs.  W.  G.  McAdoo,  Director- 
General  of  Railroads,  United  States  Rail- 
road Administration  et  al).  In  this  case 
the  complainants  ask  that  the  recent  2.5 
per  cent  advance  in  freight  rates  be  set 
aside  so  far  as  it  applies  to  eastbound 
rates  from  points  in  Washington,  Oregon 
and  Idaho,  on  fresh  fruits,  vegetables 
and  canned  goods,  carloads,  and  the 
westbound  rates  to  above  territory  on 
glass  fruit  jars,  carloads. 

As  the  rates  at  North  Pacific  Coast 
and  California  terminals  on  the  fore- 
going commodities  have  been  on  a  parity 
for  many  years,  favorable  action  on 
this  complaint  by  the  Commission  would 
impose  a  severe  hardship  on  California. 
Accordingly,  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
intervened,  and  Mr.  L,  C.  Neff,  Assistant 
Manager  of  the  Traffic  Bureau,  ap- 
peared at  the  hearing  in  the  interests  of 
the  shippers  in  this  locality. 


Service  for  Employers  and  Eniployees 


Special  service  is  offered  to  the  busi- 
ness man  by  the  Division  of  Engineering 
of  the  U.  S.  Employment  Sen'ice,  which 
is  operating  in  the  central  offices  at 
Chicago  for  the  benefit  of  the  employer 
and  the  employee.

It  supplies  men  directly  for  the 
war  industries  and  for  employers  on 
essential  work  as  well  as  for  the  War 
Department  and  the  other  departments 
of  the  Government.  It  is  the  only  direct 
medium  through  which  the  employer 
can  locate  the  technical  man  whom  he 
needs  for  his  work. 

This  branch  of  the  service,  in  coopera- 
tion with  all  of  the  Federal  Employ- 
ment Offices,  can  easily  select  the  men 
that  are  available  for  the  positions  thai 
are  listed  by  your  members  with  the 
Director  of  Engineering.  Being  in  touch 
with  all  activities,  the  Division  places 
men  intelligently,  according  to  their  ex- 
perience and  training;  being  familiar 
with  priority  demands,  also,  it  can  ad- 
vise and  help  the  employer  with  his 
individual  problems  and  requirements. 
By  aiding  both  the  employer  and  the 
employee,  the  Division  of  Engineering- 
helps  to  make  both  more  efficient  in  the 
projection  of  the  war.  This  kind  of 
service  speeds  up  war  production  and 
increases  war  efficiency.  It  is  a  positive 
,aid  in  wiiming  the  war. 

The  .work  of  the  Division  is  operated 
on    a    complete    system    which    has    reg- 


istered and  classified  the  technical  men 
according  to  their  various  kinds  of  ex- 
perience. Each  applicant's  local  condi- 
tions are  studied  with  a  view  to  saving- 
time  by  preventing  an  unnecessary 
change.  Employment  in  the  same  locality 
is  also  recommended,  if  same  is  available, 
in  order  to  prevent  a  greater  loss  of 
time  in  moving  to  another  city.  Regard- 
less of  personal  employment  conditions 
at  present,  all  technical  men  are  urged 
to  register.  Registration  obligates  the 
engineer  in  no  way — it  is  ifree  of  charge 
— it  entitles  the  registrants  to  all  privi- 
leges of  the  Employment  Service  and  it 
gives  the  Government  the  opportunity 
to  consider  the  national  needs  for  his 
service. 

Employers  are  urged  to  communicate 
with  A.  H.  Krom,  Director  of  Engineer- 
ing, 29  S.  La  Salle  St.,  Chicago,  to 
place  their  orders  for  help  by  giving  the 
specific  duties  of  positions  available  and 
the  range  of  salaries  offered.

giving  little  chance  for  accumulation  of 
surplus,  and  some  stocks  are  consider- 
ably depleted. 

Credit  conservation  is  being  rigidly  set 
forth  as  a  necessity,  and  with  thrift  as 
a  war  measure  and  the  gospel  of  saving 
for  the  Government  continually  em- 
jiliasized,  manv  real  economies  are  being 
made. 

Shipments  of  di^y  goods  and  general 
merchandise  are  large  and  collections  in 
(he  country  are  good,  while  in  the  cities 
there  is  an  uneven  balance.  Where 
slow  payments  prevail  they  can  be  traced 
to  the  fact  that  necessary  curtailment 
and  conservation  have  not  been  practiced, 
nr  that  business  has  been  conducted  with 
loo  slender  cash  capital  to  withstand  any 
set  backs.  Credit  men  are  taking  a  mori 
lively   personal   interest   in   each   account 

Further    regulations   of   food    prices   if 


being  put  forlli.  and  grallually  one  by 
one  prolils  on  dilTerent  commodities  are 
being  brought  to  a  more  reasonable 
basis,  the  effect  of  which  is  noticeable  in 
making  prices  more  uniform.  Publica- 
tion of  costs  and  selling  prices  of  food- 
stuffs is  said  soon  to  be   adopted. 

Leather  goods  and  shoes  are  steadier 
in  price,  and  present  values  are  looked 
upon  as  likely  to  rnle  for  some  time. 

Considerable  crop  damage  has  been 
reported  to  fruits  and  to  vegetables  such 
as  beans  and  tomatoes,  hut  this  is  turn- 
ing out  less  than  at  first  estimated,  as 
promi)t  measures  were  taken  to  save. 
The  rains  have  given  new  life  to  ]>lants 
that  were  suffering  from  drought,  and  to 
forage  crops,  pasturage,  etc.,  have  been 
of  incalculable  value,  although  consider- 
able hay  in   the  field   has  been   damaged. 

Two  large  rice  mills  are  reported 
under  construction  to  assist  in  handling 
the  season's  record  crop.

After  the  Comieil's 
decision  to  modify  its  attitude  was  an- 
iiunneed  it  was  found  there  still  remained 
a  lonsiderable  task  in  acquainting  the  re- 
liiil  trade  with  the  situation.  The  Retail 
liiygoods  Association  is  performing  a 
distinct  service  in  this  regard,  but  its 
iiiembei'ship  is  small  and  it  was  felt  that 
a  committee  should  be  formed  represent- 
ing the  entire  industry,  both  organized 
and  unorganized.

The  plan  for  forming  a  war  service 
committee  in  this  trade  is  preliminai-y  to 
creating  committees  in  all  lines  of  the 
retail  trade.

Explanation  of  Fuel 
Saving  Order 

The  fuel  saving  appeal  made  by  the 
I'nited  States  Fuel  Administrator  for 
California  to  patrons  of  hotels  and  apart- 
ment houses  has  evidently  been  miscon- 
strued in  certain  (puirlei's  as  direct  orders 
for  the  discontinuance  of  service  on  the 
part  of  hotel  keepers  an<l  apartment 
house  owners. 

Albert  E.  ScliHabaclirr.  K.-dcral  Fuel 
Adnnnistrator  Inr  Caiifoinia,  today 
.stated  that  he  has  issued  no  curtailment 
orders  affecting  the  use  of  hot  water, 
elevator  service  or  heat.  Patrons  of 
hotels  and  ajjartinents,  however,  are 
urged,  as  a  patriotic  measure,  to  volun- 
tarily curtail  their  use  of  hot  water, 
lights,  heat  and  elevator  service  to  a 
minimum,  consistent  with  comfort  and 
safety.  The  regulation  of  heat  in  rooms 
to  be  imt  over  70  degrees  is  desired.  Five 
inches  of  open  windows  should  be  sulli- 
cieut  for  ventilation,  and  heat  in  rooms 
should  not  be  regulated  by  opening  the 
windows,  the  radiator  valves  should  be 
shut  off  instead.  Only  lights  actually 
necessary,  should  be  burned,  and  all 
lights  should  be  i)nt  out  when  leaving 
the  room.  No  hot  wafer  should  be  per- 
mitteed  lo  run  from  the  faucets  when 
not  actually  in  use.  Patrons  of  hotels 
and  apartment  houses  should  endeavcu-  to 
n.se  elevator  service  as  sparingly  as  pos- 
sible. 

If  these  volmdary  efforts  are  forth- 
coming from  patrons  of  apartment 
houses  and  hotels,  a  considerable  fuel 
saving  for  use  by  our  war  industries, 
ships  and  factories,  will  be  accomplished. 
Ii  this  voluntary  cooperation  is  not 
given,  it  may  be  necessary  to  issue  strin- 
gent regulations  curtailing  the  use  of 
heat,  light  and   |iowcr.

American  Banks  in  Foreign  Countries — Preparation  for  Commercial  Education

The  unprefC'deiited  economic  changes 
whicli  have  taken  phice  present  no  more 
Miikin^'  phenoiiicna  ihan  Ihe  rapid  strides 
ol  our  industrial  aclivilies  and  while  no 
<uie  ran  foresee  with  any  deyive  ol 
eertainty  what  conditions  will  he  after 
Ihe  war,  it.  would  seem  liniely  I'or  the 
sluily  and  solution  of  difficulties  whicii 
impede  the  free  How  of  oversea  trade 
■MiA  impair  the  more  rapid  building  up 
ol  a  permanent  and  pi-ofitable  commerce 
ulien   normal  times  again   prevail. 

We  must  face  conditions  as  they  now 
:i|ipear  and  recognize  that  of  vital  con- 
cern are  the  broader  interiuitional  prob- 
lems of  industrial  competition  and  elli- 
cieuey.  The  day  of  barter  is  long  past; 
no  longer  is  it  a  question  of  trading 
conunodity  for  conmiodity  or  so  buying 
i\\  a  reasonably  open  competitive  market 
the  jirodncts  of  industry.  In  the  present 
time  and  age  it  is  a  matter  of  trading 
through  other  mediums  of  exchange,  aiul 
while  recognizing  an  ecjual  desire  on  the 
pail  of  the  producer  to  sell  his  goods 
and  that  of  the  financier  to  facilitate  the 
operation,  it  frcciuently  hapjiens  that 
when  consideiing  the  strict  economic 
principle  as  a|jplied  to  counnercial  under- 
takings, the  power  of  sober  reasoning  is 
not  plainly  api)arent  and  fidly  nnnii- 
fested. 

The  measure  of  success  to  which  we 
are  entitled  will  largely  depend  upon 
our  ability  to  meet  in  organized  and 
scientific  strength  the  competition  of 
other  nations.  If,  therefore,  we  are  to 
become  the  financial  center  of  the  world, 
and  gain  assured  supremacy  in  inter- 
national trade,  we  must  make  adecjuate 
preparation  for  retaining  these  national 
advantages  as  well  as  for  assuming  all 
ihe  responsibilities  and  obligations  which 
:iiv  attendant  upon  them. 

Our  banking  element  nnist  be  de- 
termined to  modernize  their  methods 
thoroughly  and  in  good  time,  as  lack 
of  interest  or  procrastination  in  this  di- 
rection may  seriously  check  the  work  of 
trade  expansion  and  place  our  merchants 
at  a  disadvantage  in  later  meeting  ag- 
gressive European  trade  competition.  It 
is  generally  opined  that  in  order  to  en- 
able the  wheels  of  commerce  to  run 
smoothly  and  rapidly,  our  foreign  rela- 
tions cannot  successfully  be  developed 
so  long  as  it  is  necessary  to  operate 
Ihrongh  banking  institutions  of  competing 
nations. 

Xo  measure  has  been  of  greater  im- 
poi-tanee — as  affecting  not  merely  the 
local  financial  conditions  in  the  United 
States  but  the  entire  situation  from  an 
international  standpoint — Ihan  that  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Act.  Its  facilities  for 
branch-banking  in  foreign  countries  es- 
jiecially,  and  the  privilege  granted  for 
hank  and  commercial  acceptances,  ac- 
cord a  great  improvement  of  system  in 
onr  relation    to   commerce,    likely   to   give 


the  United  Stales  greater  ])ower  in  for- 
eign  trade. 

One  of  the  dilliculties  of  intelligently 
following  the  various  ]n'ovisious  of  the 
new  law  uncjuestionably  lies  in  tiie  im- 
perfect comiirehension  which  exists — even 
in  bank  circles—with  regard  to  what  the 
Act  is  intended  to  supersede  and  im- 
prove. The  banking  clement  of  our  couu- 
ti-y  should  deal  with  these  problems  as 
seriously  as  is  deserving  and  seek  what 
help  may  be  given  to  make  the  purpose 
of  the  law  concrete  facts  by  the  scien- 
tific employment  of  capital  and  credit 
in  the  shape  of  organized  facilities, 
which  in  turn  will  react  to  the  benefit 
of  the  i)uhlic  from  the  operation  of  a 
well-regulated  and  uniform  banking  sys- 
tem. 

The  Federal  ISeserve  Act,  which  be- 
came operative  by  the  opening  on  No- 
vember llj,  1U14,  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banks,  is  essentially  intended  to  bring 
into  existence  a  commercial  banking  sys- 
tem that  will  assist  in  more  advantage- 
ously financing  our  internal  and  external 
trade,  and  every  iiulicalion  points  to- 
ward ils  becoming  a  powerful  force 
behind  Ihe  business  nnichinery  of  onr 
country.  A  financial  development  of  the 
United  States  that  will  meet  the  growing 
demand  for  commercial  expansion  is  but 
a  matter  of  national  enterprise  and 
largely  rests  with  its  people  in  theii' 
campaign  of  education  to  conform  with 
new  conditions  and  adequately  cope  with 
and  keep  within  legitimate  bounds  the 
activities  of  trade. 

The  Federal  Reserve  Act  provides  for 
the  establishment  of  branches  by  mem- 
ber banks  in  foreign  countries  and  on 
the  assumption  that  it  would  better 
seiTC  their  interests,  the  law  was  amend- 
ed to  provide  Unit  members  of  the  system 
may  cooperate  for  the  purpose  of  jointly 
owning  and  operating  foreign  depend- 
encies. 

Cooperative  combinations,  such  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  to  develop  our 
foreign  trade  relations  in  normal  times 
are  now  generally  agxeed  to  be  essential 
and  a  recognition  of  this  principle  in 
the  development  of  oversea  commerce  is, 
in  my  opinion,  most  necessary  to  our 
economic  progress. 

If  the  United  States  succeeds  in  es- 
tablishing a  system  of  branch  banking 
thoroughly  .suited  to  modern  world-wide 
conditions,  a  great  forward  step  will 
have  been  taken  in  consolidating  the  ad- 
vancement already  achieved  through  the 
financial  and  industrial  energies  of  our 
population. 

The  real  object  towards  which  we  in 
common  with  other  nations  should  aim, 
is  to  make  ourselves  more  efficient  and 
with  increasing  knowledge  and  skill,  train 
all'  classes  of  intelligent  labor.

C'ooperative  associations,  orgal 
ized  to  increase  the  scope  of  Amerie' 
exiKU't  business  would  as  well  facilils 
a  helpful  and  necessary  growth  of  u 
home  industries.  Such  iiiHuences  ha 
very  largely  molded  the  economic  i 
velopments  of  other  nations. 

The  costly  and,  in  many  instances,  i 
efficient  employment  of  loo  many  ageij 
has  in  a  large  measure  been  proven  n 
sponsible  for  the  retarding  of  successt' 
competition  in  foreign  markcls  with  u' 
more  alerl   competitors.  ' 

While  individual  oppiu-|  unities  a 
even  now  presented  to  our  enlerprisiij 
business  men,  the  general  in-osperity  j 
foreign  trade  expansion  can  only 
guaranteed  by  a  ready  coordination  uH 
elements  of  our  national  and  conniieni 
strength.  There  is  no  more  hnporlaj 
issue  than  that  which  aims  to  maj 
scientific  study  dii-eetly  applicable  \ 
practical  life,  and  to  this  it  would  seei 
that  our  first  thought  should  be  direclc! 

To  meet  the  constant  demand  of  I 
commercial  world  for  available  youi 
men  W'ho  in  a  competent  manner  a 
qualified  to  occupy  positions  of  trust  ai] 
responsibility,  too  little  importauce  ' 
given  to  the  necessity  of  finding  a  cmj 
mon  ground  on  which  the  business  iiu 
and  the  educator  can  meet  and  solve  1, 
[iroblems  with  which  we  are  eonfroiilii 

There  can  be  no  more  serious  dispii' 
amongst  men  who  are  capable  of  beii] 
taught  by  experience  that  our  existii' 
educational  system  along  commercial  liu[ 
is  defective,  and  that  reforms  in  mai 
directions  are  urgently  needed.

Nol  only  docs  San  Francisco 
m.iinlain  several  lara'c  es(ahlishments, 
but  I  be  plant  of  the  Bowers  Rubber  Coui- 
imny  located  al  Pittsburg,  only  a  few 
miles  from  San  Francisco,  is  said  to  be 
the  largest  rubber  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment west  of  Chicago. 

This  company  first  connnenccd  busi- 
ness in  this  city  30  years  ago  where  it 
conducted  its  plant  and  offices  until  the 
year  lilOl!  when  the  demands  on  the 
business  became  so  heavy  as  to  require  a 
site  with  acreage  instead  of  square  fool- 
nge.  The  general  offices  however  are 
and  have  always  been  maintained  in  San 
Francisco  as  is  the  case  with  nearly  eveiy 
large  institution  doing  business  in  this 
vicinity.

this  class  the  Bowei-s  products  are  sold 
in  nearly  all  quarters  of  the  globe  today, 
accessible  through  commerce.  The  spe- 
cialties are  known  as  "Skookum"  pack- 
ing, "Copper  Queen"  belting  and  "Vic- 
tor" fire  hose.  These  items  have  witli- 
stood  competition  at  nearly  all  ot  the 
recent  Exjiositions  and  were  awarded  the 
Grand  Prize  at  the  San  Franci.sco  celebra- 
tion, three  years  ago.  Victor  fire  hose  is 
accepted  by  the  Fire  Departments  of 
cities  in  Peru,  Chile,  China  and  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  as  well  as  most  large 
cities  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  in  the 
East.

Increasing  Interest  Shown  in  Livestock  Show 


The  bnihling  quarters  for  the  Cal- 
it'oniia  Inlenuitional  Livestock  Show  be- 
s;an  early  this  week  on  the  five  and  one- 
halt  acre  tract  at  the  corner  of  Twelfth 
and  Market  Streets,  which  the  show  will 
occ\ipy  November  2nd  to  10th. 

Kesides  an  amphithealre  for  the  stock 
parade  and  the  horse  show  the  livestock 
will  be  quartered  in  departments  by 
themselves.  There  will  be  one  pavilion 
for  the  beef  and  dairy  cattle,  another 
for  the  horses,  and  others  for  sheep, 
swine  and   poultry. 

In  the  amphitheatre  there  will  be  a 
large  parade  ground  where  the  stock 
will  be  shown  every  day  and  which  will 
he  utilized  as  well  for  the  horse  show 
in  the  evening.  Around  this  are  to  be 
eonstnicted  seats  to  the  capacity  of  five 
tlunisand  with  two  tiers  of  boxes  on  the 
fii-st  and  second  rows.  The  entire 
rpiartei-s  for  the  livestock  are  to  be 
bedded  with  rice  shocks. 

The  beef  classes  are  particularly 
strong  and  among  them  are  shown  the 
various  herds  which  will  include  many 
wcu-ld  clianiiiions.

Supervisors  Place  School  Amendment  on  Ballot 


With  the  school  charter  amendment 
definitely  placed  on  the  ballot  at  the 
November  election  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pen-isors,  the  proponents  of  the  proposed 
charter  change  are  now  in  the  thick  of 
a  vigorous  campaign. 

Election  day  in  November  is  only  a 
month  distant  and  the  Public  Education 
Society  members,  who  are  sponsoring 
the  reform  measure,  are  becoming  more 
and  more  confident  that  San  Francisco 
will  see  the  necessity  of  affecting  vital 
changes  in  the  system  of  local  school 
administration.  Numerous  organizations 
are  endorsing  the  measure.  The  only 
opposition  to  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment seems  to  be  coming  from  a  com- 
paratively small  quota  of  teachers  who 
are  not  familiar  with  the  real  contents 
of  the  instrument  through  which  Public 
Education  Society  members  hope  to 
divorce  polities  from  San  Francisco's 
public  school  system. 

Among  the  organizations  endorsing  the 
school  charter  amendment  in  the  past 
week  were  the  Civic  League  of  Improve- 


ment Clubs,  representing  thousands  of 
persons  who  are  campaigning  for  im- 
portant civic  issues;  The  San  Francisco 
Center,  The  Divisadero  Disti-ict  Improve- 
ment Association,  the  To  Kalon  Club 
and  the  Collegiate  Alumnae.  The  mem- 
bers of  all  of  the  above  mentioned  or- 
ganizations have  pledged  themselves  to 
campaign  for  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment. 

Noted  educators  from  all  sections  of 
the  country  are  endorsing  the  amend- 
ment as  a  vehicle  through  which  San 
Francisco  can  hope  to  obtain  one  of 
the  most  efficient  systems  of  school  ad- 
ministration in  the  United  States.  Ray 
Lyman  Wilbur,  president  of  Stanford 
L'niversity,  and  one  of  the  country's 
leading  educators,  in  a  letter  written  this 
week  to  Mrs.  Jesse  Steinhart,  secretary 
of    the    Public   Education    Society,    said : 

"My  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
excellent  work  which  has  been  done  by 
you  and  your  associates  in  trying  to 
urge  the  passage  of  the  charter  amend-

operation  of  this  body  in  driving  home

•K-essity  of  greater  conser\-ation,  more 
If-sacrifice,  more  intense  economy  in 
e  consumption  and  handling  of  the 
'odstuffs,  if  we  are  to  do  our  .share 
■  meeting  the  demands  laid  upon  us 
>'  the  war. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
Idle  the  United  States  last  year  shipped 
I  the  Allies  ovei-seas  10,000,000  tons 
't  foodstuffs,  this  year  our  exports  must 
■-ach  15,000,000  tons  if  the  war  is  to 
e  won  next  year.     In  order  to  ship  this 


vast  amount  of  food,  it  is  necessai-y  that 
it  be  saved  out  of  our  current  supplies. 
We  must  not  be  misled  by  the  steady 
tide  of  victory  now  setting  in  favor  of 
tlie  Allied  and  American  armies.  The 
victories  do  not  increase  our  food  sup- 
plies. On  the  contrary,  peace  will  add 
to  the  burden  thrown  upon  our  resources, 
because  the  people  who  make  peace 
must  be  fed. 

The  lesson  to  be  impressed  upon  the 
people  is  no  longer  save  wheat,  eat  corn, 
but  must  be,  save  food;  eat  the  food 
that  cannot  be  shipped,  leave  for  the 
soldiere  and  the  Allies  qverseas,  every- 
Ihing  that  can  be  shipped,  as  far  as 
possible.

Ill  the  flTiirt  to  develop  Foreij,'n 
niarkels  for  many  of  the  important 
products  of  California,  it  has  becoino 
ol)vions  that,  given  adequate  transporta- 
lioM  faeilities,  most  of  these  products 
could  find  profitable  markets  in  all 
loreign  countries  whose  import  duties 
an<l  customhouse  charges  are  not  pro- 
hibitive. 

Under  existing  tarilf  laws  our  Govem- 
nuMil  officials  have  not  been  in  position 
lo  negotiate,  as  they  have  had  notliing 
to  trade  with. 

To  illustrate,  there  has  been  for 
yeai-s  a  prohibitive  tariff  levied  against 
cainied  foods  by  evciy  one  of  the  Latin- 
.\inerican  countries.  They  were  selling 
this  count i-y  even  before  the  war  much 
ill  excess  of  their  purchases  from  us. 
Their  tariffs  against  mauy  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  this  couuti-y  were  and  are  so 
liigli  as  to  prohibit  imports — hence  they 
yield  no  revenue  to  these  Latin-American 
(iiiveniments,    as    inijmrts    are   of   trifliii;.; 


amounts.  They  need  revenues.  In  many 
case.s,  products  are  not  competitive  with 
the  products  of  their  own  countries,  so 
that  their  action  cannot  be  justified  by 
any  theory  of  iirotectioii. 

Apjiarently  the  frainers  of  these  tariffs 
have  wrongly  assumed  that  the  raising 
of  tariffs  would  increase  their  revenues. 
Some  of  them  apparently  wished  to  dis- 
courage  importations. 

In  spite  of  such  conditions  our  jiresenl 
lariff  openetl  wide  our  ports  for  Latin- 
American  i)roducls  of  chief  importance 
— removing  all  tariffs  against  coffee, 
wool,  hides,  beef  and  other  products, 
without  attempting  to  secure  any  con- 
sideration   in    exchange. 

Somewhat  similar  conditions  have  pre- 
vailed in  Euroijpan  countries  in  Russia, 
Japan  and  Australiasia.  Gennany's 
tremendous  development  in  foreign 
trade,  prior  to  the  war,  was  due  in 
considerable  degree  to  her  elastic  tarid' 
and  to  the  influence  exerted  by  means 
of  this  tariff  in  shaping  the  tariffs  of 
other   countries. 


So  the  United  Slates  Chamber  nt 
t'onmierce,  by  almost  unanimous  vote 
of  its  members,  dec'lared  in  favor  of 
this  principle  of  tariff  making. 

The  National  Foreign  Trade  Councii 
has  repeatedly  gone  on  record  in  favoi 
of  the   bargaining  tariff. 

Foreign  trade  must  be  developed  oi 
our  major  industries  will  languish.  Aflc! 
the  war  there  will  be  lack  of  employ 
nient,  idleness,  and  all  the  economic  an. 
social  ills  that  follow  inevitably.  I 
the  keen  competition  for  foreign  trail, 
with  the  rapid  changes  and  readjust 
ments,  we  must  not  be  handicapped  b; 
a  cumbersome  tariff  system  which  k 
fjuires  two  years  to  change.  \Vc  mus. 
be  in  a  position  to  trade  with  peopii 
who  wish  to  trade  with  us.  We  mu 
be  in  a  position  to  extend  favors 
countries  who  are  so  disposed  towar 
us,  and  for  similar  rea.sons  we  must  bi 
in  position  to  protect  ourselves  againsi 
countries  which  maintain  an  unfriendh 
attitude. 


Greater  Demands  Ahead  for  Red  Cross 


That  the  gi'^at  battles  now  being 
loiight  in  France  will  cause  greater  de- 
mands than  ever  upon  the  American 
Red  Cross  and  will  entail  greater  ex- 
penditures by  it,  is  the  prediction  made 
in  the  latest  instalment  of  the  report 
of  that  organization  to  the  American 
jieople,  made  public  this  week.  The  re- 
port covers  work  done  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the   war.     It  says,   in   part: 

In  cari'ying  out  its  work  in  France, 
the  American  Red  Cross,  in  all  its 
activities,  had  expended  up  to  July  1, 
1918,  the  sum  of  $36,613,682.73.  Of 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $15,453,049.87 
was  apportioned  to  relief  work  among 
I  he    soldiers    and    strictly    military    ac 


tivities.  The  balance  of  $21,160,632.86 
was  apportioned  lo  relief  work  among 
refugees,  the  fight  against  tuberculosis, 
and  other  activities  that  have  to  do 
especially  with  relieving  the  sufferings 
of    the   civilian    population. 

The  demand  for  the  six  months  ending 
December  31,  1918,  has  seemed  gi-eater 
than  any  similar  period,  and  an  ap- 
propriation has  therefore  been  made  for 
this  period  amounting  to  $34,582,827.57, 
of  which  $20,753,410.01  is  for  relief 
among  refugees,  rehabilitation  of  de- 
vastated areas,  the  fight  against  tuber- 
culosis, operating  expenses,  and  other 
civil  relief  activities.  Thus  the  entire 
sum  expended  and  appropriated   for  re- 


lief work  ill  France  from  the  beginnint 
of  the  war  to  December  31,  1918,  wii 
amount    to    more    than    $70,000,000. 

Activities  in  France,  says  the  report 
the  "most  stupendous  ever  undertakei 
by  the  American  Red  Cross  or  an; 
other  relief  organization,"  have  had 
among  other  objects,  the  maintcnain' 
of  the  military  morale  of  onr  Allic- 
relief  of  distress  among  families  of  sul 
diere,  war  victims  and  other  civilian- 
and  welfare  work  among  our  own  w! 
diere.  The  necessity  for  relief  wm 
among  French  civilians  is  declared  to  1; 
"due  to  the  fact  that  all  of  the  availalil 
man-power  of  France  has  gone  into  tli 
war,  and  France  has  no  resources  of  rt 
lief  adequate  to  the  great  need." 


Motor  Division  lo  be  Organized 


Herbert  Graham,  who  has  just  ar- 
rived from  Washington,  has  been  dele- 
gated to  organize  in  San  Francisco  the 
new  motor  transport  service.  He  is 
here  to  enlist  automobile  drivers,  re- 
pairmen and  mechanics  for  the  motor 
transport  corps  lor  ovei-seas  service. 
This  motor  transport  corps  is  organized 
to  take  control  of  all  trucks  and  auto- 
mobiles in  the  army,  repairing  them  and 
furnishing  the  drivers  for  the  trucks. 
Enlisted  personnel  is  desired  rather  than 
a  drafted  one  and  men  rejected  in  the 
fii-st  draft  for  physical  disability  or  de- 
fects are  eligible  for  enlistment  in  the 
motor  transport  corps  if  a  trained 
mechanic  or  repairman. 

Ten  thousand  men  are  to  be  raised 
in   the  first  enlistment  all  over  the  coun- 


try. Mr.  Graham  has  established  gov- 
ernment headquartei"s  at  1117  Van  Ness 
Ave.  for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  and 
examining  these  men.  The  idea  is  to 
give  mechanics  and  drivers  within  the 
draft  age  a  chance  to  enlist  in  the 
service  for  which  they  are  best  suited. 
Those  registered  with  the  corps  are  to 
be  exempted  from  regular  army  service, 
and  after  examination  and  blanks  are 
f^onvarded  to  Washington  and  approved, 
they  will  be  assigned  to  repair  bases  in 
this  counti-y  for  training,  after  which 
they  will  be  sent  overeeas  for  sei-vice. 
This  method  of  selected  enlistment 
a.ssures  the  placing  of  men  in  work  for 
A'hieh  they  are  fitted  and  where  they  can 
do  the  best  work  for  the  government. 
The  idea  originated  with  General   Persh- 


ing   and    the    work    will    be    under   li 
supervision. 

Advancement  will  be  rapid  as  tin 
getting  in  early  will  be  sure  to  hw<" 
non-commissioned  officers.  Regular  uiii 
will  be  organized  with  1,200  men,  ea: 
complete  in  itself. 

The  government  is  looking  toward  tl 
live   men   of   the  automobile   industrj- 
see   that   these  men   are   forthcoming.

Car  Conservation 

In  the  interest  of  Car  Conseiwaliou 
till'  Car  Service  Section  of  the  United 
Stales  Kailroad  Administration  requests 
Ihat  San  Francisco  dealers  who  purchase 
canned  goods  in  the  central  western 
slates  urge  shippers  to  fill  orders 
promptly  that  the  movements  may  be  in 
box  care.  Shipments  that  do  not  move 
until  cold  weather  must  necessarily  go 
forward  in  refrigerator  ears,  and  as, 
for  example  box  cars  will  carry  about 
nno  cases  of  canned  corn  in  excess  of 
refrigerator  car  capacity,  it  will  be  seen 
that  considerable  saving  in  freight  cars 
will  result  if  shipments  are  made  during 
(he  season  when  bitx  cars  may  be  safely 
used. 


Increases  on  Sand, 
Gravel,  etc. 

On  September  20th,  Director-Geni'ial 
McAdoo  announced  that  while  lliere 
would  be  no  general  deviation  from  the 
advance  of  one  cent  per  100  lbs.  on 
sand,  gravel  and  crushed  stone,  as  pro- 
mulgated by  General  Order  No.  28, 
when  there  are  instances  where  injustice 
is  being  worked  in  individual  cases,  the 
various  freight  traffic  committees  on 
which  the  shipping  public  is  represented 
will  give  prefen-ed  attention  to  applica- 
tions which  have  to  do  with  reductions 
in  rates  on  the  foregoing  commodities. 


Reduced  Rates  on  Fruits  and  Vegetables

No  Exceptions  to  Lightless 
Night  Order 

Albert  E.  Schwabacher,  Federal  Fuel 
Administrator  for  California,  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  advice  from  the  National  Ad- 
ministration that  no  exceptions  will  be 
made  in  the  interpretation  of  the  Light- 
less  Night  Order  in  its  application  to 
the   Liberty   Loan   Drive. 

People  are  backing  the  Government's 
efforts  to  raise  money  to  finish  the  war 
just  as  whole  heartedly  as  they  are  back- 
ing its '  efforts  to  send  steel  shells  to 
General  Pershing  for  the  swift  and  ter- 
rible drive  into  Germany,  which  will 
quicken  the  end  of  the  war,  and  shorten 
the  list  of  casualties.  Shells  and  guns 
cannot  go  over  there  unless  there  is  ample 
fuel  available  to  produce  steel.  To  in- 
sure that  fuel  supply,  not  even  to  secure 
money  for  the  war,  shall  the  Lightless 
Night  Order,  estimated  to  save  250,000 
tons  of  coal,  or  fuel  oil  equivalent  an- 
nually, be  suspended. 

Therefore,  the  Government  is  applying 
its  own  rulings  to  its  own  activities. 
Many  agencies  have  asked  for  exceptions, 
but  the  Fuel  Admini.stration  has  held  that 
if  such  exceptions  were  made,  Govern 
ment  activities  now  cover  such  a  wide 
range,  that  very  shortly  the  exceptions 
w'ould  be  so  numerous,  that  the  whole 
purpose  of  the  order  would  be  defeated.

The  bill  would  require  furtlier 
that  such  persons  file  with  tlie  Depart- 
ment between  the  first  and  the  fifth  of 
evei-y  month  a  statement  setting  forth 
moneys  collected  during  the  preceding 
month,  the  names  and  addresses  of  con 
Iributors  (where  kuown)  and  where  the 
iiames  of  the  contributors  cannot  be 
indicated,  the  means  used  to  collect 
funds.  The  statement  would  also  be  re- 
quired to  show  any  disbursements  made 
in  connection  with  amounts  collected  or 
for  the  mainteimnce  of  the  fuud  or 
association  engaged  in  its  collection.  The 
bill  would  apply  only  to  persons  collect 
ing  money  for  the  purposes  indicated 
above,  or  to  persons  who  propose  to 
engage  in  the  collection  of  money  for 
war  charities  in  one  or  more  states. 

The  bill  also  authorizes  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justice  at  any  time,  after  notice 
and  hearing,  to  limit  by  appropriate 
order,  the  amount  of  money  which  may 
be  expended  by  any  person,  corporation 
or  association  engaged  in  soliciting 
funds,  or  to  curtail  and  regulate  its 
collection  expenses.  The  records  of 
such  organizations  would  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of_  the  public.  For  the 
enforcement  of  the  bill  penalties  of  fine 
of  $5,000  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  are 
provided.

It  is  rather  singular 
that  the  historic  old 
land  mark  known  in 
the  early  days  of  San 
Francisco's  history  as 
Fort  Gunny  Bags 
should  now  be  occupied 
by  a  new  and  modern 
factorj'  manufacturing 
the  article  after  which 
the  Fort  was  named.

Many  Organizations  Endorse  School 
Amendment 


Proponents  of  Amendment  No.  37, 
whifli  is  the  school  charter  amendment, 
proposing  reforms  in  the  administration 
of  the  San  Francisco  Public  School 
Department,  are  now  launched  on  a 
vigorous  campaign  for  the  adoption  of 
the  measure. 

According  to  Mrs.  Jesse  H.  Steinharl, 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Education 
Society,  which  is  sponsoring  the  amend- 
ment, hardly  a  day  passes  that  does  not 
bring  one  or  more  indorsements  of  the 
school  reorganization  pKin  from  a.ssocia- 
tions   or   prominent   individuals. 

Indorsements  were  received  last  week 
from  the  Commonwealth  Club,  the  San 
Francisco  "Real  Estate  Board,  the  Haiglit 
and  Ashbuiy  Improvement  Club  and  the 
Philomath  Club.  Such  prominent  edu- 
cators as  United  States  Commissioner 
of  Education  P.  P.  Claxton,  Ray  Lyman 
Wilbur,  President  of  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, Arthur  H.  Chamberlain,  Secretary 
of  the  California  Teachers'  Association, 
and  editor  of  the  Sierra  Educational 
News,  and  Richard  Y.  Boone,  professor 
of  education  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, have  gone  over  the  amendment 
and  declared  it  to  be  the  proper  instru- 
ment through  which  San  Francisco  can 
hope  to  get  efficient,  effective  school  ad- 
ministration. 

The  amendment  provides  for  a  board 
of  education  of  seven  lay  members,  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  to  serve  without 
pay  (term  seven  years — one  goes  out 
each  year)  who  shall  fix  salai"y,  number 
and  qualifications  of  employees  in  the 
department.  This  board  will  appoint  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  who  is  now 
elected.  The  superintendent  will  be  the 
best  educator  it  is  possible  to  secure 
in  the  entire  country. 

In  addition,  the  amendment  provides 
a  civil  service  system  of  appointing 
teachers;  provides  life  tenure  for  teachers 
and  provides  for  a  census  of  school 
children. 

Under  the  amendment  all  responsibility 
for  policy  rests  with  the  board  of  edn 
cation.  AH  responsibility  for  educational 
management  rests  with  the  school  su- 
perintendent. The  dual  system,  now  pro- 
ductive of  frequent   clashes  between   the 


superintendent  and  board,  will  be  elimi- 
nated entirely.  Politics  will  be  effectively 
removed  from  the  San  Francisco  School 
Department,  according  to  members  of 
the  Public  Education  Society. 

The  financial  checks  on  the  board  nf 
education  will  be  the  same  as  at  present. 
The  control  of  the  budget  will  be  iu 
the  hands  of  the  supervisors  and  the 
checking  of  accounts  will  be  done  by 
the  auditor. 

"The  proponents  of  Amendment  37 
are  working  for  better  schools  for  San 
Francisco,"  said  Mrs.  Steiuhart  today. 
"More  than  three-fourths  of  our  children 
drop  grammar  school  before  the  fifth 
grade  is  reached.  Only  six  per  cent  of 
onr  children  reach  the  high  schools.  Too 
many  of  our  children  are  not  promoted. 
Too  many  children  lose  intere.st  in  their 
studies  befoi'e  they  finish  the  grammar 
grades. 

"Newark,  with  large  foreign  popula- 
tion, puts  51.9  per  cent  more  of  her 
children  through  a  given  number  of 
grades  in  a  given  time  than  San  Fran- 
cisco; Los  Angeles  puts  ly^  times  as 
many  children  through  a  given  grade  in 
a  given   time  as  does   San   Francisco. 

"Too  many  children  lose  their  chance 
in  life  because  our  grammar  schools  do 
not  give  them  an  education.  The  bad 
conditions  are  not  the  fault  of  the 
teachers  or  of  those  in  the  department. 
The  fault  lies  with  the  system.  The  pro- 
posed new  system  will  cure  the  evils  now 
hampeiing  efficiency.  Charter  amend- 
ment No.  37  provides  a  typical  American 
system  of  school  management,  tried  out 
in  other  cities  tanking  highest  educa- 
tionally in  the  United  States." 

"We  are  enlisting  much  support  from 
the  teachers.  Many  of  the  teachers  have 
refused  to  obey  the  political  mandate  to 
fight  the  amendment.  Some  of  the 
teachers  are  even  speaking  publicly  in 
behalf  of  the  amendment.  We  know  the 
teachers  are  not  a  nnit  in  their  opposi- 
tion to  it." 

The  Public  Education  Society  has  an- 
nounced the  selection  of  the  fcUowing 
committee  to  work  for  the  adoptitn  of 
the  amendment.

,1  Sen'ice  Club  Comniitfee  is  formed  to 
conduct  the  War  Camp  Community 
Service  Club.  The  Liberty  Sings  Com- 
mittee is  next  appointed  to  teach  sol- 
diers and  civilians  to  sing  together. 

One  of  the  most  important  of  the  in- 
numerable other  conmaittees  is  the  Room- 
ing Bureau  Committee  whose  duty  it  is 
to  provide  clean,  respectable  lodgings  at 
inexpensive  rates  to  onr  men  in  uniform 
and   their  visiting   friends   and   relatives. 

Other  committees  are  for  Visiting  and 
Entertainment,  Books  and  Magazines, 
School  Entertainment,  Church  Enter- 
tainment, Men's  Social  Club  Entertain- 
ment, Women's  Social  Club  Entertain- 
ment, Newspapers  for  Sailors,  the  Legal 
Aid,  Athletics,  Commercial  Relations, 
Fraternal  Entertainment,  Entertainment 
of  our  Allies,  Girls'  Employment,  Girls'

for  Negroes,  Recreation  for  Industrial 
Workers,  Information,  and  a  committee 
on  Union  Services  which  arranges  for 
the   joint   religious   meetings.

However,  if  mercnandise  is  returned  be- 
cause of  substitution  or  error  of  any 
kind,  notice  should  be  given  by  the  pur- 
chaser within  ten  days  after  the  receipt 
of  the  goods.

The  abo\'e  illustration  of  Rosenberg 
Bros.  &  Company's  new  rice  mill  on 
Islais  Creek  near  the  Southern  Pacifie 
R.  R.  main  line  tracks  is  from  a  photo- 
graph taken  about  two  months  ago  and 
gives  some  idea  of  the  size  of  the  plant. 
Constniction  work  at  the  present  time 
is  about  completed  and  it  is  contidently 
expected  that  the  milling  processes  on 
rice  will  commence  in  this  building  by 
the  first  of  next  month. 

The  rice  industry  in  considerable  pro- 
jiortions  firet  took  root  in  Califoniia 
about  seven  years  ago  and  its  historj' 
to  the  present  date  has  been  one  of 
continued  phenomenal  growth  and  e.x- 
jiansion.  At  that  time  a  rice  mill  was 
an  almost  unknown  institution  in  this 
state.  There  has  been  constructed  fac- 
tories in  various  parts  of  the  state  to 
the  number  of  twelve,  of  which  Rosen- 
berg Bros.  &  Company's  mill  is  the 
largest  and  is  only  exceeded  in  capacity 
by  one  other  in  the  United   States. 

This  concern  first  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction   of   rice   products   with    the    pur- 


chase of  tlie  entire  liuiliiiii^-  and  eciin|i- 
ment  of  the  Gridley  Rice  Milling  Com- 
pany at  Gridley,  Cal.  about  one  year  ago. 
California  rice  is  the  material  handled 
and  with  the  inauguration  of  the  Islais 
Creek  project,  the  daily  capacity  will 
amount  to  6,000  bags  of  100  pounds 
each. 

The  accomplishment  of  that  result  is 
made  possible  through  the  installation 
of  the  most  modern  and  efficient  ma- 
chinery known  to  the  industry.  The 
building  will  be  equipped  throughout 
with  every  conveying  device  and  equip- 
ment possible  to  use  as  a  time  saving 
medium.  Daylight  features  have  been 
included  in  the  planning  of  the  structure 
which  is  built  of  reinforced  concrete 
throughout.  In  addition  to  the  showing 
in  the  cut,  there  are  immense  storage 
bins  already  in  the  state  of  completion 
and  additional  warehouse  sjiacc  will  oc- 
cupy a  large  portion  of  (he  large  tract 
of  land  held  by  the  company  at  this 
location.

San  Francisco,  October  24,  1918 


""•he  legislative  committee  of   the  San 

Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  held  several 
'  sessions  in  which  to  consider  the  constitutional 
imndments,  referendum  and  initiative  measures 
ofce  voted  on  at  the  election  on  November  5  th, 
^»h  member  of  the  committee  was  provided  with  a 
oy  of  the  measures  sufficiently  in  advance  of  the 
e  ions  to  give  time  for  study  and   deliberation.      At 


the  sessions  each  proposition  was  discussed  and  voted 
upon  in  its  order.  The  findings  of  the  committee 
were  then  compiled  in  the  form  printed  herewith  and 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chamber. 
The  Board  went  carefully  over  the  report,  approved 
it  and  recommends  its  findings  to  the  membership  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  electorate  of  the 
state  in  general.  The  numbers  given  are  in  the  order 
in  which  they  will  appear  on  the  ballot.

a   money  lender  to   charge    72  7o,    inasmuch   as  it 


will  be  possible  to  refuse  to  make  a  loan  for  a  longer 
period  than  one  month  then  another  loan  can  be 
made  requiring  a  fee  which  in  the  aggregate  could 
be  made  to  amount  to  60  %  of  the  loan  which  added 
to  1%  per  month  equals  72%.  It  is  clear  under 
section  3  of  said  bill  that  10%  more  than  the  I  %■ 
a  month  supposedly  provided  for,  can  be  charged 
without  need  for  any  legal  subterfuge,  as  Section  3 
provides  for  a  five  per  cent  charge  for  examinations, 
etc.   each  six  months. 

If  a  proper  bill  were  passed  through  the  Legisla- 
ture giving  to  a  department,  such  as  the  Department 
of  Banking  or  Department  of  Corporations,  super- 
vision of  all  money  lenders  placing  them  under 
license  with  proper  penalties,  it  would  be  easy  within 
a  reasonable  time  to  determine  what  a  proper  rate 
for  this  class  of  business  is.  It  is  extremely  difficult 
and  open  to  argument  to  know  now.  Recommenda- 
tion,  vote  NO.  

No.  4. — Absent  Voters 

Assembly  constitutional  amendment  No.  1 — Per- 
mits registered  voters  absent  at  the  time  of  any  elec- 
tion to  cast  their  ballot  from  any  point  within  the 
United  States.  This  is  opposed  not  only  on  account 
of  the  great  expense  that  would  be  entailed  but  the 
impracticability  of  carrying  it  into  effect.  If  intended 
for  the  soldiers  and  sailors  it  will  be  without  effect 
as,  approximately,  ninety  per  cent  of  them  are  not 
within  the  United  States.  Recommendation,   vote  NO. 


No.  5. — Organization  Within  County  of  Con- 
solidated City  and  County  Government 

Senate  Amendment  No.  1 3 — Affects  Alameda 
County.  Permits  cities  and  towns  and  all  unincor- 
porated territory  within  the  county  to  consolidate 
and  form  a  city  and  county.  Each  municipality  votes 
separately  thereon  and  if  it  does  not  desire  to  join 
it  may  stay  out  by  casting  a  majority  vote  against 
consolidation.     Recommendation,    vote   YES. 


No.  6. — Courts 

Assembly  Amendment  No.  61 — This  amendment 
eliminates  from  the  constitution  the  vital  provisions 
governing  our  courts  and  makes  our  judicial  system 
subordinate  to  the  legislature  and  politics;  an  ex- 
tremely   dangerous    change.

No.  7. — Los  Angeles  County  Funds 

Assembly  Amendment  No.  67 — Permits  Los 
Angeles  County,  out  of  succeeding  years"  revenue  to 
reimburse  any  funds  that  have  been  depleted  by  pay- 
ment therefrom  during  the  period  1914  to  1916  in- 
clusive due  to  emergency  demands  caused  by  floods 
and  the  consequent  replacement  of  bridges  and  high- 
ways.   Recommendation,  vote  YES. 


No.  8. — University  of  California 

Senate  Amendment  No.  20 — Pertains  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  affairs  of  the  State  University.  De- 
tails of  internal  organization  now^  carried  on  under  the 
organic  act  of  1868  are  changed  to  meet  present  day 
requirements.  Another  change  places  the  president 
of  the  Alumni  Association  on  the  Board  of  Regents. 
This  measure  is  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 
Recommendation,   vote  YES. 


No.  9. — Appellate  Court  Divisions 

Senate  Amendment  No.  45 — Divides  First  and 
Second  District  Courts  of  Appeal  each  into  two  dis- 
tricts with  three  judges  each.

^ed  legislation,  to  establish  rules  of  evidence  and  the 
manner  of  review  of  all  its  decisions.  The  amend- 
ment is  most  objectionable.  The  Legislature,  unre- 
strained by  any  provision  of  the  State  Constitution, 
would  have  absolute  power  to  pass  any  enactment 
within  the  very  broad  purposes  of  the  amendment 
however  destructive  its  effect  might  be.  The  Com- 
pensation Act  as  we  now  have  it  has  been  in  opera- 
tion for  four  years,  amended  several  times  and  is 
giving  satisfaction.  Why  tinker  with  it  and  create  an 
administrative  board  above  the  Constitution  of  the 
state.    Recommendation,  vote  NO. 


No.  24.— Stockholders'  Liability 

Assembly  Amendment  No.  37 — By  this  amend- 
ment the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  imposing 
upon  stockholders  proportionate  liability  for  debts 
and  upon  directors  liability  for  moneys  misappro- 
priated by  the  corporation's  employees,  shall  not 
apply  to  any  corporation  hereafter  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  state  adopting  the  word  "Limited;" 
stockholders  thereof  being  subject  to  such  liabilities 
as  the  legislature  may  provide.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce 
strongly  and  uneciuivocally  endorses 
the  passage  of  Charter  Amend- 
ment No.  37,  called  the  school 
amendment.  This  amendment  has 
been  prepared  after  the  fullest 
investigation  by  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Education  of  our 
schools  and  provides  absolutely 
needful  changes  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  schools.  We  be- 
lieve that  citizens,  who  have  in- 
formed themselves  fully  as  to  the 
benefits  of  this  amendment,  should 
write  personal  letters  to  their 
friends  urging  them  to  vote  in 
favor. 


transcends  state  boundai-ies  and  it  is 
truly  a  national  problem.  It  is  neces- 
sary', therefore,  before  enacting  far- 
reaching  health  insurance  in  this  state 
alone,  adding  millions  of  dollars  to  our 
industrial  costs,  that  every  effort  should 
be  first  made  to  stud.y  the  problem  from 
a  national  standpoint.  The  nature  and 
extent  and  cause  of  sickness  should  be 
more  fully  understood  in  order  that 
national  and  local  effort  may  be  made 
to  eliminate  causes  and  thereby  reduce 
sickness  itself  so  that  by  "reventitive 
measures  of  the  highest  efficiency,  the 
problem  itself  should  be  greatly  reduced 
in  its  extent  and  consequences,  and  the 
very  vitality  of  the  nation  may  be 
thereby  greatly  improved.  We  believe 
that  after  having  done  this  obvious  pre- 
liminary and  constructive  work,  in  which, 
because  of  its  national  character,  all  of 
the  states  would  have  participation  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  there  would  be 
good  hope  of  achieving  much  desired 
uniformity  in  state  laws  with  respect 
to   so-called   health   insurance. 

The  Chamber,  therefore,  while  in  s.vm- 
pathy  with  the  underlying  principle  of 
liealth  insurance,  urges  the  necessity 
first  of  a  national  study  of  the  subject, 
secondly,  the  strengthening  of  the  nation- 
al and  local  health  service  for  the  pre- 
vention of  all  preventable  sickness  of 
people  who  are  in  need  of  organized 
society's  help. 

In  the  meantime,  without  such  study 
and  in  the  midst  of  these  war  times,  it 
would  be  foolish  to  undertake  in  this 
state  a  scheme  of  health  insurance  add- 
ing such  enoiTuous  costs  to  our  indus- 
trial  institutions.

Despite  the  absorption  of  a  large 
amount  of  ready  oaiiital  by  the  Fourlli 
Liberty  Loan,  retail  trade  continues  satis- 
factory in  volume  and  collections  are 
rpjiorlcd  good.  Houses  catering  to  mili- 
tary trade  show  a  decline  caused  by  the 
(luarantine  of  a  large  cantonment  nearby 
and  while  there  is  a  slight  falling  off 
ill  sales  in  other  lines,  it  is  not  marked. 
The  steady  influx  of  workers  from  out- 
side points  is  making  itself  felt,  wages 
are  high  and  the  future  is  viewed  as 
promising.  The  real  estate  market  re- 
mains quiet  but  with  a  healthy  tone. 
Apartment  houses  and  hotels  are  doing 
a  good  business  and  at  increased  rentals 
realizing  a  good  return  on  investinent. 

Apprehension  of  dealers  in  foodstuffs 
o\er  Government  price  posting  order  has 
been  dispelled  to  a  large  degree  through 
a  clearer  understanding  of  its  require- 
ments. Trade  in  this  line  holds  up 
well  but  margin  of  profits  continue 
small. 

Late  reports  of  damage  to  fruits  by 
early  rains  shows  prunes  to  be  the 
heaviest  sufferers.  On  September  1st 
the  crop  was  estimated  at  70,000  to 
75,000  tons  but  damage  in  some  districts 
is  reported  as  high  as  80%  and  revised 
estimates  of  the  total  crop  range  from 
30,000  to  40,000  tons,  favoring  the 
lower   figure. 

This  is  the  largest  grape  season  in 
the  history  of  the  business.  Shipment.? 
continue  unabated  and  prices  are  good 
Table  grapes  are  particularly  in  demand 
though  wine  varieties  are  in  demand  and 
prices  are  good.  Late  estimates  of  the 
olive   crop   run   60%    while   the   crop    of 


oranges  now  maturing  is  placed  at  about 
40%.  The  shipment  of  raisins  has 
started,  the  total  crop  being  estimated 
at  130,000  to  140,000  tons  compared  with 
ll!3,000  tons  last  year.  Car  lot  ship- 
ment of  fruits  to  October  ]2lh,  total 
22,348  against  18,323  last  year.  The 
princi]ial  gain   has  been   in  grapes. 

Recent  Government  restrictions  on 
building  operations  have  further  curtailed 
Inniber  trade.  Particularly  does  this 
affect  country  districts  where  yards  are 
reported  curtailing  stocKs  and  quietness 
prevails.  In  districts  adjacent  to  Gov- 
ernment projects  trade  continues  satis- 
factory. Stocks  are  broken  however, 
due  to  a  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  mills 
to  promise  deliveries  on  special  cuts. 
The  market  is  practically  depleted  of 
some  items.  Mills  that  have  been  ship- 
ping points  east  now  under  embargo 
are  now  unloading  here  creating  a  sur- 
plus in  some  gi'ades  and  are  willing  to 
make  some  price  concessions.  There  is 
a  shortage  of  labor  and  while  the  situa- 
tion is  ,  not  acute  it  holds  little  promise 
of  betterment.  Mill  production  on  the 
whole  is  reported  somewhat  lighter  than 
last  year  due  in  part  to  labor  conditions 
and  to  the  8  hour  law  now  in  effect. 

Satisfactory  housing  for  skill  and  un- 
skilled labor  attracted  here  by  lucrative 
employment  in  shipyards  and  contiguous 
industrial  plants  in  scarce  presaging  the 
resumption  of  moderate  priced  home: 
High  prices  continue  on  building  hardware 
and  accessories  and  the  shutting  down 
of  district  cement  mills  who  have  used 
up  their  fuel  allotments  has  had  a  de- 
pressing affect    on   the  general   situation 


Industrial  Situation 

Heavy  economies  by  large  users  of 
iron  and  steel,  and  increased  output  of 
steel  furnaces,  are  gradually  eliminating 
deficiency  of  supply,  although  U.  S.  War 
Industries  Board  continues  to  arrange 
agreements  for  curtailment  of  produc- 
tion, particularly  with  metal  trades  in- 
dustries. 

Preferential  ratings,  originally  estab- 
lished to  meet  fuel  and  transportation 
conditions,  and  later  extended  for  distri- 
bution of  raw  materials,  are  now  em- 
phasizing coiisei"vation  of  labor  as  most 
vital  consideration.  Closing  of  shipyard.* 
that  do  not  reach  required  standards  of 
efficiency  and  transfer  of  labor  to  other 
yards  is  forecasted  by  Chairman  of  U. 
S.   Shipping  Board. 

Prices  continue  to  rise  for  all  com- 
modities not  subject  to  Government 
price-fixing.

Richard  Y.  Boone,  professor  of  educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  California, 
says: 

"Every  teacher  in  San  Francisco 
should  support  the  school  charter  amend- 
ment. Maximum  results  can  be  obtained 
from   this  measure." 

Ernest  C.  Moore,  president  of  Los

"I  have  long  thought  of  the  schools 
of  San  Francisco  as  sadly  handicapped 
by  the  administrative  scheme  which  was 
adopted  for  them  some  years  ago.

"In  Transit"  Privileges 

The  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  Chamber 
is  authoritatively  advised  that  the  Rail- 
road Administration  on  October  23rd  an- 
nounced the  inauguration  of  a  new  nile 
permitting  the  transportation  of  manu- 
factured products  from  the  so-called  Iran- 
sit  points  by  anii  line,  regardless  of  the 
road  which  hauled  the  unfinished  product 
lo  that  point.

Motes  From  State  Council  of  Defense  of  Califormiai 
War  Information  Bureau 


.M.  B.  Gilbert,  one  of  the  Commissiou- 
cis  of  the  State  Council  of  Defen.se, 
went  to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  obtain 
ilirect  advice  on  how  to  handle  the  prob- 
lem of  training  skilled  workers  necessary 
lor  war  industries.  But  because  of  his 
expert  knowledge  of  textile  industries, 
he  has  been  appointed  Adviser  to  the 
Cliief  of  Training,  to  specialize  in  the 
lexlile  industrj'  and  also  to  help  in  the 
;;eneral  mechanical  trades.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  State  Council 
has  granted  leave  of  absence  to  Mr. 
Gilbert  at  the  request  of  the  Federal 
Government,    which    has    "drafted"    him. 

Commissioner  Pioda,  of  the  Non-War 
Construction  Department  of  the  State 
Council  of  Defense,  announces  that  a 
UMuporaiy  ruling  has  been  made  that 
construction  of  sewers  must  not  be 
undertaken  imtil  application  has  been 
made   and  permit  issued. 

A  tremendous  amount  of  work  is  en- 
tailed in  the  discouragement  of  con- 
structional projects  that  are  not  essential 
lo  the  winning  of  the  war,  but  the  com- 
mittee is  keeping  a  record  of  all  work 
postponed,  so  that  it  can  be  undertaken 
immediately  after  the  war,  and  help  to 
establish   industrial  conditions. 

Chainnan  W.  L.  Hughson,  of  the 
Highways  Transport  Committee  of  the 
State  Council  of  Defense,  which  is  ex- 
tending transport  organization  into  every 
county  in  California  has  been  advised 
that  organization  in  New  Mexico,  Utah 
and  Colorado  has  been  completed. 

The   fine    highways   of   California    and 


the  climatic  conditions  are  guarantees 
that  motor  truck  express  lines  will  be 
an  all-the-year-round  factor  in  business 
and  in   farm  production. 

Remarkable  scieutilic  couinbutions  to 
the  winning  of  the  war  have  been  made 
by  California,  according  to  Chester  H. 
Rowell,  in  ]iresenting  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense a  report  from  the  Committee  on 
Scientific    Research. 

Mr.  Rowell  said  tliat  the  work  of  this 
Committee  has  been  taken  as  a  model 
for  the  entire  United  States,  and  its 
membere  Jiave  done  such  brilliant  work 
that  most  of  them  have  been  gathered 
into  Washington  and  sent  to  France  as 
fast  as  they  were  unearthed.  One  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  is  in  charge  of  the 
gas  work  for  the  American  Army  and 
another  has  been  called  to  his  assist- 
ance. In  direct  consequence  of  a  survey 
covering  a  period  of  five  months,  Cali- 
fornia is  now  supjilying  the  United 
States  with  the  chrome  necessary  for 
turning  out  high-grade  and  medium- 
grade  steels.  Previously,  the  chief  sup- 
ply  of  chrome  came   from   Brazil. 

Another  sub.stantial  contribution  made 
by  the  Committee,  Mr.  Rowell  stated,  is 
(he  discovery  of  a  large  number  of 
plants  with  a  rubber  content.  While 
rubber  production  is  not  commercially 
possible  imder  ordinary  circumstances, 
yet  it  may  be  possible  under  present 
conditions  of  war.

coast.  Lewiston.  which  had  postponed 
its  show  has  set  its  new  date  for  Novem- 
ber 25th  to  December  4th.  This  show 
is  given  annually  by  the  Northwestern 
Livestock  Association  and  includes  the 
breeders  from  the  Northwestern  tenitoi-y 
as  well  as  Canada. 

The  Portland  show  which  is  held  an- 
nually by  the  Pacific  International  Live- 
stock Exposition,  has  been  set  for  No- 
vember 9th.  These  dates  were  set  by 
the  northern  officials  to  follow  the  San 
Francisco  show  to  make  it  possible  for 
the  exhibitors  to  go  direct  to  Lewiston, 
and  then  to  Oregon. 

The  proposed  circuit  will  put  San 
Francisco  in  one  of  the  most  important 


positions  it  has  ever  held,  since  it  will 
create  a  truly  western  livestock  center 
where  sales  of  national  importance  will 
lake  place  and  where  will  be  gathered 
some  of  the  most  noted  herds  in  the 
countiy.  Heretofore,  California,  as  well 
as  the  northwest,  has  depended  chiefly 
upon  the  eastern  shows  and  on  the  east- 
ern buyers,  but  the  new  move  will  put 
an  entirely  different  phase  on  the  live- 
stock industiy  all  over  the  United  States.

Digest  of  All  Replies 

It  was  the  concensus  of  opinion  that  one  of  the 
principal  requirements  for  enlarging  our  foreign 
trade  was  the  establishment  of  overseas  banks  in  all 
the  principal  cities  of  the  world,  whether  they  were 
National  Banks  or  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Agencies, 
Trust  Companies  or  Private  Banking  Institutions 
operating  with  American  capital.  That  European  na- 
tions could  trace  their  prosperity  to  the  fact  of  hav- 
ing their  own  banks  in  foreign  countries.

The  general  concensus  of  opinion  was  on  the  part 
of  the  educators  that  a  considerable  improvement  had 
been  made  during  the  past  ten  or  fifteen  years  and 
that  the  questions  indicated  a  lack  of  knowledge  of 
up-to-date  methods.

Deductions  by  the  Foreign  Trade   Department 

from  all  the  Replies  Received  and  from 

other  Sources  of  Information. 

Taking  into  account  all  the  replies  received  from 
the  "Questionnaire,"  from  reports  of  other  organiza- 
tions. Government  Bureaus  and  other  nations,  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  submits  the  following 
deductions: 

That  an  intensive  foreign  trade  campaign  will  un- 
doubtedly be  undertaken  after  the  war  by  belliger- 
ents as  well  as  neutrals;  that  the  question  of  raw 
materials,  cost  of  manufacturing,  transportation  and 
finance  will  undoubtedly  be  the  principal  factors  in 
such  campaign. 

That  with  respect  to  raw  materials  the  United 
States  will  in  some  instances  be  at  a  disadvantage; 
that  this  disadvantage  might  be  overcome  to  a  cer- 
tain  extent  by: 

"A"  Developing  the  resources  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  other  Insular  possessions. 

"B"  Developing  and  initiating  the  production  of 
m-nv  rrw  products  and  minerals  in  the  United  States 
end    its    Insular   possessions,    and, 

"C"  By  reciprocal  treaties  with  nations  having 
essential  products  necessary  for  our  Industrial  and 
National  welfare. 

That  with  respect  to  manufacturing  it  is  doubtful 
whether  wages  in  the  United  States  will  ever  be  as 
low  as  in  other  countries,  therefore,  it  is  the  more 
necessary  for  American  manufacturers  to  offset  this 
difference  by  intensive  manufacturing,  the  adoption  of 
scientific  efficiency  methods,  the  utilization  of  waste 
water  power  and  by-products,  and  taking  advantage 
of   the   provisions   of   the   Webb-Pomerene    Law. 

That  with  respect  to  transportation  the  United 
States  is  in  some  cases  at  a  disadvantage  owing  to 
the  distance  from  tide  water  of  many  of  its  manu- 
facturing industries;  that  this  could  be  largely  over 
come  by: 

"A"  Low  import  and  export  rates  to  and  from 
manufacturing  centers  on  the  one  hand  and  seaports 
on  the  other  hand. 

"B"  By  such  reasonable  ocean  rates  and  regular 
sailings  which  taken  in  connection  with  low  inland 
rates  would  equalize  or  offset  any  advantages  pos- 
sessed  by  other  nations, 

"C"  By  developing  and  utilizing  the  inland  water- 
ways of  the  country  to  the  highest  possible  extent. 

"D"  By  having  the  Government  write  off  as  de- 
preciation  in   the   value   of   the   ships  about  thirty   per 
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cent  per  annum  until  the  actual  had  approximated 
the  current  value  of  the  vessels. 

That  with  reference  to  financing  our  overseas  trade 
— It  is  opined  that  the  foreign  trade  of  the  United 
States  cannot  successfully  be  developed  so  long  as 
it  is  necessary  to  operate  through  banking  institutions 
of  competing  countries.  If  the  United  States  succeeds 
in  establishing  a  system  of  International  Banking, 
thoroughly  suited  to  cope  with  the  new  order  of 
things,  a  great  forward  step  will  have  been  taken 
in  consolidating  the  progress  already  achieved 
through    the   industrial    energies   of   our   population. 

That  proper  banking  laws  should  be  enacted  pro- 
viding that  advances  made  by  banks  on  vessels 
should  be  an  absolute  lien  on  such  vessels  with  no 
possibility   of  a  prior   obligation. 

Note:  In  England  well  defined  and  settled  laws 
are  in  effect  operating  successfully  to  the  end  that 
such  loans  are  considered  desirable  forms  of  invest- 
ment. 

That  the  United  States  Government  through  its 
various  departments  should  use  every  effort  to  build 
up,  populate  and  develop  the  Western  portion  of  the 
country  thereby  distributing  the  wealth,  population 
and  production  of  the  entire  country  and  by  encour- 
aging manufacturing  in  the  West  and  the  South,  ma- 
terially decrease  the  present  cost  of  transportation 
of  the  raw  products  to  and  the  finished  products 
from   the  various  centers  of  manufacturing. 

That  the  laws  of  the  United  States  should  be  so 
changed  as  to  avoid  political  interference  with  large 
business  and  that  such  business  organizations  should 
be  encouraged  and  fostered  under  such  laws  as  would 
prevent  injustice  to  the  people  at  large  while  at  the 
same  time  encouraging  the  investment  of  capital  in 
further  enterprises. 

That  the  Merchant  Marine  Laws  of  the  United 
States  should  be  so  changed  as  to  permit  the  success- 
ful operation  of  the  vast  merchant  fleet  being  con- 
structed in  competiton  with  other  maritime  nations 
while  at  the  same  time  allowing  such  wages  and  con- 
ditions as  would  attract  Americans  to  enter  its  service. 

That  our  existing  educational  system  along  com- 
mercial lines  is  defective,  and  that  reforms  in  many 
directions  are  urgently  needed.  There  is  no  more 
important  National  movement  than  that  which  aims  to 
make  scientific  study  directly  applicable  to  practical 
life. 

That  all  Chambers  of  Commerce,  Government  Bu- 
reaus, etc.,  should,  direct  and  through  the  executives 
of  the  respective  States,  endeavor  to  create  an  in- 
terest in  foreign  trade  and  shipping  throughout  the 
entire  country;  should  encourage  an  educational  cam- 
paign  to   instill   in  the   minds  of   pupils  an  interest   in 


foreign  countries  and  travel  and  that  at  least  .| 
modern  foreign  language  be  taught.  That  the  C^, 
ernment  should  procure  moving  pictures  of  foPi 
countries,  their  people,  method  of  living,  meanrV 
transportation  and  products  and  that  such  pictjj 
should  be  shown  throughout  the  entire  country  f  ji 
time  to  time  either  direct  by  Government  supervisH 
through  the  auspices  of  Chambers  of  Commercti 
other  means.  i 

That  the  ports  and  port  facilites  of  the  Un,( 
States  should  be  improved  and  equipped  with  i|) 
quate  docks,  warehouses,  mechanical  appliances,  t 
ing  facilities,  etc.,  to  the  end  that  the  cost  of  he 
ling  might  be  reduced  to  a  minimum  and  the  timi 
vessels  conserved.  That  free  ports  should  be  es 
lished  at  suitable  ports  to  facilitate  and  attract  tr. 
shipping  business,  thereby  attracting  ships  of  fori 
nations,  and  because  in  free  ports  all  freighting  op'i 
tions  between  car,  ship,  warehouse,  etc.,  can  ,i 
handled  much  more  quickly  and  cheaply  that  ur; 
present  American   port  arrangements. 

That  American  capital  should  be  invested  in  a 
development  of  the  natural  resourceb  of  foreign  c(i 
tries  thereby  increasing  the  purchasing  power  of  t 
native  inhabitants  and  providing  greater  opportun? 
for  selling  American   products. 

That  the  United  States  must  take  its  proper  p  a 
in  the  world  and  discard  its  previous  provincial  pc  i 
and  that  to  accomplish  this  the  people  of  the  inter 
must  be  enlightened  and  educated  to  the  knowld 
that  the  entire  future  prosperity  of  the  nation  i 
be  dependent  upon  the  part  it  takes  in  the  forii 
commerce   of  the  world.  '

Slalistical    and     Credit     Information 
Banking   Facilities    and    Currency 

Excliange  of  statistical  information 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  cooperation  with  the  Japa- 
nese Chamber  of  Commerce  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  furnishing  industrial  and  com- 
mercial data  to  the  merchants  of  Japan 
was  promised  by  Robert  Newton  Lynch, 
Vice-President,    San  .  Francisco    Cliamlier. 

The  problem  of  credit  information  for 
American  merchants  desiring  to  do  busi- 
ness with  firms  in  Japan  was  brought  up. 
At  the  present  time,  there  is  no  avail- 
al)le  agency  such  as  exists  in  America 
in  the  firms  of  Dun  and  Bradstreets  in 
Japan  but  the  subject  was  promised 
earnest  consideration  by  Mr.  Yamashina. 

Question  was  also  put  by  Mr.  Lynch 
as  to  the  attitude  of  Japan  in  facilitat- 
ing trade  relations  with  the  Orient  by 
American  merchants.  Assurance  was 
given  by  Mr.  Yamashina  that  Japan  de- 
sired American  'business  to  enter  into 
this  trade  side  by  side  with  her  mer- 
chants. 

It  was  the  firm  conviction  of  the  trade 
mission  that  America  and  Japan  should 
have  proper  banking  facilities  in  the 
Orient.      With    American    and    Japanese 


lircstige,  the  question  of  currency  ex- 
change in  China  could  be  adjusted  and 
the  present  system  of  high  costs  elimin- 
ated. 

Port  Facilities 

With  reference  to  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco,  Mr.  Lynch  slated  that  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  was  making 
every  effort  to  have  facilities  at  this  port 
increased  and  that  our  experience  in 
the  development  of  our  harbor  might  be 
of  \'alue  to  Japan.  Mr.  Yamashina  ex- 
jiressed  great  satisfaction  and  interest  in 
this  subject  and  an  eagerness  to  secure 
data  for  use  in  the  reconstruction  of 
Japanese  ports,  which,  be  stated,  were 
not  up  to  date.  Mr.  J.  J.  Dwyer,  in 
charge  of  the  harbor  development  woric 
for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber,  ex- 
pressed to  Mr.  Y'amashina  an  earnest 
desire  to  be  of  all  possible  assistance  to 
the  Japanese  authorities.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  is  maintained  and  oper- 
ated by  the  State  on  a  basis  of  cost. 
All  facilities  and  improvements  are  paid 
lor  l)y  the  port  charges  on  this  basis 
and  foreign  merchants  are  charged  the 
same  rate  exactly  .as  American  mer- 
chants for  the  use  of  wharves  and  docks 
without  discrimination  in  any  way. 
Mediums  of  Ptiblicity 

Suggestion  was  made  that  an  exchange 
of  items  for  publicity  by  the  chambers 
of  Tokyo  and  San  Francisco  would 
work  to  the  advantage  of  both.  Infor- 
mation furnished  by  the  chambers  of 
Ja])an  could  be  given  circulation  in  the 
United  States  and  cultivation  of  such 
business  infoi-mation  and  exchange  of 
items  and  views  should  be  encouraged. 
The  closer  relations  sustained  in  this 
manner,  the  fewer  would  be  misunder- 
standings through  ignorance  of  the  metli- 
ods  and  policies  of  the  tw-o  countries. 
American  Merchants  Invited  to  Japan 
Mr.  Yamashina  expressed  himself  as 
decidy  interested  in  an  exchange  of 
views  through  publicity  and  in  further- 
ance of  the  idea  of  a  close  acquaintanee- 
hip  expressed  the  hope  that  more 
American  merchants  would  visit  Japan 
and  the  Orient;  that  in  order  to  really 
know  a  country  one  must  have  first- 
hand information  through  personal  con- 
tact or  personal  representation;  that  he 
coincided  thoroughly  with  the  idea  ex- 
jn-cssed  by  Mr.  JDwyer:  that  the  Pacific 
Ocean  does  not  divide  tlic  two  countries 
but   joins  tliem.

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The  Industrial  Advance  of  San  Francisco 
Past  —  Present — Future 


Much  has  beon  said  concciiiin^  the 
vvoiidiTful  development  of  San  Franeisco 
indnstrially  and  ediiW'reially,  but  more 
has  been  Jefl  unsaid  oKjhc  progress  yet 
to  ensue.

Through  a  series  of  back  page  stories 
in  the  Activities  extending  over  a  period 
of  72  weeks,  it  has  been  shown  that  here 
in  the  West  manufacturing  enterprises 
have  been  either  entering  the  field  as  new 
concerns  or  enlarging  already  established 
plants  at  the  rate  of  one  increase  per 
week,  which  by  no  means  gives  a  fair 
representation  of  the  development  in 
I)rogress,  as  the  evidence  submitted  has 
been  restricted  to  factories  oeeupj'ing  in- 
dividual buildings.

It  recognizes  the  great  problem  of  the  absorption  into 
our  industries  of  millons  of  soldiers  who  will  gradu- 
ally return  to  civil  life.  The  sinister  forces  which  en- 
gulfed Russia,  which  threaten  Germany  and  which 
may  show  their  influences  against  our  own  American 
form  of  government,  must  be  opposed  by  a  sane  and 
rational  program  of  self-control  and  restraint.  In 
these  great  complexities,  this  Chamber  desires  to  do 
its  full  duty  and  to  be  the  channel  for  the  expression 
of  the  best  thought  of  our  business  life  and  to  under- 
take proper  leadership  in  meeting  these  problems 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  welfare  of  our  entire  com- 
munity. Our  members  are,  therefore,  challenged  to 
the  full  support,  personal  and  financial,  of  the  pro- 
gram which  the  best  minds  of  the  community  will 
cooperate  in  working  out.

i|iialities.  Retailers  are  confining  their 
buying  largely  to  lill-iiis  and  there  are 
i-e|)orled  instances  of  cancellation  of 
orders  on  seasonable  lines.  A  satis- 
rai'liiry  inquiry  for  spring  goods  is 
noted  bill  conservatism  is  manifest  and 
there  is  a  marked  hesitancy  to  deal  ex- 
tensively  in    futures. 

Small  neighborhood  stores  are  feeling 
some  favorable  affect  from  the  epidemic 
due  to  the  disposition  of  shoppers  to 
avoid  crowded  streets  and  cai's.  Retail 
shoe  dealere  manifest  considerable  in- 
terest in  new  (Government  regulations  cov- 
ering factory  output  and  retail  selling 
pi'ices  and  are  beginning  to  make  some 
i>cljusliiients   to   meet   the  situation. 

ColU'ctions  are  beginning  to  feel  the 
affect  of  restricted  trade  but  are  re- 
)iorted  on  the  whole  as  satisfactory. 

An  outstanding  feature  in  the  whole- 
sale dry  goods  line  is  a  good  increase 
ill  exports,  dealers  paying  more  atten- 
tion to  this  department  and  availing 
llieiiiselves  of  its  opportunities.  Exports 
I'roin  this  port  have  reached  a  new  high 
level,  totaling  $550,000  for  September 
which  is  about  .$20,000  higher  than  for 
tlie  same  month  in  any  previous  3'ear. 


t'oiiiment  on  the  jjresenf  business  situ- 
ation contains  many  unfavorable  features 
but  full  cognizance  is  taken  of  its  tran- 
sitory nature  and  while  not  regarded 
as  an  index  or  criterion  of  Jie  trend 
of  times  it  is  naturally  baviiig  its  dele- 
terious   affect. 

The  new  draft  of  men  for  military 
purposes  promises  to  cause  a  further 
disturbance  of  the  labor  situation.  Sick- 
ness has  caused  a  curtailment  of  in- 
dustrial activity  to  some  extent  but 
there  is  no  evidence  -of  a  disposition  to 
slacken   production. 

The  abandoning  of  a  large  shipbuild- 
ing project  here  by  the  Government  is 
not    regarded    as   without    significance. 

The  dose  of  the  harvest  and  fruit 
season  is  near  at  hand  which  will  release 
considerable  money  in  producing  dis- 
tricts promises  a  favorable  reaction.  The 
rice  harvest  is  well  underway  and  the 
sale  of  about  100,000  bags  at  a  price 
netting  the  grower  a  satisfactory  return 
is  noted.  The  vegetable  and  fresh  fruit 
market  is  dull  but  there  is  a  strong  de- 
mand for  lemons  and  oranges  attributed 
to  the  prevailing  sicknes.s.  Public  iu- 
lerest  in  this  department  centers  on  the 
egg  market  which  has  been  steadily 
climbing.

READJUSTMENT 


itii  joint  luncheon  tendered  by  the 
I  i'rancisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
,  |imnicrcial  Club  to  Mr.  James  A. 
e*.  Counsel  for  tlie  National  As- 
alui  of  Manufacturers  and  National 
uHal  Conference  Board,  outline  was 
snof  reasons  for  American  success 
tl  war  and  the  course  we  must 
si!  to  realize  upon  this  success.  Mr. 
e<  said   in   part : 

W  have  been  and  are  passing 
)Ui  a  period  of  extraordinary 
n\\  political  and  economic.  The 
at'.ation  of  this  nation  for  national 
■Cense  necessitated  the  conference 
in'he  Executive,  through  the  author- 
ol  Congress,  of  greater  powers  than 
«'ver  exercised  by  an  American  ex- 
ti'.  He  was,  however,  a  constitu- 
lal  autocrat,  for  ours  is  a  fighting 
stlition.  To  preserve  the  blessings 
pt'e,  its  framers  granted  to  Congress 
na.'  war  powers  which  enable  it  to 
trize  in  the  Chief  Executive  every 
re  necessary,  to  centralize  every  fonn 
piduction  and  distribution  essential 
dii'use  of  the  nation's  life  in  its 
stjritical   hour.

position  to  speak  with  definiteness  in 
answer  to  many  questions,  but  we  can 
at  least  identify  the  form  which  many 
will  assume  and  distinguish  those  which 
may  require  an  immediate  answer  from 
those  which  may  be  deferred  for  later 
consideration. 

We  have  at  hand  not  merely  the  re- 
employment of  the  demobilized  military 
forces  but  the  reestablishment  and  re- 
adjustment of  many  forms  of  manufac- 
ture and  trade,  modified,  minimized  or 
even  sujipressed  by  the  necessities  of 
the  narnjw  range  of  war  production. 
Under  jiublie  administration,  many  forms 
and  combinations  of  production  and 
transportation  have  been  organized  and 
must  be  either  disentangled  or  restored 
or,  as  the  public  may  determine,  per- 
manently reshaped  under  public  owner- 
shi])  or  control.  Practically  without  a 
iiiercantile  marine  before  the  war,  we 
emerge  from  it  willi  a  gi'eat  fleet  at  our 
service  and  a  still  larger  one  under  con- 
slnictiiin.  Whether  this  shall  remain 
pulilicly  or  privately  owned  and  publicly 
controlled  or  regulated,  presented  a 
variety  of  questions,  the  answer  to  which 
will  modify  and  color  the  conduct  of  our 
foreign  commerce.  Permanent  forms  of 
our  system  of  taxation,  control  of  credit 
and  regulation  of  all  forms  of  combina- 
tion, the  relations  of  employer  and  em- 
ployee and  their  relation  to  manufac- 
ture and  commerce  and  the  control  of 
food  and  fuel  and  that  of  power  and 
its  development  are  but  a  brief  enumera- 
tion of  sul)jects  which  we  believe  is 
packed  with  problems  which  the  cir- 
cumstances    and     period     of     war     have 


created,  illuminated  and  sometimes  in- 
tensified. 

Our  chief  allies  have  each  created 
ministries  and  bureaus  who  even  during 
moments  of  most  intense  military  con- 
flict, have  been  devoting  their  attention 
to  these  subjects  and  those  related  to 
them.  We  alone  have  been  without  a 
body  especially  ajjpointed  and  equipped 
to  compile  and  analize  and  recommend 
appropriate  action  in  these  mattei's,  and 
face  the  problems  of  peace  with  as 
little  ])reparation  as  we  did  those  of 
war. 

Tliis  is  no  time  or  place  to  discuss 
them  in  detail  nor  to  select  anyone  for 
examination  or  analysis,  but  it  is  a 
moment  in  which  we  may  recur  to  sound 
princiides  of  proven  value  which  must 
dominate  their  settlement. 

Individual  development  has  been  the 
keynote  of  American  political  and  social 
progress.  To  consei"ve  liberty  and  op- 
portunity for  each,  assuring  security  to 
the  fruit  of  effort,  to  make  each  in 
the  pursuit  of  his  own  ends  the  servant 
of  all  has  been  the  working  principle 
that  rested  not  only  upon  the  worth 
and  dignity  of  human  nature  but  upon 
the  demonstrated  benefit  to  society  by 
stimulating  each  to  work  out  his  ma- 
terial salvation  on  tenns  which  assured 
him  while  making  his  own  way,  at  the 
same  time  contributing  to  the  social 
advance.  It  has  created  a  state  in  which 
by  self  imposed  restraints  every  citizen 
was  conditioned  in  his  activities  only 
by  the  equal  rights  of  others  and  as- 
sured of  protection  in  the  full  measure

In 
some  instances  lloor  stocks  of  fancy 
lines  have  practically  disappeared  and 
there  is  some  shortage  of  staples  due  to 
the  dilliculty  in  obtaining  deliveries.  Be- 
taileiij  in  this  line  are  reluctant  to  stock 
up  at  present  high  prices  and  the  un- 
sedlcd  future.  Some  are  availing  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  to  sell  out  to 
brokers  and  others  at  an  advantageous 
figure  and  are  discontinuing  business. 
Collections  in  this  dejiartment  are  re- 
ported good. 

Jobbers  and  wholesalers  !»f  dry  goods 
report  th)mestie  business  iiniel  Ijul  with 
considerable  ailivily  in  tlie  export  de- 
partment arul  are  able  to  maintain  aver- 
age sales  as  comjiared  with  last  year. 
Certain  classes  of  merchandise  are  hard 
to  get  and  dealers  are  unable  to  till  all 
(Uiler.s.  Ci.llcclii.ns  in  this  department 
arc    rcp.iMccl    fair   to   g 1. 

.Manufacturers  of  cloaks,  suits  and 
dresses  are  doing  little,  some  having  shut 
down  tcMipcuarily  following  the  epidemic. 


Dibi'is  rcpiu-t  having  •sullicicnl  iirdci> 
liooki'd  ahearl  Io  keep  them  running  lull 
anil  thai  there  have  been  few  cancella- 
tions. Most  of  the  larger  operators  in 
this  line  are  fairly  well  slocked  and  have 
sullicicnl  material  to  last  for  several 
months  under  normal  condilions.  The 
year  in  most  cases  is  leporlcd  In  liavc 
iiecii  a  salisfaclorv  one  Ijolii  in  v.iliniic 
and    in    |irolils. 

There  is  some  improvement  noted  in 
the  retail  silualion.  Wilh  the  waning  of 
the  inlluenza  epidemic  shojipers  are  gel- 
ting  out  in  greater  force. 

Reports  from  connlry  districts  in- 
dicate business  ipiiel  but  there  is  con- 
siderable money  in  the  hands  of  farmers 
and  the  outlook  is  promising.  Heavy 
rains  this  week  caused  some  damage  to 
frnil  and  to  the  rice  crop  which  is  being 
threshed  but  on  the  whole  it  was  of 
bcnelil.  The  ranges  were  beginning  to 
dry  out  after  the  rains  early  in  Sep- 
leiidicr  and  it  has  better  prepared  the 
ground  for  jilowing  and  seeding.  The 
crop  oiillook  for  ne.xt  year  is  viewed  as 
lucmiising. 

The  lirsl  carload  of  oranges  has  been 
slnp)ied  from  this  district.  The  fruit  is 
rapidly  ripening  on  the  trees  and  ship- 
ping will  begin  briskly  about  December 
1st.  Hops  are  beginning  to  move,  re- 
ports indicating  purchases  being  made 
from  district  growers  chiefly  for  oxer- 
seas  consumption  on  a  basis  of  111  cents 
and  20  cents  a  pound.

(<'..nlinned  from  page  1) 
of  his  success.  It  has  undertaken  to 
preser\e  not  only  rights  but  opportuni- 
lies  and  to  preserve  not  merely  against 
the  intrusion  of  other  individuals  but 
against  the  agencies  of  the  state  itself. 
Recognizing  the  individual  as  a  dy- 
namic source  of  progress,  it  stimulated 
Inm  by  the  assured  hojie  of  reward  to 
the  full  exertion  of  the  talents  peculiar 
to  Iiimself.  Nor  has  such  a  system  re- 
fused to  recognize  the  subordination  of 
individual  rights  and  property  to  the 
welfare  of  all.  On  the  contrary  it  has 
distinctly  iierceived,  encouraged  and  de- 
veloped social  cooperation,  not,  however, 
at  the  expense  but  for  the  benefit  of 
the  individual. 

The  value  of  that  principle  as  a  stimu- 
lant to  moral  and  material  progress  has 
been  vindicated  by  the  eircumstauces  of 
this  mighty  struggle.  A  highly  central- 
ized bureaucratic  slate  has  been  engaged 


in  a  struggle  wilh  llie  individualislic 
civilization  of  France,  Great  Britain  and 
America,  and,  while  its  initial  struggles 
demonstrated  the  marked  advantages  for 
mililary  purposes  of  the  society  in  which 
the  individual  was  utterly  subordinated 
to  the  iloiiiinating  purposes  of  the  stale, 
linal  victory  has  not  merely  rested  upon, 
but  found  its  cause  in  the  sujicrioi' 
personal  initiative,  leadership  and  qual- 
ity of  forms  of  society  in  which  the 
i|nality  is  cultivated  by  its  citizenship 
wliicli  lias  not  only  proved  its  superior 
]iraclieal  ability  to  fashion  the  resources 
of  civilization  into  all  the  means  of  de- 
fense but  proved  that  the  untrained 
civilian,  animated  by  the  principles  of 
I'igbt,  under  such  Ihecu-ies,  was  the 
mililary  snperii>r  of  a  state  fashioning 
its  people  to  look  to  it  for  support 
and  not   it   to  its  people.

Peace  will  not  bring  more  food  to 
the  world.  When  the  Gei-mans  were 
swept  back  from  the  coast  of  Belgium 
and  a  hundred  cities  and  towns  were 
freed  from  the  grip  of  the  invader,  the 
first  effect  was  an  appeal  for  20,000,000 
emergency  rations  to  feed  the  destitute 
Belgians  left  among  the  ruins  of  de- 
molished cities.  Quickly  the  Belgium 
Relief  Commission  made  shipments  of 
food  to  pro^-ide  for  10,000,000  persons 
who  will  soon  be  liberated  in  France  and 
Belgium. 

This  is  typical  of  the  conditions  that 
will  exist  in  all  the  regions  where  for 
four  years  millions  of  anned  men  have 
worked  untold   desolation. 

Not  only  have  food  stocks  been  de- 
stroyed but  even  more  serious,  the  pro- 
ductive capacity  of  the  faiins  has  been 
reduced  by  the  destruction  of  farm  ma- 
chiuerj'  and  the  removal  or  kUliug  of 
farm  animals. 

To  prevent  famine  and  remove  the 
danger  of  anarchy,  food  must  be  rushed 
to  the  people  of  the  countries  afflicted 
with  the  horrors  of  war. 

Nor  less  than  150,000,000  people,  in 
addition  to  the  people  of  the  allies,  are 
on  the  border  line  of  starvation  in  the 
countries  bordering  on  Germany.  We 
must  feed  them  through  the  coming 
winter   or  millions   wiU   starve. 

We  must  husband  our  resources  to 
meet  the  demands  which  peace  will  throw 
on  us.  The  cry  of  humanity  forced  us 
into  this  war.  The  wail  of  the  hungry 
rictims  of  wai-'s  desolation  will  ring 
across  the  ocean  in  an  insistent  demand 
for  bread.     We  must  furnish  it.

Commercial  Reconstruction 

Now  that  hostilities  have  practically 
ceased  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  War  Restrictions  on  our  foreign 
commerce  be  immediately  modified  or 
withdrawn  so  that  our  merchants  may 
make  an  effort  to  regain  their  rapidly 
diminishing  trade  and  prepare  for  the 
great  cninraercial  struggle  which  is  to 
come.  To  this  end  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  proposes  to  make  a  con- 
crete recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  presentation  to  the  Ad- 
ministration to  the  end  that  relief  may 
be  obtained  before  it  is  too  late.

sew  rcgulalions  partially  removing 
fl'sent  restrictions  on  the  use  of  light 
tfame  effective  Monday,  November 
ijh,  and  supereeding  all  previous  orders 
«  the  subject  were  issued  by  Al- 
lit  E.  Schwabaoher,  Federal  Fuel  Ad- 
Biistrator  for  California.  The  new 
oiior  prohibits  the  wasteful  or  estrava- 
git  use  of  light  in  streets,  parks  or 
rter  public  places  in  any  city,  village 
(>  town. 

The  order  permits  the  use  of  light 
e  ry  night  in  the  week  for  illuminating 
B'ertisemcnts,   announcements   or   signs, 


for  the  external  ornamentation  of  any 
building  and  for  displaying  shop  win- 
dows or  for  other  commercial  or  adver- 
tising uses. 

This  order  also  permits  the  use  of 
light  in  show  windows  between  sunrise 
and   sunset. 

Mr.  Sohwabacher  advises  that  the 
partial  raising  of  lighting  restrictions 
in  California  is  due  to  the  improvement 
in  the  supply  of  water  power  in  the 
mountains  and  a  lessened  demand  by  war 
industries   for  supplies  of  fuel.

tions and  activities  in  Seattle,  Tacoma 
and  Portland.  Spokane  was  rather  (|uiel 
bul  the  business  men  of  that  city  are 
exceedingly  optimistic  and  are  prepariii!; 
for  a  sea.son  of  great  prosperity  lollow- 
iiig  the  conclusion  of  peace. 

Mr.  Classtone  was  exceedingly  ap- 
ineciative  of  the  opportunities  and 
facilities  extended  to  him  by  the  Cham- 
bers of  Commerce  in  the  above  cities 
and  much  impressed  with  the  effective 
work  (hey  have  been  doing  and  their 
*illiiiguess  and  au.xiety  to  cooperate  with 
tlio  San  Francisco  Chamber  and  other 
cuminercial  bodies  in  California  in  pro- 
moting matters  of  mutual  interest  to  the 
Pacific  Coast,  which  might  be  worked 
out  hannoiiioiisly  and  brought  to  the  al- 
lentioii  of  Ihe  National  Chamber.

Three  hundred  of 
the  leading  indu.stries  of  the  country 
were  thus  organized  under  War  Service 
Committees. 

The  following  was  quoted  by  Mr.  Clag- 
stone from  an  address  by  President 
Wheeler  of  the  United  Stales  Chamber 
as  indicative  of  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing: 

"All  war  service  committees  to  become 
federated;  all  related  groujjs  lo  become 
organized  (and  there  will  probably  be 
about  35  of  these)  each  selecting  ils 
strongest  and  most  representative  man 
as  chairman  and  ex-olficio  a  member  of 
the  Central  Council.

State  Council  Defense  Notes 


Thai  milli.ms  ..1'  .loljais  w..rlli  of  food 
stuffs  necessary  for  soldiers  and  people 
of  America  and  other  nations  were 
saved  ill  California  this  vear,  through 
the  efforts  of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense, was  shown  by  an  investigation 
just   completed. 

The  appeal  to  wai'ehoiise  owners,  com- 
munity organizations,  involving  financial 
outlay  and  patriotic  vigilance  met  with 
hearty  respmise,  in  public  and  jn'ivate 
expenditures,  also  in  volunteer  service 
upon   the  part    of  the  citizen   guards. 

Commissioner  R.  E.  Swearengen,  of 
the  Fire  Protection  De))artmenl  of  the 
State  Council,  has  submitted  specific 
otbcial  statements  from  foi-ty  counties. 
But  live  faileil  lo  provide  armed  guards 
f.u*  warehouses,  and  in  four  of  these, 
i-onnty    supervisors    are    considering    ac- 


tion. In  the  fifth,  only  barley  is  sfore.l. 
In  the  remaining  counties  tliere  is  a 
measure  of  protection  in  some  ca.ses  al 
cost  of  warehouse  owners.  And  several 
counties    probably    have    no    warehouses. 

Another  report  of  interest  is  made  by 
a  member  of  the  Advisoiy  Cabinet,  R. 
F.  Haimualt,  in  charge  of  fire  preven- 
tion in  National  Forests  of  California. 
Comparison  of  the  numbers  and  lo.sses 
of  fires,  and  cost  of  protection  in  fill 7 
and  191.8 — shows  a  decrease,  despite  the 
.Iroutli  conditions  on  the  water  shed, 
for  ten  forests,  data  from  seven  others 
in   California   not   having   been   received: 

Year  1917,  421  fires:  damage  $30,307; 
cost    i>f   fighting  $40,927. 

1918,  2.33  fires;  damage  .$8,.543;  cost 
of  fighting  $11,104.

Tlie  growth  and  development  of  a 
welfare  institution  may  not  reflect 
strongly  upon  commercial  development 
but  both  go  hand  in  hand  when  a  city 
attains  the  size  of  San  Francisco.  Among 
600,000  people  there  are  plenty  of  sub- 
jects to  furnish  activity  for  any  legiti- 
mate benevolent  association  and  the 
growth  of  the  organization  must  be  de- 
pendent largely  upon  the  industrial 
jirosperity  of  the  community.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  the  -welfare  body  func- 
tions as  a  manufacturing  establishment 
and  meets  with  success  along  those  lines 
there  is  a  strong  indication  that  some- 
thing more  than  moral  and  financial 
support  is  contributing  to  the  achieve- 
ment. There  are  the  ever-prevailing 
I)hysical  advantages  which  have  spelled 
success  for  the  big  number  of  San  Fran- 
cisco  industries. 

The  efforts  of  the  San  Francisco  As- 
soeiati'.n  for  the  Blind  are  directed  to- 
ward hi^lpiug  the  unfoi-tuuates  who  have 
lost  their  sight  but  rather  than  support- 
ing them  totally  is  training  and  develop- 
ing blind  persons  in  lines  which  enable 
them  to  support  themselves.  In  doing 
so  the  attempt  is  being  made  to  lift  this 


S..i-ii  ly  ill. Hi  tlie  charitable  class  and 
place  it  on  a  commercial  basis. 

Ill  diverging  from  a  reading  room  to 
a  manufacturing  enterprise  the  produc- 
lioii  of  brooms  and  of  reed  and  rattan 
furniture  was  first  considered.  This 
was  begun  in  a  small  store  on  California 
Street  but  the  manufacture  of  brooms 
was  soon  transferred  to  the  Mission  Dis- 
trict, but  the  inexpedienee  of  two  fac- 
tories in  different  locations  prompted 
plans  for  cousolidatiou  of  all  manufac- 
tures under  one  roof.  For  this  purpose 
the  building,  illustrated  in  the  above  cut 
and  located  at  1120  Folsom  Street,  was 
acquired  and  has  been  modeled  and 
equipped  to  tit  the  special  requirements. 
Woodworking  machinery  has  been  in- 
stalled. Library  offices  and  restrooms 
have  been  provided  and  a  visit  through 
the  plant  reveals  an  an-angement  of 
broom  manufacluring  machines,  reed 
and  rattan  furniture  equipment  and  a 
general  appearance  which  absolutely 
eradicates  all  thought   of  beueficeuce. 

Although  the  working  operations  are 
done  by  blind  or  disabled  persons  there 
is  one  policy  throughout  the  establish- 
ment. The  work  must  be  in  quality  equal 
if  not  superior  to  that  produced  in  any 
establishment  producing  like  product 
and  the  goods  be  sold  strictly  by  reason 
of  high  quality  aud  regular  price.  Wtile 


the  work  is  done  by  blind  people,  i 
reason  is  intentionally  eliminated  all 
cause  for  purchase  in  all  solicitati 
among  the  trade  for  sales  of  the  a 
tory's  products.  While  the  chief  soi 
of  revenue  to  finance  the  undertakj 
of  this  Sau  Francisco  Association  ■ 
been  through  special  donations,  it  is  f 
aim  hereafter  to  derive  the  neces.'!

Executive  Committee  National  For- 
eign Trade  Council  at  meeting  today 
adopted  unanimously  resolution  e.^cpress- 
ing  the  sentiment  of  committee  that  Na- 
tional Foreign  Trade  Convention  for 
Nineteen  Twenty  should  be  held  in  San 
Fi-aneisco.  In  view  present  character 
of  reconstruction  problems  eonfrontiug 
American  foreign  trade  it  was  not 
deemed  feasible  to  accept  San  Fran- 
cisco invitation  for  Nineteen  Nineteen 
Convention  which  will  he  held  in  Chi- 
cago next  April.  Council  greatly  ap- 
preciates cordial  support  Pacific  Coast 
has  given  previous'  conventions  and 
hopes  it  will  be  continued  for  Sixth  Con- 
vention. 0.  K.  Davis,   Secretary." 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  San  Fran- 
cisco business  men  will  try  to  so  ar- 
range their  business  affairs  as  to  enable 
them  to  attend  this  Convention  in 
Chicago  next  April.  Many  vital  prob- 
lems concerning  commercial  reconstruc- 
tion will  be  considered  and  this  city 
with  its  peculiar  and  pressing  shipping 
requiiements  should  be  well  represented.

With  tlic  oessalion  of  tlie  win-  ami 
its  i'oiis<.'(|Ui"iit  and  inevitable  pniblems 
of  re-adjustnieiil,  trade  is  marking  time, 
awaiting  developments.  Uomestie  dis- 
tribution of  dry  goods  and  wearing  ap- 
parel remains  somewliat  below  nonnal 
but  wholesalers  generally  report  coUee- 
tions  as  satisfactory.  Retail  trade  is 
somewhat  better.  Some  dealers  are 
holding  sales  in  an  effort  to  dispose  of 
season  lines  which  have  been  moving 
slowly  during  the  past  few  weeks. 

Of  absorbing  general  interest  is  the 
probable  effect  of  the  demobilization  of 
military  establishments,  but  developments 
indicate  that  this  may  be  accomplished 
without  seriously  disturbing  the  labor 
situation.  The  main  war  industry  here 
has  been  the  shipyards  and  it  is  con- 
sidered unlikely  that  any  material  cur- 
tailment of  production  is  probable  for 
some    tinie. 

In  the  lumber  trade  there  is  little  to 
report  aside  from  a  general  feeling  of 
optimism.  Local  yards  have  not  yet 
felt  any  material  effect  from  the  war 
situation  and  some  consider  it  improbable 
that  there  may  be  any  great  amount  of 
building  while  labor  continues  high  and 
accessories  are  at  present  figures.  Can- 
cellation of  some  government  mill  eon- 
tracts  is  thought  likely  to  create  a  sur- 
plus in  some  sizes  but  it  has  had  no 
visible   effect   on    prices   as   yet.    District 


mills  are  reported  operaliing  to  cajiacily, 
the  iiroductiou  however  remains  below 
jiornial  on  account  of  a  shortage  of 
labor. 

The  state  agricultural  industry,  fos- 
tered to  an  extent  by  the  government, 
has  had  a  very  salisfactoi-y  year  and 
with  assurance  of  further  sup])ort  from 
that  direction,  plans  are  under  way  to 
increase  acreage,  particularly  in  wheat. 
Hecent  rains  and  snow  in  the  moun- 
tains mean  ]ileiity  of  water  for  irri- 
gation purposes.  Good  weather  continues 
and  plowing  and  seeding  is  well  under 
way. 

The  rice  industry  in  the  state  is  rapid- 
ly becoming  more  important.  Acreage 
planted  to  this  crop  has  been  increased 
steadily  from  year  to  year  and  the  pro- 
duction this  year  is  far  in  excess  of  any 
previous  year.  Colusa  County  alone  bad 
about  43,500  acres  planted  to  the  crop 
this  year  and  reports  indicate  an  aver- 
age yield  of  35  sacks  to  the  acre.  The 
average  for  the  state  is  reported  soni 
what   less,  ranging  around  30  sacks. 

Revised  estimates  of  the  olive  crop  run 
5,100  tons  compared  with  3,900  tons  last 
year.  Good  prices  prevail  and  growers 
are  realizing  a  good  return.  Car  lot 
shipment  of  fruits  to  November  12th, 
total  27,075,  compared  with  22,954  for 
1917. 


Lost  Motion  in  A  Big  Industry 


Few  people  stop  to  consider  that  wool 
is  one  of  the  chief  essentials  of  human 
existence.  It  is  wool  in  the  carpets  upon 
which  we  walk;  it  is  wool  on  the  bed 
that  keeps  us  warm;  it  is  wool  in  the 
hats  we  wear  on  our  heads;  it  is  wool 
in  the  clothes  we  wear  on  our  backs  and 
in  fact,  this  valuable  product  is  almost 
as  essential  in  our  daily  life  as  the  food 
which  we  consume  with   our  bodies. 

Australia  leads  the  world  in  the  pro- 
duction of  this  item  and  the  States  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  are  recognized  among 
the  Textile  Industries  as  producing  the 
fleece  of  a  quality  not  inferior  to  that 
of  Oceania. 

Something  is  wrong.  In  1876  Cali- 
fornia produced  56,550,973  pounds  of 
fleece — the  highest  yield  in  its  histoiy — 
which  amount  has  steadily  decreased 
year  by  year  until  the  wool  crop  of 
1917  totaled  only  11,600,000  pounds.  It 
is  not  that  the  sheep  grazing  lands  have 
been  utilized  for  other  purposes  for 
there  are  thousands  upon  thousands  of 
acres  which  are  still  suitable  for  the 
herding  ot   sheep. 

The  trouble  seems  to  be  the  fault  of 
a  wrong  method  of  merchandising  the 
product.  The  lack  of  attention  and 
proper  study,  by  the  people  of  the 
West,  of  the  manufacturing  processes 
in  the  wool  industry  is  chiefly  respon- 
sible for  this  condition.  The  facts  are 
that  the  grower  has  necessarily  been  the 


victim  of  too  much  inefficiency  in  tht 
transit  of  the  shearings  from  the  pro- 
ducer to  the  textile  mill. 

Through  the  lack  of  efficient  wool 
scouring  plants,  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  ship  the  fleece 
from  the  Pacific  shores  to  the  Atlantic 
Seaboard  in  the  identical  condition  in 
whicli  it  left  the  sheep's  back.  The 
shrinkage  in  the  weight  upon  which  the 
freight  has  been  paid  amounts  to  from 
55  to  75  per  cent.  Such  a  high  loss  is 
occasioned  by  the  enormous  amount  of 
dirt  and  grease  which  upon  arrival  at 
the  eastern  scouring  plants  is  absolutely 
eliminated  and  thrown  away  and  the 
intrinsic  value  of  the  shipment  amounts 
to  the  weight  of  the  product  after  the 
subtraction   of  the  residue. 

The  establishment  of  plants  for  the 
processing  of  textile  raw  materials  in 
California  would  not  only  prove  profit- 
able, if  properly  managed,  to  their  sup- 
porters, but  would  be  a  real  boon  and 
stimulent  to  the  agriculturalists  of  the 
state  in  the  utilization  of  more  land  for 
sheep  raising  and  put  California  where 
she  belongs  among  the  wool  producing 
regions  of  the  world. 

This  subject  is  one  of  very  deep  in- 
terest with  the  Industrial  Deparment  of 
the  Chamber  and  the  exchange  of  views 
in  the  matter  would  be  greatly  ap- 
preciated.

practically  eliminated  imports  thereby 
causing  lack  of  eastbound  tonnage  to 
such  an  extent  that  ships  have  been  with- 
drawn and  eastbound  rates  have  fallen 
as  low  in  some  cases  as  seven  dollars 
a  ton.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  ma- 
terially advancing  \vestbound  rates  prac- 
tically fifty  per  cent  with  no  space  avail- 
able apparently  until  next  Spring. 
There  are  on  hand  in  cars  and  in  ware- 
houses here  approximately  eighty  thous- 
and tons  with  an  average  weekly  arrival 
by  rail  of  twenty  thousand  tons  for 
overeeas  shipment.  With  advance  in 
rates,  ships  are  giving  preference  to  later 
bookings  at  the  higher  rates  of  expense 
of  cargo  booked  at  previous  low  rates; 
resulting  in  expiration  of  export  licenses 
and  lettere  of  credit  and  necessitating 
many  exporters  caiTying  burdens  beyond 
their  financial  ability.  The  banks  are 
also  candying  immense  sums  as  advances 
and  with  advance  in  rates  and  deprecia- 
tion in  value  of  goods  together  with  ex- 
piration of  credits,  are  calling  upon 
merchants  for  additional   securities.    Un- 


less immediate  relief  is  granted  by  with- 
drawal of  import  restrictions  on  essential 
commodities  and  the  assignment  of  more 
tonnage  the  situation  promises  to  be 
disastrous.  It  would  take  two  or  three 
months  to  secure  relief  even  if  im- 
mediate action  was  taken  to  withdraw 
import  restrictions  and  provide  tonnage 
and  every  days  delay  will  create  more 
acute  financial  conditions  and  possibly 
cause  embarrassments  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  prevent.  In  addition  the  com- 
merce of  this  Coast  both  for  domestic 
use  and  reshipment  to  Latin-America 
is  rapidly  being  turned  over  to  compet- 
ing nations.  We  believe  that  unless 
immediate  relief  is  supplied  not  only  the 
prospective  commerce  made  possible  by 
war  conditions  but  even  that  we  enjoyed 
before  hostilities  will  be  gone  beyond  re- 
gaining at  least  for  years.  Therefore, 
we  bespeak  your  assistance  in  securing 
relief.  Any  information  you  can  con- 
sistently furnish  with  respect  to  pros- 
pects will  be  most  highly  appreciated."

Mr.  Romanovsky  contemplates  organ- 
izing a  special  "Department  of  Trade 
and  Commerce"  with  Consulate  which 
will  have  data  as  to  the  names  and 
standing  of  the  various  leading  Russian 
firms.  He  also  plans  keeping  a  list  of 
the  principal  Russian  newspapers  in 
which  it  might  be  to  the  advantage  of 
merchants  to  advertise.  He  would  under- 
take to  translate  free  of  charge  such 
advertisements  as  merchants  wished  in- 
serted and  forward  them  to  the  vavious 
publications.  Also  a  special  low-rated 
tariff  will  be  established  for  Russian  and 
English  translations  for  business  cor- 
respondence of  interested  persons  and 
firms. 

Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Romanovsky  is  nat- 
urally thoroughly  familiar  with  Russia 
and  its  needs  and,  representing  his  Gov- 
ernment will  be  kept  fully  informed  as 
to  conditions,  his  efforts  will  be  of  im- 
mense value  to  San  Francisco  business 
men  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  take  ad- 
vantage of  them.

The  English  language  is  not  easy  to 
learn,  and  it  is  especially  difficult  for 
tliose  who  come  to  this  country  after 
their  school  days  are  over.  Therefore, 
when  your  foreign  associate  shows  the 
right  spirit  by  trj'ii^  to  acquire  our 
language,  be  careful  to  encourage  him 
in  the  effort. 

If  he  wants  to  display  what  he  has 
learned  in  night  school,  and  use  a  few 
English  phrases,  don't  rebuff  him.  Have 
jiatience  with  your  foreign-born  neigh- 
bor,  or   fellnw-worker,   when   he   talks   to 


you  in  broken  English.  Never  laugh 
at  him  or  discourage  his  attempts,  but 
help  him  to  pronounce  the  words  and 
form    his    sentences    correctly. 

In  case  you  speak  his  foreign  lan- 
guage, use  English  for  choice  in  talking 
with  hira,  and  thus  get  him  into  the 
habit   of   talking   English. 

This  may  seem  like  a  trifle,  but  it  is 
of  vast  importance.  The  strength  of  a 
countiT  is  its  united  thought,  and  we 
cannot  think  in  common,  unless  we  have 
a  common   tongue. 


The  foreign-born  among  us  will 
become  100  per  cent  Americaa 
they  can  talk  to  us,  understand  us, 
our  newspapers  and  books,  listen  t 
patriotic  speakers,  and  even  thin 
the  language  of  America.

•lie  of  at  least  a  week  over  Pacific 
laj  firms.  To  overcome  this  advan 
^\.  was  suggested   that  the  exporters 


and  importers  of  tliis  city  clear  all  of 
their  other  problems  and  matters  through 
a  central  agency  such  as  the  Foreigr 
Trade  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  whose  facilities 
will  enable  all  San  Francisco  firms  in 
terested  to  secure  telegraphic  advices  of 
proposed  changes  on  the  same  day  on 
which  it  was  determined  that  such 
changes  would   be  made. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  able  to  render  most  efficient 
and  expeditions  service  to  all  its  mem- 
bers covering  any  and  all  transactions 
or  matters  at  Washington  in  which  they 
may  be  interested.  It  is  therefore  un- 
necessarj'  for  such  finns  to  employ 
local  Washington  representatives  to 
transact  their  business  for  them.  This 
apjilies  not  only  to  export  and  import 
uiatters,  but  in  other  business  which  they 
may  have.  The  advantage  of  having 
telegraphic  advice  of  the  changes  to 
the  business  man  is  this:  To  prepare, 
pnblish  and  mail  information  as  to  the 
change  of  import  or  export  regulations, 
rei|nires  from  seven  to  fourteen  days 
before  it  reaches  the  hands  of  San  Fran- 
cisco fiiTOS.  This  time  is  frequently 
sufficient  to  close  the  trade  by  cable 
and  catch  a  ship  from  the  Orient  and 
other  places.  It  is  absohitely  impos- 
sible to  state  when  any  additional  ves- 
sels will  be  available  Un-  unregulated 
trade.

30,  101!),  will  be  called  for  in  due  time. 
All  parties  are  therefore  requested  to 
keep  their  books,  accounting  and  records 
in  such  manner  and  fonn  as  will  permit 
of  prompt  compiling  of  an  accurate  re- 
port when  called  for.  Transactions  in 
whole  grains  onlif  are  to  be  reported. 
Tliu  lilies  and  regulations  as  previosuly 
published,  and  rulings  made  regarding 
pi'ojier  expense  items,  will  remain  in 
force."

"In  the  view  taken  by  the  court,  the 
indiclnient  here  fairly  presents  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  a  manufacturer  of  prod- 
ucts shipped  in  iutei-state  trade  is  sub- 
ject to  criminal  prosecution  under  the 
Sherman  Act  for  entering  into  a  eom- 
liinalion  in  restraint  of  such  trade  and 
iiMiinicrce,  because  he  agrees  with  hie 
\vlii>lesale  and  retail  customers,  upon 
prices  claimed  by  them  to  be  fair  and 
leasonable,  at  which  the  same  may  be 
resold,  and  declines  to  sell  his  product 
to  those  who  will  not  thus  stipulate  as 
In  prices.  This,  at  the  thresliold,  pre- 
sents for  the  determination  of  the  court, 
liow  far  one  may  control  and  dispose 
lit  his  own  property,  that  is  to  say, 
whether  there  is  any  limitation  thereon, 
if  he  proceeds  in  resjiect  thereto  in  a 
lawful  and  boua-fide  manner.  That  he 
may  not  do  so  fraudulently,  collusively, 
ami  ill  unlawful  combination  with  others, 
iiiav  lie  conceded.  (Eastern  States  Lum- 
ber Asfociation  vs.  United  States,  234 
r.  S.  (iUO,  014).  But  it  by  no  means 
follows  that  being  a  manufacturer  of 
a  given  article,  he  may  not,  without  in 
curring  any  criminal  liability,  refuse 
absolutely  to  sell  the  same  at  any  price, 
ov  to  sell  at  a  named  sum  to  a  customer, 
with      the      understanding      that      such 


cusl cr    will    resell    only    at    an    agreed 

price  belween  them,  and  slionld  the  cns- 
lomer  not  ohscrve  the  uuderslanding  as 
to  retail  iiriccs.  exercise  his  iiiuloiilitcd 
righl  to  decline  riirlhcr  lo  dcijl  wllli  such 
person. 


The  prc'f;iKiiil  lad  should  never  be 
lost  siglit  of  that  no  averment  is  made 
of  any  contract  or  agreement  having 
been  entered  into,  whereby  the  defend- 
ant, the  manufacturer,  and  his  custom- 
ers, bound  themsehes  to  eidiance  and 
maintain  prices,  further  than  is  involved 
in  the  circumstance  that  the  manufac- 
turer, the  defendant  here,  refused  to 
sell  to  })ersons  who  would  not  resell  at 
indicated  prices,  and  that  certain  re- 
tailers made  jjurchases  on  this  condition, 
w-hereas,  inferentially,  others  declined  so 
to  do.  No  suggestion  is  made  that  the 
defendant,  the  manufacturer,  attempted 
to  resen-e  or  retain  any  interest  in  the 
goods  sold,  or  to  restrain  the  vendee  in 
his  right  to  barter  and  sell  the  same 
without  restriction.  The  retailer,  after 
buying,  could  if  he  chose,  give  away  his 
purchase,  or  sell  it  at  any  price  he 
saw  fit,  or  not  .sell  it  at  all,  his  course 
in  these  respects  being  affected  only 
by  the  fact  that  he  might  by  his  action, 
incur  the  displeasure  of  the  manufac- 
turer who  could  refuse  to  make  further 
sales  to  him,  as  he  had  the  undoubted 
right  to  do.  There  is  no  charge  that 
the  retailers  themselves  entered  into  any 
combination  or  agreement  with  each 
other,  or  that  the  defendant  acted  other 
than  with  his  customers  individually. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  the  defendant 
has  no  interest  in  the  prices  at  which 
its  goods  shall  be  sold.  On  the  con- 
trary, it  had  a  vital  interest,  insofar  as 
cutting  the  same  would  tend  to  demoral-

Chamber  Takes  Action 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors at  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  ot 
Connnerce  discussion  was  had  regarding 
the  problem  of  the  policy  of  the  United 
States  Go\erimient  as  to  ownership  and 
operation  of  ships.  Subsequent  to  this 
meeting  a  telegram  was  addressed  to 
Mr.  Hariy  A.  Wheeler,  President  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States  which  organization  is  in  con- 
ference at  the  jn-esent  time  in  Atlantic 
City  on  Aftcr-the-war  problems  and 
general  readjustment  of  affairs  on  a 
peace  time  basis.  In  this  telegram  it 
was  statecf  that  considerable  doubt  and 
pessimism  existed  among  Pacific  Coast 
shipowners     due     to     misgivings     as     to 


the  future  conduct  of  ocean  transporta- 
tion. It  was  felt  in  addition  that  the 
statements  made  by  members  of  the  ad- 
ministration, particularly  by  Secretary 
Daniels  in  his  recent  address  before  th, 
society  of  naval  architects  and  marine 
engineers  to  the  effect  that  the  govern- 
ment contemplates  full  ownership,  of  all 
American  vessels  and  also  intends  itself 
to  engage  directly  in  foreign  trade,  were 
discouraging  to  American  shipowners 
preventing  them  from  making  any  plan; 
for  the  rehabilitation  and  future  opera- 
tion of  their  fleets,  because  they  will 
necessarily  come  in  competition  with  ths 
government  itself  as  well  as  with  foreign 
owned   ships,   the   operation   of  which   is

Tie  Up  City  Mail 


While  the  ijatrons  of  the  jiostal  serv- 
ice are  to  be  commended  for  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  displayed  by  them  in 
tying  their  city  mail  in  acccu'dance  witli 
the  wishes  of  the  Post  Office,  there  has 
been  a  falling  off  of  late  in  the  amount 
of  mail  so  tied.  Postmaster  Fay  has 
tlierefore  requested  that  the  following 
article  which  appeared  in  a  previous 
issue  of  "Activities"  be  reprinted  in 
the  nature  of  a  reminder,  for  the  falling 
off  in  tied  mail  is  attributed  to  probable 
changes  in  the  office  i)ersonnel  of  firms 
and  the  fact  that  new  employees  are 
not  thoroughly  familiar  with  conditions 
governing  the  operation  of  the  postal 
seiTiee'. 

"A  large  percentage  of  the  letter 
mail  originating  in  San  Francisco  is 
addressed  for  delivery  within  the  city. 
This  is  being  received  mixed  with  mail 
for  outward  dispatch,  and  it  is  necessary 
to  segregate  this  mail  by  extra  handling 
in  the  ]iost  office,  thereby  consuming 
time  that,  when  close  train  connections 
must    be   made,    is   particularly   valuable. 

Since  the  increase  in  rates  of  postage, 
it  is  essential  that  merchants  segregate 
mail  for  city  and  for  outside  deliveiy 
because  of  the  difference  in  the  postage, 
as  without  some  plan  of  the  kind,  in- 
sufficiently paid  letters  result,  occasion- 
ing delay  if  not  at  this  post  office  at 
the  post  office  of  delivei-y.  If  this 
segregation  be  maintained,  and  letters 
for  city  delivery  and  letters  for  outside 
dispatch  be  posted  in  separate  bundles, 
an  extra  handling  of  the  mail  will  be 
saved  and  dispatch  will  be  greatly  ex- 
pedited. 

Kindly  cooperate  with  the  post  office 
by  instructing  your  mailing  department 
111  maintain  this  separation  of  city  let- 
ters from  outside  letters,  and  to  tie 
each  class  of  letters  securely  in  different 
bundles.  A  label  reading  'city'  should 
be  placed  on  the  top  of  each  package 
containing  San  Francisco  mail.  An  in- 
itial supply  of  these  labels  is  supplied 
on  application  at  any  station.  Packages 
of  mail  for  outward  dispatch  require 
no   labels. 

Compliance  with  this  request,  while 
not  adding  to  the  labor  or  expense  of 
pi'eparing  your  mail  for  the  post  office, 
will  greatly  assist  the  post  office  in 
handling  it  and  giving  it  the  most  ex- 
peditious treatment."

Joint  Chairman  National  War  Labor  Board 

_Tlie  national  war  labor  board  sub- 
mitted to  the  Seeretai-y  of  Labor  and 
the  President  the  question  whether,  in 
view  of  the  cessation  of  hostilities  by 
the  arinistic,  its  labors  should  be  con- 
sidered at  an  end.  It  noted  the  fact 
that  theie  were  about  100  eases  before 
it  which  had  been  heard,  and  which 
justice  reiiuired  should  be  disposed  of 
before  the  board  ceased  to  function. 
There  are,  however,  some  300  more 
cnscs  in  wliich  evidence  has  not  been 
lii'ard,  in  which  the  remedial  action  of 
I  he  board  has  been  sought  and  new 
.ascs  are  being-  tiled  at  the  rate  of  20 
a    day. 

The  Secretary  of  Labor,  after  con- 
ference with  the  President,  has  advised 
the  board  that  they  deem  it  necessan' 
for  the  board  to  continue  in  life  and  in 
action  until  ])eace  shall  be  declared  by 
the  Pre.sidcnt  after  the  ratification  of 
the  treaty  of  peace.  The  Secretary 
points  out  the  midoubled  fact  that 
iesially  there  is  no  status  of  peace  and 
war  continues  until  such  ratiflcafion. 
Urges  Similar  Board  Later. 
The  conclusion  of  the  President  is  a 
wise  one.  Indeed,  the  experience  of  the 
national  war  labor  board  .iustifies  the 
conclusion  that  a  board  of  .somewhat 
similar  .jurisdiction  should  be  created 
either  by  the  President  or  by  law  as 
an  instrumentality  for  the  peaceful 
settlement  of  industrial  disputes  durin;;' 
the  peritjd  of  readjustment  after  the 
war,  if  not  thereafter.  The  board  should 
he   constilnled.    as   this   one   is,   of   repre- 
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M'litiilivi'S  of  oifrniiizt'd  labor,  chosen  or 
iiominati'c]  by  orgiinizcd  labor,  and  of 
repri'siMilalives  of  the  einphiyer  group, 
I'lioscn  or  noniiniitcd  by  the  assoeiatioiis 
ipf  that   group. 

Then,  if  sueh  vim  hv  found,  there 
should  be  i>ut  n|ion  the  board  men  of 
intelligence  with  no  predilection  for 
either  side.  The  dilliculty  of  easily  reach- 
ing a  decision  in  a  board  so  constituted 
on  any  industrial  issue  is  manifest,  but 
if  both  sides  have  an  earnest  desire  to 
leacb  a  conclusion  and  serve  the  purpose 
of  their  creation  it  is  not   impossible. 

Will  Reach  Bule  of  Decision 
Of  coui-se,  the  decisions  are  more  often 
comjiromises  than  judgments  based  on 
cleai-ly  reasoned  considerations.  Neither 
side  may  be  .ible  to  justify  to  itself,  by 
logical  steps,  the  decision;  but  after  a 
while,  by  the  constant  recurrence  of 
cases  of  similar  character  a  rule  of  de- 
cision will  be  reached  which  approxi- 
mates practical  justice.  When  this  is 
made  clear  employers  and  workers  will 
base  arguments  on  it  without  resort  to 
the  tribunal. 

While  it  is  an  anomaly  to  have  a 
tribunal  of  quasi  judicial  duties  com- 
posed of  partisans,  the  great  advantage 
of  such  a  board  is  the  confideuce  on  the 
pai't  of  each  side  that  with  sueh  par- 
tisans on  the  board  real  injustice  will  not 
be  done  that  side.  In  many  industrial 
ligbts  it  is  more  important  that  peace 
should  be  established  than  that  there 
sboiJd  be  a  nice  weighing  of  exact 
justice  between  the  contending  parties. 
More  than  that,  it  is  very  difiEieult  to 
say,  for  instance,  in  the  matter  of  wages, 
what  shall  be  the  division  of  the  joint 
product  .of  labor  and   capital. 

Demonstrated  by  Organization 
The  theory  of  labor  is  that  it  has 
never  been  adequately  paid,  and  that 
any  means  of  increasing  its  share  is  only 
a  step  toward  real  justice.  The  law  of 
supply  and  demand  will  not  be  entirely 
ignored  in  wages  any  more  than  the  law 
of  gravitation  in  the  physical  world. 
While  by  the  use  of  strikes  and  other 
pressure  which  organized  labor  is  able  to 
bring  its  force  may  be  mitigated  for  the 
time,  ultimately  it  cannot  be  excluded 
as  a  factor.  Still,  the  organization  of 
labor  has  demonstrated  that  wages  may 
be  made  higher  through  collective  bar- 
gaining and  group  dealing  than  they 
would  be  were  there  no  such  massing 
and  concentration  of  the  interests  of 
individual  laborers. 

Organization  of  labor  has  become  a 
recognized  institution  in  all  the  civilized 
countries  of  the  world.  It  has  come  to 
stay;  it  is  full  of  usefulness  and  is  nec- 
essary to  the  laborer.  It  shows  serious 
defects  at  times  and  in  some  unions. 
These  are  an  apparent  willingness  to 
accept  benefits  enforced  through  a  fear 
of  lawlessness,  a  disposition  to  use  duress 
tti  compel  laborers  Ut  join  unions,  and 
elforts  to  limit  output  and  to  create  a 
dead  level  of  wages,  ajid  thus  wipe  out 
the    necessary    and    useful    difference    in 


compensation  of  those  who  arc  iudus- 
tricms  and  skillful  and  of  those  who  are 
lazy  and  do  not  strive,  to  increase  the 
product  of  llio  employer  wlioni  they 
serve. 

Believes     riu;,     Will    lie    Minimised 
These    are    evils    that    as    the    unions 
grow   in    wise    and   intelligent    leadership 
we   may  well    hope  are  well   being  mini- 
mized. 

Much  can  be  done  by  (■ni])loyers  in 
anticipating  just  dcniauds  of  employees. 
Workers  have  had  too  many  instances  of 
holding  back  of  employers  until  they  are 
forced  to  do  justice.  Too  many  employ- 
ei's  seek  to  justify  failure  to  raise  wages 
by  pointing  to  their  welfare  work  for 
their  employees.  This  is  of  a  paternal 
character  and  impresses  the  workers  with 
the  idea  that  they  are  being  looked  after 
as  wards  and  not  treated  as  men  capable 
of  exercising  independent  discretion  as 
to  their  welfare.  They  are  apt  to  give 
the  employees  the  idea  that  it  is  a 
generous  concession  they  are  making  out 
of  the  goodness  of  their  hearts  and  that 
they  are  not  merely  yielding  a  right 
for  a  tjuid  pro  quo  for  what  they  re- 
ceive. 

Extremists  Hard  to  Deal  With 
The  most  difSeult  persons  to  deal 
with  are  the  extremists  on  both  sides. 
On  the  side  of  labor  there  seems  to  be 
much  suspicion  by  one  leader  or  an- 
other, that  few  are  willing  to  make  a 
just  concession,  not  because  they  don't 
recognize  its  justice,  but  because  if  they 
admit  it  they  are  charged  with  betraying 
the  cause  of  labor.  Thus  they  furnish 
to  their  rivals  in  leadership  among  work- 
ingmen  the  opportunity  to  undermine 
their  standing  with  their  fellows.  This 
often  puts  the  labor  side  in  an  in- 
defensible position  and  offers  to  its 
enemies  a  basis  for  criticism  that  might 
easily  be   avoided. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  among 
employers  the  bourbon,  the  man  who 
never  learns  anything  and  never  forgets 
anything:  the  man  who  says:  "It  is  my 
legal  right  to  manage  my  business  as  I 
choose,  to  pay  such  wages  as  I  choose, 
to  agree  to  such  terms  of  employment 
as  I  choose,  to  exclude  from  my  employ- 
ment union  men,  because  I  don't  ap- 
prove of  the  tenets  of  the  union,  and  to 
maintain  a  family  arrangement  of  nn 
own.  I  do  fairly  by  my  men;  I  pay 
them  what  I  thiiik  is  right,  and  they 
will  not  complain  unless  some  outside 
union  agent  interferes.  I  run  a  closed 
non-union  shop,  and  I  am  happy  and 
propose  to  continue  happy." 

Lacks  Breadth  of  Vision 
This  man  is  far  behind  in  the  progress 
of  our  social  civilization.  He  lacks 
breadth  of  vision  extending  beyond  the 
confines  of  his  shop.  He  looks  to  fear 
of  courts  and  injunctions  and  police  and 
militia  as  the  ordinary  and  usual  in- 
struments for  continuing  his  business 
peacefully  and  maintaining  his  rights. 
He  is  like  the  man  who  regards  the 
threat    of   a   divorce   court   as   a    proper 


and   usual  means  of  continuin 
happiness.      He   does   not    red 
«e    liave    advanced    beyond    tiS 
which     emidoyers     and     empln 
mere   laws   unto   themselves. 

He  does  not  see  that  the  wlmli 
is    interested    in     industrial    iKactil, 
does    not    see    that    the    employer L, 
certain  duties  social  in   their  natinikw 
are  not  defined  and  are  not  eiifonV  ■ 
law,   but   exist   just   as   family   dii  (. 
care    and    affection    exist.      He    Ii 
followed   the   growth   of  things.

For  The  Red  Cross 

One  linndrcd  per  cent  of  the  city's 
population  is  the  quota  lixed  for  the 
Red  Ci-oss  Christmas  roll-call  starting 
next  Monday  and  continuing  one  week. 
The  local  chapter  now  has  a  member- 
ship of  about  230,000  and  the  campaign 
committee,  after  sounding  public  senti- 
ment, believes  that  the  number  will  be 
at  least  doubled  by  the  coming  "drive." 

Last  year,  when  the  actual  relief  work 
of  the  Red  Cross  was  remote  and  com- 
paratively unknown  in  San  Francisco, 
the  local  chapter  started  out  to  fill  a 
prescribed  quota  of  85,000  new  members, 
and  when  the  canvass  was  closed  more 
than  100,000  had  been  enrolled. 

Since  then  the  efficiency  of  the  Red 
Cross  as  an  agent  of  mercy  has  been 
practically  demonstrated  right  here  at 
home.  By  its  pi-ompt  cooperation  with 
the  municipal  health  board  in  combating 
the  influenza  epidemic  the  Red  Cross 
saved  thousands  of  lives  and  alleviated 
the  suffering  of  thousands  of  needy 
patients   and   their   families. 

Eveiy  one  in  San  Francisco  is  ac- 
quainted with  that  splendid  achievement 
and  appreciative  gratitude  is  depended 
upon  to  find  expression  in  a  mighty 
response  to  the  Christmas  roll-call. 

There  will  be  no  further  solicitation 
of  money  by  the  local  Red  Cross  Chapter 
until  next  Christmas,  the  national  or- 
ganization having  decided  that  it  has 
sufficient  funds  on  hand  to  meet  all  de- 
mands envolved  by  the  war. 

Future  receipts  will  be  used  to  defray 
the  chapter's  necessary  expenses.  Every 
donor  of  a  dollar  during  the  roll-call 
will  be  presented  with  a  new  Red  Cross 
button,  a  senice  flag  for  window  dis- 
play and  a  card  of  membership  in  San 
Francisco  Chapter  for  the  coming  year. 
This  card  will  sene  also  as  a  receipt. 

The  plan  of  organization  divides  the 
city  into  five  divisions,  each  embracing 
as  many  sections  as  are  essential  to  the 
making  of  a  through  canvass  by  a  pre- 
scribed number  of  workers  within  the 
seven   day   period. 

Each  section  will  have  two  captains, 
a  man  and  a  woman,  and  they  will  see 
to  it  that  enough  workers  will  be  avail- 
able  to   meet   any   possible   emergency. 

Each  division  will  have  its  own  head- 
quarters, where  the  captains  will  report 
every  evening  to  the  commanders,  who 
will  transmit  the  total  report  to  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  at  30  Montgomery 
Street.  By  this  method  the  full  results 
of  each  day's  canvass  can  be  checked 
up  before  the  succeeding  day's  work 
begins. 

All  the  Red  Cross  women's  auxiliaries 
(153  of  them)  will  take  part  in  the 
canvass,  as  will  the  Junior  Red  Cross, 
embracing  about  50,000  school  children. 
No  person,  old,  young  or  middle  aged, 
may  hope  to  escape  solicitation  to  prove 
lovalty  to  "The  Greatest  Mother  in  the 
World."

McCormick,  regarding 
Russian  commerce,  which  is  self-explan- 
atory. The  Department  has  wired  for 
niiire  complete  information : 

'■The  War  Trade  Board  of  the  U.  S 
Russian  Bureau,  Incorporated,  is  a  com- 
pany which  has  been  organized  by  the 
War  Trade  Board  at  the  direction  of 
the  President  fen-  the  purpose  of  helping 
the  Russians  lo  help  themselves  in  stab- 
ilizing the  economic  situation  in  Russia. 
It  has  a  capital  stock  of  $5,000,000,  all 
of  which  has  been  issued  and  fully  paid 
in  cash  out  of  (lovernment  funds.  The 
stock  is  owned  in  its  entirety  by  the 
r.    S.    Goverament. 

The  company  will  engage  in  the  busi- 
ness of  exporting  to  Russia  and  Siberia 
agricultural  iuiiilements,  shoes,  clothing, 
and  other  commodities  which  the  Rus- 
sian population  need,  briuging  back 
Russian  and  Siberian  raw  materials  in 
return.  The  Company  thus  is  intended 
to  aid  in  su|)plyiiig  the  needs  of  the 
jieople  of  Russia,  in  encouraging  Rus- 
sian production  and  trade,  and  assist- 
ing in  the  marketing  of  Russian  prod- 
ucts in  America  and  their  exchange  for 
American  goods.  One  of  the  chief  ob- 
jects which  the  company  will  have  in 
view  will  be  the  encouragement  of 
l>rivate  cai)ital  to  engage  in  trade  in 
Russia  and  Siberia  as  shipj^ing  becomes 
available  for  the  purpose.  Its  policy 
will    be    to    cooperate    with,    eucourage, 


and  promote  such  trade  with  Russia  as 
will  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  of  her 
economic  life,  and  to  cover  by  its  direct 
operations  only  such  portions  of  the 
field  as  cannot  at  present  be  served 
readily  by  jirivate  enterprise. 

The  comijany  has  already  begun  the 
transaction  of  business  by  the  dispatch 
of  three  vessels  from  the  Pacific  ("oast 
lo  Vladivostok  carrying  commodities 
which  its  representative  in  Siberia  has 
designated  as  being  most  urgently  needed 
there.  By  addressing  the  Russian  Bu- 
reau, persons  interested  in  Russian  trade 
may  receive  more  detailed  information 
as  to  the  commodities  most  needed  there 
by  Russia  and  the  commodities  likely  to 
be  available  for  export  from  Russia. 
Additional  vessels  will  from  time  to  time 
be  sclieduled,  and  shippers  are  ui-ged 
to  file  applications  for  licenses  to  export 
to  Russia  such  commodities  as  they  know 
to   l)e    needed.

Merchant  Marine  Course 

atU.  C. 

Captain  I.  N.  Hibbard,  Supei-visor  of 
Sea  Training  in  the  Recruiting  Seiwice 
of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board 
recently  held  a  conference  with  Univer- 
sity of  California  representatives  point- 
ing out  the  duty  of  the  University  in 
training  young  men  for  the  new  United 
Slates   Merchant   Marine. 

One  of  the  great  problems  as  well  as 
one  of  the  great  opportunities  now  lying 
before  the  people  of  the  United 
States  is  the  Merchant  Marine.  Thous- 
ands of  ships  are  becoming  availal)le  for- 
ocean  commerce.  Mr.  Edward  N.  Hur- 
ley has  recently  gone  abroad  in  order 
to  develop  certain  international  standards 
connected  with  personnel  and  employ- 
ment. It  is  extremely  important  that 
men  should  be  trained  for  the  technical 
positions   involved    in    this    sei-viee. 

As  a  first  step  in  compliance  with 
Captain  Hibbard's  request  the  Univer- 
sity announces  three  extension  courses 
for  men  who  aim  at  the  higher  positions 
in  either  the  United  States  Navy  or  the 
United  States  Merchant  Marine.  These 
courses  are  to  be  gven  in  the  San 
Francisco  Ferry  Building.  One  course 
is  entitled  Navigation  and  Nautical 
Astronomy  and  is  to  be  held  every  day 
in  the  week  excepting  Saturday  and 
Sunday  from  one  to  four  P.  M.  The 
second  course  will  be  held  from  nine 
A.  M.  to  noon  on  the  same  days  and 
will  cover  Seamanship.  The  third  course 
of  value  alike  to  business  men  and  pros- 
pective Merchant  Marine  officers  will  be 
given  by  Dr.  Leslie  J.  Ayer  on  the  subject 
of  Business  Law.  Applications  should  be 
made  at  once  at  the  University  Extension 
Office,  599  Market  Street,  San  Francisco.

All  interesting  biennial  report  has 
lieen  made  piMie  by  the  Stale  Commis- 
sioner of  Coriioralions,  the  ontstan'ding 
feature  ot  whieh.  is  tlie  fact  that  there 
has  been  no  diniinnalion  of  the  vohune 
of  seeiirilies  permitted  to  be  issued, 
notwi(hsl!iiuli»g  war-time  conditions.  In 
fact  Ihal  for  tlie  period  ending  Septem- 
ber 1,  1918,  a  sul)stantial  increase  is 
noted  over  the  corresponding  period, 
but  (inancing  has  been  largely  confined 
to  e.xlensious  of  established  enterprises. 
and  to  i-e-organizations.  New  business 
has  been  confined  to  the  substantial 
class  rather  than   to  the  ultra-hazardous. 

According  to  the  report,  the  records 
(if  the  department  show  that  permits 
were  granted  covering  the  issue  of 
r22,2il7,270  shares  of  stock  of  the  par 
value  of  $392,610,045  and  for  the  sale 
cif  bonds  and  notes  of  the  face  value 
„f   .1150,280,917. 

The  total  selling  price  of  all  securities 
authorized  to  be  issued  was  $425,393,745 
of  which  $200,000,000  in  shares  and 
bonds  were  sold  for  cash,  about  $200,- 
0((0,000  exchanged  for  real  estate,  per- 
sonal property  and  for  services,  of  which 
imly  about  $40,000,000  was  represented 
bv   value  of   an   intangible  character. 

Kespeding  the  labor  situation  an  out- 
growth   of    the    desire    on    the    part    ot 


employers  to  hold  as  many  places  open 
as  jjossible  for  returning  soldiers,  has 
resulted  in  less  shifting  about  and  some 
houses  are  working  short  handed  tem- 
porarily. This  has  tended  to  somewhat 
relieve  the  shortage  of  the  past  few 
months,  but  with  any  number  of  e.x 
pansions  and  new  projects  in  prospect, 
it  is  thought  likely  that  the  community 
will  readily  absorb  new  labor  as  it  be- 
comes available. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  among  lead- 
ing retailers  in  di-y  goods,  shoes  and 
kindred  lines,  is  that  there  will  be  no 
nuiterial  price  recession  until  at  least 
next  Fall,  inasmuch  as  practically  all 
spring  goods  have  been  ordei-ed  at  war 
time  prices.  All  report  a  steady  in- 
crease in  volume  of  sales  and  traders 
are  confident  that  the  holiday  season 
will  fully  sustain  earlier  and  favorable 
predictions. 

In  the  wholesale  depai-tment  of  dry 
goods  and  wearing  apparel  lines,  busi- 
ness continued  quiet,  but  there  is  re- 
ported good  inquiry  from  the  eounti-y 
districts  where  conditions  on  the  whole 
have   improved. 

Car  lot  shipment  of  fruits  to  Novem- 
l)er  23rd,  totaled  27,397  compared  with 
24,2!)3  for  the  corresponding  period  in 
1917.

COMPLETiox  OF  Shipping  Bo.4kd 
Construction  Program 

Resolution  adopted  by  the  National 

Foreign    Trade    Council 

November    25,    1918 

WHEREAS,  the  destruction  and  los,s 
iif  vessels  during  the  war  leaves  the 
world  total  of  ocean  shipping  upward 
of  ten  million  gross  tons  less  than  it 
was  four  years  ago;  and  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  war  ravaged  territories,  the  re- 
construction work  of  all  the  belligerent 
nations,  and  the  restocking  of  the  neu- 
tral markets  of  the  world  call  for  tlie 
services  of  more  tonnage  than  is  now 
in  existence  plus  what  can  be  produced 
for  some  time   to   come; 

THEREFORE.  BE  IT  RESOLVED, 
ihat  the  National  Foreign  Trade  CouiicU 
respectfully  urges  upon  the  President 
and  the  United  States  Shipping  Board 
the  wisdom  of  continuing  the  program 
of  the  Shipping  Board  for  the  con- 
struction of  merchant  ships,  including 
cargo   and   passenger  carriers  of  various 


types,    without    any    abatement,    until    it 
has   been   completed. 

Removal   of   War  Restriction   on 
Exports  and  Imports 

Resolution  adopted  by  the  National 

Foreign    Trade    Council 

November    25,    1918 

WHEREAS,  the  cessation  of  hos- 
tilities has  produced  demands  upon 
American  foreign  trade  whieh  it  will 
be  impossible  to  meet  under  the  restric- 
tions imposed  in  the  execution  of  the 
system  of  exports  and  imports  control 
made  necessai-y  by  our  participation  in 
the  war;  and  freedom  from  war  neces- 
sities rendere  feasible  the  early  removal 
of    such    restriction ; 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED, 
that  pending  the  complete  removal  of 
all  war  restrictions  the  National  Foreign 
Trade  Council  urges  the  closest  coordin- 
ation between  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the 
War  Trade  Board,  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board  and  the  Food  Admin- 
istration, for  the  purpose  of  minimizing 
the  disadvantageous  effects  of  such  re- 
strictive measures  as  may  be  neees- 
sai-y,  because  of  shortage  of  vessel  ton- 
nage or  other  sufficient  reason,  to  con- 
tinue   temporarily.

Representative  Pacific  Coast, 
at  Atlaratic  City  Conference 

Mr.  Paul  Clagslnne,  who  represents 
the  Chamber  of  Connuerce  of  tlie  United 
States  on  the  Pacifif  Coast,  attended 
the  conference  called  by  that  organiza- 
tion at  Atlantic  City,  December  2,  3  and 
4,  for  the  purpose  of  di.scussing  after- 
tlie-war  jiroblems  and  preparing  a  pro- 
gram for  the  development  and  readjust- 
ment of  our  industrial  and  commercial 
life.  Following  is  a  telegram  addressed 
to  the  Manager  of  this  Chamber  giving 
a  few  of  the  salient  points  brought  out 
at  the  conference. 

"Plans  of  the  ulmost  imporlance  In 
American  commerce  were  worked  out 
at  the  Emergency  Congress  of  War 
Sei-vice  Committees  at  Atlantic  City  and 
steps  taken  to*  put  those  immediately 
into  effect.  Strong  opposition  to  gov- 
ernment ownership  of  railways,  tele- 
graph, telephone  and  cables  was  ex- 
pressed. The  sending  of  an  advisory 
commission  of  business  men  to  the  peace 
conference,  legislation  making  possible 
successful  arbitration  in  disputes  be- 
tween capital  ami  labor  with  recognition 
of  the  rights  of  both,  speedy  and  equi- 
table adjustment  of  all  war  contracts, 
control  of  prices  of  raw  materials  to 
be  left  to  the  industries  themselves  with 
the  exceiition  of  food  and  fuel,  were 
among  the  important  resolutions  passed. 
Effectuation  of  these  policies  will  be 
made  possible  by  the  continuance  of 
War  Service  Committees,  chairmen  of 
which  will  foi-m  an  executive  committee 
constituting  an  intermediary  between 
business  and  Congress  and  acting 
through  machinery  furnished  hy  the 
National    Chamber."

Owing  to  sickness 
and  oilier  detrimental  influences  during 
dckiber  and  November,  sales  in  sonii' 
instances  were  reported  a  little  behind 
last  year,  but  the  year  on  the  whole  has 
been' satisfactoi-y  and  it  is  believed  that 
many  houses  will  show  a  gain  over  1917. 

In  wholesale  dry  goods  lines  trade 
continues  somewhat  quiet  but  collections 
are  ve|)or(ed  very  good.  It  is  the  close 
of  the  harvest  season  and  farmers  gen- 
erally are  paying  up,  the  storekeeper 
liquidating  his  debts  and  in  addition 
buying   more  conservatively. 

iiuilding  trades  are  beginning  to  show 
some  activity  but  so  far  operations 
have  been  confined  to  extensions  and 
betterments  rather  than  to  new  projects. 
There    has    been    a    slight    recession    in 


lumber  prices  I'm-  some  dimensions,  due. 
some  believe,  to  suddeil  stoi)|)age  of 
government  mill  work.  Hardwood  is 
slill  scarce  and  prices  remain  firm. 
Building  operations  in  the  country  have 
not  yet  responded  to  changed  conditions 
and  small  yards  are  still  operating  con- 
servatively, largely  on  a  hand  to  mouth 
basis,  which  characterizes  the  trade  situa- 
ti(m  in  general. 

Willi  eonlinued  good  weather  favor- 
able reports  are  received  from  the  coun- 
try indicaling  crops  showing  good  ger- 
miiialion   and  growth. 

Aulomobile  trades  remain  quiet  and 
the  demand  for  second-hand  cars  is  re- 
jjorted  somewhat  lessened  which  is  at- 
tributed to  the  belief  that  there  will 
soon  be  a  steady  production  by  fac- 
tories East.  Real  estate  operators  re- 
port some  improvement  in  the  market 
but  the  shortage  of  rentable  houses  is 
not  so  acute. 

On  call  of  November  1st,  State  banks 
showed  a  substantial  increase  in  total 
resources  as  well  as  in  deposits,  com- 
pared with  the  last  call,  as  of  August 
31st.

Reason  Governs  Selection  of  Factory  Sites 

Not  infrecjuenlly  do  we  see  in  the  evilable  expansion  which  she  is  pre- 
daily  paper  an  announcement  that  an- 
other factory  has  located  across  the 
bay,  and  just  as  frequently  do  some 
people  submit  to  envy  and  allow  them- 
selves to  lament  that  their  own  city  is 
not  endowed  with  the  new  guest.  It  is 
an  admirable  quality  on  the  part  of  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  that  they 
should  be  zealously  striving  to  obtain 
everj-  possible  manufacturing  enterprise 
which  the  city  can  contain,  but  the  cir- 
cumstances surrounding  every  line  of 
production  are  dissimilar  in  every  ease 
and  it  is  those  who  think  of  the  condi- 
tions under  which  various  industries 
thrive  that  leads  to  a  feeling  of  gladness 
upon  the  anival  of  a  new  unit  in  San 
Francisco's  contiguous  manufacturing 
area. 

Factories  are  factories,  but  there  is  a 
wide  range  of  varied  visualizations  in 
each  instance  when  the  word  factory  is 
used.  Factories  and  industries  are  sub- 
stantially synonomous  and  either  may 
constitute  anything  from  a  cigar  factory 
or  bakeiTf  to  the  j'ards  in  which  at  the 
present  time  are  being  constructed  the 
enormous  fleet  of  the  United  States 
Merchant  Jlarine.  The  structures  under 
which  these  enterprises  are  housed  may 
contain  an\-\vbere  from  one  to  as  many 
stories  of  elevation  as  the  nature  of 
the  operations  demands.  In  concurrence 
with  this  line  of  thought  arises  the  ques- 
(ion  as  to  what  have  been  the  require- 
ments of  the  industries  located  in  the 
west  and  then  comes  the  demand  for  an 
analysis  of  what  has  dictated  the  selec- 
tion of  each  respective  site. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  San  Fran- 
cisco. We  know  that  she  is  sun-ounded 
on  three  sides  by  water,  with  only  a 
narrow  strip  of  land  pennitting  the  in 


destined  to  undergo  in  the  next  half 
centui-^'.  With  her  surface  broken  by 
many  hills  and  her  level  area  restricted 
to  a  narrow  margin  along  the  water 
edge  upon  which  may  be  laid  out  an 
industrial  area,  it  is  preeminently  de- 
manded that  the  level  sections  should 
command  a  high  valuation.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  consideration  is  given 
to  the  topography  of  the  land  surround- 
ing San  Francisco  Bay,  it  is  forcibly 
impressed  upon  us  that  the  hundreds  of 
square  miles  of  splendidly  adapted  com- 
mercial sites  should  make  its  demands 
upon  the  influx  of  new  industries  to  the 
vicinity,  and  it  is  as  natural  as  the  law 
of  gravitation  that  certain  classes  of 
arrivals  in  the  manufacturing  field  of 
this  region  should  seek  the  land  for 
which  there  is  little  demand,  while  the 
other  portion  would  settle  where  sites 
are  sought  tlie  most.  . 

On  the  eastern  side  of  the  bay,  the 
result  is  a  long  list  of  large  healthy 
and  rapidly  gi-owing  industrial  plants, 
the  physical  features  of  which  consist 
largely  of  one  to  three  story  buildings 
covering  a  large  area  and  devoted  to 
such  products  as  demands  an  abundance 
of  yard  room  with  other  out-of-door  re- 
quirements. 

On  the  western  side  are  assembled 
the  units  of  productive  life  of  a  metrop- 
olis. The  very  character  of  productivity 
is  different  for  the  reason  that  S; 
Francisco  appeals  to  such  concerns  as 
can  operate  on  several  floore  of  building- 
space  condensed  on  a  small  portion  of 
land  and  whose  business  calls  for  a  fac- 
tory and  salesroom  all  under  one  roof. 
The  price  of  San  Francisco  real  estate 
brings   this   condition   about.

"The  cessalion  of  war  will  reveal  a 
picture  of  misery  such  as  the  world  has 
never  seen  before,  especially  in  the  many 
countries  which  cannot  help  themselves 
The  American  people  will  expect  the 
Red  Cross  to  continue  to  act  as  their 
agent  in  repairing  broken  spirits  and 
broken  bodies.  Peace  terms  and  peace 
conditions  will  determine  how  we  may 
best  minister  to  the  vast  stricken  areas 
which  have  been  harrowed  by  war,  and 
for  this  great  act  of  mercy  the  heart 
and  spirit  of  the,  American  people  must 
continue  to  be  mobilized  through  the 
American  Red  Cross. 

"On  behalf  of  the  War  Council,  we 
accorduigly  ask  each  member  of  our 
splendid  body  of  workers  throughout 
the  laud  to  bear  in  mind  the  solemn 
obligation  which  rests  uiJon  each  one 
to  'carry  on.'  We  cannot  abate  one 
instant  in  our  eilorts  or  in  our  spirits. 
There  will  be  abundance  of  work  to  do, 
and  specific  advices  will  be  given,  but 
even  at  the  moment  of  peace  let  no  Red 
Cross  worker  falter. 

"Our  spirits  must  now  call  us  to  show 
that  not  the  roar  of  caum)n  or  the  blood 
of  our  own  alone  directs  our  aetivies, 
but  that  a  great  people  will  continue  to 
respond  greatly  and  freely  to  its  objiga- 
tions  and  opportunity  to  serve."

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  Cir- 
cidar  C.  S.  34  of  the  Car  Sen-ice  Sec-

C.  S.  2-A  and  Supplement  1  thereto. 
These  circulars,  which  have  to  do  with 
demurrage  charges  on  exi)orl  .sliip- 
nii-nls.  arc  loo  longlby  lo  republish  on 
Ibis  page.  The  Traffic  Bureau  will, 
however,  be  glad  to  furnish  all  informa- 
tion and  answer  any  questions  whicl- 
nu>y  arise  in  connection  with  these,  cir- 
culars. 

Mileage  Scale  of  Class  Rates 

On  two  occasions  the  Traffic  Bureau 
has  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
protesting  to  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  against  the  mileage  scale 
of  class  rates  as  proposed  by  the  United 
Stales  Railroad  Administration.  The

IradMStrial  Sitniation 

Strong  position  of  steel  industry,  ow- 
ing to  heavy  demands  both  domestic 
and  foreign,  and  prompt  initiation  of 
readjustment  measures  has  exercised  a 
steadying  influence  on  industry  in  gen- 
eral.

jirojeet.  It  lias  been  financed  by  a  local 
Ijank  during  the  week,  having  purchased 
$1,000,000  in  bonds  with  an  option  on 
aliout  $S,000,000  additional.  Demobiliza- 
tion of  neighboring  militai-)-  camps  i; 
inoceeding  and  during  the  week  2,000  men 
have  been  returned  from  a  northern  camp. 

The  transition  of  trade  from  a  war  U 
peace  basis  is  being  accom))lished  'nithonl 
undue  disturbance,  but  with  definite  as- 
surances as  to  the  future  trend  of  prices 
still  lacking,  tradei-s  are  still  operating 
conservatively  and  there  is  not  much  buy- 
ing except  for  immediate  needs.  In 
wholesale  dry  goods  and  apparel  lines 
there  is  little  new  to  report,  business  still 
tiuiet  but  collections  as  a  rule  are  satis- 
factoiy.  Jobbers  and  wholesalers  oi 
woolens  and  suit  cloths,  as  well  as  trim- 
mers,   are    anticipating    an    early    revival 


of  business,  custom  tailors  optimistic  over 
the  prospects  due  to  a  general  feeling 
that  men  returning  from  the  Army  will 
practically  all  require  new  civilian  out- 
fits, which  should  furnish  stimulus. 

Confectionery  trades  are  busy,  condi- 
tions somewhat  im))roved  and  they  are  ii: 
the  midst  of  the  holiday  season.  Satis- 
factory labor  is  hard  to  get  and  there  i; 
considerable  overtime  work  in  order  tc 
meet  demands.  Distribution  of  groceries 
and  fancy  foodstuffs  is  reported  satis- 
factory and  prices  on  most  commoditief 
remain  firm.  Poultry  is  high  but  egu 
prices  are  still  fluctuating  somewhat. 
Storage  eggs  are  practically  out  of  the 
hands  of  local  dealers. 

Retail  millinery  lines  are  quiet,  and  thf 
end  of  the  season  being  marked  with  uu 
favorable  conditions,  but  most  dealers  re 
port  the  year  as  a  satisfactory  one. 

Holiday  trade  is  holding  up  well.  Ai 
increase  in  influenza  cases  threatened  tc 
somewhat  disturb  business  but  it  is  not 
held  as  serious  and  the  stores  are  all  busy 


The  Industrial  Department  in  Peace  Time 
Activities 


Up  uutil  a  year  ago  last  April  the 
Citv  of  San  Francisco  as  an  industrial 
center  was  going  ahead  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  With  the  alinement  of  the 
American  Government  with  the  Allies  it 
became  necessary  that  most  of  the  large 
production  establishments  without  ad- 
vance warning  prepare  themselves  to 
cater  to  the  demands  of  the  Army  am' 
Na\'v  and  other  departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  supplying  stores  and  muni- 
5   for  the   prosecution   of   the   war. 

Few  people  in  San  Francisco  realize 
the  important  part  which  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  has  pla5'ed 
in  this  gigantic  program.  It  was  pre- 
determined by  this  organization  that 
heavy  buying  for  the  equipment  of  an 
unbelievable  number  of  untrained  sol~ 
diers  would  be  done  from  local  estab- 
lishments and  in  order  to  do  everything 
possible  to  facilitate  the  movement  the 
department  got  busy  from  the  ground 
up.  Almost  before  a  volunteer  had  been 
accepted  for  service  in  the  present  war 
there  had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  complete 
information  as  to  how  many  pairs  of 
shoes  according  to  Army  specifications 
could  be  turned  out  in  the  San  Francisco 
and  surrounding  factories  during  the 
next  twelve  months  and  how  much  sole 
and  upper  leather  could  be  provided  by 
the  local  tanneries.    This  same  procedure 


was  followed  with  relation  to  the  manu- 
facture  of  tents   and   clothing. 

While  such  concerted  action  may  or 
may  not  have  been  directly  responsible 
for  the  surprising  niimber  of  San  Fran- 
nsco  manufacturing  establishments  which 
have  been  engaged  in  war  work  it  is 
nevertheless  nndoubtable  that  such  action 
bore  good  results  by  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  purchasing  authorities  to 
the  manufacturing  capabilities  in  this 
section.  While  it  has  been  unfortunate 
that  San  Francisco  is  so  distantly  located 
from  the  central  supply  depots  around 
Washington  and  has  been  able  only  to 
furnish  materials  directly  purchasable 
by  the  Quartermaster's  Depot  of  this 
district  it  is  extremely  fortunate  that 
San  Francisco  has  not  so  entirely  con- 
verted its  factories  to  wartime  activities 
as  have  some  of  the  Eastern  plants  and 
the  present  indications  are  that  with  the 
same  speed  with  which  Western  industries 
took  up  war  work  which  led  to  a  long 
period  of  uncertainty  on  the  part  of 
the  establishments  engaged  in  non-es.sen- 
*ial  indnstries  will  be  the  turn  from  war 
^ime  to  peace   pursuits. 

The  industrial  department  is  just  as 
alert  and  ready  to  ser\'e  the  industries 
about  to  engage  in  or  to  enlarge  their 
engagement  in  peace  time  pursuits  as  it 
was  to  assist  the  Government  in  p\itting 
m   the  cloak  of  war.

InteresHiig  Letter  From  the 
Food  Administration 

Recently  the  Green  Coffee  Association, 
of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  had 
protested  against  the  Food  Administra- 
.lon  regiUations  restricting  coffee  im- 
portations, received  the  following  in- 
teresting and  self-explanatoi-y  letter  from 
Washington,    D.    C. 

"Your  favor  of  the  3rd  instant  ad- 
dressed to  the  War  Industries  Board 
has  reached  us  for  our  attention  and 
reply.  Same  has  had  our  careful  and 
interested  consideration. 

Since  the  letter  referred  to  was  written 
we  have  made  some  changes  in  rules 
and  regulations  governing  green  coffee 
dealers  which  we  feel  are  as  far  as  we 
can  go  consistently  within  the  law. 

The  advance  in  coffee  has  not  been 
brought  about  by  the  restrictions  of  the 
Food  Administration  but  by  probably 
the  wildest  speculation  in  Brazil  that  that 
country  has  even  seen.  Unfortunately 
the  Food  Administration  is  not  able 
to  control  the  ).)rice  of  foreign  articles, 
ind  until  Brazil  shows  some  disposition 
to  reduce  her  prices  or  their  speculative 
■iblde  bursts,  higher  prices  for  the 
article  seem  inevitable. 


Coffee  Men  Pull  Together 
for  San  Francisco 

Green  Coffee  Association  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  were 
guests  at  a  banquet  held  at  the  Palace 
Hotel  in  honor  of  the  election  of  Mr.

Prospective  Commerce  With  Australia 


M  the  re(iuesl  of  .several  members  the 
Foreign  Trade  Department  asked  the 
Honorable  H.  Y.  Braddon,  Commissioner 
to  the  United  States  for  Australia, 
his  opinion  for  increasing  commerce  of 
the  United  States  to  and  from  Australia. 
Mr.  Braddon  is  one  of  the  best  posted 
ccpuimercial  men  iu  Oceania,  therefore 
lliis  Department  takes  pleasure  in  giv 
ing  below  a  copy  of  his  reply. 

"I  have  your  letter  of  the  3rd  instant, 
asking  for  certain  information;  but  any- 
thing in  the  nature  of  an  exhaustive 
reply  would  give  so  many  reservations 
ajid  ciualifications  as  to  be  possibly  o. 
no  real  value  to  your  Chamber.  How 
e\er,  X  am  anxious  to  do  what  I  cai 
lo  help — though  the  questions  asked  are. 
as  you  no  doubt  appreciate,  somewhal 
wide.  However,  I  will  do  the  best  tha. 
1  can  within  the  reasonable  dimensions 
of  a  letter.  The  principal  imports  into 
Australia  of  American  goods  consist  of: 

Manufactured  articles  of  all  kinds 
(metals — especially  machinery),  clothing 
of  various  kinds,  motor  cars,  canned 
goods,  timber   (soft),  fruit,  etc. 

Exports   from    Australia   are : 

Wool,  wheat,  meat,  rabbit  skins,  but- 
ter, fruit,  timber  (hard),  metals,  leather, 
tallow,   sLins,   etc. 

During  the  war  there  has  been  a 
tremendous  expansion  both  ways — be- 
tween Australia  and  the  States — ^because 
other  markets  were  largely  shut  off. 
The  foregoing  articles  are  those  "which 
liave    hitherto    figured    between    the~two 


I'ounlries.  hul  I  have  no  doubt  there 
will  be  considerable  expansion  later  on — 
and  new  articles  may  come  into  the 
Held.  Trade  with  the  mother  country 
will  probably  be  expanded  but  there 
does  seem  to  me  to  be  a  considerable 
possibility  of  expansion  for  you  in  the 
fact  that  the  States  might  reasonably 
take  over  some  of  the  mercantile  field 
hitherto  occupied  by  Germany.  In 
that  expanded  trade,  new  articles  will, 
no  doubt,  come  into  the  market.  As  to 
whether  your  representative  should  visit 
Australia.  If  big  business  were 
prospect  I  should  certainly  recommend 
it — if  only  to  measure  for  yourselves 
the  best  markets,  agents,  local  methods, 
etc.  If  its  i)rospective  trade,  on  the 
contrary,  weie  spiall — no  doubt,  it  would 
be  preferable  to  lind  a  good  agent  in 
Australia  straight  away.  To  some  extent 
this  answers '  the  subsidiary  question 
whether  your  own  agencies  should  be 
established  in  Australian  cities  or  pre 
ferably  upon  Australian  firms.  To  some 
extent  it  dejieuds  upou  the  article  in 
question,  for  instance,  I  think  your 
people  as  a  rule  have  found  it  ad- 
visable to  sell  motor  ears  through  local 
agents  in  Australia;  but  whether  this 
would  apply  to  heavy  machinery,  I  do 
not  care  to  say  offhand.  In  some  of  the 
States  vei-y  long  credit  is  allowed  for 
agricultural  machinery,  and  if  American 
firms  do  not  care  about  extending  this 
credit,  they  would,  no  doubt,  prefer  to 
sell  through  local  people  in  Australia, 
who  are  accustomed  to  that  rather  un 
desirable   method   of   trade.

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Wheat  Prices  Hold  for  Coming  Year 


In  reply  to  a  large  number  of  iiif|uirii's 
regjirilins  ll"?  purchase  of  the  1918  and 
\'.H\>  wheat  crops  in  view  of  the  pros- 
peels  of  an  early  peace,  the  United 
Slates  Food  Administration  has  issued 
Ihe   followinjf  statement: 

"The  President's  proclamation  of  Feb- 
ruary 21,  1918,  fixing  guaranteed  prices 
for  the  1918  wheat  crop,  applies  to 
wheat  "harvested  in  the  United  States 
(luring  the  year  1918  and  offered  for 
sale  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1919, 
lo  such  agent  or  employee  of  the  United 
Slates,  or  other  person  as  may  be  here- 
after designated"  at  the  prineipal  pri- 
mary nuirkets  specified.  The  Food  Ad- 
ministralion  Grain  Corporation  was 
designated  .June  21,  1918,  to  purchase 
Ihe  191S  wheat  crop  and  w'ill  therefore 
c-onlinuc  to  exercise  that  duty  and  ob- 
ligalion  even  though  peace  should  be 
signed  prior  to  June  1,  1919.  The  Food 
Control  .\ct  provides  that  termination  of 
1 1  1-    art    shall    not    affect   any   obligation 


accrued  or  accruing  during  its  existence, 
and  the  purchase  of  the  1918  wheat  crop 
is  such  an  obligation. 

"The  President's  proclamation  of  Sep- 
tember 2,  1918,  establishing  guaranteed 
prices  for  the  1919  wheat  crop  applies 
to  wheat  harvested  iu  the  United  States 
during  1919  and  offered  for  sale  before 
June  1,  1920.  As  in  the  case  of  the 
i91S  crop  the  wheat  must  be  offered 
for  sale  "lo  such  agent  or  employee  ot 
Ihe  United  States  or  other  person  as  may 
be  hereafter  designated"  at  any  one  of 
Ihe  prineipal  primary  markets.  Up  to 
the  present  date,  however,  the  agency  by 
which  the  1919  wheat  ci'op  is  to  be  pur- 
chased has  not  beeu  designated. 

"Thus,  allhough  the  guarantee  for  the 
1919  wheat  crop  will  continue  until 
Juue  1,  1920,  there  is  no  present  as- 
surance it  will  be  purchased  or  handled 
by  the  Food  Administration  Grain  Cor- 
poration."

Individual  effort  and 
local  enterprise,  properly  organized  and 
ilirected,  have  been  of  immeasurable  value 
in  helping  to  win  the  war.  Men  and 
women,  banding  together  to  meet  com- 
nnniity  needs,  also  played  a  big  part  in 
meeting  national  demands.  Thrift  should 
now  become  a  national  habit  and  food 
conservation  and  production  need  con 
liuuous  support.  In  all  this  work  Com- 
nuinily  Councils  render  a  seri'ice  that 
cannot  olherwise  be  performed.  They 
:ilsn  l)e<'ome  Ihe  strongest  socializing  and 
educational  agency  possible.  I  therefore 
congratulate  your  state  council  upon 
\onr  enterprise  and  wish  you  the  great- 
est measure  of  success  in  completing  this 
organization,  which  means  so  mnch  tr 
yc  ur  state  and  the  nation.

The  following  telegi'am  was  received 
bv  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  from 
Grosvenor  B.  Clarkson.  Acting  Director, 
( 'ouncil  of  National  Defense : 

"Reappearance  of  epidemic  influenza 
now  threatened  in  manv  parts  of  countrv. 
Snroeon-General  of  the  U.  S.  Public 
Ser\icp  has  issued  warning.  Original 
epidemic  ]^ersists  widely.  Fverywhere 
epidemic  and  other  abnormal  conditi 
i-i'eated  by  war  have  left  millions  of 
neople  peculiarly  susceptible  to  disease. 
Risks  are  aggravated  by  fact  that  medi- 


cal and  sanitary  facilities  have  been  de- 
pleted to  meet  war  needs  and  cannot 
be  restored  to  normal  for  some  time 
nor  without  concerted  effort.  In  view 
of  emergency  we  recommend  that  entire 
forces  of  State  Council  and  State  Divi- 
sion of  the  Women's  Commitlee  be 
thrown  back  of  public  health  author- 
ities intensive  work  locally  with  individ- 
uals especially  called  for  to  guard  popu- 
lation during  winter.  Community  Coun- 
cils should  therefore  be  instructed  to 
bring  together  under  definite  working 
arrangement  representatives  of  all  local 
agencies  touching  health  and  to  put  at 
their  joint  disposal  facilities  for  reach- 
ing entire   community."

New  Express  Credit 
Arrangement 

The  Traffic  Bureau  has  received  from 
the  American  Railway  Express  Co.  a 
circular  dated  December  16th,  stating 
that  beginning  January  I,  1919,  all  ac- 
counts with  patrons  will  be  placed  on 
a  semi-monthly  basis,  that  is,  bills  will 
be  rendered  covering  the  period  from 
the  Ift  to  15tli  and  from  the  16th  to 
the  end  of  the  month,  with  the  under- 
standing that  payment  will  be  made 
within  seven  days  from  date  of  rendition. 
Such  credit  will  be  discontinued  if  pay- 
ment is  not  so  made.

To   All    Cnncerncd: 

Because  shippers  of  export  freighl 
liave  failed  to  promptly  take  out  through 
exporl  bills  of  lading  on  freight  shipped 
to  Joints  in  Asia,  Philippine  Islands. 
Australia  and  other  foreign  tenitoi-y  via 
Pacific  Coast  jiorts.  Western  Railroads 
have  been  experiencing  difficulty  in  mak- 
ing delivery  of  the  freight  to  the  .ships, 
resulting  in  detention  of  freight,  as  well 
as  to  equipment,  and  congestion. 

To  remedy  tlnve  conditions  it  has  been 
decided  to  establish  a  rule  requiring  ship- 
pers to  take  out  through  export  bills  of 
lading  within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  date 
of  local  shipping  receipts. 

The  new  rule  will  become  effective  foi- 
account  of  carriers  under  federal  control 
on  December  26,  1918,  and  provides  that : 

Through  export  bills  of  lading  will  be 
i.ssued  in  exchange  for  shipping  i-eceipt 
within  a  period  of  not  exceeding  fifteen 
(15)  days  from  date  of  the  domestic  bill 
of  lading  or  shipping  receipt  issued  for 
the  consignment. 

Failure  to  lake  oul  Ihrough  expui-(  hills 
of  lading  within  the  time  limit  specifieil 
will  subject  all  shipments  to  the  rates, 
rules  and  regulatimis  gnverning  domestic 
Ira/l'ic,  and  charges  trill  lie  assessed  ac- 
cordingly. ■
